vnpꝛouided Pope from his intended purpole: wzerefoze leauing

the reſt of hys power beſtowed in garriſons in moſk oppoꝛtune 
places of the A vngdome of Naples, marched towardes Rome wypth 
foure thouſande hoꝛſemen, as well men of armes, as lyght Hozſes 
men, beſydes the oꝛdinarie retinue that the men of armes doe ac- 
cuſtomablu dꝛawe with them, and about eyght thouſand fotemen 
of Switzers, Almaines, and Gaſcoignes, beſides a ſufficient furni⸗ 
ture of great oꝛdinance, and namely of field pieces. With this po⸗ 
wer he entred Rome without reſiſtance, the Byſhop and hys Cars 
dinals breing fearcfully fledde.) But when he was come vnto Pi- 
ſa, he had intelligence that Lewes the Duke of orleans (whome in 
*. hys expedition vnto Naples, he hadde willed to remayne at A ſti, in 
the frontiers of Piemont, with a frong band of Bo2ſemen, and alſo 
hauing heard of thys league of the P2inces, hadde commaunded 
to leuie Souldvers in all places nere aboutes,) had taken Nonara, 
a Citie belonging vnto the Duchie of Milan. The taking whereof, 
made Lewes the Duke of Milan very earneſtly to deſire the veneti- 
ans ſptedelv to ſctte forthe a power, ſ&eyng he coulde not in that 
iniquitie of time obtepne pꝛeſente avde of any other of the confe- 
derates to ſtav vppe hys ſtaggering ſkate. The whych the veneti- 
ans dyd both gladly graunte, and ſpeedely accompliſhe: thep2 ar- 
my beeyng within fewe daves in the fielde, at the banke of the Rt- 
uer of 5elio, the Generall whereof they created Frauncis Gonzaga, 
Marques of Mantoa,a luſtie pong Gentleman, deſtrous to ſcrue in 
the warres,and winne renowne: with whome they iovned acco2- 
dyngto they? manner, two venetians Lieutenantes, oz Prouiditori, 
Me Creuiſ no, and Luke Piſano. 

Fh the meanc tyme the Kung haſted wyth greate iourneys to 
paſſe the Apperrne Pountaynes, and to troryne wyth the Duke of 
Orleans before the power of hys enimies (whyche he hadde intel- 
ligence were tenved in all quarters, and paſſed the po) were come 

vnto the ſtreightes of the Appenine. DTroubleſome and papne⸗ 
kull 93s the carriage of hys oꝛdinaunce downe vnto Burgo from 
the ifirpe Bounfamnes , where the wonted HYozſes toulde not 
deawe them, foꝛ the ſhejunng and winding of the wayes , but the 
Souldvers were foꝛced to tranſpoꝛt them wyth theyꝛ handes and 
ſhoulders, and euery Hoꝛſeman to carrie a pellet of fiftie pounde

weyght befo2e hym on the pomell of his Saddle. From Burgo they 
beganne at the length to come downe into a b2oader way, whiche 
leadeth to Foronouo, and ſente befoze the Parſhall Gien leader of 
the vantgarde , wyth a ſfrong bande of Hoꝛſemen and fotemen, 
and wyth hym Antony Baſſey, the Collonell of the Switzers, and 
lames Irwulzi a Pilaneſc, to take vp a place at Foronouo for the 
armye to encampe in. 

The Kyng vſed Trivulzi as it were foz hys guyde, and repoicd 
greate truſt in hys counſell, both foꝛ hys ſingular knowledge in 
martiall affavꝛes, and in the Countrey, and alſo foꝛ the olde 
enimitie betwerne hym and the Duke of milan, whome he con- 
tinually ſoughte to annoy vnto hys vttermoſf, whereby he grew 
afterwarde to wonderfull riches , and greate martial! gio2y, ta 
the deſtruction of all italy. 

Nowe was the Marques of Manto« ( wyth whome had toy- 
ned the Earle of Gi«zza wyth the power of Milan) at Glareola, a 
Uillage on the farther banke of the Riucr of Tarro, in a place 
verve commodious, not onely to bꝛidle the Purmeſanes, if they 
ſhoulde attempte to reuolte, but alſo to be a ſure guarde to the fo2- 
trefſes neere aboutcs , and finally if the Kyng woulde marche on 
fozwarde that way, to ſctte vppon wyth all the veret:an power 
in a place of greate aduauntage, hys vantgarde as it came downe 
the hyll. 

In thys meane tyme whyictt the Frenchmen app2oched vnto 
Foronoxo, Gonzaga hauing intelligence by ſpyes of they2 comming, 
ſente the lyghte Hoꝛſemenne before, the chiefeſt conduc of them 
beyng aſſigned vnto Nicholas Annonio, a Stlauon, a verye valt- 
aunte manne, to ſtay the Frenchemenne by ſkirmiſhinx wyth 
them, vntyll hee were come wyth the ſfrength of the menne of 
armes, and the lyghte bandes of the fotemen. 

They valiauntip doe hys commaundemente, and ſuddapne⸗ 
ive gyuyng a charge vppon theyꝛ enimpes, diſoꝛdꝛed them on 
all ſpdes, and manve heeyng llayne and taken, and alſo one En 
ſigne gotten, foꝛced them verye fearcfully to turne backe, be⸗ 
foꝛe that the menne of armes, and the apde of the foicmenne 


coulde come, whych foyle happened vnts the Frenchmen, bytauſe 
25 4 J. 9 they 
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they were not acquaynted with their manner of fyghte : foꝛ when 
the Frenchmen with a certame feruour of foghte, did moꝛe egrely 
6 puriue the Greckes, at once both couragiouity charging, and alſo 
| with great arte fleeing backe, and the reby did b2rake their array: 
the Orcekes did fuddaynely againe returne into the fight, and then 
many of them and light, did let on the J renchmien, being diſperſed 
one from another, and laden with armour, and allo vnwarelpe 
floung foꝛward, and ſo eaſcly beate them down wyth their hokcd 
aid very heauie Turkich ſwoꝛds o2 mawles of pꝛon. Gonzaga ſer⸗ 
ing the Hoꝛſemen werried with a long and paynecfuil iourney, re- 
uoked them froin purſumg ok the enunies vnto their Campe: 
and contented with this god ſucceſſe, returned vnto the army, all 
his men being very toyfull , and manye bearing the heads of the 
Frenchmen vpon their Launces, 
Among the Pꝛiſeners was there taken one Ante, a Captayne 
of a band of Sluitzers, a man wel knowen beloꝛe time to y Earle 
5 of Giax xa. He politikelv lying, did augment the nuͤber ef tho trench 
8 | Hoꝛſemnen and fotemen that were in the auantgarde, koꝛ to feare 
the Italians from opp:eTing them, who had ourrboldly marched 
bekoꝛe their folowes, and allo falſely aifirmed that the Ling wyth

1 power was to be kaved fa2,that when tie King their enunie were 
in fight, they mighte maze ſafoly and nobly fight with hys whole 
power in 1 pitched field: loꝛ the Italian army did exteede them in 
nunver, and it emed that they woulde alſo haue onermatched 
them in the battel, if that foꝛtune had not kavled them, who ſhame⸗

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Thus the Byng hauing gotten the ſpace of the whole nerte 


daye, and tymely ouertaking the vauntgard, encamped at Forono- 
no. Betwerne the wo Caunpes rannc the riger of rarro, whyche | 
falling down violently fro the ſtiepe Appenine Paũtaynes into y 


_ encloſed valleys beneath, with a rocky and vnequall Channell, 
at length hauing gotten the open fields, runneth into the Po. The 
Uenctians encamped on the left ſive on the bꝛoader banke of the 
Riuer,not karre from the Utilage Apprano, in the lawer grounde: 
but the Frenchmen on the right, hauing on their lefte hande the 
Towne Medeſano, and being on the higyer hylles, they myghte 
caſcly ſec the Camp of their enimies, which by reaſon of the great 
number of tentes pitched round about, gaue a ſhew vnto the . 
of the wondering Frenchmen of a very great army. 15 
Mhen the King ſaw hunſelfe and his army bꝛought into fuche 
a place, as out whereof there was no hope left to eſcape, vnleſſe 
vito2ic. became his guide: to aſſay the intents and mindes of the 
Prbuidit ori, he ſente an Herald to requeſt af them truce fo? cer- 
taine dayes, Fo2 Hercules the Duke of Ferrara, fanozing the en⸗ 
grafted lingering of the prouiditori, had a little befoꝛe wauten 
fo2 a moſt certapnctic,(thereby to ſtay the ſtamackes of the King, 
and the French Captaynes all difnayde with that vnloked fo2 
martial! pꝛouiſion and furniture of their enimies that neyther the 
Prouiditori , noꝛ his ſonne in lawe the Parques, had any autho- 
ritic oꝛ commiſſion from the Senate to kyghte a generall battell. 
The Herald being bꝛought vnto the prouiditori and Captaines, 
ſaide, that his maicker did greately wonder, that the Ucnettans, 
whome he had nat pꝛouoked by any miuric,were come with ſuche 
a power of warlike menne to impeache his returne into France, 
that his Maieſtie did requeſt, accoꝛding vnto the inſt lawe of na- 
tions, that with truce they would help his army, as it trauapled, 
with victuals foꝛ money, and ſuffer them with quiet journey to 
paſſe into France: if they would thus doc, then his maieſtie was to 
glue greate thankes vnto the Seignioꝛie of venice and their Cap⸗ 
tayncs, but if they would not, then the French Souldiours would 
not onely open a way foꝛ themſelues by true pzowelſe, but allo 
make a cauſey foꝛ theyz King wyth the flayne carcafſes of the 
B. iij. withſtau⸗ 
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withſtkamers. To whome aunfwere was made in elbe woꝛds, f 
that Ayng Charles woulde abandon hys counſels and purpoſes of 
conquering italy, and withdzawe his garriſons out of Oſtia (the 
Hauen of Rome) and Nouara, and marche without doyng of anye 
hurte,he ſhould haue free paſſage to goe his way, but if he neglec⸗ 
ted ſo to do, then alſo the venctians woulde not neglea the iniuries 
done vnto theyꝛ alies, and as they were bounde by the league, pur⸗ 
ſuc wyth ſwoꝛd the publike enimie of all Jtaly. The Heralde who 
had curiouſly viewed almoſt all things in the Italian Camp, be- 
ing returned vnto the King,tolde many thyngs wofully and feare- 
fully of the ſcituation and munition of their Camp, ol the number, 
the furniture, and cherretulnelſe of the Italian Souldyers: in ſo⸗ 
much that the Ryng hymſclfe, and manye of the Captapnes, as 


men attached with a ſupꝛeme care, ſeemed to doubt of the ſafetie 


of themſelues, and of all the armie, foꝛ in diſcourſing and conſul⸗ 
ting, ſome were of the minde, that it were beſt to returne backe 
vnto Piſa, and being ioyned with the Florentines, choſe the ſeate fog 
the warres in Toſcan: Other hauing no regard of diſhonoꝛ, coun⸗ 
ſelled ſpeedely to croſſe the vales of the Appenine, and haſt to Aſti, 
lcauing behinde them both cariages and oꝛdmance:the reſt willed 
no conſideration to bee hadde of the Duke of orleans, but the King 
to compounde with the caunie, who dvd ouermatche them in all 
thvngs, ſo that they myghte thereby aſſuredly pꝛouide fo2 the ſafe- 
tie of the Kyng and hys whole army, Finally there were fewe, 
wh ught that the life and libertie of the King was raſhly to 
beputte into the daunger of vnequall fyghte, when there was no 
man founde that beeyng moꝛe wofull foꝛ the Kings ſafetie, than 
fo2 his owne, was not of the opinion, that the cuent of the battell 
woulde bee farre woꝛſe than all other things: in ſomuch that they 
ſeemed vnable'epther to funde ende to they? aduices, os aſſu- 
red meane to ſaue the armye in that daunger. But then they re- 
poꝛte that Trivu!zi, en whome ſpecially all mens eyes were caſt, 
dyd wyth the great erpectation of all menne ſpeake in this man⸗ 
ner. They that doe conſulte of the doubtfull chaunces of war- 
tarc af ſuche tyme as perill is pꝛeſent, ought to fetche that one 


way and meane, both of ſafetie and alſo of vicozie, which 3 
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left from ſfouteneſle of courage feareleſſe hearte, foꝛ when fo2ce 
- doth moſt vꝛge in a matter, and there is moſt nerde both of ſtoute 
aduice and couragious aduenture , there a man to abate his ſto⸗ 
macke,t dilmille his minde, and to be attainted wyth feare, is both 
ſhameful,and alſo moſt times pernicious: but vet the ſame ſcemety 
to be muche moꝛe dithono2able + vatimely,when that by ouer wo- 
fully weighing and pondering the perils, we do make and imagine 
them to be greater t wozſe tha they are inderde. Diuers that haue 
ſpoken befoꝛe me, graue men, and (whych byndeth greater credite 
vnto their woꝛds) very couragious and valiaunt warriours, haue 
doubted, and that to very vehementlv, of the ſafctic of vou, moſt in 
uincible Soueraigne, and of pour whole army: that is to witte, by 
rehearſing what penurie of thyngs and famine do hang ouer both 
men and Hoꝛſes, what aſperities of plates, what fireightes doe 
hinder our iournev, and pull from valiant me the vſe of pꝛowelle: 
and finally what kinde, and how great an armye of oure enimies 
do foꝛeſhutte and ſtoppe the waves agaynlte vs, beeyng fewe in 
number, and weeryed with the tople of ſo great a iournev, that we 


may not by any meanes eſcape, ſo that it is better to trye all other 


waycs, than wyth deſpay2ed vidoꝛie by contending with fo2ce, to 
hazard the whole, as thongh(as it liketh ſome,)that to the ende we 
may eſcape vnto the ſafe. Alpes, the moſt noble and alwayes vico- 
rious King ſhould take a moſt diſhonoꝛadle and lamentable iour⸗ 
ney ouer the Botntaynes of Liguria, (all the baggage of the army, 
and the great oꝛdinance being by ſecrete and ſhamefull flighte left 
behinde foꝛ oure enimies:) oꝛ clſe that we turne oure backes to- 
wards the,and returne againe vnto Piſa, that anone after onreni- 
mies erumroning vs both by ſca + land, we being tamed by famme 
and yeeloed,may be a laughing ſtocke vnto p whole world. Neither 
alſo do J like of the aduice p your Maieſtie ſhould by a ſhametull 
cdpoſttid obteine of yoar armed enimies a ſafe returne into France. 
Foz by what other faith ſhall we aſſure ourſelues all things to be 
peaceable, thi by 8 ſelfeſame whereby euen now they ſo impudẽtly 
bzake late leagues ? But in this let vs credite the perfidions, foz 
they alſo do ſomtime vſe to keepe their faith giuẽ v̊ they may afters 


Ward dereiue moze timely,x with greater gaine.By this vnhappie 
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coucnanting are not ſo many valiaunt men that do nobly defende 
the kingdome of Naples, beyng deſtitute of all hope of help, foꝛſa⸗ 
ken, and alſo betrayed vnto their molt cruell enimies: and if the 
garriſon be withdzawen out of Nouara, hal not the courſe that is 
begun to a moꝛe ample victo2ie be vtterly interrupted and cut off? 
Doubtletle A ſee, that the ſame one only counſell is both ſafe and 
honoꝛable, whiche dothe ſeine vnto other moſt hard and daunge⸗ 
rous, nunelp, that abandoning all thought of peace oꝛ flighte, wer 
make vs a ww with our ſwoꝛds: Neithcr bycauſe that I do pꝛo⸗ 
miſe that in the ſucceſſe all things will be eaſie fo2 you, noꝛ do de- 
ſpaire of the victo2ie, would J ſeme to fozeſee in mind moze than 
the reſt, and moꝛe arrogantly to foꝛekeele the whole cuent of thys 
inſtante matter, fo2 this may be graunted not vnto my witte, but 
vito my p2acniſe in warfare, and experience of Italian affayzes, 
ſith that foꝛ the ſpace of theſe many peares, J haue bin pꝛeſente in 
all the warres of italy, whereby it was not hard fo2 me aboun⸗

and glozy, The p2oweſle of the Italian Souldyers here to day 
neyther do A debaſe noꝛ extoll, foz I ſhould do fondly oꝛ impudent⸗ 
Ip, if Athould vtter my iudgement thereof, ſo that keeping ſtill my 
amefaſtneſſe vnuiolated, A doubt not to conteſſe and affirme this 
one thing, that we ſhal deale with an army of freſh water Souldi⸗ 
ers, and of Omnigatherwn : foz the greateſt part of thoſe Hoꝛſemen 
whom we ſer gliſtering in their creftes and armoure, haue neuer 
put on armour befoze,but at a pomp, when that armes were mu⸗ 
ſtered, and in ſpoꝛting fightes and ſhewes:no2 euer heard ſound of 
Lrumpet:fo2 indede,there haue bin no warres in Italy theſe mi 
ny yeares, noꝛ no inſt and bloudy battell foughten: but thefote- 
men will not only not ſuſteyne the koꝛce of the Almayne*Eſqua- 
d2on, but being inferiour both in armour, weapons, and courage, 
will not abide ſo much as the ſight of them, comming vpon them 
with lo great oꝛder and array. Then there remayneth that we do 
areately feare the artes and ſuttle policies of ſome olde beaten 
 Thiefctaine, Alas what ambuſhe will he lay, oz with what array 
will he bꝛing foꝛth his army thꝛough the incommodiaus fo2des of 
the rough riuer, to innade vs marching in array of battell-a ſpꝛin⸗ 
gall Chiefetayne that neuer ſawe Campe of Souldyers beſydes 
this of hys owne, wherevnto he is pꝛeferred rather foz the title ot 
| = Wo his 
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his name, than foꝛ merite of tryed pꝛoweſſe? Therefoꝛe mine opts 
im is mumcible Kyng) that we marche on ffill foꝛ warde as we 
haue begun, and vour maieſtie ſhall doe well, if that you do adhoꝛt 
the Douldyers not to daubt of the cucnt of the battell, and to con- 
temne their entmies. The bagg ige ofthe army being ſente away 
a little diſtance from the armed rankes on the left hande towards 
the hies, waulde J purpoſely obiect to be ryfied. by the cnnmie, 


who is moꝛe greedy of pillage than of fight. Dn the ryghte hande 


towardes the rruer, let the greate oꝛdmance be placed agaynſt 
the cn mes. J with my college Gien will leade the foꝛe warde, 
and the way, and beeyng neereſf to daunger, wyll valiantly ende⸗ 
uour, that it nothing repent youre hyghnefſe to haue followed this 
counſell: the reſt of the martiall charges lette the Captavnes (and 
ſpecially the auntient) parte amongſt them, ano lette them marche 
foward vnto vicoꝛie with the armve pꝛepared foꝛ both chaunc es 
of battell and trauayle:foꝛ nevther their wonted vertue, no2 youre 
foꝛtune ſhall faple them, who being made noble by perpetuall vic- 
toꝛics, haue learned ta fight valiantly, yea, and if it were but foꝛ 
only glo2y. 2 
After that Triyulzi had p2onounced this Oꝛation, with a coun⸗ 
tenance full of confidence, na man almoſt ſeemed(although in ſome 
of their heartes feare were fettled)which did not chercfully aſſent 
to his ſentence, and ſwo2e that they woulde not departe the fields 
but victoꝛs. Then Charles diſpofing hys Hoꝛſemen to repꝛeſſe from 
all partes the Grcekes, who almoſt cucrp houre with great cryes, 


ffirred vp ſundꝛy tun. ultes in his Camp, and watching almoſt the 


whole night, the next moꝛrow as ſone as it was favꝛe day, bꝛake 
his faſt, and commaunded the Souldyers to doe the ſame, and to 
pꝛepare both their bodyes and hartes as well to fight, as to march 
fo:ward:and not long after he bering ctadde rather in ſtrong, than 
kavꝛe armoure, mounted on Hoꝛſebacke, enuironed with ſeauen 
pong Gentlemen of appꝛoued fidelitte and pꝛowes, armed, apoin⸗ 
ted, and trimmed in all poyntes like vnto him ſelfe. As hee ſet foꝛ⸗ 
ward, the Souldvers faluted hun with fo cheerefull voices and ge⸗ 
ſture, that they interrupted him when he began to encourage ths : 
beltcching hym to haue no doubt of the vigoꝛie, whiche they had 


now 
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noty in thetr hands. o when he was on Yozſebacke,he ſænied to 
be taller and moꝛe lively tha he was indederfo2 of nature he was 
a very little man, and by reaſon of his olde diſeaſe, weake, and not 
ſtrong legged to goe on fate, but then he loked lyke vnto a valiant 
and feareleſſe Souldioure, foꝛ his face, eyes, and ſpecially hys 

bawkes beked noſe, There guarded him on both ſides two com 
pames of noble Hoꝛſemenne, with whome were intermingled the 

guard of Scottes,Yo2eguer, Mathew P'baſtard of Burbon, in whom 

the Ryng repoſed very greate truſt, and Robiner Frameſell, the va- 
hant conductoꝛ of the Duke of Orleans his men of armes, enuiro⸗ 
ned him with they: companpes of Hoꝛſemen, one on the right ſide, 
and the other on the left. There followed abonte a two furlongs 
behinde them, the thirde andthe laſt battell, che canduct whereof 
had For, a noble man of Guien, and Seignieur de Trimouiſle, wha 

afterward fo2 his great aces, became a renowned Chicfetayne. 
With them was a great power of excellent Pozſemen. But in p 
vantgarde were ſerne the Gſquad2ons of the Switzers and Al⸗ 
mapnes, their chiefeft hope and ſtrength, and the great oꝛdinance. 
The Parſhall Gien and Irivulzi marched befoꝛe with a companie 
of light Hoꝛſemen, to ſhew the wap vnto them that followed. An 
arrow ſhot behume them followed the Switzers and Almapnes, 
to whome their Colonels Gilbert of Cleve, and Antony Baſſey, men 

ſkilfull of their tungs, had pꝛomiſed in the Kings name treble pay, 

if that they ſaued the King by their faithfull and valiant handes. 
Myth them on the left hand were ioyned the Gaſcoignes, Archi- 
baliftes, and almoſt thꝛe hundꝛed archers of the guarde, who tho- 
rough vnlucky counſcll,had ſent away they? Hoꝛſes, and marched 
on fate, that they might ſhote the moꝛe ffrongiy. But the greate 
oꝛdinance hæ ng dꝛawen with equall pace cloſe to the batallion 
of the fatemen,, were plated againſte the riuer, and the battels of 
thetr erunties. The dꝛudges of the army, and all the raſcall rable 
marched with the buggage towards the hylles on the left hande: 
but the Pargues who hadde determined if the Frenchmen hadde 
bentg an the deſte hande towardes v cdeſano, which was the way 
vnto Dertono, to purſue them on the batke wyth all hys po⸗ 
wer: when he ſawe them dome do wne krom Foronow in array of 
C. u. battely, 
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battell, thinking it not god any longer to ſtap, vſing the counſell of 
olde Souldpers, araunged his ; battels in this oꝛder. 

All his whole ho was deuided into nine battels, the number 
of his me were aboue two thouſand four hundꝛed men of armes, 


a few leſſe than two thouſand lighte Hoꝛſemen, and about twelue 
thouſand fatcmen, 


In the ſirſt battell was Peter Dodo d yenetiax With fire hun 
dꝛed Greeke Hoꝛſemen, and Aleſſo Beicacuto with almoſt ſo ma- 
ny Archers on Hoꝛſebacke, who did not uſe bowes of wodde as 
did the Frenchmen, but croſſebowes af vꝛon. To them it was en⸗ 
topned to compaſſe the bylies on the backe of their enimies, and 


to charge the leſt fide of the vantgard, and hy (kirmrſhing, to ſtay 


the marching Frenchmen from their intended iourney. 

In the ſeconde battell was the Carle of Giazza with the power 
of Milan foꝛ this conſideration, that as ſone as Trivulzi and Gien 
were encountring with the lighte Bo2ſemen, he vppon the ryghte 
fide ſhould ſet vpon them, being then occupyed and troubled, That 
battell canſiſted of ſyxe hundꝛed men of armes, and th2e& thouſand 
Almaine and italian fotemen, The Generall hymſelfe callpng to 
him his Uncle Radulph, and Ranuccio Farneſi, with aboute fyne 
hundꝛeth men of armes,x ſo many archers, c ſoure thouſand fote- 
men,tok-vpon-him Þ charge to encaunter the midle battel,wherin 


was the Kyng. But the fourth battell to charge the rerewarde, 


was aſſigned vnto-Fortebraccio de Mantoni. Alfa th:e& battels of 
ſuccoure were appoynted with very god oꝛder indeede, but with 
a very ſhamcfull euent, ſo that Antonie de Feltri the baſtard of vr- 


bine, ſhould timely apde the Generall, when the fignall choulde ber 


giuen: Aniball Bentivogh, 4Galeazzo Pallaaicini when nde requt- 
red, ſhould follow the Earle of G:43z63and finally Lewes Aduo- 
cato, and Fraunces Gambara, Breſſans, n Soneino Benzofio à Ure 
meneſe, ſhould attend vpon Montoni. The reaſon why theſe battels 
of ſuccour were oꝛdeined was this: that when enerpbattell ofthe 
Frenchmen ber ing entangled with their owne peril, could not ſuc- 
tour the nexte being in diſtreſle, they ſhoulde all of them be at one 
tune beaten downe almoſt from all partes 20 

Tbe eyght and ninth battell were gerd a little farther off, 63 
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an avde againſt ail vncertaine chances. But Tali-no Pio, & Charles 
Meliteo were left with the reit of the armye to guard the Cunpe. 
Moꝛeouer, the maiTers of the great oꝛdinance were tommaunded 
to plant their oꝛdinance ina long ranke on the banke of the tuner 
of Tarro, in as commodious places as coulde be pꝛouided by mar- 
tiall arte. | | | 
When the battels were thus ſette in aray,the Marques retur⸗ 
ned vnto the prouiditori, who albeit they being ſuſpended with ve⸗ 
ry weightie care, indged it contrarie vnta the reaſon and trade of. 
their common wealth, to darepne battell, vet ſuche was the cheere- 
fulneſſe of the hoſt, ſingularly well arraunged, and appoynted to 
fighte, that nowe it repentcd them of thcir ouerwary counſell, and 


were th2oughly filled both with iop, and aſſured hope of vidoꝛic. 


Netther was ther any man honourable,either foꝛ his age, oꝛ mar- 
tiall dignitie, that then durſt conſult with cunctation and ſuſpenſe, 
whether the batteil were to be aduentured, oꝛ apenty to make any 
doubt of obteyning the viddoꝛie: fo2 moſt of the freſh water Soul- 
diers beeyng lifted vp by a certaine hote deſire to fight,and a truſt 
repoſed in their ſtrength, were ſo luſtie, that if they hearde anye 
men ſpeake ſomewhat warely, oꝛ conſiderately in that daunger 
of the whole fate, they openly rayled vppon him with manve re- 
p2ochful woꝛdes, and called them dꝛawe backes, and feareful da- 
ſtardes. And it happened, that whẽ Radulph Gonzago ſayd,that her 
thought: the place would be incommodious fo2 them to fighte in, 
and therefodze would haue had it firſt made cuen and leuell, he was 
ſtreightwayes malapertly ſtoffed at by Mario Caluiſano a godlve 
luſtie youth, and one in greate fauourc with the Parques: foʒ hee 
tolde him with vnrenerend ſperche, that they which were fo great⸗ 
ly afrayde of their ſuume, might do well immediately to get them 
thence,and ſhꝛowde themſelues warely within thc walles of par⸗ 
m. I pꝛay God:{quoth Radulph then) that theſe folithe hardic ki 
cowe pꝛincoxes, do valiantly follow me, piercing into the middes 
of the enimies, koꝛ they ſhall reccyue the ftrokes not of painted 
and frifling-vain ſtaues, as they do at games, but fele of the firog- 
a ſturdy ffeete. God graume we maye emb2ue theſe bꝛaue caſ⸗ 


ſaches and coates; rather with our entmics, than with dure owne- 
tte; | |

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bloud. Radulph indede was the true and the beſt Judge and va 
% lure 8k koꝛraigne warfare : fo2 from his childhode he had bin one 
; of the Henchmien of Charles the Duke of Buygoigne, and was pꝛe⸗ 
4 ſent at thoſe thꝛæ laſt battels, in whiche he beyng at length van⸗ 
q ihe, loſt hys martiall power, whyche befoze was feared of 
0 all men, and hys Duchie, togyther wyth hys life. 
| In the meane tyme, when the Frenchinen now dꝛewe nerre, and 
the Souldpers were excited vnto the battell by ß often thunder of 
| the grrat oꝛdinancc, the Parques turning hymſelfe vnto the K. ieu⸗ 
1 tenantes, ſapde: It you thynke it foz the behofe of the common 
weale, that we doc valiantly bꝛidle the fwliſhe hardineſle of the 
Frenchmenne, whiche wyth barbarous vanitie doe pꝛomiſe them 
ſelues the Emppꝛe of all Italy: we muſt not long conſulte, but 
| noivc when the Fyffe and Trumpettes of oure ennnies do call vs, 
we mult out of hande bende oure heartes to fyghte : fo2 if by lin 
gering we ſhall lette oure enimics cfcape out of our handes, we 
ſhall not fynde hereafter ſo god an occaſion to oppꝛeſſe him, and 
ſhall in vayne purſue hym beyng lyght and vucemb2ed, and wpth 
waſting all the Countrey haſting though the paineful and blade 
7 pathes to ſucconre his people at Nouara: I fo my part if ye Hall 
ih commaunde it, will lette the Seignioꝛie of venice to vnderſtande 
Sf my ſeruice, and will ſtretche all my ſtrength of body and minde, to 
thewe that the auntient honoꝛ is not take from the Italian Soul- 
i\ diour by foꝛraigne nations, and that thozough oure valiaunee; a 
A molt renoſymed victo21e may be gotten of the pzowde enimiẽ foꝛ 
pon vexetians, the true and aſſured ſetters at libertie of the dignitie 
of Jtaly. Thcrevnto, (hv3 college alſo aſſentvng) thus aunſwe⸗ 
red Triuuiſano: Go to (moſt valiant Generali) ſepng that vou doe 
teſtifoe woth furpaſſing courage, ſo ſingular a god wyll towardes 
: the venetian name, and that the honoꝛ of ſaumg Jealy doth inſtanie 
t vou to winne the fruite ofcuerlaſting p2ayſe, commaundec the bat» 
. tell to be ſounded (the whyche J pꝛay God may bee god and foꝛtu⸗ 
— vnto the Seignioꝛie of venice, and their confedcrated friotves) 
turne the araunged battels agafaſt the entmies, and endeudur by 
| vanquiſhing valiauntlp, that yaurehouſerenowmed foz the perpe- 
5 tuall gliſtering of auntiente gloꝛve, maye bee madets _ 
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bꝛighte though the honoꝛable title of a newe vicozie. And 
without awe moꝛe tarriance at one tyme, the Dꝛummes, Trum⸗ 
pettes and greate o2dinance beganme to ſounde, and the battels 
arraunged in ſuche oꝛder as we haue declared, made towarde the 
enunie thoꝛaugh the Niuer in thꝛee places, but they ranne foꝛtb (a 
raſhly and unluckily , that they, who were carried wyth ſo greate 
couragiouſneſſe, were troubled and halfe ouercome by the greate 
miquitie of the places, befoꝛe they coulde come vnto theyꝛ cni⸗ 
niies: foꝛ the Chanell of T«rro was very vll to paſſe oucr, full of 
turnings aud windings, and. verye muche cumbered wyth Whl- 
lowes growyng therein, and alſo the bꝛinunes of both the bankes 
were very hard both to goe vpand downe. And mo2couer, manye 
quagge myꝛes, and blinde gulfes were made by the greate rayne 
that fell the daye befoꝛe. And finally , the Foꝛdes of the Kyuer 
were euery whtre ſtonv and vncertavne, thaough whyche difff- 
cuityes (as it muſt nedes happen) the courſe and fozce of the paſ- 
Engexs was greately hyndered. And albeit they were ſoꝛe annop- 
ed with. theſe ncommodityes , and the greateſt parte af them 
coulde hardly gette out themſelues, noꝛ oucrtake them whyche 
marched befoꝛe, vet they valiantly charged their enimpes, and 
ranne togyther with Speares and Swoꝛdes, and in th2e places? 
attached a hote and variable fight, nowe foꝛtunate to one, and now 
to the other: 1 

The Frenchmenne hadde ſfwde kill in a place very ſafe, the 
whyche on that ſyde whyche the Ftalians came, was very vn⸗ 
euen, and cumbered wyth many trees, ſo that when the Italians 
clambered vppe the hyll, they foughte (diſperſed with the thicke 
battels of thevꝛ enimies) wyth greater foꝛce, than arte, and in the 
ende with adnerſs foꝛtune. On the contrary ſyde, the Frenche⸗ 
menne makyng they? battelles thicke and cle togyther, and nat 
vnaduiſedly ſrirring out of theyꝛ place, recevued them that char⸗ 
ged them, and that done, enuironed them rounde aboute, and wyth- 
theyꝛ ſhoꝛte Swoꝛdes afſaping where the blade mpghte beſt en⸗ 
ter into the body, did thꝛuſt them in, and beate them downe. In 
the meane tyme, the Greeke Hoꝛſemenne that had inuaded the 
foze ward, beeyng repelled on all partes by the menne of armes. 
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a tempeſt of Horſemen a bande of G4/co'gnes appoynted to guarde 
the oꝛdinance, and alſo the archers of the Kings an m_ 
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and their hote ſpurre Captaynes Annomo and Buſichio departed 
out of the battell wounded, ſuddainely turning they Hoꝛſes, flewe 
t9gvther to rifle the baggage, whiche by the counſell of 1nvwzi 
had bin obiected vnto the enimies, that they being occupyed about 


the ſpovle, a moꝛe readie and eaſie paſſage might be made fo2 the 


King, There the Lackevs, dꝛudges, Women, ſtraglers, and moyz 
letters were fowly toſſed among the beaſtes, ano falling packes, 
and when they repugned,o2 ſought to ſane the godes, being layne 
among them, almoſt all the baggage was taken and rifled. This 
tumult cauſed all the field to ring of Þ diſſonant ontcryes of ſo ma- 
ny nations, by reaſon whereof, thither ranne al thc bandes of fote- 
men that were neere, tvho beryng alſo ar&dy of pillage, —— 


ſhame bꝛake their aray. But then aroſe ei very b 


miſerable fight among the rifſe?Fthemlrlaes, cuery man 

one from another the Ryngs baggage,and the — — 

ſed by the ſtronger, were llayne with the pillage in they; Ames. 
ſafetie voito the 


This thing by the conſent of all men, bꝛou 

frenchmen, foz their foꝛe ward when ß Greckes once enclined dev þ 
ſpople, valtantly recepued the charge that the Earle af Giazza gaue 
onerthwart them, and ſuccoured the ſecond battell that was in di⸗ 
reſſe, and alſo the ſeconde being angmented with ſtrength and 
courage, repelled the Marques of Mantoa with great ſlaughter, 


and apded the third, which Montoni had diſoꝛdꝛed. At the laſt, whe 


the two battels of the Barſhall and the kyng vehemently pꝛeſſed 
the italianſ on both ſides at one time, Radulph and Ranuccio beeyng 
circumnented in the middes of their entmies were flapne, and al- 
ſo almoſt all the whole bande of the kamiliars of the Marques, a- 
mong whome were many noble menne. There fell alſo befoꝛe the 
Generals eyes Caluiſiano, x the band of an C. ſingular god Soul- 
dpers fotemen, that had bin choſen to guard the Marques, were 
flayne,and troden downe. The Parques himſelfe( who with won⸗ 
derful! p: 2qwes had pierced thzough the middes of the Boꝛſemen, 
euen vnto the o2dinance,and the maiſters of them, and the Boꝛſes 
by whome they were dꝛawen, being llaine, had ouerwhehn 
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adoe got hunſelte out of the middcs of his enimies, his Moꝛſe bæ 
vng greenouſly wou: ided. F02 all men did auye, ſtrike at, and pur. 
ſuc hun fleyng thꝛoughout the whole battell with a ſpire of ilk 
in the creſt of his helmet. 

The ſame foꝛtune alſo felte the Jtalian fatemen that were in 
the Earic of G12zza his battell, foz when the foꝛmoſt rankes of 
them did (as the manner was then) ſhake from the grounde they: 
long foꝛkes, ſtaved vp with their left arme, but the nerte canes of 
Souldyers defcnicd with Targets, hurled Jauckns with bꝛoade 
heads, and the reſt after them ſhotte quarrels out of croſſcbowes : 
tdey were recepued of the Switzers, not only without any feare, 
but alſo with laughter : fo2 they beyng derye Ckilfully caſt into a 
cloſe Eſquadꝛon, dyd lightly contemne that fondekmoe of wea- 
pons, and manner of fight, fo? NIdne as euer they app2oched, al- 
molt th2& hundzed extrao2dinaric yong men, who foz — _ 


+ S i 


with mpghty two hande ſwoꝛdes, beganne to cut off thoſe vnruly 
pykes, with whoſc hardincſle almoſt all the Italians beyng fea⸗ 
red, befoze they erpeced the imp2eſſton of the Eſquadꝛon, turned 
they: backes. In that place one bande of Almaynes, whiche had 
with great hardincfſe inuaded the French D2dinance, and hadde 
ſtoutely reſiſted, was flayne by the furious charge of the Swit- 
3crs. And withall, a very ſuddayne ſhow2e of rayne, mired wyth 
Haple,thundcr,and lightning, did in ſo apt a tune afflicte them be- 
ing foyled, and nowe readve ts flee, that God hymſelfe ſernied to 
kyghte foꝛ the F men: fo2 the Riucr of rarro ( whiche a little 
befaze ranne as though it had bin dꝛyed vp) was nowe growen fo 
greate th2ongh falles of waters from the ountaynes and dyt⸗ 
ches, that neyther they whiche repoſed hope of ſafetie in fiyghte, 
could ſafcly eſcape, neyther durſt the vntouched battels that lon- 
gedto goe ſuccoure their diſcomfited fellowes, once paſſe the Rt- 
uer, whiche with ſwift and violent ſtreame caryed away mennc, 
Þozſes, armour, weapons and all. n eyther in the meane time did 

the oꝛdinance cealle on evther ſive, although with doubtfull, but 
bane perill; they were often ſhotte off euen amenglt the blended 
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battcls. Ju all this ſo hard ſtate of things, the Marques fazſaketh 
not hunſelfe, although he were attached with incredible ſoꝛcuwe, 
ſcung ſo many valiant Gentlemen that had come thither onety fo2 
god will towardes him, yea and his vnc le, enuirened by their env 
mies, and no ſuccoure to be hoped foꝛ. There was on the lett bad a 


dexppe ditch of water that ranne dowue ta certayue cone Milies, 


into this ditch were both fotemen and Hoꝛſemen carried by hed⸗ 


long flight, fowly ſtrugling and ſtriuing toguher. The which whe 


the Parques ſawe, he changing his Hoꝛſe, came thither, and rebu⸗ 
king the flight, and ſtaying the cnſignes of diners troupes, he ga- 
thered togither ouc ſtrong band, who although they were ſoꝛe wer⸗ 


 ryed by the ſundꝛy intommodit ies of fight, flight, finally of raine, 


yet valiantly renewed the fight, + with laughter repelled p Frech- 
men that purſued them amaine. There $<1:,neur de Mioll, and the 
Baſtard of Burbon, being wounded bp 4letfo Beicicuto in the neck, 
were take not farre from the King, t diuers renowmed Hozſemen 
of the frech fide ſlaine: But the comming of the Erie of Peta was 
a great ſtap, that they which had fir ſt attached the fight, were not 
quite deſtroped, foꝛ he being brought puſoner out af Naples, nowe 
when his keepcrs were buſied in that daunger of the battcll, hadde 
cſcaped in the middes of the tumulte vnto Þ Ucnctians, and what 
by telling that the Frenchmen were vanquiſhed and put to flight, 
and alſa by cohoꝛting them not to let goe aſſured vico2ie out of 
their handes, he reſtoꝛed vnto the fearefull and fleeyng ſuche cou⸗ 
ra ge, that with the auc oꝛitie of his name, he cauſed all that he met 
with, to returne into the battell. Vut the Frenchmen purſuing the 
Italians being diſcomfited and bꝛoken by the firſt and ſecond bat- 
tels, were empeached by the ſwollen riuer from wunming of an en⸗ 
tier victoꝛie, cuen as a little befoꝛe, the riſing of the riner had bin 
a lette vnto the rerewardes of the Ucnetias,fo2 following 4 ſucco- 


ring their diſoꝛdꝛed foꝛmoſt battels. But this is well knowen, that 
the arſhall Guien, although Trivulzi and Frapces Sicco, the Caps 


tame of the Floꝛentines, vehemently abtcffing hym not to ſuffer 
an occaſion of deſtroping their enimie to be loſt, would not purſue 
them whe they flcdde, oꝛ goe one fote foꝛth, foꝛ that he thought he 
onght not ralh!y to depart out of the ſight of the Kings battell, ths 
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tuent of the fight being as pet vncertaine, the . being circumuẽ | 

ted from all partes by diuers, although vtterly ſcattered troupes of 
the enimies. Not long after, manv of the Captaines gathering to⸗ 
gither about the Ring, cauſed the retreate to be ſounded, that with 
ioyned bandes and battels agayne araunged, they mighte erpecte 
what their eninnes would do: foꝛ they not only ſawe freſh + whole 
battels of them on the farther banke of the riner ready to recepue 
the encounter, but might perceiue both their owne a2ſes and me 
wholly weried, and therefoze thought it beſt rather to reſt, than 
purſuc their ſcattered enimies, as they which were contented with 
that vicoꝛie, the which conſidering the perill appeared greater tha 
it ſelfe,bycauſe they had by armes and p2owcſle made themſclues 
a wap, nat only in ſpite of their enimies, but alſo with their foyle x 
diſcomſiture.

traced to fight) waund himſelfe out from the hindermoſt tavle of 
the departing Frenchme,x paſſing ouer the riuer in a better foꝛde, 
returned into the Camp vnto y prouiditori There perithed in that 
battel of p UAenetiãs 4 Pilaneſe aboue foure . amõg whom were 
befides Radalph and Ranaccio, John 2:cinnino nephew vnto the fa- 

mous Captain Nichalas,Galeazo Correggi, Robert Strozea, and A- 
lexander Ber ldo, Captaines of Coꝛnets of Hoꝛſemen, and Vince t 
Sdrſo, who ledde a regimẽt of futemen, and Ma ficto and Gabanel- 
lo, who being of the guard, had whereas at other times thẽ ſpecial 
ly in p battel, gottt the pꝛayſe of ſingular pꝛo welle, whe with the vꝛ 
weapõs they made a way thꝛough the mids of the en mies fo; the 
Marques to eſcape. But on y french part beſive the multifude of Þ 
rFaſkal rable, whiche made the ſlaughter greater and fouler, there 
—= werelo@Tabont a thouſande Souldioures : and alſo luhay and Da- 
{on Lieutenauntes of companyes of Bozſemenn?, and Vardey the 
Captapne of the Archers on Hoꝛſebacke, and the Captaryne of 
the troupe that guarded the Kyng, and allo noble menne called 
by the nunes of they? TZawncs Lorſy, Semple, and Ambran, Bat 
the Reng felte in deve: a, notable loſe wyth greate griefe, 
lahen h Inderckede that aimotte alt the Archers of hys 
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guard were Cayne{wha as is ſayd befoꝛe) ſending away their Hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes, fought on fote. And the repozte is, that hymſelife was m no 
ſnail daunger of life, when the Marques b2caking thoꝛough bys 
battell, and diſoꝛdering the whole wardes, he being almoſt lefte a⸗ 
lone made hcdde, and dꝛew his Swoꝛd, and confeſſed that he was 
dcubtleſſe ſaued by the imuincible ſtrength ol his fierce fightrůg 
Hoꝛſe, which was a cleane cole blacke, with one eye. The French- 
men lodged that night vpon the next hyll beſide Tarro, hauing loſt 
all their baggage and tentes, and bꝛought to extreame lacke of vi⸗ 
ſtuals, who although they had vndoubtedly gotten the victoꝛie, and 
were very topfull , pct did they greately feare thevꝛ ſmall tompa⸗ 
nie, and had a ſpetiall care foꝛ the ſauing and carving away of the 
number of the wounded, whiche was thonght wonlde be a verye 
hard thing, by reaſon of the pll and troubleſome tourney that they 
had to goe : foz they ſawe that their enimies had a greate number 
of light Hoꝛſemen, thoꝛough whoſe vnwerried diligence and ſwift- 
neſle, they myghte cut off victuals, ſtoppe the wayes,and by purſu⸗ 
ing and hagling on the hindermoſt, much cudamage them, and ſpes 
cially the heauie armed Switz ers. But the Captaynes being bu- 
ſied with this feare and care, and very werie : the Almaynes and 
Switzers, when the King had with liberall hand deuided among 
them a thouſand Trownes fo? a rewarde, toke vppon them wpth 
great novſcs of D2ummes, the charge of keeping the Camp that 
night. On the other ſide inthe Aenetian Camp were they dinerfly 
affcced, fo2 almoſt in cucry cabine were ſome attached with ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowe, and other with top, as euery mans happe had bin epther to 
haue loft his fellow and friende, oꝛ to haue gotten ch pillage:foꝛ 


all the Kings furniture, plate of ſiluer and golde , riche apparell, 


hangings of all ſoztcs, and ſacred furniture ſette with pꝛetious 
ſtones. Finally the riches of the Rings of Naples, which were now 
in carrying into France to garniſh the triumph, was taken by the 
baſeſt of the Souldpers and the Grerkes. But when all the Cap⸗ 
tapnes with the Lleutenantes were aſſembled togyther, euerpe 
man ſpake acco2ding to his humoꝛ: fa2 ſome (and they farre the 
greateſt number) who ſeemed to be oppꝛeſſed with feare, thought 


it ged to dillodge, and to ſaue their armp, in whole ſafetie confiffey 


the 
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the ſafetie of Jtaly. Other that hadde bin in the-batteil;and hado® 
thereby taken to them greater courage tha they had befoze, woul o 
haue the enimie inuaded agayne, and boyng weakened wit? 
woundes, and amazed with feare vtterly deſtraged, ſaying, that 
they had nat bin ouercome by the pꝛoweſſt of the Frenctunen, but 
by the iniquitie of the place. But then the Margucs of Manta 
ſpake in this manner: If that with equall conſente we bad bin all 
to day eyther hardie oꝛ fearefull, we had not but nowe ta conſulte 
whytycr we ſhoulde foꝛſake oure ladging, 02 innade ant enunies: 
foz eyther we ſhoulde haue ſupped moꝛe mery with the cpptyue 
King in our enimies Camp, oꝛ certes haue bm held in thia mo ſte 
ſafe trench, with ſtrength and courage ut leſſened: dutwhereas 
extreame counſels in diſſenting heads doe alwaves hurt, but the 
meane generally do god, neyther will I ſuffer the fearefwril to flee 
backe, neither permitte that the valiant agayne hazard the foztiime 
of fight : foz as though our rathneffe were nat yet ſufficiently cha- 
ffiſed,to ſet vpon oure enimies in an vnhappie plact, and uf greate 
difaduantage;what eiſe is it, than to te wude beaſts; and to pꝛo⸗ 
uoke them, being made madde with the extreane danger of death? 

foz extreame neteſſitie turneth inta rage, and m 3 me | 
them that do vtteriy deſpatre of life,of cowards ma valiant men. 
But whereas ſome do counſell that we remoue nur Camp farther 
from the enumie, God fo2bidde.that men ſhouide be of the mpnoe, 
that the ſhame whiche we haue rereined to day thaongh the co- 
wardiſe and flight of a fewe, we ſhouldhcape vp higher by fondly 
diſlodging, as it were with vtter diſhonoure. Foz what will thys 
fuddapne diflodging ffamfie vnto our nere entmies, tha a grievous 
wound gattcu,extreame feare,and finally a moft ſhameful flight: 
therefore: we muſk tarrte in this lodging. and valiantiy endenoure, 
rough my moꝛe wary counſell, and youre mo2e happie pꝛobweſſe. 
Fit of all we will command the hurt men to be carried to par- 
mr, ar there canſe them ta be cured, and the hannes that haue not 
fought, ſhall dane the charge of the Camp, that the weericd maye 
take ſome reit. A will go about the watch my ſelle, and will ſkrẽg⸗ 
then with ſure garriſ ,, 
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to the bitermoſt, endeuonre that we may lvc in ſafetie from the 
violence ut our enimies. To moꝛrow will moꝛe manifeſtly ſhewe 
vs the motion and mindes ol our enimies, and will open a ſafer 
wap to our counſels. The prouiditori lightly aſſented to this opum- 
on: fo2 although the Parques ſ&med to haue perſo:med rather 
the duetie of a valtant Hoꝛſeman than of a pꝛudente Generall, vet 
hep were fo karre from repꝛehending him. of raſhnelle, toꝛ that 
vnluckie cuent of the battell, that they had him in admiration, as 
made m922c renowmed thꝛough this newe glo2zy of app2oucd pꝛo⸗ 
weſſe and inuincible courage: fo2 although the aged menne were 
of themſelues men of great honoꝛ, and ſuch as had home great di- 
anities at home, pet dio they reioyce foz that angmentation 
of mattiallprapfe as moſt hono2able,and.dyd thinke that the moſt 
gloꝛious triumph of atmoſt᷑ taking ſo great a King pꝛiſoner, and 
of the victdzie welneere gotten; thozough the hardie attempte of 
the Marques, was taken from Lac the nme 
10 comardiſe of a fewe. ie 56; 12 91 

Che next day theKpng font vnto the Ucnetian tamptoꝛ trace 
foz th2& dapes, the which was denyed;and onlythat day graunted 
foz to burie theflayne men on both ſides. The next night the Ryng

The whiche 
Towne and caſtelthey tokezas . alſa they did Saint Agatha, and then 
all the Townes there aboutes, partly ich drfirs they had ar their 
king, and partly fa the werineſſe of the Frenchmen, opened their 
gates pnto Feramande: ſo that nowe he wes tome ſs farre into the 
countrey,as 8 B M HNA RA A. Whe the K+» Obegny, gonernour of 
Calgbria fo; the trench king, had ingelligenay ha feof, he lent fo Serg/ 
neut Perſue out of Baſilicata, to boing with bam — 
that were in that countrey, with whome he with · e yower mee 
ting at rerranoua, befaze that his emmies had knowledge. of Perſis 
ues comming, marched to seminæra to fight with Ferdinande gut of 
hande, oꝛ if he would holde himſelfe within the walles of Seminare, 
noz durſt nat commit hunſelf to the open fielde and ũgbt, that then 
he woulde returne as vidoꝛ, making manifeſt vnto the woꝛld the 
cowardiſe of p enimies. The which thing he thought would be of 
greate moment to kepe the pcople in their duetie, ſpecially ſxyng 
he did thinke that within few dayes ayde would come vnto hvm 
out of Camp<gne, puglia, and Abruzzo. But Ferdinande who had not 
pet uitelligence of the comming of Perſive, and had bin aduertiſed 
by eſpyes of the power of O tegny, which was very ſmall, nothing 
doubted to iſſue out of the Towne, and encounter his enimies, 
thinking that al the eſtimation 4 fauaure that he had gotten a little 
befoꝛe, by bold attempting and valiantly trying of Foxtune,would 
now be lolt by one infamie of being ſhamekully encloſed by ſiege, 


and the diſhonoz of concepucd fears, that he y{u wake hümſello 
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withinthe Townes; But Gonſalues in whoſe head was that p :- 
wer of er aue pzudence, whereby he afterwarde paſſed almoſt all 
the reſt of the Captaynes of oure age, beganne to admoniſhe the 
pong Pꝛince, greedy both of recoucring the LKingdome, and of win- 
ning gloꝛv, earneſtly dcſiring hun not to goe out of the Zowne bc: 
toꝛe the purpoſe and power of their enimies were moꝛc certaynely 
-knower, that thoſe tounſeis are honoꝛable ynough, which pzomiſe 
Totaritie to doubtfnil matters, buf thoſc are moſf ſhamecfult and 
miſeradle , whiche though raſhneſſe when that we vauntinghy 
thewea vayne vigour at hart, are wofit fo deſtroy all meancs to 
obteyne ths: abſolute Conqueſt and concepued vidoꝛie. And mutt 
We then (lade Ferdinande) recoucr the Kingdome-with as greate

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There were many noble men pꝛeſent at this Counſell, who af- 
terwarde came to the eſtimation of great Captaynes; Andre e de 
Altauilla of the noble houſe of Capua, Hugh of C:rdonna,” Theodore 
de Trivulzi,and of the Spanvardes Emanuell Benawides , Peter P. 
ces, Alberade, and Pcnnalola,who being very deſirous to fight, pzay- 
ed Gonſalues that he woulde not diſtruſt the pzowede of the Soul- 
dyers, and p:omiſing to behaue themſelues valiauntly, adhozted 
Ferdinande to commaunde the armie to iſſue out of the Zotvne.

In the middle battell was he himſelfe, and Lucas Stabello flanked 
on the left hand with a thouſand Spanyards,. and on the ryght 
with thzee thouſand Italian fotemen. But in the vttermoſt wings 
were on the one fide Venanzi the Duke of Camerizo, and on the o⸗ 
ther Hierome de Tutauilla the Earle of $4rno, with evther of them 
their companyes of Hoꝛſemen foz thys purpoſe , that as ſane as 
euer the Earle of Matalone ſhoulde charge the Switzers on the 


kront with bis fotemen, and the French Þo2ſemen with his Hoꝛſe⸗ 


men, Venarxi ſhoulde euen then get betwene the Frenchmen and 
the wodde with his Hoꝛſemen, and the Sparwardes, and on that 
fide valiantiy inuade them, and at the very ſame tyme the left wing 
ſhould be ledde by Tutauilla, vpon the ſios and backe of the enimie: 
the reaſonof this deuiſe was not abſurde, if that the heartes of the 
Souldiers, and the moumgs and goings of the battels,whome fo2- 
tune maketh ſubicc vnto athouſand chaunces, did fully aunſwere = 
dnto the counſels and commaundementes of the Captavnes, as it 
then happened. Fo? beſides that the Arragonian battels were vn- 
wiſely placed full againft the beames of the Dune riſing, whyche 
did very much dazell their ſight:pet they ſeemed alſo to. be vnadui⸗ 
ſadiy raunged, foz that the raunges ſtanding a fmall diſtance one 
from an ather, had nerther ſtrength ynough td abive the ſhocke, 
neyther yet had-euery ranke ſpate ynough leſt to turne about their 
kront, if neede ſhould be, but that one ſhould be encombered and dif- 
Q2dzed by an other: but that whiche was a greate detriment, and in 
warfare vtterly to be — — oneriuſfie and 
ken Abad water diomt u 
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ther duetie of diſcipline. Fox as ſone as euer the great v2dinance 
was ſhot off farre from them, certaine of the Hozſemen, luſtie nd 
b2:ue Gentlemen, that they mighte intercept from the reit of their 
fcliowes the honoꝛ of app2oued pꝛoweſſe, without commandemer, 
charging their ſtaues, did out of aray one after another, runne 
their Hoꝛſes vpon their enimies, whoſt charge when the:Frinche 
Hoꝛſemen had receiued with the ſtrong front al their vnſhaken 
battell,z many of them being b2oched vpõ their enumies launt ea 
caſt off from their Hoꝛſes, were flapne : all the reſt mrontinenti 
ranne their Hoꝛſes backe agapne amaine, t lighting vpso the Spa- 
niſh fotemen,diſo2d2ed their battell, and dꝛaue them bporn venanzr 
his wing of Hoꝛſemen, in ſuche ſoꝛte, that they not onely haake the 
rankes of the Hoꝛſmen, but alſo thzew them downe to the grofid; 
Beſides at that very inſtant, the Arragonian fotcmen running a- 
pace, gaue with like raſhneſſe the onſct on the Switzers:fo2 when 
ſome of them bearing Targets, hadde hurled their iauelins, they 
dꝛewe their ſwoꝛdes, and other hare eyther boarefpeares wyth 
earcs oꝛ rhompheyes, with an hoked head of iron, that would cut 
on both ſides, they coulde not come vnto the body of the Switz et 
- ſquadꝛon, foꝛ their long pykes, ard therewithall followed ſuche a 
| change of courage, that they whiche cuen now ranne foꝛthe wyth 
ſingular ſierceneſſe, and ſurpaſſing cherefulneſſe,incotmently tur⸗ 
ned fearefully backe, 4 namely, when that their Hoꝛſemen ranne 
in among them. perſiue being aſfonied at the miracle of fo great a 
chaunce, that he mighte not fayle vnto Fo2tume, who vehemently 
fauoꝛed him contrarye to hope, did valiatly ſet fozward,x conragt- 

_ ouſly running ouer the heapes of men and Hoꝛſes falling dowwne, 
* did within the ſpace of halle an houre (which is almoſt incredible) 
| quite ouerthꝛowe the power of his enimies, and that almoſt, with 
out anye wounde of hys owne Souldpers, welneere all the Italian 

fotemen were ſiavne by the Switzers, and with them allo a band? 

whiche hadde bin leuied at Naples, of the Ruffians and cutters of 

paſſing hardineſſe: there alſo periſhed valiauntiy fpghtyng; when 

the reſt turned thetr backen, theſe ſtouteipettte Captwpnes, Henry» & 
Gentleman of Corſtea, u. cc cSheia, and: vincent Cube. The 


_ woddes though me * the armed conlvavs eaſtly gos 
defended

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.defended the Spanyards, and light and nunble fellowes withoute 
armoure. But the Earle of Malone, and the reſt of the Captaincs 
hauing loſt many of the Hoꝛſemen, ſhametuky fleece vnto Eboli. 
But when they were hardly recciued in at the gate, and the french 
Yozſemen p2effed at their backcs, venanzi a man of a conffant con- 
rage; ſtouteiy ſuſtevnumg the inuaſions of the cuimie in the hinder⸗ 
molt tayle, and fighting valiantlv, was there lapne, Furtzermo?c, 
the reſt of the Hoꝛſemen, being in number abnoſt thꝛæ hundꝛeth, 
fetching a compaſſe thazough very vll waves, came flynging vnto 
the fozegate of the towne, but the to wneſmt were (a amazed with 
feare that no mã would fuffcr þ gate to be opened, noꝛ was moued 
with-the daunger of their friendes, holding vppe their ſuppliant 
hands vnto the walles to ſaue their lines. But as the Frenche had 
become victo2s though the vnſkilkulneſſe and cowardile of theyz 
enimies, ſo th:ongh their fatalt ſlouth knewe they not how fully to 
vie the victozp. Foz ferſtue loſt the occafion offcred to deffrov the 
-Jvaſemen, perdappes bycauſe not ſurueping round about the vt⸗ 
ter ditches; the ſituation of the fowne, he bꝛougyt his power only 
into ᷣ̊ d20ade griene that lav befo2c fi: totone, wondering ⁊ loking 
d they which had ſo ſhamefully fled, ſhould open the gates vnto the 
victoꝛs. But not long after; when he lacked ozdinice to winne the 
towne, andthe Peinte of Beſjgnano had: fallen downe ahnaoſt dead, 
thꝛaugi the ſtroke of a pellet of a Serpentine, ſhot off fro the bul- 
warke or the time, whiche pellet had ſtrickẽ off the handle ofhys 
ſwoꝛde, and battered His bzeſt plate, they retp2ed backe to ſpoyle 
them that were ſlaine: after whoſe departure the Hozfemen were 
delinered.of ertreame feare and danger, andrety2ed into h̊ towne.. 
And within few houres after came p Spanvarda, ſtragling mdy- 
ners chpanies,being ſaued though Þ:benefitof Þ wod. But it oer 
ſexe had encamped befv2e Eboli, moſt men do hold, the towneſmers 
(bycauſe they were of 5ᷣ factiõ of Aziou,) would haue optned ñᷣ gate 
vnto the v nert day;x deliuered Arragoniã army into their hãds. 
The hoped fruite of this battell was not reteiurd, foꝛ defoze $-has 
ing Perſive could come vrt fight; x d penſter had giut Holkages foꝛ 
de lnering bp or caſtel win a certaine day, vnieſſe ther came ſo:

| tune. Now Perſe not daring to bꝛeake thozough Þ inexpugnable 
munitions which the N. had caſt vp at c aia, a place not farre from 
the Mett gate of x «ples ( whiche way the Frenchmen mult nerdes 
go, to come vnts the Caſtell) retired backe agayne into Bæili- 
cata, leauing the caſtell to be ſurrendꝛed.

Shen that Lewes the Frenche King, and 
Ferdinande the Bing of Spayne, cauide not 
/ {agree about the dunſlon of the Kingdome 
Y/{j4of Naples, whereof they bad ſpopled Kyng 
Frederike, Dom Hugh de Cardonna hauing 
NM [Ilented in sicile tha thouſand fotemenne, 
Ir th2ee hund2ed Ho2ſeme, arrined at Rexo 
/711in calabria, and in a great ſkirmith viftreſs 
| Aſſed Iames Sanſeuerino Pꝛince of Mileto, 
tho fired the Calabꝛians to renolt, and ſuccoured Didaco de Ra- 
mires, that was beſteged in Terranoua, and burnte and ſacked the 

Lowne, and after this put to flight Martiano the Pꝛince of Roſſana. 

When the two sanſeuerini Pꝛinces of Salerne and Beſignano had in- 

telligence of theſe exploites, they leuying vp power in all partes, 

and armung their tenauntes, toyned with the Loꝛde Obegny, who 

haſted from Coſſenz« to repꝛeſſe Hugh, There were with Obegny 

Monſieur de Grigumes,and Monſieur de Malherbe, the one Captayne 

of the Gaſcoigne Archers, and thꝛer thouſande Switzers,the other 
(Griguines) ot all the light Hoꝛſemen, but his chicfeſt ſtrengtih was 

in his men ol armes, among whome, an olde band of Scattes dpd 

ercell, whiche confifted of the familtars and faithfull 2 nag 
| ny. 
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Obeg1y, Hugh lodged at that time in a playne, on the South ſyde of 


Terranoua, ànd beeyng bꝛoken with the comming of hys enumes, 


calleth the Captapnes into Counſeil: and although he was en 
creaſed with a new ſapplye, vet he thinketh it beſt to ſhunne the o⸗ 
pen fieldes, and mindeth to retire backe vnto Saint Geoꝛges Ca- 
fell, whych ſtandeth on the Appenine Bountaynes, But the new 
Captaines that had lately tome out of „ payne, impeached the per 
foꝛmance of this determmation. Among this newe ſupply, were 
Emanuell Benauides, and Antony de Leu«,who became afterwarde a 
renowmed Captayne,and two Alueyadcs, the father and the ſonne, 
they hadde bꝛoughte with them foure hund2ed men of armes, and 
lyghte Bozſemen, and foure bandes of fotemen. They ſapde, it 
was diſhonozable; vea and flatte amefull to remoue their Camp 
backe, and torety2e befoze the erumie came into ſighte, and befoꝛe 
they certaynely knewe, what and how great their enuntes power 
was: and this reaſoned they the rather, bycauſe a Calabz1an eſpie, 
a man of a doubtfull fidelitie, did affirme, that the Frenche coulde 
not be there within two dayes. But this opinion of the Frenche- 
men, dyd 0begny, an olde Captayne egregiouſly deteyue, foꝛ he v- 
ſing french ſpedineſſe, and marching all nighte through an vnuſed 
wap, taught him by the Calabꝛians, ſhewed vnto the Spanpardes 
his battels raunged, and commaunded the battell ts be ſounded, 
The right wing did the two s anſeuerine Pꝛinces ſtretche koꝛthe in 
fo2me of a croyſant. In the left wing was Griguines Captayn(/as J 
haue ſayd of all the light Hoꝛſemen) but in the middle battel ſtode 
Obegny almoſt cloſe vnto the Pꝛintes, with the men of arm:s,catt 
into a thicke troupe. Malherb ſet his Switzers, ſtanding thicke to- 
gither,and his Gaſcoignes in loſer rankes (that they might ſhote 
the moꝛe commodioully) cloſe to the ſyde of the lighte Hoꝛlemen. 
Dn the other ſide the Spanvardes, although they were fewer 
in number, and deceyned of their purpoſe, vet without feare they 
arange they? battels, and encourage one another to fighte, and 
withall conffantly receyne the charge of the Frenchmen: there 
was to be ſerne a cruell fyght, nevther ſide hauing abilitie to ſhote 


off their oꝛdinance. But in the _ of the fight, whyleſt Cardona 
. dotg 


— 
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bothe perfoꝛme (ard that with marue ons conſtancic) the office 
both of a Chicfetayne and a Souldper. Griguines fetching a com⸗ 
palſc about wich his extended omg, gaue a charge ouerthwart the 
fwtemen, and diſoꝛdꝛed and defeated them, and unmediately the 
Switzers and Gaſcoignes were alſu vpon the iackes of them with 
ſache violence, that the Spaniſh fwtemen beeyng bꝛoched with the 
pykes, and ſhot in with the arrowes of thep2 enimics, fearefully 
| fledde, But in another quarter, all c ardonna his Poaſemcen, beeyng 

by hys commaundemente calt togither into one round troupe, ſu⸗ 
ſtepned the Calabꝛian Hoꝛſemen with cuened ſlaughter. But whe. 
obegny tame foꝛthj with his battell, nepther-the Spaniſh ngz Sici⸗ 
lian Souldpoures did abyde the violent charge of the Scottiſhe 
men of armes, but haſkily turning their backes, ranne awap a- 
mavne vnto the Bountaynes, cardonna rating, and in vayne bid⸗ 
oy them turne head, and retire fai e and ſoitlp, The Hoꝛſemen 

beyng thus put to flighte, the fotemenne were flaxue and troden 
downe from all partes, but the greateſt parte of the Hoꝛſemen cls 
caped vnto the ſtreightes of the Pountapnes. At this conflict Gri- 
guines purſuing his fleeing enunies, was ſlayne, being runne inta 
the eye with a launce, when he had pulled vp his beuer. Nepther 
was Obegny in ſmall perill of death, when the Spamiy Bozſcmen, 
(as we afterward learned of Antonino de Leua) hauing cncloſed and 
almoft taken him pꝛiſoner, went about to pull off his helmet, and 
doubtleſſe had ſlayne him, if he had not bin ſaued by the com. ning 
of the Pꝛinte of Salernes Hoꝛſemen, who calting themſelues into 
a wedge, ſcattered thoſe that were cluſteredtound abeut him. Fur⸗ 
thermoꝛe, when that the ref of the noble men had cicaped by the 
PBountapnes, Hugo laſt of ali foꝛſaking his Hoꝛſe ſuhome he had 
huckened , bycauſc the entimie ſhouide not enioy bim, creeped by 
the ſnowy Kockes vnto Bubalina Motta, and then gathcrung togy- 
ther, and a little refreſhing hys-DSouldpcys that hadde eſcaped out 
of the battcll, he wente downe vnto the Citte of nieraxx i. Thi 
baggage and carriages of the Spanyardes, fell vnto the pillage 
of the Frenche Souldpers, and Peſauntes, the, enſignes with ma- 
ny godly Genets of Spayne, were b2ought vnto Obe, and thenu- 
ber ok them that were taken pꝛiſoners, was greater than of them

After thys battell, when 06egny hadde without wounde taken 
Bubaliua Motte whyther hys enunies hadde fledte, there was no 
man almoſt in Calabria that dvd not incontinently turne his deua⸗ 
tion towards the Frenchmen vico2s, the Spanpardes kleung into 
the ſtrong Caſteis, whiche they thought the Frruchmenne wdulde 
hardly wine in the mer ſcaſon.

ERDINANDE Ryng of Spare hearing of thys 
S oucrth2ow in Calabria, and how that his Licutenãt 
General in the Kingdome of Naples Gonſalues, was 
z bcſteged in Puglia, ſente Portecareri with a ſtrong 
& fleete t army into Naples, vnder whoc ſerued Al/on/e 
Caruaiall With. s. Hoꝛſemen, 2 Ferdinande Andrada, 
who had bꝛought out of Galicia t Bis kay about, Sooo. fotemen, but 
Port earer dycd as ſone as he came vnto R-2z0,and ſo the ſupꝛeme 
gouernement fel vnto Andrada, who chſulting with Ango de Cardon- 
na, marched with his army into the territo2te of Terranoua. And 
the verve ſaine daye alſo came Obegny from Babalina Motta, to take 
Terranoma, Which when Alrerade a aa ens had taken befoꝛe he 
came,ho-after a light ſkirmulſh, to trie the foꝛre of his enumies, tur- 
ned to Cglke! San Gian, nat far frõ Seminara,in the whiche place,ſea- 
uen yearegbofoze he h dde vanquiſhed in battell Kyng Ferdinande 
and Gonſalues. Neyther were the ficldes famous fo? the late ouer⸗ 
thzowe of Hugo de Cardonna farre off, in ſomuche, that 0begry 
beeping fiecce thꝛough hys fo2mer vid oꝛies, although he were infe- 
Tiotire in munber, vet deholding with his eyes the fieldes fatall 


vnto w foes, but foꝛtunate duto himſelfe, was ledde with a tovful 
F.y, abode- 
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eee to aduenturt the thirde battell: and fo2 that intrrte, 

leute his Harraulde ferracute unto the Spanpardeg, who wyth 
pꝛoude motithe offered the flelde vnto them, as men of no bala, 
and accuſtomed to be vanquiſhed; Hugh bevug of hymſelte int en 
ſed, tyꝛaugh the heate of his difcern;ngdearte,was ol the opinion, 
that the offer of battell ſhoulde bee accepted, aid tizat foz the bim 
gvng of the meſſage, Ferracute ſheulde haue a baſen; and a cuppe of 
ſplucr,and pꝛeſently ſente foꝛ hyvs brothcr(who was nat farrefrom 
thence) to tome with his fotemen:buthys Souldpers refuſed to 
goe fozthe, excepte their wages behinde, that had bin ſo often pꝛo⸗ 
miſed them, were nowe papde. But this contumacie of the Soul⸗ 
dyers, he eaſily diſſdlued, by giuing vnto them all the golde and ſpl 
uer he had, and gaging hys friendes credite foꝛ the reit, and ſo the 
fotemen were bꝛought into the Camp. But Obegr after certayne 
ſkirmiſhes marched to Gioia, whome the Spanyardes incontinent- 
ly followed, and the next day came Obegny downe from Gioia, in a- 
ray of battell, which as ſon? as the Spanvardes cſpyed , they alſo 
inc ontinently arranged their battels. In the wings were EBmanu- 
ell de Benauides, and Caruaiull. But in the midole bat tell were Hugh 
Antonio de Leua, nd a luerade the father, with the olde fotemen and 
Wozſcmennc. A little bchynde this battell ſtode Andrada with the 
Hoꝛſemenne that came lately ont of Spayne, and the Galicia and 
Biſkap fotemen, who after the auntient manner of the Romane 
warfare, vſed pauices ſome that long and infleted,and iauelins to 
be hur led. Bit olegn ) himſelfe was in the vanntgard, A ly honſe Sã- 

ſcuerino was in the ſetonde, and Honoxrato Sanſeuerins in the thirde, 
aͤnd did leade the bandes of their friendes and tenauntes. But 
Malherbe was Captavne of the ſquare 'batallion of the fotemen, 
with whome was thc greate o2dinaunte, whpethe beeyng ſhotte 
off on bothe ſydes, the Hoꝛſemen came forthe, But when 0begry 
wente aboute to auopde the Surme that ſhyned in hys fate, hee 
miſſed of hys purpoſe, foꝛ a troupe of Spaniſhe lyghte Hoꝛſemen 
toke y place befoꝛe him, ſo that he turned about, + gane a vehemẽt 
charge on Emazuels wing. But when the üghte was mot hote, 
and Emanuels wing did verye hardlye ſuſkerne the forte 'of the 
N Antony, and Alucrade fuccoured them, and then they 


fought 
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fought on both ſydes foftercefy, that both Frenchemen and Spa⸗ 
niards fighting with their woꝛds, were intermedled togither, nei⸗ 
ther did the one oꝛ the other doubte of the vigoꝛie, when loc with 
ſpeedie counſell Cariuial bought about the left wing, and gyuing 
a charge vpon the backes of the foze ward of the enimies, bꝛought 
ſuch terroꝛ vnto them, being buſied with the donbtfull fight, befoꝛe 
that obegny hauing his battaile diſtreſſed, ed. And the hozſemen 
of Andrada defeated A lphõſo Sanſeuerino, that brought aide with the 
fecono battell: and with like lotte was Honoratus put to flight, and 
the thirde battaile ouerthzowne :; and within halfe an houre 
(whiche is ſcarſe credible) there was a notable viaoꝛie gotten, al 
molt all the French fotmen being flayne:both b S4nſeuerines, Hono- 
ratus, ⁊ Alfonſe were take pꝛiſoners. But a troupe of Scottes toke 
away Obegny out of the handes of his enimies: and then M alberbe 
and he met, and fled on the ſpurre to Gioia. But there they ſtayed 
not long, hicauſe newes was bꝛoughte, that the Spaniſh hoz\men 
were at hand purſuing them: but Obeg inthe darke night came 
to the caſteil of Angitula, often tumplayning of Foꝛtune, that had 
nowe illuded and deceyued him, hauing bin innincible vntill that 
dane, and vidour in tzwelue Bꝛitapne and Frenche battaples. 

The Spamards purſuyng hym, beſieged the Caffell, whiche 
obegny yelded vp hmrſelfe within fewe dayes after, 
when he vnderftod how the Duke of Nemours the 
Uiceroye of Naples, was diſcomfyted 
and ſtayne in battayle.

NOL A „with nitent to beſiege the Zowne, oꝛ to gyue battell vn⸗ 
to the Frenchmen ik they woulde attempte to fuccoure it. The 
Duke of Nemoxrs foꝛſaking canoſſa, was encamped nat farre from 
Cerignola, where he called togither the Captaynes, conſultuig with 
them whether it were beit to fight oꝛ no. But thoꝛough vntimely 
alteration, the greateſt parte of the day was ſpent in confultation, 
when hchimielfe, Monſieu de Formantes, aud . Monſieur Darſey fo 
watghtrc conſiderations, thoughte it beſt to deferre the fight untill 
the next day, but Monſteur Cyandcy the Captayneof the Switzers, 
and signeur de Alegre, ſtoutelvy contended, that vicozie whiche had 
alwayes luckely happened vnto the Frenchmen, when they were 
hardie, was not ta be ſought by lonthfull and diſhono2able linge⸗ 
ring, but by ſpeedy and manly encounter. By whiche ſentence Ne- 
moures vnderſtode, that his honoꝛ and fume was greately touched: 
fo2 he had heard a little before, how Alegre had ſpꝛead very cuill 
w22ds of htm, as though he being no greate ſkilfull noꝛ valiaunte 
Chiefetavne,was afraide to iorne in battell with the cnimie, and 
had ſuffered with the foule blot of the French honoꝛ, and the great 
empay?2ing of their ſtrength, his army to be fleeſed and pulled by 
the ſuttle enimie. her vpon he not enduring this repꝛoche, with⸗ 
out ſkay ſaid theſe woꝛdes: Go to then, ſreing it ſeemeth lo to ſomc, 
that we mult this day by battell make one end oꝛ other of y wars, 


ſuche as Foztune will alotte, certeſſe A will ſatiffye by hono:able 
death, 
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death, if not the publike deſire of the French Ring, vet at the leaſt 
myne 9iwne hono2:and this ſapd, he mcontinently gaue the fignall 
of battell, although the Sunne were ſcarce an houre and an halfe 
high, and made towardes the enunie with thꝛer araunged battels, 
not with cquallfront,but one a little behinde another, fo that whe 
the righte wing wherein he and Are were, ranac fozth,. Ciandey 
ſhould ſhate aff the great oꝛdinance from the middle battell, wher⸗ 
in ſtode all the fotemen, and ſhaulde follawe a ccrtaine ſpate be- 
hinde the foze warde: and in like maner Alegre ſhould admoue the 
thirde battell vnto the lefte ſyde of the Switzers when he ſhoulde 
thinke gad,ſo that the Frenche battels by reaſon of their vnequall 
length, muche reſembled in the ſetting fo2th the ther hindermoff 
fingers of a mans hand. But on the other ſide Gonſalues ſet agaimſt 
them ſire. battels with direc front, two of Hoꝛſemen were in the 
wings, and ane backed the Almaine fotcme, ſo neere vntd whome 
ſtode the Spaniſh faotemen, that a farce oft, they ſemeD to be doth 
one battell, but vet ſo. that there was ſpace pnough leffe f92 the 
Hoꝛſemen that ode in the middes to iCue out if it wcrenetefull, 
But all the light Hoꝛſemen he ſent fo2th vnder the condua of Fa- 
bricio de Colonns,and Didaco de Mendozza, to ſtay the enimie by (kir- 
miſhing, whereby ſuch a thicke cloude of duſt was raiſed that the 
French vauntcurrers could not one whit ſce bekoꝛe them, and this 
was angnentfed by the ſmoke of the great o:dinance, whiche lick 
ing ouer both armies, did hurt neyther of them. But when 63/alues 
cõmandod the great o:dmance to be ſhot off againe,L conard Aleccio 
toid hun with great keare and ſoꝛrow, that all the barrels of Gun- 
poboder were there by chance oz falſcſhod,fct on ſire, with whyche 
newes, gonſalues being nothing diſinaide, ſayd: J do gladly receine 
this god abodemer, fo2 what greater iov can happen vnto vs, than 
to haue ſcene the lightes of victozie comming foꝛth? nevther was 
his pzognoſtication falſe: fo2 Nemours charging y Almaines, ⁊ the 
Hoꝛſemen of p left wing, vntimely ſticked faſt in the ditch, p Gon- 
ſalues had caſt vp hetoꝛe his Camp, in ſomuch 5 when he being re⸗ 
pulſed, turned his trove to ſeeke ſome other way to come vnto the 
enimie, he wis arne intfh an Hargubuſſe Hot, almolt befoꝛe Cy- 
endcy haddr giuen the onſet on the Almaines, And the like lucke 
ret ep⸗ 
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recepued cy ar the ſame ditthe: foꝛ the Almaynes wyth their 
Pykes, aun the @panyardes with their harquebuzters,diſo2dered 
and ewe the Switzers veyng very yll troubled with the ditche, 
an alſo Cyandey hymſcife, who tourned the handes and eyes of 
all his enuntes vppon him, bicauſe he fought on fote with a great 
plume of whyte feathers on his headpeece, and ſfontly ſtriued to 
get out of the troubleſom place to come to the enimic. But when 
Nemours was flapne , Ar/y and Alegre fledde, whome the Spa- 
niſhe hoꝛſſemen purſued, laying and taking many: among whom 
was Formantes, and then retourned vnto the Campe, when the 
Sume going downe had not giuen ſo muche as halfe an houre of 
perfect lyghte to ende the battayle, whyche doubtleſſe ſaued Alegre 
and Are. There were flayne of Frenchemen foure thoufand, 
and that with ſo greate celeritic and felicitie, that when the bat- 
taple was begonne and ended within halfe an houre, there pery⸗ 
thed not an hunozed of the Spanpardes. J hearde fabricio de Co- 
lonna [ave, when he tolde the ſucceſſe of this battaple, that the vi⸗ 
>o2ie was not gotten ſo muche eyther by valiauncie of the Soul 
dycts, 02 pzudence of the Generall, as by the ſmall rampyze, and 
ſhallowe ditche caſt vppe befoze the Campe, whyche cauled the 
Captaynes that ranne after him, to renine the auntiente mart 
all diſcipline in foztifying their Campe. Conſalues following the 
victoꝛie, expelled the Frenchmenne quite out of the kyngdome of 
Naples, the which he conquered foꝛ his Soneraigne the King * 
of S payne. Thys battell was foughte the nine and twen- 
tith of Apzill, ſeauen dayes after the bat⸗ UN 
tell of Gioia.

| Andrewe Grittie, Legates92 Prouiditori. But when the Frenche 9 
king being deſirous to fight, coulde get the venctians by wo pꝛauo- 
cation aut of their foztifiedcampe, he diſlodged, wyth entent the 
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nerte night to lodge eyther at yile03 Pardino, where by cutting 0 ; 
off they? vittnals that were bzonght from Cremona and Crema, hit 1 
might foꝛce them to diſlodge, as in very decde it didde. Now there vi 
were two wapes to come vnto thoſe plates, one the tower and 1 
nerte to the riner of Adda, which was the longer, bicauſe it was 4 
erooked: the other further from the riuer, which was the righler FA 
and the ſhoꝛter. The lower way tooke the Frenche army, wherin = 
were aboue two thouſand men of armes, ſx thouſande Switzers, ö 
; and twelne thoufand Gaſcoignes and italians footmen, with great L 
furniture of 92dingunce and Pioners . On the vpper way on is 7 
right hande marched the venetias armye wherein were two tho; 1 


tand men of arme g, aboue twenty thouladfostenicn, and 
number of light hozſonen, partitalians, part Grecians. The Agr 
hoaſemen were the auaũtcurrers, but by reaſon of the buſhes and 
fh2nbbes,-.that occupied all the ſpace betwæ ne the twoo arinfcs, 
they ſt raggled not fo wide, as otherwiſe they commonly vcd to 
doe, and this alſo was a cauſe, that one armp.coulde nat di ſtrye 
anutber Andras they thus marched but the verctians with ſmif- 


N it haued that the £02eward of the Ard en ne 
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were. v. C. men ol armes, and the regiments of the witz ers vn⸗ 


der the coducte of Charles de Amboiſe and lohn Iames de Triulxi, were 


vppon a ſodaine gotten very neare vnto the rerewarde of the yes 
netians ledde by Barthlome w de Aluiã, wherein were eight hundꝛed 
men of armes, and almoſt all the beſte footemen of the whole ar» 
mp, but in no very good array, bycanle Aluiã did not thinke that 
day to fight. But when he ſawe his ennimies ſo neare vnto him, 
whether incited by his wonted heate, oꝛ fo2 that he was bꝛoughte 
into that ſtate that he muſte needes fight, incontinently ſignifped 
vnto the Earle of petilia, who marched befoze with the vaunt⸗ 
'garde,efther his netellitie oꝛ purpoſe, requeſting hym to come to 
his alde, to whome tbe earle anlwered, that he ſhould marche on 
and ſhunne the conflicte,fo2 ſo both the reaſon of the warre requi⸗ 
red, and ſo the Senate of venice alſo willed. But in the mean tyme 
Aluias placing his footemen with fire great peeces on a little bay 
made to let the courſe ofa tettaine hꝛooke then dex, which ran be⸗ 
twene the two armies, gauea chardge at his entmies wyth ſuche 
violence and valoz, that he diſoꝛdered them. being holpen here⸗ 
in, bicauſe the fight was begunrie among certayne Ainepardes, 
where the Frenchme could not fo2 the vines redily vie thetr hoꝛſe: 
but this perill cauſed the king to come foꝛward with the ſtrength 
ef the armp, and thervpon the auauntgarde, and the middle bats 
tell charged on thc ſouldiours, of Aluian, who hauyng conceyned 


greate hope of vico2p thzough the happy beginning, flewe about 


hether and thether, in kindling and inciting his ſouldiours wyth 
molt vehemet wo2ds, and very fierfly fought they on both ſives, 
the Frenchmen taking againe heart of graſſe though the fuccour 
of their fellows, and alſo the battell beingb2zoughte into an open 
place, where they might freely vſe their hoꝛſas, wherein they did 
farce onermatthe: befides they were not a littie inſlamed by the 
pꝛeſente of the ing, who taking no moꝛe care of himſelfe, than it 
he bad bin a pꝛiuate ſouldiour, lay open to the daungerot the oꝛ · 
dinaunce, and teſled not (where need was) to commaund, encou⸗ 
rage, and thꝛeaten his ſouloioꝛs. On the other ſide, the lali ans de⸗ 
ing made hardy by the firſt ſucceſſe fought with incredible vali⸗ 
ancle, neither fatled a lan in doing at any filnaionof a 3 
n 
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tellent ſouldiour and chieftatne. At length when theyhavfonght 
about. iij.hours with ſingular valiãcy, the venctian power haning 
reteiued in the plaine and champaine field a great laughter and 
diſcomfiture by the hoꝛſcmen, and alſo the ground being made ſo 
flippery by a great ſhoure of ratne which fel whileſt they fought,Þ 
the footmen conldeſet no faſt footing, t eſpeclally being deſtitute 
of the ſncco2 of their felows, began to fight with great (ncomodte 
tie, x vet neuerthricfſc wh? they fought with paTing pzowes(al- 
though nam hope ot vico2y was loft, rather fo2 glozp, thi fozſafe 
ty) made the vidoꝛy bloudy, s foꝛ a time doubttull: but at the laſte 
their ſttength being rather loſte than their courage auailed, thep 
neuer turning their backs, were flaine where they ſtoode, among 
whom peter one of the houſe of the Marqueſſes of Monte S nmari⸗ 
in rofran, à captain of a rt giment ot tootemeu, was mut cõmen⸗ 
ded. This ſo ſfout valoꝛ of but one only part of the army, bꝛed a 
conftant opinion in many mens minds. that if the whole army of 
the venetians had entred the battell, they had hozne away the via» 
xy · But the erle, whether bicauſe as he ſtapea him ſeif who hetur- 
ned about to fight, he was impeched by the fleing battel of Atuian, 
oꝛ as the repoꝛte went, fo2 that he had no hope of vicoꝛp, and was 
very angry that Aluian durſt fight contraryts his cõmaundement, 
and had thought it better to haue that part of the armp to be con⸗ 
ſerued, than the whole loſte thzongh anothers rathneſffe, he kepte 
the greateſt parte of the army from fighting. In this battell were 
few hoꝛſemen loſte, the greateſt laughter lighted on the kootemen 
of the venetiars, wherof ſome ſay there were. viij. M ſlaine other 
but only. vj. . on both ſides. Bartbolne we Daluian was bꝛoughte 
pꝛiſoner vnts the kings Tente with one of bis epes, and his fate 
ſoꝛe bzuſed aud made blacke and blewe twenty perces oof great oꝛ⸗ 
dinaunce were taker; the reſt of the army efcaped, no man putſu⸗ 
ing them. In the place where this battell was fought;the French 
king built a Chappell which he called sand v arts vidtoric

gres, in thewhiche were foure hundꝛeth men of armes, remap⸗ 


nedon the banke of the Ktuer towardes Rauenna: that if neede 


ſhould be they might aide the army, oꝛ elſe bꝛidle the garriſon and 
townſmen of Ran, if they hapned fo ſally ont:but to kepe the 
bꝛidge, which had befo2e ben built vpon Montone, he left Paris Scot 
wyth one thouſand footemen, which being done, thus he aranged 
bis battels : the vauntguarde, (betoꝛe whome went the great 02. 
dinaunce] .confiTing of ſeuen hundꝛed men ot armes, and A lmaine 
foatemen, vnder theleading of the Duke of Ferrara, and the Des 
neſchall of Normandie, was plated on the banke of the riuer, which 
wa ontheir right hand: ſo that the footemen did flanke the lefte 
wing ak the hoꝛſemen. Nere to the footemen of the auauntgard, 
were ſet the kootmen of the middle battefl being eight thoaſand; 
parte Gaſcoignes, and parte of other Countreps of Fraunce: the 


captaine of this — was Alegres. Then kurther from the _—_ 
0 
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of the riner ſtoode the rerewarde, who were reli: footemen ;in 
number v. thouſand, conducted by federicke de Boxxolo. This bats 
tell was flanked by all the 4rcher#vn hozſebacke , and the light 
hozſemen beeing in number th2& thonſande. Behynde all theſe 
battailes, which tsode not directly one befoꝛe another, but em- 
bowed like vato a Croiſaunt o2 newe Poone) were fire hundꝛed 
men of armes placed, ledde by Sergneur de la Palice, and Cardinall 
= Senſexerino, Legate of the councell of viſe, aſſembled againſte the 
Pope, a man of a mighty body, huge hearte, tladde from toppe to 
toe in dery bꝛight armour, accompliſhyng rather the functon of 
a Captaine, than a Cardinallo2 Legate . Foix lefte no pecultar 
place oꝛ charge foꝛ hymſelfe, but picking out of all the whole ar⸗ 
my thirty of the valiaunteſt Gentlemen, choſe to bee free, to the 
ende hee might haue an eye to euery place, and to helpe all men. 
And among all the reſt was he moſt of marke, fo2 the bꝛight⸗ 
neſſe and beautte of his armonr and cote of armes, with his coũ⸗ 
tenaunce very merp, and his eyes full of fierceneſſe, and almoſte 
ſpꝛinckling out fire fo2 toye. Mhen hee ſawe all his hoſt ranged 
to fighte, mounting the baye of the t iuer, that he might inflains 
his ſouldiers hartes, he ſpake with eloquence (as the repozt went 
moꝛe than warrio2like, in this maner: + 


"That whiche pee haue fo muche wiſhed emp felow Souldiozs) ) 


namely tbat ye might once come to encounter pourt ennimtes in © 
the champaine fields, ſee now foꝛtune which hath beene vnto vz = 
in ſo many vico2ies a benigne mother hath gtuen vs this dave, 
offering vs an occaſion of winning wyth immoꝛtall glo2ye ſuche 
a vickoꝛpe, as neuer chaunced wythin the memoꝛ e of man anye 
moꝛe magnificent. fo2 nat only Rauenna and the cities of 3 omag n 
hal be wholly leffe vnto pour power, but ſhal be the leafte part 
ol the rewardes of pour pꝛoweſle, foz no man moꝛe being lefte in 
Italy, that can ſette himſclfe againſte vs, we ſhall runne tuen to 
Rome without any impediment: where the immcaſurable riches 
of that wicked Court, pulled ſo many ages out of the bo wells of 
the Chꝛiſttans, ſhall bee youre bootie and pil! ige: and pee ſhall 
gatne ſomany molt pꝛoude oꝛnamentes, ſs miche ſiluer ſo much 
golde, ſo many pzetions ſtones, ſo many moſt riche pꝛiſoncrs, that 
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the whole oꝛbe ofthe woꝛlde ſhall enuy poure foꝛtune, from Rome 
wſth the ſame kacilitie ſhall ye run . to Naplet, and there 

reuenge ſo many recepued iniuries: When J doe wap pour pꝛo⸗ 
weſſe, pour foztune and your gloꝛious vidqies, gotten: wythin 


the ſpace of a fewe dayes: when J doe beholde your conutenaun⸗ 


ces and deedes: when J doe call to memo2y, that there are verpe 


fewe of pou that haue not euen befoꝛe mine epes, giuen ſome no⸗ 
table pzouf of your pꝛoweſſe, by doing of ſome egregions ate, no- 


thing docth come into my minde that may intercept fram ps the 
fclicitie of this viaoꝛy. Our enimies are the ſame 9puniardrs that 
at our comming ſhame ully fled out of Bolongue by night;:they 
are the ſame men, that but fewe dapes agoe, gotte themſelnes out 
of our handes, by no other meanes than running awape, and tas 
kyng the walles of Imola and rauentxa, 02 the mountapnes. This 
nation neuer fought with our armies in the Kingdome of Naples 
in any open 02 indifferent place, but always with the — 
and helpe either ol munitions, rivers oꝛ ditches, not tr 
their valoꝛ. but to deceit t ambuſhes. And pet thele Spaniards are 
not tholẽ olde beaten fellowes in the Ne elitane warres, but freſh 
water ſouldiours, altogither vnſkilful who neuer fought againſt 
any other weapons, than the bowes, arrawes, and blunt launces 
of the Moores, pra and pet by them a people weake of bodve, fears 
full of hearfe , vaarmed and ignoꝛaunte of all Parttall ac2s,: 
were thep oucrthzowen the laſte peare wpth greate ſhame inthe 
Ille of Gerbe: Where thys ſame Peter of Nauarre a Captapne 
of ſo greate a name among them, gaue a notoꝛiaus example by 
„ bys runnng awaye , what difference there is betwcene ſhas 
= kvng of walles by the kurve of gunnepowder, and fyghtyng: 
wyth true hardpneſſe and foztitude, Nawe thep beeing ſhutte 
wythin a ditche, whyche they made thys nighte koꝛ trembiyng 
feare, and the kootemen couered wyth a Nampire, and tru- 
ſing to their hsoked Wagons, ſtande ſtill, as thoughe they 
ſhoulde trye the battell wyth theſe chtidiche inſtrumentes, and 
not with valour of hearte, and ſkrength ol bꝛeaſte and mũlcles: 
Beleeue mee, onre greate o2dinaunce ſhall; ſoone foꝛce them 
ente of their hales and boꝛoughes, and dꝛiue them into the open.

and plapne fieldes . Where it ſhall appeare howe farre the 
fozce of the Frenchemenne, the fiercencſſe of the Almaines, the 
noble pꝛoweſſe of the Jtalians, doeth ercell the craftineſe, and 
deceftes of the Spaniardes. Nothing can diminiſhe oure gloꝛpe, 
but that wee doe ſo mnche ouermatche them in number, that 
is to witte, almoſt double: and pet to vſe thys commmoditye gv⸗ 
nen vnto vs by foꝛtune, ſhall not bee aſcribed vnto oure da- 
ſcardye, but vnto their impꝛudence and raſheneſſe , whome 
not courage noꝛ valiauntneſſe, but the audho2itie of Fabri- 
cio de Cotorma ,'' foz-hys pzomiſfes'raſhelye made vnto Marke 
Anthony, 62 rather the Juſtice of Jod doeth dꝛawe therevnto, 
that the p2yde, and vnſpeakeable Heynous faces of Juli the 
falſe connterfaite Pope, and ls manye deceptes and treache⸗ 
ries of the Ryng ol Arragen, agatalfe the goodneſſe of oure 
Uyng , maye bee moſte ſuſtlye puripſyhed. But whpe doe 
JF bie manye wozdes 2 whye doe J ſo long deferre the vi⸗ 
ctozpe by adhoꝛtations, altogither vancedefull vnto Souldic2s 
of fo greate valoure, as I doe fondlye ſpende tyme in ſpeaking 
vnfo you : Marche on (valiaunte heartes) in poure appoyns 
ted arrape, wyth full aſſuraunce that J ſhall thys daye gyue the 
Empire of all qtah vnto my Pꝛince, and the riches thereof vnto 
pon, {your Chieftains will be with pou at all places, and as J 
vſually haue done, ſo nowe alſo will J lape open my life vnto all 
perilles : accompting mp lelfe the moſte foꝛtunate Captaine of 
all that euer haue bene, ſithens that thꝛoughe this daves victo2ye 
3 ſhall make my Souldpours the moſte gloꝛious and the richeſt 
of all the ſouldiours and armies that haue becnethcſe th2ce hun» 
dꝛeth pesres. | 
This Oꝛation being ended, and the aſre ringing with the noiſe 
of the trumpets, dꝛums and the moſt ioptuti actlama tions of the 
whole armye, they began to march towardes the Campe ot their 
enimies, not two miles diſtant from the place where they hadde 
packed ouer the riuer: which campe of the cofede rats was pitched 
along khe banke of the riner: on their lefte fide was the riuer: and 
a ditche (as deepe as the choꝛteneſſe of the tyme hadde permitted 
tb bes aue) | dokenced all tho whole & an pe on the right rde. 
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In the fo2efrant they hadlefteopen the ſpace af twentye pardes, 
that they might make excuritons wyth thep2 hozſes: As ſoone as 
they perteyued that the Frenchemen were palſed the riger, they 
tbus ranged they: battells : The vauntgarde of eyghte hundzeth 
men of armes, ledde by fabricio de Colonua highe Conſtable of Na- 
ples, was placed along the hanke ot the Kiuer, vnto wham were 
adioyned on the right hande ſire thouſande footemen, alſo alang 
the riuer toode the middle battaile of ixe hundzeth men ok armes, 
flanked with foure thouſande footemen, the leader whereof was 
the Wicerop himſelf, and with him were the Barquele of Palude, 
and the Popes Hegate John de Medici. Moꝛeouer alang the ſame 
banke of the riuer ſtoode the rerewarde conducted by Caruiell a 
Spaniarde: in that battell were foure hundzeth men of armes, and 
koure thouſande footemen, all the light hoꝛſemen (whale Gene⸗ 
rall was Daualos MargneTe of peſcara, a herye young Gentle⸗ 
man, but ot paſſyng greate hope) gnarded the right ſype at the 
foatemen bebinde, that they might ſutcour that part that talnted: 
the great oꝛdinante was placed in the front of the men oł armes, 
and Peter de Nauærro, the Generall of the Spaniſhe footemen ac- 
tompanied with fiue hundꝛeth hoziemen, had tyed hymſelfe ta ns 
tertain plate, but had ſette at the ditche in the front of the foate⸗ 
amen, thirtye Wagons lyke vnta the hosktd Chariotes, vſed in 
aàumtient time: Mhere vpn he had placed ficide peeces, and very 
long boare ſptars to luſtain the moꝛe kaſely the furious feaſe and 
chardge of the Frenchenren : in which oꝛder they expeded the im 
p2*Tton and chardge of their enneinies frong armpe wpthin the 
munition of the ditche, the which connſell, as in the ende it pꝛo⸗ 
fited nothing, ſo did it appeare at the beginning to be pernitious, 
Fc2 tt was the minde of Fabric io de Colom to inuade the enemies 
alloone as they beganne to paſſe oner the riuer thinking it. mozg 
_ commodions to encounter with one only parte of the ennimies, 
than to abide in the camp defented with a ſingle ditch: but when 
Peter de Nauarro whole edunſell the Aiteroy dyd folowe, As 82.42 
cles) repugned, it was decreed (thaughe nothing pꝛudentalx that 
they ſyruld be ſuffered iu paſſe auer ide tiner. Now tha renchg 
men beingcome within we n deth pares of the ditehe, Taxen 
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when they ſaw their enimies kept theſelnes within their Campe, 
not ſtirring one fote, leaſt that otherwiſe they ſhould giue their e⸗ 
numie that aduantage whiche themſelues deſyꝛed to haue: ſo both 
armies ſtode ſtone ſtill aboue two houres, but innumerable pel⸗ 
lets were in the meane time ſhot out of the great oꝛdinance on ev 
ther ſpde, by whome, the Frenche fotemen taffcred not a little de⸗ 
triment: foꝛ Nauarro had planted his oꝛdinance in ſuche a place, as 
he might muche hurt them:but the Duke of Ferrara with great ce⸗ 
leritie bzought a part of the great o2dinance behinde the army vn- 
to another wing of the Frenchmen, where the archers on Bozſe- 
backe ſtode, which wing bycauſe the army was of the foꝛme of a 
croyſant, was almoſt on the backe of the cnimies, from whertce he 
began cruelly to flanke their ſydes with very great detriment, and 
namely of the Ba2ſemcn, fo2 the Spaniſh fotemen being b2ougyt 

by N o into a lowe place along the ramppꝛe of the riuer, and 
by his commaundement layde flat on the ground, could not be hit. 

Fabricio called out with a loude voice, and vꝛged the Aicerov, with 
thicke ſending of meſſengers, to begin the battell befoꝛe they were 
abſumed by the fury ofthe great oꝛdinance: but Nauarro being led 
by peruerſe ambition, would not aſſent, foꝛ ſynce he had pꝛomiſed 
himſelfe victo? ꝛie, thoꝛough the valoꝛ of the Spaniſh fotemen; vea, 
though all the reſt of the armye were layne, he thought that hys 
gloꝛy would be the moꝛe augmented, the moꝛe the detrunentes of 
the reſt of the army were heaped. But now the men of armes and 
light Hoꝛſemen, had ſuſtepned ſo greate laughter, that it coulde be 
no lon mger boꝛne and with a miſerable ſpectacle mingled with hoꝛ⸗ 
rible cryes, nawe Hoꝛſemen, now Hoꝛſes, fell downe dead, nowe 
heads and armes tone of from the reſt of thebodye, were ſcene 
fleyng inthe airc,whereat pabricio erclapming, An muſt we all 
(quoth he) ſh umtully dye thꝛough the wilfulneſſe and perucricneſſe 
of one Maran, and mult this armie be vtterly all loſte, not one e⸗ 
nimie flayne by vs: Mhere be cur ſo many tropheys of the Frech- 
men 2 muſt the honour of Spayne and Jtaly periſh foꝛ the pleaſure 
of only Nauarro? and when he had ſpoken theſe woꝛdes, no longer 
Caving eyther fo2 the ſignall, oz commaundement of the 2 
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he dꝛaue his Hoꝛſemen ouer the ditche, whome when the reſt of 

the Hoꝛſemen followed, xauerro was fozced pꝛeſeutly to giue the 

ſignall vnto his Regiment, who riſing vp with great ferocitie, en⸗ 

countred the Almames which had now appꝛoched them, lo all the 

battels on both ſydcs being mixed, a maruellous mightie battell 

was begun, and the greateſt without doubt, that Jealy had ſeene in 

many yearcs, fo2 that at Tarro was ſcarce any thing elſe, but a 

ſtrong encounter of Hoꝛſemen, and the battels in the B ingdome 

of Naples were rather diſoꝛderings of arrap, oꝛ raſh attemptes tha 

battels, and at Giaradacdda, the ſmalleſt part of the Uenetian pos 

wer had fought : but here all of both ſydes, bævng nured togy- 

ther in a playne, without impedimente of waters oz munitions, 

two mightie armics fought with hartes firmely faſtned, eyther to 

vanquiſh oꝛ dye, being indamed not only by perill, gla2y, and hope, 

but alſo with the mutuall hatred that the nations bare eucry one 

to other, | 

In the encounter of the Almapne fotementte with the Spanys 

ardes, two Coloncls of greate fame, named 1«4cob Emſer an Ats 

mayne, and Zamude 3 Spanvard, fought as it were by challenge 

befoꝛe the frontcs of the baticis, in whiche figbte, the Spanyarde 

llaving hes cnsnic, became victoꝛ. The Hoꝛſemen of the confede- 

rates were not comparable wito the French Hozſcmen: beſpdes, 

th'y hd bin that day ſo endamaged, and toꝛne by the o2dinaunce, 

that they were made farre mfcricure, ſo that after they had a= 

wovie luſtepned the fo2ce of their emimies, rather by ſfoutencſſe 

of hart, than ſtrength of body, and a es ſending fo2 Palice wyth 

1 the rereward,and alſo the thouſande foiemen, which had bin lefte 
. at Montone, had charged them on the ſpde, and Fabricio de Colonna 
fyghting very valiaimt!y , had bin taken by the Souldyers of 
the Duke of Fey-ar« , they ſeeyng themſclucs no longer able 
to beare the foꝛce of their enimics, and alſo taught by the erams 
pics of they2 chicfetaynes, turned they? backes, Foꝛ the Uicerop 
and caruaiall neuer tarrving the vttermoſt triall of the valour of 
the Souldpers, dende, leading away with them the rerewarde ab 
moſt whole and vntouched, wyth whome aiſo fledde Antony de Le- 
ac a man then of low ſkate, tut one that afterwarde being exerci⸗ 
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fed by the fpace of many yeares, in all lvegrees of martiall ſernice; 
became a verpe famous Generall. 

Nowe all the lyghte Hoꝛſemenne were onerth;owen, and Peſ- 
cara thepy Captayne wette wyth bloud and woundes, was > 
ken with hym, ano alſo the Parqueſlc of Palude, who hadde bꝛo 
ghte into the fyghte the ſeconde battell, thzough a fielde full 
of ditches , buſhes, and b2yers , whyche muche diſoꝛdꝛed the 
arap: and belpdes that, the grounde was nowe couered ouer 
wyth the carkaſſes of Hoꝛſes, and men ſlayne , whyche was no 
ſmall hynderaunce vnto them. But pet the Spaniſhe fotemen, 
beyng fozſaken of the Hoꝛſemenne, foughte with incredible 
fierceneſſe, who although they hadde bina little dꝛiuen backe at 
the kyꝛſte encounter wyth the Almaynes, by rcaſon of the ſtrong 
rankes of they? pykes, vet after they came within the length of 
theyꝛ Swoꝛdes, and manye of the Spanpardes beepng couered 
wyth Targettes, hadde gotte betwerne the legges of the Al 
mapnes, thꝛuſting them in, in thoſe vnarmed places wyth theyz 
daggers, and commyttyng a greate ſlaughter, they were nowe 
come almoſt vnto the middes of p battel, among whome, the Gaſ- 
coigne fotemen hanpnx gotten the way betweene the Riner, and 
the Rampyꝛe, had charged the Italian fotcinenne, who although 
they hadde receyued greate loſſe by the greate oꝛdinaunce, vet 
hadde repelled them to thevꝛ ſingular commendation, if Alegres 
hadde not gynen a violente charge on them wyth bys Hoꝛſemen, 
wyth greater foꝛce, than god fo2tune : foꝛ when hee ſawe hys 
ſonne viuerroes lapne in his ſyght almoſt at the very kyꝛſt encoun⸗ 
ter, her vnwillyng to lyue after ſo greate griete, flang in wyth 
hys Hoꝛſe into the thyckeſt of hys enimies, and fvghtyvug 
as became a molt valiaunte Captayne , after he had ſlapne ma⸗ 
ny, was ſlavne hymſclfe. 

The Italian fotemenne , when they coulde no longer ſu- 
ſtepne ſo greate a multitude . beganne to ſh2inke , but parte 
of the Spanyardes commyng to thevꝛ ſuctaure, they kepte 
ſtyll in the battavle, and the Aimapno ewtememe bervng 
oppꝛeſſed by the other parte of the Spanvardes , cculde fcarſe 


ſtande vppe anye longer. But nowe all the Bozſemenne 
V. u beyng

beüng put to flight, Foix with a great multitude of Hoꝛſemen, ſette 
on the Spanpards, who rather retiring, tha dziuen out of the ſieid, 
did with their aray in no parte bꝛoken, take the way that lpeth bc- 
tweene the river and the high banke, marching with equall pace 
with their front very thicke of men, and ſo repelling the French- 
men with the ſtrengeh thereof, began to retire and departe out of 
the field, whiche Kauarro beholding, was moze deſpꝛous of deathe 
than of life, and therefoze not departing out ot the battell, was ta- 
ken pꝛiſoner: but when Fo:x coulde not abyde to (& the @pamiſhe 
-fotemenne thus goe away ſifely, and vico2-like, with their whole 
rankes vnbꝛoken, and percevued that the vicoz1e was vnperfect, 
vnleſſe they were bꝛoken as well as the reſt, in great fury charged 
on the taple of them with a troupe of Hoꝛſemen: but he inconti⸗ 
nently being encloſed by them, and thꝛowen off from his Hoꝛſe, oꝛ 
as diucrs ſav, opp2clled with the foundering of his Yo2le,, was 
llapne with a pyke thꝛuſt into his ſyde: and certeſſe, if they cught 
to wiſhe fo2 deathe, as the common opinion is, that are come vnto 
the higheſt degree of felicitie, then doubtieſſe this noble Gentle? 
mans death was molt foꝛtunate, hauing gotten ſo gloꝛious a vi- 
doꝛie. He dyed a very pong man, hauing now wonne among all 
men immo2tall fame, fo2 that within the ſpace of th2e monethes, 
being a Generall alnoft befoꝛe he was a Souldper, he had with 
mcredible celeritie and ferocitie gotten ſo many vico2ics. The 
Loꝛd Eautrech (his Couſin germaine) beeyag hurt wyth twentye 
woundes,lay beſydes him almoſt dead, but beeyng carried to Ferra- 
ra, was ſaued by the diligent cure of the Chirurgians. Thoꝛough 
the deathe of Foix, the Spaniſhe fotcmen were ſuffered to go they 
waves without unpeachment. The reft of the armp was nowe 
ſcattered and put to flight, all the bagge and baggage taken, togy⸗ 
ther with the enſignes and o2dinance:and Þ Popes Legate, lohn de 
* Medict, Fabric io de Colonna, Naudrro, and Pp Parqueſſes of Palude, Bi- 
tonto, and peſcara, and many other Pꝛinces, the chiefe of the nobi⸗ 
litie, 2nd men of name of the Spanyards,and Neapolttancs., The 
number of them that were flayne in this battcll, is altogyther vi 
| | certaine,vet among the varietie of many repoꝛts, moſt do affirme, 
that on both ſydes, there were at the leaſt tenne thouſand flayne, 
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of whome the third part were Frenchme, andthereſh of theyꝛ eni⸗ 
mies: but without all doubt, actoꝛding vnto the common mannet 
of Mars, the valiaunteſt and the ffouteſt men, among whome of the 
Papiſtes 02 the Popes bandes was Raphaell de Paxi, a Captayne 
of famous renowne,and innumerable were hurt. But without cõ⸗ 
trouerſie, the loflc on the vicozs ſide was farre the greater, by rea- 
ſon of the death of Foix, Alegres, and many of the French nobilitie, 
and of lacob, and other of the valiaunteſt Captaines of the Al 
maine fotemen,vnto whole pꝛoweſſe this victazie bought with na 
little effuſion of bloud, was chiefly attributed. Bozeouer, many 
of the Captaynes of the Gaſcoignes and Picardes(the which na- 
tions that dap laſt al their glozy among the pwn flaine 
with Monſieur de Molard, but the death of Foix [i d all other 
loſſes, with whome the courage, ſtregth,life,and fifrcencſle of that 
army was btterly ertinguiſhed. The greateſt part of the vanqui- 
ſhed that eſcaped out of the battell, fledde vnto ceſena, and from 
thence vnto farther places, neyther dyd the Uiteroy ſtay anye 
where, befoze he came to Ancona, whither he bꝛought but very few 
Souldpers, many bee ing ſpoyled and ſlayne in their flight, foz the 
Duke of vrbine not only ſtirred vp the Countreymen againſt the, 
but alſo ſent Douldyers to doe the like in peſare, they only eſcaped 
ſafely thatpaſſed though the domimans of the Flozentines, But 
although that after this battell the vidoꝛ army take and ſacked 
Rauenna, pet within very ſhoꝛt time, when the touetous Treaſou⸗ 
rer of Normandy to ſaue charges, had diſmiſſed the Italian Soul⸗ 
dyers, and part of the men of armes had returned into France, and 
the Emperoure had reuoked the Almapnes, they were by a 
new army of Switzers, that came downe to the Popes. 
aide, with whome allo toyned the Uenetians, 
quite diſpoſſelſed of the whole Duchie 
( of Milane, and all that euer the 
French King had in Jraly | 
beſydes.

9 2 24 his loffe of Milan, choſe two Captaynes of greate 
J autho2itic and ſkill to paſſe the Alpes: they were 
rri vulxi and Tremouille:and alſo [cnt fo2 Robert de 
J [1 March out of the lande of Luke, with the blacke 
I == regiment of Almapncs, and Lewes Loꝛde Beemont 
out tot the fronticrs of Nuarre, with thoſe bands of Galcoignes 
that ſcrued Signeur de la Palice a little befoze at Pampelona àgainſte 
the Spanpards. 

Among them he alſo mingled certayne cnſignes of fotemen, 
tonſiſting of very choſen men: foꝛ then euery Gentleman whyche 
was not appopnted vnto an Hoꝛſe, dyd with ſingular chereful- 
neſle thynke it fo2 hys wozſhippe to ſerue on fote. 

All thys power beyng verye well appoynted, with a greate 
furniture of greate oꝛdinaunce, he commaunded to haſten into 
Italy. Maximilian Sforxa the Duke of Milane, hauyng intelligence 
of this pꝛouiſion in Fraunce agaynite hym, lolliciteth the Swit- 
zers to tome into Lunbardy in hys defence, the whyche he eaſily 
obteyncth, And frſte of all, the Hemans 02 Mazors of the Cantons of 
Vry, Switz, and vnder wald, as nexte vnto Jtaly, paſſed the Alpes, 
whome the bandes of Glaron,Zuch, Lacerne, Sciphauſen, Zuriche,and 
Berne followed in another companye. And in the thirde and laſt 
companye were fpue thouſande fotemen, vnder the conduct of 
Altoſaxe anerperte Captayne, But Sforz« beepng diſmayde wpth 
the vnloked foꝛ reuolting of sacranoro viſconti, who kepte aboute 
him at Milane a great number of deſperate vnthziftes, as well of 
the nobilitie,as other, ioyned with the firſt company of the Swit- 


zers, uw wente to Nouara, there to cxſpcea (farre from pꝛiuie a- 
| waytes 
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waptes and Treaſon) the commyng of the reſt of the Swit⸗ 
ers. 
; The Frenche power came befoꝛe the Towne of Nouara, but 
when they had intelligence that the ſecond companye of the Swit- 
zers were at hande, and alſo that. Altoſaxe was at Galarita, they 
withdzewe to a place called RIOT T A, twentye furlongs from 
Nouara, nœre to the Kiuer of Mora. But as ſone as euer the ſe⸗ 
conde companye of the Switzers hadde entred the Zowne, and 
b:oken their faſt, the Captapnes aſſembled togyther to conſulte 
what was beſt to be done, where Craffe the Haman of Zurich ri- 
ſing vppe. ſayde, J beſieche you innincible bꝛæthꝛen, ſuffer not the | 
exployte that ve haue wyth valiaunte heartes determined, to ber 2 * *YJ- 
toꝛrupted thꝛough the vntymely ſtaying foꝛ Altoſaxe and his com 
panpe, foꝛ the ſafeſt and happieſt way to god ſucceſſe will doubt⸗ 
leſſe fall out, to be only by celeritie. Neyther nerde we (that are 
rightly and valiauntly reſolued) ought elle than ſpedie execution, 
loaſt we may nothing couragiouſly favle vnto ſo great octaſton 
whych.is offered vnto vs, to put vs in hope of a favze dave, whyche 
vet may be pꝛeuented by a light momente of tyme, foꝛ vee a fewe 
bandes of inuincible valoꝛ will be ynongh to opp2efſe the enimies, 
whyleſt they thynke we wyll attempt nothing befoꝛe Alcoſace bee { 
ioyned wyth vs, let vs therefoze ve their erroz, and by an vnlo⸗ f 
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ked foꝛ onict, bꝛing ſuddayne terroꝛ not without aſlured flaugh⸗ 
ter and flight, into the heartes of the enimie, puft vp with vnadui⸗ 
ſed pꝛide, and erronious opinion: doubtleſſe we haue alredy vangui⸗ 
ſhed, ik the vico2ic conceyued and aſſured by this honoꝛable deuiſe 


and counſell be pꝛeſently purſued by feareleſſe heartes, and vali⸗ 
aunt — had no ſoner ended his ſperche, but all the Cap⸗ 
taynes and enſigne bearers without ſtay, aſſented vnto him, and 
grauely conſulted vppon the manner how to attache the battell, 
wherevpon the Donldyers were commaunded to refreſh their bo⸗ 
dyes with meate and reſt, and to repaire vnto the enſignes after 
ð ſecõd watch, + then Captavns ſhould tel ths befoꝛe p dawning, 
what they would haue done. Now whileſt all mens mindes were 
muſing on v euent ofthe future fight i the Sunne was now going 
downe,behalde,a wonderful chance hapened:a! y frechmes degges 
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foꝛſaking their Camp, entred Noucra in one great troupe, and be- 


gan to licke the handes and legges of the Switzers that warded, 
and wagging their taples, and laping downe their eares, fawned 
now vpon one, and the vpon another of them, as though they were 
now become their Maiſters, oꝛ ſho2tly after ſhould. But the Swit- 
ers (to the end they might make a ſhew. that they meant ſome o⸗ 
ther thing than that they intended indeed, commaunded p Dꝛum⸗ 
mes to be ſounded all the whole night, now m this part of the Ci⸗ 


tie, and nowe in that, to make the clpves, if there were any in the 


Citie to belæue that they would iſſue out of the Towne,and there⸗ 
by kerpe their enimies, who they knewe had bin in armour all the 
whole day on Hoꝛſebacke, armed alſo all the night long. But they 
commaunded all their owne men to ſtrengthen their bodyes wyth 
flerpe, and to ſfay foꝛ dap, that euerv man might in the cleere lighte 
ſhewe his valoꝛ, with a noble contention foz honoz. Foꝛ theſe are 
the moſt euere lawes of the Switzers, that whoſocuer ſhall in 
the ſight of the armie doc things foꝛ feare , whiche are ſhamefull 
and vinnete fo2 valiaunt menne, ſhall be incontinently flapne by 
their nerte fellowes, ſo that the greater feare doth oucrcome the 
lelle, and fo2 doubt ofa ſhamefull death, an hono2able death is not 
feared. Now a little bef̃oꝛe it was light, the Captaynes choſe ont 
of all their armie (whiche was abont nine thouſand fotemen) one 
thouſande men of appꝛoued p2owelle, who ſhould haue the charge 
of eyghte falkons, and accompany Maximilian and his Hoꝛſemen, 
who were very fewe, but of the chiefe of the nobilitie. The reft dyd 
caſt themſelues into two battels, and marched all whyſt without 
ſounde of ODꝛumme towardes their enimies two diuers wapes. 
But Trizulzi, who although he were accompted a Captapne of 
appꝛoued and beaten wiſedome, yet thoughte nothing lefſe than 
that a few, and thole weary fotemen, woulde befoꝛe Altoſaxe were 
come, iſſue out againſt a very ſtrong power, oꝛ attempt any thing 
touching the foꝛtune of the battell. When he vnderſtode that the 
enimies power was in ſyght, reyſeth vp rremouille, and the reſt of 
the Captaynes,commaundeth the ſignals to be ſounded, x the oꝛdi⸗ 
nance to be placed againf the enimie, and all things that he hadde 
learned by erperience and diſcipline, to be adminiſtred accoꝛding 
to 
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to the neceſſity of the perill. The ſhoꝛtenelſle of the tyme was 
ſuche, and the heartes ot the entmics ſo ready to fighte, that the 
Frenche hoꝛſemen had ſcarſe tyme to bꝛidle their hozles,onp put 
on their heade peeces: as they which had ſtoode a greate parte of 
the day and night in armonr , attending what ſhoulde bee com⸗ 
maunded them: and at length thoughe very late, when newes 
was bꝛoughte that all was quict at Nouara, ha d gotte them into 
their cabines to take their reſte. But the light ho ſemen, as men 
ſooner ready, in good time enoughe ranne foꝛth with a very long 
wing ſtretched towards the lefte hande, and mette with the thou⸗ 
ſande Switz3ers as they were commyng, who, that they mighte 
auoide the greate o2dinaunce, that nowe tempeſted vppon them 
marched towardes the riuer of Mora, fetching a little compatſe a- 
boute, and then minded to paſſe oner the riuer by a bꝛidge, and 
ſet vppon the backes and tentes of the enimies. Thus the Swit⸗ 
zers marching en towardes the bꝛidge in a bꝛoade wave, beganne 
to be toꝛne in peeces with the oꝛdinaunce whych flanked them on 
the ſide, and to be vehemently pꝛeſſed by the hoꝛſemen. But then 
Mottine wyth vnappalled hearte altered hys counſell, and willed 
Maximilian (who was in great danger, the Epirotes inſulting roũd 
about him) to depart out ofthe fight,and incontinentiy to returne 
vnto the Citie, that ſo he might kecpe the heade of the warres 
which then lape open vnto the acerbitie of foꝛtune, foꝛ to entope 
the noble hopcd victo2y . But when hee nobly refuſed ſo to doe, 
and with conſtant hearte deſired that he might be ſuckered to take 
the chaunce cf common foꝛtune, two pety Captaines, and ſo ma⸗ 
nee enſigne bearers tooke his hoꝛſe by the bꝛidle, and pniling of 
the treſt from his helmet, and cating about hym an olde cloke to 
bide his coate armoare, ledde him out of the field foꝛcing him to 
returne vnto the citie with a troupe of hoꝛſemen, that her bepng 
a daungerleſſe beholder ot their pꝛoweſſe, myghte there erſpede 
the newes of lpcedy victoꝛy. Mottine being thus deliuer : dok that 
wofulneſle relieth his ſwaying battell, which had nowe lc thre 
of their Falkons, wythdꝛaweth the wounded into the midves of 
the battell. and with greate foꝛce beates backe the inſulting kpi⸗ 
rotes, and flaping Alexio Boſigno a noble Geeke their captain ante 
, | deke at ch 
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defeateth them. And with the ſame keaſe is alſo carrped into the 
ennunpes Camge, and there the dꝛudges and ffragglers beeing 
lapne, and the Souldiours of the ſtation diſozdered, tooke the 
carriages and baggage: But alittle befoze theſe thynges were 
doone by Mottire, an other company takyng a longer fourneye 
thozoughe the Co2ne ficldes then growen vppe, and thereby 
receyuing ſmall hurte bp the o2dinaunce, had charged the ſpde 
of the enimpe. | 
The French: power was deuided info three battatles : Tre- 
mozille and be la Marche hauyng the leadyng of the wpngs, and 
Tri vulxi of the middle battaple: and the Batallion of the Lance» 
quenetz hadde gotten them within a ditch? betweene the bat⸗

Uppon this Eſquadꝛon of the Almaynes, the Switzers bꝛyn⸗ 
ging about their battell towardes the right hande, courageoufly 
tourned them ſelues , koz that they vnderſtoode the victozys 
woulde bee eaſelv obtained, after they had once defeated the chie⸗ 
keſt foꝛce of their enimies armpe. b 
The Frenche Captaynes ſeeyng this, inconftnentely come 
maunded the greate oꝛzdinaunte to bee ſhotte off vppon them: 
- the rankes to bes broken thozoughe wpth greate ſlaughter, 
and anone after the menne of armes alſo. vehemently charged 
them on the lefte ſpde . In this tumulte the Amans of Berne and 
Zuche Were ſlaine: pet the Souldiours nothyng appalled: wyth 
thelr Captaines deathes, nepther with their owne peritl, no2 the 
hoꝛrible ſlaughter of their fellowes, gathering their ſtrength to⸗ 
gither, do caſt them ſelues into a ring, and wyth greate valoure 
doe pꝛopell the hoꝛſmen: and ſtraightwap, as they had befo2e des 
termined, paſſing ouer theditche, ſet vppon the Almaines.Whers 
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of them that fell downe deade. 
The Almanes that thep mighte reuenge the ſlaughter of their 
tountrepmen the laſte peare at Pavia, and now by newe renowne 
redeme the gloꝛy ok warfare, loft fourteene yeares befo2e at Bra- 
derholtz in the confines of Faſill, foughte very fiercely. But the 
Switzers, that they mpght yet one daye quite deſtrope their olde 
and pecutiar enimies, fellowes that had runne out of Germante, 
and ſerued the Frenche Ryng tn rep2oche of the Emperour, were 
no whitte behind either in ſtrength 62 feruencie of courage. 
But whileſt the Switzers and Almaines thus fought at puſh 
of pike, newes was bꝛought vnto Trivalxi and rremouille, that 
the baggage was taken, thoſe that were appoynted to kepe the 
Campe llayne, and all places fyiled full of tumulte and ſlaugh⸗ 
ter. The fame whereof, ſo troubled the Frenchemens mrndes, 
that a greate parte of the hoꝛſemen (euery man being carefull foz 
his bagge and baggage.) ranne thither without tommandement, 
to recouer the pꝛape. 

Alſo in another quarter almotte at the ſame inſtant, the third 
tompanpe 92 battell of the Switz ers, ſhewed themſelnes at the 
fronte of the Frenchemen, which battell (whileſt the Frenchmen 
hadde in vapne ſhotte off their oꝛdinance into the woodde that 
ſtoode beefoze them, by reaſon the Switzers to decetue the enni⸗ 
mies had politikely lefte among the trees certayne vnp2ofitable 
dꝛudges, to make a ſhewe of armed men) hadde crepte along by a 
de way, by littie and little ſtoupyng and traplyng they; pps 

kes after them. 

And nowe fo greate was their contempt ofthe flying bullets 
and ſo terrible their chardge, that the Frenche and Nauerrine foo: 
men (their Captaine Beamont being ſlapne) and twoo bandes of 
Genoueſe and Salucians, were quickly defeated, and aifo their oꝛdi⸗ 
nannce taken and tourned on the backs of them that fied. When 
the reſte of the hoꝛſemen fawe the greate oꝛdinaunce gotten by 
the enimie, in home the French emen hadde in all war res repo⸗ 
ſed moze truſte, than in theyꝛ armes and pꝛoweſſe, that the A. 
maines were nowe almotte quite deſtroped, their tents taken, the 
enimie ouerthꝛowing all, 4 now large lozds of the ficlo, betwens 
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ſhame and feare they tourned their backes. When all men were 
thus diſmayed, the Captaines themſelues were kearleſſe enough 
(conſidering the fearefulneſſe of the ſtate) and went about to ral. 
Ive the rankes that were diſo2deced, and turned them ſclues to ⸗ 
wardes the diſſon ant cries of their own fellowes, made them to 
abide and ſighte, encouraged the petye Capitaines and enſigne 
bearers to put away feare, and ſo long to luſteine a fewe peſants 
of weary, vnarmed and nowe weakened wyth woundes, vntill 
the lighte armed had encloſed them. The Lanſquenetz brare the 
bꝛunt of the battell, and the fight is repaired in all places But the 
hoꝛſemeu being nothing moued wyth the woꝛdes of the encaura⸗ 
ging and commaunding captaines, ſhamefullye flye: Foz the 
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Switzers althſsughe theĩt Captaine Mottine were flaine by a pœce 
of c2Tinaunce,yet hauing gotten the Campe, did al bloudy fierce- 
ly inuade the lefte fide of the hoꝛſemen, and on the righte ſyde and 
on the bãck ã greater power with terrible pikes, did very ſharply 
b: ce the arfrighted and diſordered heꝛſemen. There perifhed in 
repairing dhe elde, Monfalcon Tapfaine of the Duke of Albanies 
cainpanye of hoꝛſmen, and Coriolano Tri vulxi, a pong Gentleman 
of üngular hope. But the Almaines, who leeſing halfe their men 

and t wo enügnes and their Generall Floranges greeuoully hurte, 

had foughte very conſtantl a long time: Nowe when they ſawe 
themſelues to bee foꝛzſaken by the hoꝛſemen, and the reſte or the 
kootemen in all quarters to be defcated, and the great oꝛdinaunce 
taken : thinking that flight was ſhamekull, and pet nothing ſafe, 
did ſet the points of their weapons vp2ight accoꝛdyng vnto their 
manner and peelded themlelues, ſeeking mercpe of the victo2 eni⸗ 
mye. In this grieuous vp2oare Rebert de la March Loꝛde of Ces 
dan, attached with impotent ſoꝛow to ſee his two ſonnes the loꝛds 
Eloranges and Gemeſe encloſed hy the enimpe, and al moſte in de⸗ 
ſperate daunger of life, burſt in euen into the midſt of his enimies 
battell wyth a troupe of hoꝛſemen, and toke them vppe lying a⸗ 
mong the dead bodyes miſcrably beraped and embꝛued wyth the 
bloude of their waundes, and being halfe drad, layde them ouer⸗ 
thwarte the neckes of two horſes , like vnto twoocloke bagges: 
and thus wyth ſingular p2aice bathe ef fatherly pitie and warlike 
2 pzowclle, 
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zo welle, he caried them away, pꝛeſeruing their liues to purchaſe 
renowne in future and moꝛe foꝛtunate fieides, Thus the Swit⸗ 
zers fighting in thꝛe companyes oꝛ battells, within an houre and 
an halle dyſpatched and finiſhed a famous battell, and a mofte , 
weyghtve warre. Nepthcr yet althoughe the Switzers ſawe ſo 
many of theirenimics lye llaine be foꝛe their face,. xanne they once 
to the ſpople, notwithTanding that pꝛetious furniture of honfe- 
hold, and al the baggage of the riche armp did allute their minds: 
foꝛ they remembꝛing their country diſcipline, which doth not per⸗ 
mitte them to take anye armed man p2iloner in the batte ll, noꝛ to 
purſue any that flieth: ſtoode ſt ill a great part of the day, fearing 
let the French ho2ſinen incited either th2vnghthepolicie ef their 
Captaines, oꝛ they2 owae ſhame, would cone: backe againe, and 
oppꝛeſſe them While they were buſicd in ſpoilyng the deade. But 
their enimies ranne awaye wpth ſuche feare and pertinatie: that 
Tri vulxi galloping to 4 fro all duſtie and hoarſe with crying vn⸗ 
to them, was not able eyther by faire o2 foule ſpeache, o the aus 
ahoꝛitie of Generall, to ſtay the enſtgnes.oꝛ to rctaine the hozſe⸗ 
men that caſting awaye their launcs, gallopꝑed awaye foꝛemoſt. 
It is well knowen, that Grittie the Venetian Pꝛouiditoꝛ, who be- 
ing a companion of this vnluckye iourney ran awape with them, 
oftentimes ſapde among this caompanyof haſting hozſmen: Bee 
olde hoꝛſemen that flyng awaye ſo faſte vppon theſpurre to day, 
bee not the men of armes dt the venetians, but thoſe noble Gen⸗ 
tlemen of France, that Bſeato.cal them women runaways. Certes 
it neuer happened befoze, that Captains, (at all other times in» 
uincibleandfo2tunate,) being furniſhed wyth ſo great an army, 
were dcfeated by a fewe footemen, koꝛtune nowe lifting to ſpoꝛte 
alittle. It is repoꝛted that the French hoꝛſemen might haue bin 
alt wholy deſtroyed in their flighte, if Maximilian £forza had had 
but two hundꝛeth men of armes, fo2 riot one of the French hoꝛſe⸗ 
men caried launce beponde seſithes (fo greate was their heate to 
eſcape) yet a while after silaio Sabello, and Corradino Cribelly, witF 
tertaine light hoꝛſmen. parſued them cuen to the fownc of rreca- 
to Wut the Contadmes 02 Peſantes running out of the fieldes and 
vamlets ynta the ſpoile, cruclly flue _ they ſawe any bootie, 
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the diſperſed and fearefull Frenchemenne wearved, andqu'fe 
ſpente, at ditches , hedges and all other places that didde lette 


thetr courſe, The ſame dave the Switzers gathering togither the 


ſlaine bodies of their countrymen, caried them on their ſhoulders 
into the Citie, that the laſte honoures myght tuſtiy be done vn- 
ta them that had ſingularly wel deſerued of the common wealth. 
Chere were llaine of them in this vis oꝛy aboute a thonſande 
thꝛee hundzeth, of whome they bꝛoughte into the Towne abous 
ſeuen hundꝛeth toꝛne into peeces with the great o2dinaunce, and 
almoſte as many were wounded, But on the Frenche part were 
llaine to the number of eight thouſande of all ſoztes. Among the 
Captaines of the Switz ers, the almoſte monſtrous valoꝛ of Jor- 
din of Vnderwalde was ſpectally ne noted, who {by the credible repoꝛt 
of many, ) flewe of his enatmies with his halberde, cary- 
ing away the (uſte rewardes of aſvred pꝛaiſe. But Maximili- 
«x being very {opfull fo2 ſo happy ſucceſſe, called the Souldiours 
togither, and the teares tcickling downe his cheeks, £ ſcarſe able 
to ſpeake fo iav, he gaue them all hartp thankes, and that whych 
might be a gift of pꝛeſent pleaſure, hee gaue them in rewarde of 


their pꝛowelle all the vicualles that was taken, tobe deuided a- 


mong them, beſides the ozdingunce and ali the ſpople and pꝛape 
that was gotten . But the trenche that was taken from the eni⸗ 

— hee ſette vppe in a publlaue place, as à monumente of the 
J'viaoe: Andfo2aſmuche as wer haue fecne the maner of the ma» 
king thereof , wee doe thinke it good to defcribe the ſame, that it 
map be both a patercie and alſs p;ofitable vnto the poſteritie. 

A ſquare plotte of fifty paces euerye wape, like vnto a ſmall 
Campe being meafuredout, foure ſtrong poſtes ſharped at tha 
ende. Were dꝛiuen into the grounde at euery angle one, ſtandyng 
aboue the grounde nauell highe: the ſides were defenced wih lel⸗ 

! ſer poſts 02 ſtakes, JTertaine ſpace being lefte betweene poſt and 
poſt: betweene the poſkes went raples, which they might take off. 
and on, they being faſtened togither with yꝛon bookes oz claſpes, 
The Almaines ſtoode within this munition, which was defenced. 
rounde about wyth almoſte an hundzeth Harguebuzers a trocke. 
Though the defence theredk,, Jeden had thought verily * the 
loꝛce 
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fo2ce of his aſſayling enimtes woulde not only haus beneſuffet- 
ned, but cleane daſhed b2oken and defeated , fo2 he was of the 
belefe, that the Dwitzers befoze they could come to vſe thein pikes 
and to hande ſtrokes, ſhoulde be paide fo2 their inconſiderate in⸗ 

naſion: It being likely that the eſhuad2onterrtble,fo2 their pikes, 
and ſafe and inuincible fo2 their ſtrength, wold defend the trench, 
and at length opening the munition, bꝛeake out vpon the diſoꝛde⸗ 

red enimies, and ſo obtepne an vndoubted vico2y, | 

But this engine inuented by a warlike witte, and bzought o⸗ 
ner the Alpes With ſo greate labour and charges, es it did'great- 
ly delight the eyes of the beholders both tz the noneltix of the fa; 
ſhlon and the hope of viaozy : ſo Foztune after hir wonted guiſe 
ſcoꝛning ſuch ſabtill inuentions, tooke ſucceſſe quite away from 
reaſon, and the woozke, when it ſhoulde haue taken moſte el; 
fecte.. But thys decepued the Almaines, that they thought it not 
nedekull that day to ſet vppe their trenche, which lap in the Was 
gons; ſeeing the camp did then go backe from the enimis. When 
wee conferred wyth Tremouille at Bolonmgne about theſe matters, 

be did not fondly laye the faulte in Trivalzi, as thoughe that beg 
woulde not encampe (as rremouille hadde perſwaded hymn)on bys 
owne landes, fo2 deſfroying ofthe graſſe that then was ready to 
be mowen. But rrivulxi as he that had neuer bene vanquyſhey 
bcfoze, when hee declared muche of thaeuente of this battell, did 

referce it wholly vnto the iniurie that was fatall vnto hys re⸗ 
nowne : fo2 hee ſayde, that the ſkilfalleft C aptapne in the 
woꝛlde coulde not by any me anes redzeffe raſhe 
men and Souldiours, made ſtatke ſtaring 
madde by degenerate feare.

And to the intent that the armie of the Earle of Shzewſburp and 
c Loꝛd Herbert ſyould not ayde the King: there were appoints,

The png had no ſoner pitched his fleld, and ſette in oꝛder his 
oꝛdinante, but that he was aduertiſed by the Po2thern pꝛickers, 
that the Frenchemen to the number ok twelne thouſande were 
comming fo2warde in arrans of battell. Nlhervpon ſome coun⸗ 
ſelled the Ring to take downe his tentes, but the Ling ſaid, J wil 
this day that my ficlde be made and ſctte in as ropall wile as may 
bee, and all my riche teates ſette vppe: whyche was done.

As the ing was thus marching koꝛward towards the battaile, 


to hun came the Emperoure Maximilian with thirtie mẽ ot armes, 
be and all his company armed in one ſute, with redde Croſſes: then 
by the counſaple of the Emperoure,the Ling cauſed certaine fieide 
pieces to be layde on the toppe of a long holl a2 banke, fo2 the out- 


ſcourers. Thus the Bugs Hoꝛſemon, and a few archers on Hoꝛſe⸗ 


backe marched foꝛ ward. The kKyng waulde fayne haue bin afs:e 
with the Hoꝛſemen, but his Counſayle perſwades him the contra/ 
rie, and ſo he tarried with the kotemenne, accompanzed with the 


Emperonre. 
The Freachmen came on tn thz& rankes, fire and thirtie mens 


thickneſſe, and well they percevued the Kings battaile or fotemen 


marching foꝛward:the Earle of Eder, Captayne of the Hoꝛſemen, 


And Sir lohn peche ſwith the Kings Hozſemen, and the Burgomons 


to the number of eleuen hundzeth, ſtode with banners dilpla ore 


in a valley, The Loꝛde Wallon, and the Lo2d Lrgny with baſtarde 


Emery (15Surgonions) and their bands, to the number of foure hun⸗ 
dꝛed Hoꝛſemen, ſeuered themſelues, and ede aſyde from the En 

gliſhmen:ſo then the Engliſhmen were but ſeuen hundꝛeth, vet they 
with banner difplaicd, remayed vp to the toppe of the hil, and there 
they mette with Sir Benrye Guükoꝛde, with an hundꝛeth tall Ar⸗ 
chers on Hoꝛſebacke, whiche had aſkryed the Frenchmen. Nowe 
on the toppe of the hill was a faire playne of god grounde: on the 
left hand a lowe wodde, and on the right hand a fallow fielde. The 
Loꝛd Wallon and the Burgonions kept them alofe, then appeared 
in ſighte, the Frenchmen with banners and ſkanderdes diſplayed, 
Then came to the Captaines of the Engliſhmen of arnies, an En- 
gliſh officer of armes, called Clurenſeux, and ſapd, in Gads name ſet 


fozward,fo2 the victo2ic is poures, fo2 J ſe bythem that they wyli 


*79t abyde, and J will goe with you in my coate of armes. Then 
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the Hoꝛſemen did ſet fox ward, and the archers alighted, and were 
ct in oꝛder by an hedge all along a village called om) :the Frech- 
men came on with thꝛeꝛ and thirtie ſtanderdes diſplayed, and the 
Archers ſhotte apace, and galled their Hoꝛſes, and the Engliſhe 
Spcares ſet on fceſhly, crynig Saint Geoꝛge, and fought valiant⸗ 
ly with the Frenchmen, and thꝛew downe their Standerdes, the 
duſt was great, and the crie moꝛe, but ſuddapnely the Frenchmen. - 
ſhocked to their Standerdes, and fledde, and thꝛewe away they? 
Speares, Swords, and Paccs, and cutte off the bardes of thevꝛ 
Moꝛſes to runne the lighter. When the Hinder part ſaw the foꝛmer 
part flie, they fledde alſo, but the ſoner foꝛ one cauſe, whiche was 
this. As the Enaliſhmen mounted vp the hyll, the Hozſemerme of 


Alban) ({ commonly called Stradiotes) were commyng downe⸗ 


wardes on the ſyde of the hill befoꝛe the Frenche hoſt, whrchfud- 
daynely ſawe the banners of the Engliſh Hozſcmen,and the kings 
battayle following vpwarde, thinking to them that all hadde bin 
Hoꝛſemen, then they taſt themſclues about and fledde:the French- 


men were fo faſt in aray , that the Stradiotes coulde haue no en⸗ 


trie, and ſo they ranne fill by the endes of the raunges of the frech 
army: and when they behinde ſawe the fall of the Standerdes and 
they2 $tradtotes in whome they had greate confidence, returne, 
they whiche were fartheſt off fledde kyꝛſte, then vppe pꝛaunced the 
Burgonions, and followed the chaſe, whyche was purſued thꝛer 

myles. Thys battell was of Hoꝛſemen to Hoꝛſemen, but not in 
cquall number, fo2 the Frenchmen were tenne tt to one, whiche had 
not bin ſcene befoꝛe t e, that the Engl iche Bozrmen got the vic- 
toi dt the men of armes of Frarrce. The Frenchmen call thys 


battell, The Bartel! of Sparres, bycautſe they ranne away fofaff on 
e J62*backe. 


This Wattell w 8 kought . ſirtenth of A raul, in the whyche 


was taken the Duke of L on ge le, the Loꝛd Cleremonde, and manpe 


other noble men, to the number of twelue ſcoꝛe, and alſo all the 
ſtanderdes and banners, which with the pꝛiſoners were bꝛonghte 
to the Bings pꝛeſence. The Burgonions kepte their pꝛiſoners, 

and bꝛought them not to ſight. The fame wente, that Mon fieur de la 
Palice was by them taken, and let goe. But the other fyne thouſand 


Hozle- 
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Hoꝛſemen, bon had bin appoynted to inuade the Earle of Shrewſ< 
bury, came not downs, but only ſkirmiſhed with Sir Rice ap Tho- 
mas. But the Citizens lallied, and were valiauntly beaten backe by 
the Lo2de Herbert. After this viqoꝛie the Ciite yeelded, as allo not 
long after dyd the famous Citie of r ourna). 


C Flodden fielde tought betweene Iames 


the fourth King of the Scottes, and Thomas 


Earle of Surrey, General] for Henty the 6 Kyng of En- 
glande in Anno. 1513. out of Paulus Iouius. | 3 


Hileff Henrve the eyghte Byng of En⸗ 
gland thus moleſted the Frenche Lyng 
in Fraunce, lames the Scottiſh Bing iunci⸗ 
ted by the Frenche Bing, and allo caged 
on by hys owne naturall hate towarde 
England, which he well hoped now in the 
ſabſence of the Rvng greately to anno, 
p2oclaymed warres againſt the King of 
Englandce, and withall centred hys lande 
with a great armpe, belle ged Norrham Caltell,toke it, and made it 
leuck with the grounde, and from thence marched waſting wyth 


— — 


fire and ſwo2de) to beſiege the ſtrong towne of Ber wike. In the 


meane time the Carle of Surrey whame Ling Henry fo2 his ap- 
pꝛoued fidelitie and pꝛoweſſe had left behinde hun in Englande hys 
Licutenaunt, with a power to kepe the boꝛders towards Scotland, 
leuping an army, went againlt the Scotte, who miſerably waftcd 
all the Cauntrey. There were with him the Lo2d Decres, warden 
of the Meſt marches, a renowmed man fo? all martiall pzavſe, 
Edward 3tnley,and Baſtard Hero, which Heron brought with him 
a ſtrong troupe of Bo:ſcmen, which he being of late baniched both 
from England and Scotland, had cunning!» trained in robberies, and 
other with aides, whiche were leuped in all partes by the Quene, 
fo2 at Þ bꝛuite of the newe warres, not only y tountrevs nœre vatq 
the Dots, as lying opt to the daunger, but alſo the ſhires farre 
B. u. 
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of their dne free willes, rather fo2 hatred than feare,haſted to the 


Earle, all men taking very vnpatiently the iniurie of violating 


the league lately conciuded betweene the two Kyngs. 
1ames had then lodged his armye on the toppe of an hill, whyche 


the inhabitants da call Floddon, in a place very ffrong both by arte 


and nature, foꝛ on the left hand a great mariſhe and lumie gulfes, 
ouergrowen with tuffes of UWillewes , did poſſeſſe ail the playne 
vnderneath the hill, Dn the right hande ranne the riuer of T »! at 
the fote cf the hill with derper Chanell, and ſwifter ſtreame, than 
coulde be paſſed ouer by foꝛde. Their backes were defenſed wyth 
ſtiepe hylles and very thicke woddes. But at the front where nas 
ture had only left a gentle comming vp, and only way vnto it, king 
lame; had calf vpa ditche, and placed all his oꝛdinante on the inner 
banke thereof, and ſo ſtrongly defenſed himſelfe, that to be entren⸗ 


ched round, oꝛ aſſaulted from the lower ground, he could not with⸗ 


out pernicious encounter. When Surrey was come thither, he wõ⸗ 
dering at the iniquitie of the plate, thought it not god to aſſault the 
Rings Camp, but ſent an Harauld vnto the Scottiſhe Bing with a 
meſſage, the ſumme wherof was this, That king lames in breaking 


the ſolemne oth of peace, and in polluting the rightes of moſt holy 


inuiolable kinred and affinitic, by inkerring warres vnto Henrp, 
when he was nowe abſent, by burning his Townes, waſting hys 
Countreys, and murthering hys Sub1caes, when they feared no 
ſuch thing, had done moſt wickedly x cruelly,therfozc he was come 
with an armye to reuenge the ſaide imuries. King lames Himſelfe 
ſhould choſe an indifferent place, and certaine day to darreine bat- 
tell, foꝛ he woulte without any ſtaying o2 doubting, giue him bat 
tell as ſone as ener he would permitte any equalitie. Then lames 
(as he was a Prince of a ſtately ſtomacke, and tryed harvineſle,) 
courteouſly peaking vnto the Harrolde, thanked Surrey, and open⸗ 
ip commended hym, that of his owne acco2d he deſired the fielde, 
whereas he had long fearcd with wofull and troubled minde, that 
he would by al! ſleightes rather haue auoided the ſane ; and therc- 
foze acco2ding vnto that courage, he ſhould make readie his weas 
pons, and the thirde dave after expect the araunged battels of the 


ir inthe open fields, that there he woulde ſcuerely ſette in 


iudge:

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iudgement vpon thoſe injuries which e he hadde vntimely and re? 

20chfully mentioned, and at the daye p2efired, make an ende by 
armes both of all olde and new contronerſies. 5urrey was encam⸗ 
ped in a playne,th2z miles from the erumie, and there raunged his 
army:but lames although he were reaoy to fight, yet kept hemſelle 
within his campe and muntttons,bycauſe all the molt expert of bis

ſe il Ch: unber fo loude, that the ns alſo might heare him: that 
there was nothing moꝛe koliſhe oꝛ vayne, than to fight at the ap-? 
poyntmente of the enimie, and at his will and pleaſure to aduen⸗ 
ture en of a pitched field, that the Ring ſhould kerpe hym⸗ 
elke in that commedious place, and by lingering, gude his fierce 
foes, conſidering there was in the emmies camp greate penurie of 
bꝛead, neyther could vicuals be eaffly bꝛought out of the mwarde 
partes of saglande, the wap beryng very foule, by _ of conti- 
nua!! raine that had fallen, that p King within choꝛt time by ſitting 
ſtill, and doing nothing rathly, ſhould not mille to fight very foꝛtu⸗ 
nately, and gine the emmies (beyng tamed by the iniquitie of the 
place, and lack of victuals) a ſafe laughter vnto his Soulopers. 
Befides theſe wo2ds of Harley, many things accompted fo2 fozete- 


kens, although they were thought to be vapne, and proceeding of 


chaunce, hadde ſtryken Religion and new terroꝛ into the-Kyngs- 
heart, foꝛ ag he was ſytting in connſell with the Captaynes, delibe⸗ 
rating about the manner of the battayle, an Hare lept out of his 
tent, and being ſfryken at with a thenſand weapons, eſcaped vn⸗ 
touched thꝛdugh the middes of the ſtation. oꝛeduer, the Syte 
had gnawen aſunder the ffring and buckle of his headpeece : : and 
the repoꝛt went, that the vayles ol his inner tent were in the mo2- 


ning beſpꝛinckled with a bloudy dewe. When the King fo2 theſe 


cauſes came not foꝛth into the field, Surrey who foꝛ ſund2y incomo- 
dities could no longer ffay in thoſe moꝛich foule e filthy places,net- 
ther dyd think that the Ring would fighte vnlefſe he were tompel⸗ 
ted by ertreame neteſſitie ,diſſodged, and leauing the enimie on the 
left hand, and paſſing ouer the riuer of Ty!, marched vnto a —_ etter 
R. ii. ate 
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place at the ende of Barme wodde, that he mighte there in a moꝛe 
fertile and ſafe place refreſhe hys Souldpers, whome with greate 
tourneys and thume dyct, all thoſe th2e& days he had ſoꝛe wearyed, 
and in the meane time erped new power, and acco2ding to the mo- 
uings of che eninnes, who had with their multitude filled the next 


hylles, he like wiſe ſhould follow a new trade, in adminiſtring the 


warres. Nothing deuided the two Campes, but only the KNiuer of 
Tyl,ncyther dyd epther partie abſteyne fro tempeſting with great 


oꝛdinaunce, and other ſhot, But a hill at the hither ſide ol the riuer, 


riſing vp gently a mile high, ſerued $4rrey to great vſe, foꝛ it defen- 


ded the front of his Campe from all imurie of the enimics oꝛdi⸗ 


naunce. From that hill Thomas Lo2d Howard $urreys ſg, a vong 
Gentleman of paſſing pꝛoweſle, ſurueying the e hilles 5 lay about it, 

vpon whome the enimie was cncamped, and the playne beneath, 
ſhewcth his father that the Scotte might caſily be excluded from 
Scotlande,o2 elſe being gotten out of his ſtrong lodging, be bꝛought 
to fighte, if he woulde agavne tranſpoꝛt hys army oucr Ty, in that 


| place where befoꝛe he had come ouer, and fetehing no greate com- 


paſſe aboute, woulde ſhewe hymſelfe on the backe of the enimie, 
as karre within as the ſtreightes of the hvll woulde ſuffer. Surrey 
who hadde whollye bente hys mynde to fyghte , ſente certapne 
Wmcune verve ſkilful in the Countrey, and alſo in martiall diſci- 
pluie, to viewe the place, who vppon they? returne, when they 
repoꝛted vnto hym the verve ſame, and hys ſonnes counſell was 
confirmed by all mens opmions, he incontinentlp commaunded 
the army to dillodge, and thꝛee miles from thence paſſed ouer the 
Riaer by two bꝛidges in two companyes at one time. But lames 
coniecuring .Surrcys intente, leaſt by remayning ill on thoſe 
hpllcs, and beevag intercluded from Scotlande muche agaynite hys 
dignitic, der ſhould leeſe free libertic to foꝛage, and therewithal tw, 
(whyche her thoughte muche appertepned to reteyne his authoꝛi⸗ 
tie) leaſt by detracting the fyghte , and beeyng lwke vnto one be- 
ſieged, he ſhould ſeems to repoſc moꝛe truſt in the place, the muni- 
tions, than in the p2owellc t vals? of hys Souldpers, ſtraight way 
dillodged, and marched directly to take the nexte "byll, whercof hee 
greately feared hys cninue would haue Ewan him, but it was 


bzought 
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bꝛoughte to paſſe thoꝛough hys owne teleritie, and the fnduſtrie - 
of the dꝛudges of the armie, who had at the Kyngs departure (as 
was commanded them) fytled all the Countrey with one ſmoke 
and blacke myſte, by ſettyng on fy2e'the Souldpers Cabins, the 
ſtrawe and al the reſt of the foꝛrage, that Kpyng lames was come to 
hys purpoſed plate, befoze Surrey, who was but one myle from 
gym, eyther perceyued hys departure, oꝛ coulde fee the long traine 
of hys- marchyng armye. Lpng: 1ames thus poſfeſfing the toppe 
of the hyll, Surrey came wyth all hys power vnts the fote there- 
of, and ſkaping there a little whyle, determined wyth hymſelfe, 
ſeyng the hyll was neyther verye hygh no2 harde to aſcende to 
climbe it, and to fyght befoze the enimie hadde foꝛtifyed hys camp, 


and then calling togyther the Souldyers, he declared vnto them - 
into what place and cafe they were come, that on the one fpde thes/->vc = 1 | 


hygh bankes ofthe ryuer, and on the other the ſtiepe hylles, that 
rannẽ Along many myles, twke quite away from ddem al wayes 
of flight, vea and all hope of lyfe, vnleſſe they foughte luſtvlp, and 
vanquiſhed valiauntly, and therefo2c they thoulde Fcourdgtoufiye 
encounter their foz\wozne enimpes, who bzeaking the league, 
thoughte thozough the occaſion of i of the vngs abſence, fo wine 
the Emppꝛe of the whole Jlande*neyther ſhome theyꝛ hearts 
be troubled with their greate multitude, foꝛ it had bin ſufficientiy 
tryed by the often victo2ics of their aunceſtoꝛs, how ſmall ſtrength 
and conſtancie there is in Scottes, that God od hymlelfe wonlde be 
with them in the fielde, as he hathe alwaves 's heerctofo? e bin iuſt⸗ 
lp agavnſte the bꝛeakers of their faythe, and the rontemners of 
hys and mans lawes and Religion, 2 Souldpers ſhaulde 
retedne ſtyll the memoꝛie of they? olde 20wclle, fo2 by the con⸗ 
ſenteof all menne, the moſt iuſt caufe of warres is to paopell i 
iuries, and defende by armes they Youles, Thildzen Wynes, 
and that whyche ſermeth to be muche maze renolwmed; the dig⸗ - 
nitie of the Papall libertie, the whvche with noble hearte, and 
holye counſell, hadde taken vppon hym to defende , and \9/ ac⸗ 
co2dinglye' by Goddes affiſtaunce*, hadbe dꝛyuen the vngodly 
oppugners of the inniolable Paieſtie „ beeyng diſcomfyted in- 
battayle , theyz Captapnes taken pꝛiloners, and theyz ſfrong* 
Citte:

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Cttie wanne into the inner partes of Fraunce, and theretoꝛe they 


d vnder the conduct of the ſame God, fight againſt men defps 


W the ſame contagion of polluted Religion:and if they made 


compt of the hanoz of their Countrep, the Kyngs eſtunation,ans 
finally their owne glozp and ſafetic, that they ſhoulde followc hym 
their Captapne, readp epther to vanquiſh gloziouſly, oꝛ elſe to dys 
bonoꝛabiy. The Souldyers cryed out incontinenrly, that he ſhould 
giue the ſignall of fight, and nothing doubt to darreyne battell, pea 
though in a place of great diſavuantage:foz they ſtoutel ꝑ ſaid, that 
thep would with their wounding weapans clumbe the toppe of the 
hill, and neuer returne into the Campe but vicg2s. Then Surrey in 
this hope and couragiouſneſſe of the Souldyers, deuided all his po⸗ 
wer into thꝛe battels. The foꝛe warde he aſſigned vnto the Lozde 


— — — 


Ho wrde, wherein he allo placed Edmunde another of his ſonnes 


to gouerne a parte theregk (Hall makes it a wing.) He himſelfe 
ledde the middle battell, and oꝛdeyned Sir xdward Stanley to bee 
Captaine of the rereward. Ye placed the Loꝛde Dacres with the 


_ Hozlemenfoz a battell of ſuccoure,anddyſpoſed the great o2dinice 


—— — 


in certaine diſtaunces among the rankes, and in the front, and ſo 
with a round marche maketh towardes the enimie. In the meane 
time, when the King faw the gliſtering of the armoure, and the ſe⸗ 
uerall battels of the eninne (as he might very well from the hyll) 
thinking that occaſion of vidoꝛie was that day giuen him, if he be⸗ 
ing then ſuperioure both by the ſighte, the ground, and alſo the nũ⸗ 
ber of men, did out of hand fight with the enimie, he gaue the ſigna 
of battell, and turning vnto the nobilitie of his Nealme, who ſtode 
neere vnto hun, vled ſuch a like ſpeeche: DSepng moſt valiant com⸗ 
pres in armes, that we ſhall this day fight with better condition 
and moꝛe adu auntage, than ener any of our aunceſtoures hathe 
heretofo2e done with this enimie, remember that now is the time 
of ſupꝛeme occafion to reuenge youre iniuries, whiche pe feared 
woulde neuer haue come, and haue hitherto in vayne withed foz, 
when ye ſuffered all wilanies and repꝛoches of theſe moſt pꝛonde 
enimies: but we that haue boꝛne theſe things ſo long at home 
with lighing foz vaine anger, often crying vnto God fo2 revenge, 
and at length in this moſt godly occaſion, haue taken ſo tuff — a 
nerdefu 
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abiedte perſons, and ok all men the vaineſt: if nowe when deedes

and true pꝛoweſſe are needefull, and that we muſte ſette foote ta

foofe, and by woundes and death ſecke foꝛ gloꝛious victoꝛy: we 


ſhoulde feare the face of our enimies, and wyth timoꝛous hearte 
meaſure the perills of battells, 4 foꝛ my parte beyng contented 
with z old limits ol my kingdom enioped wpth good peace, could 
haue paſſed my time in reſte and quietneſſe, and haue bene wyth⸗ 
ont the perylles and laboures, that warres doe dayly bꝛyng: It 
without care of diſhonour J had pꝛeferred mine owne pꝛiuate fe⸗ 
licitie befoze both the dignitie ok my cormtrye, and your ſafetie. 
But by your generall tonſent in that paſſyng great oppo2tunitte 
of reuenging of pour w2ongs, and of all other thinges, when 
pou were al ot one opinion, that warres were openly to be made, 
bycauſe at thoſe things which wee and our Pꝛogenitours had 
ſtiffer the handes of oure moſte bitter and ſpitefull enimies 
were ſhamefall, greuous, and intollerable: J fozthwith pꝛoclay⸗ 
med warres wyth greate courage, and that whyche dothe make 
me hope of vicozy, pe wypth greater endenour and deſire, ſingu⸗ 
lar feruencic, and incredible alacritie, haue folowed the enſignes, 
that one daye by doing ſome notable ane, and as it were the vt⸗ 
termoſte woꝛke of valiauncit, ye might ſhrew the egregions fo2- 
titude of your heartes , and ende thoſe \mmoztall contronerſtes 
by a notable victozy ? Foz What may there anye doubt de had ol 
the pꝛoſperous ſucteſſe of the vico2y, ſeing the armye of the ents 
mies is in nothing to bee compared wyth ours, theirs conſiſfeth 
wholy of a kinde of kreſhe water Souldiers, that will qutckely 
runne awape amine, beyng taken vp in haſte wythont regarde 
df p2dweſfe, atidfueniſhes with weapons and armour only fo? a 
ſchewe or Souldisurs fog; all the olde men df warre, oꝛ ſuche as 
are meet koꝛ the Feld indeed, either Tm firengthof 2 02 good 
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be ſo hardy, but foꝛ that they are needy, and muſt needes doe it: 
that they maye at once moꝛe honeſtly and ſpeedely by death eſcape 


the pinching pains of vnwonted labour 4 hunger: atter the man. 


ner of wild beaſts, who when fretting fury hath once vered theyz 
heartes, and famine their bellies, extreame anger d2yueth into 
; raging madneſſe. Dzawe your ſwo2ds therefoze with me. and 
cutte the thꝛoats of theſe freſhe water Souldiours: and be atha» 
med not to goe thither foꝛ feare of death, whither ye ſhall ſee mee 
pour Captaine leade you the wap foꝛ renowne and gloꝛp. The 
ſouldiours ſucclamed vnto the Oꝛation of the king yet ſpeaking, 
with the claſhing of their weapons and diffonant cries, wpthout 
any longer delay, the king firſt ſendingont of ſight his own hoꝛſe 
and then al other doing the like, to the end that all mens peril be- 
ingmade equal, all hape of flight quitetaken away (as it is the & 
manner of that nation) hee might thewe both his ſtrength of bo⸗ f 
dye, and valiauncie of minde, diuided all his power into fine bat- 1 


tels, foꝛ this reaſon : that the midle battell, wherin was his chiele 


ſtanderde, ſhoulde be guarded on both ſides. with two battels: 
as it were with wings. In the right were the Earles of Huntley, 
Craforde, and Montroſſe, in the lefte the Loꝛde Hume, and the erls 
of Lennox, and Arguile, repoꝛted to bee experte menne of warre. 
He had oꝛdeined a knight to be captaine ofenery band, and with 4 

them certaine Frenche captatnes, whome King Lewes had ſente 1 
into Stotlande a little befoꝛe, to teach them the diſcipline of war: q 
and all the oꝛdinaunce (which coulde ſerue to no greate vſe dawn 
tbe hill) being beſtowed in a fitte place, hee himſelfe Coode tn the 
middle battell, ag ainſte Surrey. 

Nowe had Edmunde aduaunced the fazemoſte bandes bpps the 
hill, when the o2dinaunce on both ſides being ſhatte off, and the- 
ficſte rankes, diſozdered, Hume b2qught downe hys ſpeares on 
foote, who lay wyth ſo furious fozce vppon the Englifſhemenne 
commpng vppe the hill, that the valiannteſt of the ring leavers Le 
being llaine. and Ednunde ſtroken dawne; they had turned almoſt | 
all that battell into light. And nowe was — 1 
the bandes bring batbaffcighted, and alſo defeated, Unſeketb eg 
Alo greate danger, on.one fide Bu Lehe ee. 
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fo2 his wonderfull ffrength of body and noble conrage, and em- 
| jued with his wn and bps enimies bloud had, lifted vp Edmund: 
| and from another parte Dacres beepng intentiue to a l ſodayne- 
| chaunces of the batteil, had ſente an hurtewinde of hoꝛſemen o- 
: nerthwarte the ſide of the enimies. And therewithall the Lo2de 
Howerde alſo comming affer with the moſte choſen men, the bat 
fell was without doubt reſtoꝛed, and courage was rendered vn⸗ 
to the vanquiſhed . Do the fo:tune ofthe battell beepng made e⸗ 
qual, and then mo Engliſhemen comming Mill vppe bande after 
bande, the atllided bevng intermedled wyth the freſhe, beganne 
wyth emulation of pꝛoweſſe to aduaunce the front of the battell

F Nowe when they were come vnto the fkrengthe of the 
} Ecdttes, and bothe ſpdez foughte almoſte wyth greater hatred 
f than Erength, Montrofſe and Craforde tummyng into the fo:emoſt 


tankes to encourage the Souldfours, were there fl itne valiant⸗ 
2 iy fighting, and the eſquadꝛon of the ſpeares on foote was bꝛoken 
4 thzongh, ſtattred, flain, and vtterly defeatrd by the hoꝛſmen and 
footmen- But in thetef wyng almoſte at the ſame tyme, Stanley 
being foyned in battaple , hadde won the hill of the Scottes, 
and with the maltitude of his arrowes, lighting thicke vppon 
them, had bzought them into that caſe, that nowe they foughte 
not cloſe togither, but their rankes beeyng looſed and thynne, 
and as menne that ſoughte to auopde the ſhotte , their enſi⸗ 
gnes beganne to ſweye and ſh2inke hyther and thyther. Mhi⸗ 
che when $tanley pertepued, he fetching aboute thꝛæ bandes of 
faccour vppon the open ſide of the enimies, b2oughte ſo greate 
terrour, that they were not able to ſuſteine their violent charge, 
and ſkande to it, but incontinentely fledde, and running heads 
long downe the hill, hudde them ſclues in the Woddes. There 
; Arguile and Lennox retepning wyth vopce and handes, the en⸗ 
be clined battell, were flatne. 
. In the meane tyme Kyng James, who hadde a little befoze 
„ foyned in battell wyth $«rrcy, as ſoone as he ſawe that the ar-⸗ 
| raye of his menne was diſoꝛdered in the wings, and his enimtes 
were ſpꝛeadde abzoade rounde aboute hys ſkyztes, adhoztyng 
1.9. the 
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the bande that was appointed foꝛ his gnarde,and the olde ſoauldf» 
ours, and the ncvle men that were aboute him, that they would 
doe nothing vnwo2thye of them ſelues , no2 their aunceſtours : 
bꝛoughte his battell into the middes al hys enimpes. So that a 
newe battell aroſe againe afreſhe, and ſharper than the firſte: 
bycauſe all this Scottiſhe battell being well armed, had very wel 
ſuſte ined the arrowes of the Engliſhemen, and certain Captains 
at the foꝛemoſt rankes being ſlaine had perced almoſt to the Gn⸗ 
gliſhe enſignes. There were on both partes very tall men, cha⸗ 
ſen by both Captaines foz the ſupꝛeame and laſte chaunces of the 
battell : and the fight(as it muſt needes bee in ſuch a caſe) mas dis 
uers and doubtefult, one whyle to the one, and another whyle 
to the other p2 oſperous and deadly. The King hymſelfefighting 
on foote befoꝛe the enſignes, mapntapned the fight myth greate 
pertinacie, inflaming ſome with pꝛaiſe, and other wpth ſhame, 
finally crying out to them all with diuers encouragements, that 
ſince now they had gotten their enimies, they ſhould be reygngey 
on them with ſwoꝛde and woundes, the which thing they 
greately deſired, and ſo greedely thyꝛſted after. Od the then 
ſyde, surrey when thel beſt of hys Souldiours were eyther ſlapnt 
o2 wounded, contended with greate valoꝛ, ſtill wythdzawyng the 
wounded into the bindermoſte rankes, very earneſtly encoura⸗ 
ged his men to bꝛing the battell to the dint of ſwa2de, and where 
the enimies moſte v2ged, there alſo fonght he moſte ſtoutly. But 
whileſt thts hotte conflicte laſted at the enſignes with pncertatne 
euent, the loꝛde Howard and Stanley, who hauing defeated they: 
enimies at both wings, came victo2s vnto the middle battel; tur⸗ 
ned their powers vppon the enimies, charging him in two quar⸗ 
ters: and therwithall in very good tyme Dacres ranne vppon the 
backes ot them, with a very thicke troupe ok bozſemen, ſo that 
when the Dcottes were ſlaine on the front, the ſides and the hack, 
and being wearted with laboure and woundes, coulde not bꝛeake 
though fo2 the [raps of flaine carkaſles, weapons, and armours, 
they being on eche fide encloſed, were koꝛced to fight in a ring. 
But when the Kyng: ſaw his chiefe ſtanderd thzowen downe, 


and Adam Forman that — llapne befoze his facg ; then doub⸗ 
ting. 
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ting nothing, but that he muſte innnediatly dye, that be might de⸗ 
liner his harte from imminent 1700 ranne foozth vnto the 
thickeff of his entmles, and there was dalne fighting very valt- 


aͤnuntiy . Nozfarre krom him certepne greate men of the Church 
contending with equal pertinacie, and pꝛoweſſe, were ltkewiſe 


flaint: One Archebichoppe, twoo Byſhoppes, and foure Ab» 
bots: and of noble men, and men of marke foꝛ dignitie of knight⸗ 
boode, and honours of warfare, thirtie ſire. Hume and Huntley gets 
ting hozſes in this tumult thzough the benefit of the nightappꝛo⸗ 


ching, eſtaped into Stottand wpth the hfndermoſts bandes and 


battells, wötche conſifting ofa very cowardly kynde of Sonlyſ» 
ours, had not ſfroke one froke. There were flaine that daye 
bout eight thouſand Stottes, and almoſt ſo taken: dut 
the enſighes were gotferi, and two A tenths ers of 786. 
nance, among whom were ſeuen culuerings of greate hageneſſe,

neareſt place of the mayne lande vnto venice, hee holdyng the 
ffately ſeate of the enimte, commaunded the o2dinaunce to be 
lapde vppon the neareſt parte of the ſhoare, and to bee ſhotte 
dff in rep;oche and ſpite ofthe pꝛoude Citie, as thoughe hee 
haddelayde hys batterie againſte the Citis, as in deede ſome pel⸗ 
lettes lighted in it. 

The whiche ſpitefnll parte bꝛedde ſache indignation in the 
beartes of the angred Seignoꝛye, who not wythout teares be- 
helde theyꝛ pꝛintely Pannour houſes burning in all partes ot 
the Countrep , that toey wꝛote vnto Liviano their Generali who 
was at Pado« with a power fo rep2efſe the inſultyng infalencte 
vf their enimyes wyth arine ;, and whenſacuerhe ſhuld get op.

F L iuiauc gathered togither almoſt ſeuen bundzeth men of arms, 
: and few lefſethan-two thonſand light hoꝛſemen. ſeuen thouſands 
footemen,and greate ſtoꝛe of fieldepecces, 'wpth hym alſo ioyned 
Sacramoro Viſconti, being excluded gut of Milan, wyth abonte ſeas 
uen hundꝛeth hozfemen, very well appointed. Pozeouerthis bar⸗ 
barous burning haddeerciteda great number of centadines 02 pe- 
ſants, vnto whome L iaiano had befoze ſent Paulo Manfrony an ex⸗ 
perte Captatne, to rule and guide with reaſon and taunſell the 
"rude multttude, commaunding bym fo permtt no octaſion at᷑ in⸗ 
| nading the enimtes on the backe, whenſoencr hee ſhold ſee them 
; either tronbled with the woddes, oꝛ riners, oꝛ buſfied-wfth battell. 
LCTbe newes of the appꝛoch of Liiano made the army of the league 
1 to ceafe their waſting, ans to ſeeke to paſſe guer the riuer of Bren- 
5 ta: the which they politikly did in the night time, deceiutng L ini⸗ 
F ano: who being dꝛiuen from his frſt touncel matched to a place 
called vlmo thie miles frontvicenzu, to take the ſtreightes of the 
next bilde g, which way the Leagers mute needes paſſe to go vn» 

: tp verona: which the Emperour thenpofſeſſed. 

| But Liatano fopped the paſſage of the ireights, with caſtyng 
bp of ditches, nches and rampires, wherein be had plate d hys 
23 fo that it was not poſſible fo2 the enimie to paſſe 
waye wpthontaſſured deſtruction, and agapne ta take an 
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other way abonte bp the mightye Mountapnes, and the thicks 
Woods of Baſi«no ſeemed to be wozſe than an aduerſe battell: the 
Peſanteseruelly purſuing them that had loſte their baggage, as 
men vtterly vanguiſhed and turned out of their auntient honour, 
Noe was the armiesf the League come wythin light of the eni⸗ 


mie, and were encamped ſo. neare.vnto the yeuctians, that they 


hearde the neighing of their hoꝛſes, and the naiſe ol their camp, 


and were wonderfully annoyed by Livianofrom the higher ground 


with the greate oꝛdinaunte, ſo that the hozſemen were fozced to 
ſeeke low places, and great trees to defend them ſelues, and the 
footemen to le flatte vppon the grounde. But when 29 was 
come, pzoclamation was made, p al the fires thzoughout the camp 
ſhuld be put out, that the enimies might haue no marke to direc 
their ſhot moze certainlye: and alſo thozoughe the perſuaſion of 
Proſper de Colonna (who ruled all the armpe, although Raimonde 


was Generall) al the Wagons and boofie that they had gotten, 
was burnt, that they might moꝛe ſpeedylymarche the nerte daye 


beloꝛe it maslight towardes Baſiazo :.hoping aſſuredly of victoꝛp, 


if they coulde gette the enimie out of the ſtrong place of aduaun⸗ 
tage foz to folow them. Jt was ſomewhat late ere Liaiano vnder⸗ 
ſtoode ot the departure of the enimies,by reaſon of a thicke miſte 
that aroſe (as ttcommonly doeth in ſuch moozith. countreps) but 
aToone as bee perceyued that they were gone, he ſent Bern«rdine 
Antiniola his ſiſters ſonne, a valiaunt vong Gentleman, with ths 
light hoꝛſmen, and thꝛee Falkons ta endamage the taile of them, 
and to view whether they wente: foꝛ his minde was not to ioyne 
with them in battell wythout greate aduauntage, knowyng hys 
footemen not able tu match the old Speniardes E Lancequenetz: but 
determined only to ver, annoꝝ, and tap them wyth alten ſkirmi⸗ 
thes, as they marched thozough troublefome and pll wapes: that 
he might deliuer them (being wearied with trauel, watching and 
famine) into the hands of the Pelantes ſwarming abaute them, 
fs to bedeſtropea. But Antiniola verp ho tly vꝛging on the tayle 
of the ennimies, attached a very Marpe encounter iunth t Fa 
maine haꝛſemen: in the whiche he beyng n ff f. n h. 


his oꝛdinaunce: but after that other traupes of ho ul ” 
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red hym, the fight was againe ſo furiouſly renewed, that not only 
the thzee preces of ozdinance were recouered, but alſa the Almains 
put to flight, in ſuch ſozt, that proſpero csmmaunded al the hazſe = 
men to open their troupes and to make way thꝛough the middes 
of them foz the fleing 4 lmgjnes: and lcaſt they ſhould elſe haue diſ⸗ 
oꝛdered the Whole battell, hee alſo cammaunded Peſcars to turne 
heade wyth his Spaniſhe faotemen towardes the venetians. There 
was with Lisiano, Andrew Lauridame the Venetian Zegate oz Pro- 
viditgri, a vehement man; neyther leſſe greedy of ceuenge, than 

bu ogythes vnſkilkull of the wars. Me hearing 
good newes krom all partes of the auauntqurrees, haſted vnto the 
Generall (as he was vehemently ſhirced-vp with the ſharpe ak · 
feces of hope and griefe) and ſayde-ynto him: UWhy linger vou 
Generall? the entmies eſcape: an aſſured and notable vidoꝛpe 
will dippe out ot our handes a it will rather be accompted falſe» 


boade, than comardiſe, if that you linger any longer: neyther 


can this opinion bee taken awaye, buleſſe you do incontinentlye 
commande the ſignall to be giuen. and purſue with all your po» 
wer the fleing and diſo2dered ennimie. Then Liziano turning to- 
wardes Hg gli and guido de Rangoni, aide: let Vs aducn- 
ture thoagh raſhly yet nobly the'footemen of battell, ſeeing that 
outr greate power of fuperio2itie, doth ouercame reaſon-; leaſt if 
I.be to — and conſiderate all anone after being ac⸗ 
cuſed ol cowardile o treaſon, and oppꝛeſſed 
with wzongkull datred, be putte to death by the aduerſe and ma⸗ 
lictous voices of the vnſkilfull,as was vnlucky carmagnola. That 
be vitered theſe ſpeches, wee lerned ot thoſe that were pꝛeſent at 
them. Then canſing the ſignall to beſounded, he purſued the eni⸗ 
mies with ther battels: the leading of the right and lefte wings 
whiche were both of light hozſemen, had Antonio Pio, and Bagleos. 
ae, but che middle battell, wherein were the men of armes, and 
Saoramoro Viſconti, Guido de Rungani, and Hermes Bentiuqgli, he hinw 
ſelfe conducted. De batte lsoi thefogtemen marching alſs wyth 
equali pate an the one and the ather ſide at his battells, the ho- 
unn on both ſides eſleounter very fiercely : and nume l ini no ſle⸗ 


endg 
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ende of theyꝛ labdures, and the begyntivng of they: dewardes, 
hadde enkindeled his Souldioures with ſo greate dere ta vans 
g ui ſhe, that many of them pterced thoꝛoughe the thickeſt of their 
enimyes , euen vnto they? Enſtgnes, and ſtrpupng to bꝛyng 
them awaye, and bryng frongly reſiſted, toze them into per⸗ 
tes, and ſtew Bbrardie Cornia the enfigne bearer of Mutices tone 
pauv, a valyant olde Gentleman, and his couragious ſonne. 

But whylelt the ha2zMNemen thus encounter togpther in the 
fconte wyth equalt hope and feare on bothe fydes : Proſpere 


rode vnto cuerp rancke, encourdgyng them, and commaun⸗ 


ded peſcara o abuaunte foꝛ warde on 'the one ſyde wyth des 
Spaniardet, and Landæw on the other wyth bis Launſquenet;, 
and to charge the footemenne of the erinimie, the whyche they 
did wyth ſache furte, that the dandes of Babo Breſcebellij home 
Liuiano had fo2 the opinion of their notabie p20welle placed in the 


koꝛemoſte rankes, ſtarſe once attemptyng the encounter, turned 


their backes almoſt befoꝛe they had feene their enim although 
their Captaines, men of ſingular vatoꝛ endeuoured by tucours⸗ 
ging, thꝛeatning + beating to make them abide, i fought them- 
f:lues very valiantly in the foꝛfront, where they were ſtayn alſo: 
among whom were Job Bernardino, A lexxo Seraphino, Alfonſo Mu- 
to, Phillippe Carſoleio, Aniball de Shnoxi,and Baptiſts Docto, ho had 
placed aboute him a crewe of very valſaunt Sonldiours, chofen 
out of diuers bands, which were all flafne dy Peſcars, Who there 
valiauntty koughte on foote before hys $paniardes with a pike in 
his hande. 

Then the middle battel of the venetian hoꝛſmen being baredon 
one ſide of their footemen, began frſt to be dꝛiuen backe, and de⸗

- Nowe when the bozſemenof the right wing ſawe the middle 

battell, wherein they repoſed all their hope of vidoꝛve, and that

3 and weapons, ranne awaye amaine, and Antoniw their Capitayne 

; 8ppzcſled wpth the wayghte of hys armour was dzowned in the

| didde the like: fo2 when Paule Baglione hadde not bꝛought aboute 


ſpeedily enougbe the right wing by reaſon of the mooziſhe and 
limp grounde wherevppon be had lightcd by going abont to en⸗ 
cloſe the enimie: t L. nano alſo had moze haſtily attached the bat⸗ 
tell than he had thought he would: it came to paſſe, that bis ſoul - 
diours ſeeing the laughter and flight of other of their fellowes, 

and alſo diſtruſting their owne ſtrength, fledde away whole and 
untouched. Pet tn the front, although that feare and flight had 
taken the hartes of all the ſouldiours, many valiaunt Captains, 
whileſt fo; the dignitie of their martiall ſcruice paſſed, they ende- 
noured to reteine the ſoul diours, to keepe the array and graunde, 
were at length fighting couragioullp ſlaine, beeyng fo2ſaken by 
their ſouldioꝛs, and encloſed by the multitude of thepꝛ enunies. 
But gule Baglione hauing loTe his twoo baſe b1others, T roiae 
xo and Hierome, and all his hozſqmen ſcattered, in vtter dyſpayꝛe 
fleddeamape , and lightyng on a marriſhe, was taken by the 
Spaniſße hoꝛſemen. 

In the meane tpme, Liuiano, althougbe bee were foztaken 
of Foztune, and lefte alone by his Souldioures, ftill ratyng 
them fo2 fleeing, pet went buſily about to renew the fyght : but 
at lengthe beyng b2oken in hearte, and ſpente in ſtrengthe, 
ö bee ſledde, and came to Padoa; Che reſte of the Capitapnes 
: were almoſte all taken in the chaſe, o2 ſlayne by the Almaines, 
7 who ſpared no man: and many alſo were dꝛowned in the riuer of 
s 2 foz when they tame wearye vnte the Ryner , eytber 
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they wered2 owned in the ſtreame, 02 wer ouertaken and oppꝛel⸗ 
ſed by the enemy as they ſtoode deliberating whether it were beit 
to paſſe it oꝛ no. And thus they periſhed bp diuers chauntes. The 
Lanſquent z alſo, x the Spaniſhe footmen, dꝛeaking thep2 arrape, 
purſued the flight, flaping thoſe that the hoꝛſmen running befoze, 
had ouerth2owen, oꝛ whom the thzong of them that fled, and the 
heapes of armours and weapons. wpth whom they euevy where 
met,had hindered 02 ſkopped. A ndrewe Lauredame Prouwd:roer, à nun 
vnwoꝛthy ok that calamitie, (if he had not bene the vnluckp aus 
thoue of that vnfoztunate battel) was taken: and albeit after he 
was withdzawen, he pꝛomiſed amightpmalſe of golde fo2 hys 
raunſome : pet was he moſte cruclly ſlayne by a raſkall dꝛudge. 

But Andre we Gritti gotte hym to vicenxa, and was there verye 


hardly ſaued, fo aſſoone as the venetians beganne to ſlye, the per- 


tulleis of rhe gate was let down, which was the cauſe of many a 
mans death, faꝛ they miſſing their hope of entring cena, in go- 
ing backe againe met with the ennimies, by whame were llayns 
Captaines of companies of hozſemenne, Charles Mentoni, Hrancis 
Saxatells; E enſtantius Pio ſonne to 1 nthony, and Meleagre of Forls,' 
but there were llaine of Captaines footemen, and ptfy captains,' 
aboue ſite and twenty.

Then fslowed @ fuule flight all the field o⸗ 
ner: but pet the middle battell with greate conſtancy receined the 
enimie, that egrely vꝛged Fo2 Ba/?! had placed al the armed and 
valianteſt Souldiozs of tt e whole hoſt about the enſignes and in 
the front of that batteil. So that they fought long with variable 
foztune, and moſte egre and fierce contention on ether ſide, and 
diuers Polonian hoꝛſmen of marke, and two yong noble men were 
there llaine, as they oner hotiy ranne their hoꝛſes into the thicke 
battell of the enimpe. It the length the L ithuanians and footemen, 
after they had defeated them with whome they had encountred, 
came alſo vppon them from diurrs partes with furious fozce:the 
Moſcoutts befoze they ſhould be conttrained to fight alſo behinde: 
thought beſty to pꝛouide foꝛ themſelucs by ſpeedy flight. The po⸗ 
lonians Victozs winning the enimies campe, got a greate and riche 
pꝛap by the kings furniture, and fiuc thouſand hoꝛſes. T ł ev flew 
aboue ſeuen thouſand men. lic haell alſo and cettayne other fa- 
mous captain es were taken, whome with the enſig nes that were 
taken, King sigi munde afterward in triumphant maner brought 

| bounde into viize. After this foztunate fight Con/tantine bt ſieged 
Smolencho, but not with the lyke fo2ztune: foꝛ Buſt! had in his flight 
ſent thether certayne companies of hoꝛſmen and ſtrengthned the 
Towne wyth a newe carriſon : thinkyng that if they coulde ſus 
Tatne the fir ſte aſſauites of the enimy, that then the Polonians ves 
ing ercladed by the time ok the yeare, wold neuer once mtnde ta 
beſiege it fo2 thys battell was fought the eyght day of Septem- 

ber. Then Contantine percepued that the winnyng of if 
was harder than he had Hoped, neither would the nay 
ture of the very cold countrey, ſuffer the Soul- 
dtoꝛs to ive abꝛoade in the field, he de⸗ 
ſpap2ing to atchicne thys entcr- 
pꝛiſe, reduced his army home 
| agayne oner the riuer 
. of Boriſthenes. 
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« The Battell of Chors, in Armenia the 


wWreate, fought the fifte of Auguſt in anno.1514, 
detweene Selym che greate Turke, and Jſmacll the Sophy at 
Perfit, | 


Ihen sehn the greate Turke fn reuenge 
of the wrong done hym by J/maell the 
Sophy, in marying hys daughter vnto 
Amurathes his enimp, and the baniſhed 
A ſſonne of his b2other Achomates, and alſs 

lin aiding hym wpth a power to inuade 
S0}] Cappadocia, had entred Armenia, the 50s 
obo, although he nothyng at all ſuſpe⸗ 
— cing any inuaſtõ ofthe rurke that pere, 
had ſent the greateſt parte at his power againſt the coraxenes pet 
to ſaue the beantifull and pleaſaunt tawne of Chois from ſacking, 
encamped within ſight of the Turke, and repoſing great truſt bolh 
in the hardyneCe of his ſouldiozs, and alſo in his owne god foꝛ⸗ 
tune, thought it beſte ta the end he might ſtrike the greater ter⸗ 
roꝛ into his enimies harts, not to defer the tyme, but roundly to 
fone in battell with them: and incontinently ſente an He ralde 
vnto Selym. and with hym certaine men of warre, who ſhould dis 
tigently viewe what kinde and howe greate the army of the ent 


mies was, howe manye peeces of oꝛdinante bee had, and what the 


foꝛme of they2 Campe was. But they ſhould do this meſſage vn- 
to Selym:that Armenia was aTurcdly the perſians, neither had there 
eucr ben anycontention betwene the Turkes and them fo2 it, and 
therkoze he maruciled why he was come into 5 p2outnce with an 
enimfous army. But ik perhaps be cmnlating the antitt pzowelle 
of Alexander the Macedon, thought that ſo much land of right was 
bps, as v{to2y and foꝛtune by encroching armes ſhould get him, 
that then he thou!d make hymſelfe ready, and enen the nexte daye 
tr: e what his owne and other mens power was able to do: Selyn 
anſwered there vnto, that apparant inturtes were in freſheme- 


map. Wherloze the Othomannez might tully take armes againſt 


tho 
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the Perſians, both his grandfather Mahomet, and caſſen his vncle in 
tyme paſte, and nowe of late his father Baiazet, and hymigg al⸗ 
ſo whileſt he was oppugned with the armes of his bꝛother Acho⸗ 
q mates, had receyned cf the Perſians both very greate detrimentes, 
| and notable repꝛoches. But aithaugh theſe were greate and ve⸗ 
ry waighty matters, yet did he not thinke them to be cauſes woꝛ⸗ 
thy of warres : but his only requeſt was, to haue a marathes hys 
bꝛothers ſonne yet his enimy, and the waſter of Cappadocia, deliue⸗ 
red into his hands, wham if de would accoꝛding to equity friend⸗ 
iy yelde vp vnto him, that then as the mutuall rightes betwerne 
Kings foz the defending and trengthning of theyz Empires re⸗ 
5 quired, he would withdꝛaw his army and retourne into his own 
4 dominiens : But if the $0phy negleued thus to doe, that then bee 
| would walt Armeni« and perſia with fire t od. The Herald be⸗ 
ing diſmiſſed, both pꝛinces kept themſelnes within their camps. 
But the nerte day selym by the encouragement of ail his Souldi⸗ 
ours, bꝛought foꝛth his power into the open fielde, and marched 
in array of battell towards the cnimy, whs lodged two miles off, 
thinking that Jſmacll, a chteftatne of ſo great name, would make 
no ffay, but accoꝛding to hys woꝛ de mrontmently ioyne tn battell 
wyth hym. 

But as fo2 the number of Perſians, what Rfnde of hoꝛſemen 
they were, what armour and weapons they bare, hee coulde 
not lightiy learne : foꝛ beſides the natures and wittes of that na⸗ 
tion, frangyt with ſubtile pollictes and wtfegoine, ſo greate was 
the loue of the ſouldfours, and ſa greate the'r reverence towarde 
Jmaell their king, that there was not one nan found that fledde 
vnto the Turkiſhe Camp, wheras on the otter ſide as it was al⸗ 
terwarde learned by the Perſian pꝛiſoners diuers dapiy fled from 
Selym vnto Iſmacll, Selym who ts repoꝛted to haue had that dap in 
the fielde foure ſcoꝛe thouſand hoꝛſmen, placed in the right wing 
Caſſembaſſa the Capitaine of the + vropiun hozſ:nv2r, and in the leſt 
Sinambaſſa an Eunuch, with the hoꝛſemen of Aa, the A canxi going 
befo2e 02 anatmtcurryng ; whiche Acanti arc hoꝛſmon of dpuers 
nations, that voluntarily folowe the war res, n tycreto exci⸗ 
ted in hope ofbotte and ſpoile.

i maus fo2 thetr nobilitte, They had very excellent hozſes barded 
with 
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with ſtrong ſteele, and they} hclnets were all creſted. hothe foꝛ 4 
b:aneryeand alſo to ferrifie the canimye : mozeouer thbp bare 
Semiters, and after our maner, malles of yꝛon, e alſo very ſtrong 
Launces-. The reſt of the hozſemen being armed with open and 
ſomwhat long head peeces and curales, bſed either great bowes, 
oz elſe launces of Athe after the Sparijhe manner: and as fo2 guns 
they had none, in whiche one only thing they were quermatched 
by the Turkes. But ſo greate courage and vallauncpe was in the 
heartes of the Perſians , that they deſpyſing the multitude of 
theyꝛ enimies, and contemning the perill of the oꝛdinance, doub- 
ted nothing to giue them battell. The gnall being giuen, J/macl 
lette fozwarde with all his army, adhoꝛting all his Sonldtours, 
that they would reteine in memoꝛie their olde martiall pꝛaiſe, and 
that they woulde folo we him their chiektaine, (whom they hadde 
thoꝛoughe many moſte pꝛoſperous battells, made the moſt migh⸗ 
tye Ryng of all the Oꝛient) nowe marching againſte the enimic : 
that they were to encounter wyth a ſoꝛte of vnarmed Turkes, vs 
ling only a light ffaffe and a Target, whoſe hoꝛſes are of ſtature 
lowe, weake, and carreine leane, and almoſte ſtarued wyth hun- 
ger, that they wold neuer abide, no not the firſt ſhock of the men 
ol armes. On the other ſide s ehm ſeing the duſte of the enimies 
army tomming, commaunded it to be pꝛoclaymed vnto all the ar⸗ 
mye by the Colonelles and capitains, that the battel was at hand: 
wherein if they fonght valtauntly , and vanquiſhed the Perſians 
the conquerours of nattons , they ſhoulde enlarge the Othemani⸗ 
call Emptre from the ver/tan Occan vnts the mount Caucaſus. But 
if they remitted any thing of thcir wonted pꝛoweſſe, that then 
being in that huge wildernefe of the ffraunge Cointrey , and 
vnmmeaſurable deſerts . there were no hope of cicape to be loo⸗ 
ked foꝛ, foꝛ ex ther they ſhould ſhainefully dpe, oꝛ eile wyth euer⸗ 
taſting repꝛoche be flanes vnto the Perſian women: fince that be- 
hinde them ſo farrc from their Country, both the mightpe riuer 
Euphrates and the monſtrous mountaines of rauxus, and alſo be- 
be that, the vnfaithfull Aladule poſſeſſing the {kreights hadde 


taken away from the vanquiſhed oll hope of returne into Cappas 


docia. Nowe when Jſmacll appꝛoched, and the A ſappes at the 
N. ui. ſignall 
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ſignall giuen opened their rankes, and fn the ſpate between thei 
the Fathons were ſhotte off, her (ncontinently deducting his hoꝛſ- 
men gaue a charge vpon the right wing of the Turkes, with ſuche 
keruencye, that there was a very ſharpe encounter betweene the 
halfe armed Turks, and the complete armed perſians: ſo that Caſ- 
ſembaſſt and the formoſt rankes being llavne, and ſo ſhoꝛtly the o⸗ 
ther one after another diſcomfited x defeated, they pꝛopelled all 
that wing euen vnto the aides and ſuccours where Selyn himſelfe 
ſtode. In another quarter v/taogle recetuing no ſmall detriment 
by the oꝛdinance, bicauſe he had not ſo ſpeedily gotte himſelfe and 
his company out from that daunger, charged the Aſians, of whom 
her ſiewe a greate number, but not wyth the ſame felicitte, that 
Iſmaell had, foꝛ whileſt he fought very egerly among the foꝛmoſt, 
her was llaine with an harquebuſſe ſhot, thꝛough which chaunce 
the Turkes reconered againe their daunted ſpirites: ſo that they, 
who euen nowe dꝛiuen from their grounde had loſte aboue the 
thirde parte of their fellowes, nowe verve laſtily renewing the 
fight, ſuſteined the men ok armes, and ſetting agaynſte them the 
Harquebuſierz, by whom the hozſes of the Perſians were moſte af- 
frighted, dꝛoue them bedlong in one troup vpon the Aſappes. The 
Perſians epther compelled by neceſſitye, fo2 that hauing receyued 
greate detriment, they han alſo loſte their Capttapne, and coulde 
not rule their hoꝛſes affrighted with the notfe and thundering of 
the oꝛdinaunte, oꝛ elſe ſœing the ſide of the Aſappe lie open, wher⸗ 
by they thoughte a better hande mpght there be had, with thicks 
troupes gaue a charge ouerthwarte the kootemen, whom they o⸗ 
uerthꝛowing with greate llaughter came vnto the oꝛdinance: and 
there encloſing the maiſfers and gunners, flew them all, who va- 
aduiſedly ſhoting off their greate peces in that greate hurle of 
things, had fonly ſlatne a greate number indifferently aſwell of 
their owne fello wes, as of their ennimies, and wyth continued 
courſe came thoꝛough as it were vico2s vnto the ryghte wpng , 
where J/=:4cl! fonght wpth the Europian hoꝛſemen: who hauvng 
{off their captain, and being repulſed and wearted with wounds, 
had befo2e tyme withdꝛawen themſelnes vnto the aides and bac 
telles of ſuccour. But now when they were v2ged on the ſide w — 
another 
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| another company. of the enimies, fling themſelues bnable to 


ſaſtaintheir imp2efſton : began to ery out (as in their extreme pes 
rilt) fo2 ſuccour vnto the battell of aide. In this hard ſtate of the 
battel, Selym loſing the thaine of the wagons, opened the Trench 
in two places and incontinentiy ſent foꝛth a part of the hoʒſmen 
of his guarde- | | 

And then tonrning hymſeife towardes the Janizers,he ſapde: 
The vicozy of this day is reſerued fo2 your valoꝛ x ſeruice: wher- 
foꝛe plucke vp gud hearts, luſty laddes, and behane vour ſelues 
valiauntly, bꝛeake foꝛtb courageouſly, and being now freſh and 


laſty, ſet vpon yeur weary and wounded enimies. The bod yes of 


their hoꝛſes euen melt with ſweate, and the hoꝛſemen themſelues 


do now faint vnder ſo greate a waighte cf armour. The Javizars 
(notwithſtanding thele ſpeches/did neither ſpedily noz readily o⸗ 
bey Selym, but in fogreate deſperation of things, willingly kepte 


theſelues within the munittons. So that whileſt they made cour⸗ 


tely to ſet fozward, the Perſians in this heate of the vico2p, being 


ſpꝛed rounde abonte the Europiens, ewe them all. sem heholding 
it, and in vayne haſtyng to ſuccour them. fabricio Carrecto the 


greate Mayſter of the Rhodes, vnto whome all theſe matters 
were very diltgently repoꝛted, w2ote vnto Leo the Pope, that 
the Janizars were not obedient vnto Sehn, nepther-coulde they 
be adduced eyther by his adhoztation 92 pꝛaxers to ſucconr the di⸗ 
ſtreſſed Europiant, as they that (doubting the yt ter loſe of the bat- 
taple,) lyked better to crpecte the event, than wyth apparaunte 
perili to obiede them ſclues vnto the ſtoꝛme of. the. bo2ſrmen, 
who had deſtroped the reſt of the fotemen. | |

equall among the Turkes in nobleneffe of ſtocke, vnto the houſe 
ol the Othomans reſembled and ſhewed the noble pꝛoweſſe and 
conrage of Malcocke their father, the renounted captain in that la⸗ 
mentable roade made by the Turzcs into venetiæ, and Carnia. And 
alſe not delſpapzing but erected into hope, and very cherefull, 
Sclym comanded all his ozdiuance to be ſhot ock vpon the enimp: 
Which thing he had reſecued fo2 the fupzeame daunger:wherwtth 
fs many hoꝛſes and men, both rurkes and Perſtans being blended 
togither, were lain, Þ when the men had lot the vie both of eyes 
and eares th2ough the duſt, the ſmoke and noiſe of the oꝛdinaunce, 
and the hoꝛſes alſo being affrighted wyth the vn wonted terrible 
' roaryng, contemnyng the bꝛidles, caryed their ryders an other 
wape, thebattecll was b2oken off, the victo2ye being as yet vn⸗ 
certaine . Iſmaell being carted out of the daunger of this ozme, 
pertevued him ſelfe wonnded with a Harquebus ſh9ite in the 


* thonilder, when by the aduiſe of his kriendes hee wente out of the 


Pattril to looke vppon his wonnde: whyche onely tbyng didde 
Bonbtleffe bzing ſafety vnto $elym and all his, Fo2 the perſians in- 
'continently following J/maell , and his ſtandarde, loſte and foz- 
<ſooke the vndonbted victoꝛpe, (and by the opinion ot all men,) 


_ fo; a greate parte already gotten. But when hee founde that 


Hys wonnde was but lighte, fo2 that the-pellet could not pierce 
deepe, by reafon of the ſyngalar temper of hys Armour, hee 
purpoſed fo retoutne agapne into the battaple, But hearyng 
that vſtaogle was f[apne, in whome hee repoſed greate truſte, fo; 
his paſſing ſkill in martiall matters, and bys friendes alſo ſtill 
connſellyng bym not to neglea bys wounde that was pet hotte, 
but to haue fpeciall regarde of his life, hee beganne to retire in a 
ſquare troupe, wyth a llowe pace, that his departure might not 
ſceme to haue any ſhew of flight: and going vnto raruis the chiefe 
Citie of Armenia, yea and of the Perſian Empire, after he had wil - 


led the chicfe of the citie, to open their gates vnto the Turke, and 


reteyue his garriſon, leaſte thꝛoughe vaine tonſtancv they might 
receiue ee detrinient, hee departed into Media. 

Baut the Twkerbetiix ſoꝛe ſhaken with ſo many loſſes, hauyng 
nepther courage foz feare,noz fozce thꝛough faintnelle, to purſue

foke without reſiſtãce. There wer found, beſides tents wꝛought 
with the needle, and enterwouen with ſilke and golde, and other 
pꝛetious furniture of houſhold, many women of greate nobility, 
who had folowed their huſbands, al of whem Selym releaſed with⸗ 
out any raunſome. They that were pꝛeſent at this battell had re⸗ 
poꝛted, that among the heapes of the men that were llaine, diuers 
women were allo foundc, who puttyng on helmet and harneſſe, 
and following their huſvandes, had died with them valtauntipe 
fighting. Selim loſte in this battell aboue thirty thouſande men, 
among whom beſides Caſſembaſſa the Belerbech of Greece ſcuen $4n- 
⁊aces and tde two Malcockes, who were flaine, as the one bꝛother 
endeuoꝛed to luctour the other, being encloſed, and beſides the de⸗ 
ſꝑiſed multitude of A ſappes obtected to ſlaughter, the hoꝛſemen of 
Sclauony, Macedony, Of the Tribals, Epyrus, The/aly and Thracia, no 
doubt the loure and ſtrength of his army, who were in the right 
wing, were fo; a great parte eyther flaine oꝛ ſoꝛe wounded. Now 
vnto Selm being victo? by the confeſſio of the enimies, came there 
Ambaſſadoꝛs fi om Chois, and the Cities thereaboutes, and alſo 
from Taruis,yelding themſelues vnto him, who m2rched to Tor- 
us, mynding to winter there: but he hadde not made his aboade 
there abone tenne dapes, but intelligence was giuen, that Jſmas 


ell, hauing ſent fo2 a ſtrong power of Jberian and a lbaniã hozfnen, 


was comming towardes Tarus with the Parthian hozſemen , and 
thoſe that had beene at the battell of Chois, 

Then sehn callyng to minde howe hardly in the flelde he had 
ſuTepned thirty thouſande Pey/zans, wyth an hundzeth and fiftye 
thouſande Turkes, and had vanquiſhed them rather by chaunce, 
and h's o2dinance, than by true pꝛoweſſe, and eſtimating with al 
the greate power of the Citizens of 7.-4«,whoſe fidelity and mul⸗ 
titude hee ſuſpeded: departed thence and haffed to paſſe oner g 
phrates, marching a longer way about (oz feare leaſte he ſhoulde 
mete the appzoching e, who although they paiſed withall 
poſſibl? ſpeede, aſſone as thep once vnderſtode of the 7«rkcs des 
parture, yet coulde they not ouertake them, beyng poſted oner 
Euphrates befo2e the 1beri«n; could come: pet when the auauntcurs 
rers of the bern had gotten the light of them, they cauſed luche 
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a tumult among the 7:»rkes, befoꝛe thepz hyndermoſte taple coulde 
pale the riuer, th at about two thauſande of them were dz owned, 
and parte of the baggage and certaine falcons, werelefte in the 
Riuer ſticking falt in themndde, whome the Sophy afterwardes 
weighed vp, and carted away.

the French King, the firſt of that name, and the wit ers vnder 
the conduct ot Mathew the Cirdinall of Sien, n Rofl, but in 
the quarrel of Maximilian the Duke of tides zin anno.

Rancis the French King at the beginning ol 
his raigne, ſeeking to recouer the Duchye 
of Ailun, leuped a puiſſannte armpe of 
foure thouſande men of armes, enery ons 
dꝛawing wyth hym thee oꝛ foure hoſes, * 
eight thouſand light hozſemen , the Capi⸗ 
tavne Generall of all which hoꝛſemen was 
Fg: Charl Duke of Brirhon , and highe Con» 
ſtable, of ko2tic "rooms and mo of Lanſquenetz vnder the conduc 
of the Toꝛde Flora ges, and Chele, Duke of Ghelder «(who among 
other bzought an app2oued regiment of o!de Donl>tours, called 
of their blacke enſignes, the black reginict) and of! enty bands 
df Gaſcorgnes, N atuarrines, and other boꝛderers on the id nes 
Pyrenees, under the conducte of Pete of V . They fot the grea⸗ 
teſt parte were A cu liſters, and Archers, but a kinde of ſouldi⸗ 
ours that would toile like hozſes, very venterous, light and nim⸗ 
ble, excellent to kœpe oꝛ allault a towne, and alle ts [Rirmiche. 
Then hadde he lo greate ſtoꝛe of greate aue mai! artillerpe, as 
would well ſuffiſe two greate armyes, and the wagsns and carts 
that caried boullets, gun powder, pikcaxes, cro wes of 3 
al 
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all kinde ok toles,and other things to make eaſy the troubleſome 
wapes thoꝛouge the rocky Alyes, were almoſte innumerable : All 
this pzouiſton was dꝛawen by the perpetuall labour ot fine thou- 
ſande mighty ſtrong hoꝛſes. 

There alſo followed fo2 deſire of pillage a ſtrong reghment of 
boluntariefotcmen, under certaine enſignes and Captaines, and 
with them thꝛer thouſande P{oners. With this army, whych ko: 
number and furniture, palled all that anye man had ſ&ne in our 
dayes : Francs palled the Alyes, andencamped betwene the town 
of Aarignano, and the citic of atilan, both aſwell to interclude the 
armies of the Pope, and the king of ie from the Switzers, who 
were come to Alan to defende the Duke, and to make Lane the 
Generall of the Venetian his tonfedet ate, moꝛe ſtrong by the pꝛo⸗ 
pinquitie and neareneſſe of his Campe, as alſo to defende hym 
from the e, that were very neare him. 

But whilcſt the king was encamped at Aarig nens, 474x1m! 
an the Duke of Ai, und Mathew the C ardinall of 51% (the bꝛin⸗ 
ger of the Switzers into 77) called the Captaines and Liekte⸗ 
nauntes into the Caſtell, to ſitte incounſell howe theſe perillous 
warres ſhould be admintſtred. 

T ͤhere manye were of the opinion, that the wave to obtapne 
the victo2pe, was in no wiſe to fovne in bittell with the French- 
men befoze thep hadde vnited theyꝛ power. wyth the Popes and 
Spaniſhe armyes, (the one whereof) conſited of fourteene bandes 
of Italian fotemen, and thꝛe thouſande hoꝛſemen: the other of 
eight hundꝛeth men ok armes, and a thouſande light hozſemen, 
beũdes a regtment of olde Sy fotemen : whereof enerp ſoul⸗ 
diour bepng as famous fo2 hys valiaunt actes, as riche by reaſon 
of greate ſpoiles, didde matche bothe petpe Capttatnes,vea and 
Capitaines in chieke, not onelp in appꝛoued ſtoutenelle, but al- 
ſo in bꝛauery of armoure: 02 at the leaſte befo2e they had bꝛou⸗ 

ght the Frenche Upng, who truſfed muche in hys munitions, 
thoꝛoughe ſome neceſſitye into a moꝛe indifferent place. Ind 
it was apparant, that the S witzers ſhold eaſly obtaine either the 


one oꝛ the other, ik they woulde marche vnto a place called 3:n4/co, 
D y, ſtandyng 
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ſtanding in the wap vnto Paz: fo2 if the Frenche Kung woulde 
fo2 all this iourni p of the Switzers, perſiſte ſtill in hys ſure de⸗ 
fenced lodging, that then they might eaſely go from 3:»4/ce by the 
towne of $4n4»g-/-, and thzongh a country abounding in all kinds 
of victuals, vnto the riuer of “, wherbp the b2idges which were 
ready built, the armies of ihe confederats might iopne with them: 
but if the Frenche King fearing leaſt he ſhoulde bee ſtopped both 
from the Citie of 24:4, and alſo from the ſtonc bzidge oucr the 
riuer of Tens, (where her had lefte a finall garriſon) wold march 
vnto 7:4 : that then cyther they my ght fight wyth hym wyth 
mo2e cquall condition, oz elſe incontinently tourne on the lefte 
hande vnto 4% : and there ſending foꝛ, and recepulng into theyz 
Campe,the powers of the 5p4»-/e ing, and the Pope, they (hold 
ffratzhtway tourne / from his purpoſed ioꝛnep, and daſhe 
the pallung greate hope of vico2y, that the Frenchemen had con» 
ceyucd by their foꝛmer foꝛtunate fucceſſes. But whe theſe things 
were declared, and alſo plottes and chartes were ſhewed, wherin 
were dcfcribed the wayes and ſite of the regions, that the rude 
witted men might moze certainly vnderſtande and knowe thoſe 
things which were counſelled, then divers Captaines(wha indu⸗ 
ted eyther by their olde iudgement, oꝛ elſe by French golde, lately 

giuen by Francu had accepted conditions of peace wyth hym at a 

village called Calarato) by their diſſentyng e enterlaſing of vaine 

dificulties, and affyꝛming that thoſe things were to be ſurueyed 

wyth great conſideration and maturity cleane ouerturned al this 

meane and wap of wholſome and god counſell. dul berefoꝛe leaſte 

the harts ol thoſe that were faithfull might langnifſh by tartance, 

and the god willes of the vncertapne multitude be tourned into 

perfidiouſneſſe: the Cardinall thought it beſte to bꝛing them by 

all ſleightes to fight with the Frenchmen out ok hande, thinking 

thereby eyther to winne a notable victoꝛv, o2 if the Switzers re⸗ 

tepued the ouerthꝛowe by vnkoꝛtunate fight, to ſome vnappeſible 

enimitte and immoꝛtall hatred betweene the Frenche nation, and 

the Switzers. Hauing therefoze communicated his connſcll and 

purpoſe with the enſigne bearers, and the moſt laithlul chief men 

ol the Cantons: heeſecretely admoniſhed 4147 Colonna(a Capts 
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faine of the Popes hoꝛſemen) that of a ſette matche, when he had 
recepucd the fignall, he ſhoulde cauſe an alarme to be cried, and 
as thoughe the Frenchemen appꝛoched vnto the ſuburbs wyth a 
great power, ſhould iſſue out with the hozſcmen, and with coun- 
terfaiting as greate fear # pcrill as he could poſſibly, ſtuld craue 
aide of the Switzers. He alſo comanded the foꝛmoſt bands cf the 
Switzers to do the ſame ; who being of great renoume of valoꝛ, 
and hatred towardes the Frenchemen, had (fill requeſted at the 
beginning of all wars, to haue the places next vnto the enimies. 
And ſo acco2dingiy the Souldiours had no ſoner dined, and were 
gone to take their none nappe, but the trumpets and dzummes 
ſodainip ſounded at the gates of 4 me, and anont the rumour of 
the comming of the Frenchemen waring hotte, all the bands one 
after another, when the foꝛemoſte tolde them, that followed, the 
cauſe of the alarme, made themſelues ready, and with incredible 
feruentp of fight, iſſued ont at the gate: whome alſo the miſtru» 
ſted regiment folowing with aduanced er ſignes, haſted on heaps 
vnto the gate, leaſt they ſhould ſeme in that tumult, whiche ap» 
perteyned vnto the publike ſafety and eſtunation, eyther to haue 
fo:ſaken thoſe that were befoze, oꝛ to be of another opinion tou» 
ching the cauſe of the warres. 

The Cardinall being notoꝛious foꝛ his hatte and ſcarlet robe, 
roade vpon a greate ho2ſe befoꝛe the marching rankes, wpth hys 
crolle boꝛne befoꝛe hym, and fill as he came vnto the enſigne bea⸗ 
rers, the pety Captaines 02 any Souldtours of marke, foꝛ nota⸗ 
ble fades he would encourage and inkindle them to make ſpexde, 
faping that God and the holy Saintes, did pꝛomiſe them the vi- 
dtoꝛv of that dape, in the which they ſhoulde not only by valiaunt 
fight deſtroye all the whole nobility of France, bꝛought vnder the 
conduce ofa P2zincore King bet wene two armies of his enimies, 
but alſo bꝛeaking the power of the ener:ans and Genoue/e by they 
foꝛtitude and felicitie, giue lawes and conditions bnto all /: 
noꝛ that the hyꝛed Almines, in Whom conſiſted the Kinns chicfe 
ftrength (who pet they had often koyled in fight) were ſo eſtran⸗ 
ged fro the Em peroꝛ oꝛ were ol ſo pꝛodigall pzawes, that a man 
nugbt thinke they would foꝛ the Frenchmens ſakes, who indede 
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were their vtter enimies, fight againſt the honour of al Cermany; 


neither yet they ſhould thinke that the Ges, verp runawaps, 

o2 thoſe hozſemen that bꝛaued it in their ſilkes and chapnes of 
golde, who had vſed to repoſe a little moꝛe ſaketie in their hozſes 
and ſpurres, than in their ſwo2des, ſkrengthe, and ſtomackes, 
would fight either moꝛe ſfoutly oꝛ conſtantly, than thep had don? 
befoze, But that labour and perill whtche was lefte, was to bee 
vndertaken with a noble hearte in winning the oꝛdinance ok the 
enimies. MNhere if any of them were llaine, thep might molt con- 


ſtantly beleue, that their ſoules being clenſed fron all ſpottes of 


ſinne by hym, with the Popes authozitie, woulde fo2thwith flve 
into heauen, leauing behinde on the earthe a notable memoꝛpe of 
their ſingular valiancv. As the Cardinall ridde to the fozemoſte 
ranks, euery where ſtil pꝛonounting theſe ſpeches : ther folowed 
hym 6 leu ⁊ o Viconti, lob GonYagd Cambero and Aquila the Popes 
Legates, and diuers hoꝛſeinen of thoſe families, that of auntient 
go) will fauoured the name of f, and had iopned theinlelaes 


with the Switzers, when they iſſued out. And allo certapne ar- 


med bands of the commons and cutters, intermedled themſelues 
of theyꝛ own? acco2de with the company paſſyng by, 
Thep had ſcarcely marched th2ee miles from Atlan, nepther 


was the French Campe aboue thirty furlongs from them, when 


they began to ſhat off their great oꝛdinance, which was ten fal - 
kons : Wyypch thing bꝛougbtgreat hofalneſle x admiration vnto 
the Tln hoꝛſemen: fo2 1-41-45 riding with changed cheare vn⸗ 
fo the Capitaines of the firſt company, began to aſke them what 
madneſſe had moned men ſkilfull in martiall matters, and the 
m iſters of that diſcipline, to ſtriue with the vnſeaſonable thun⸗ 
dering of theyꝛ oꝛdynaunte, to rouſe the enimpe whome they had 
thought belt to inuade being vup2epared andloking fo2 nothing 
leſfe than battell. Unto whom it waz couragiouſly aunſwered by 
the koꝛemoſte rankes, that they ſhoulde fight well enough acco? * 
ding to the diſcipline of warre, cuen with the armed and pꝛoui⸗ 


ded eaimp, if their miTrufted kellowes, and the enſignes ok al the 


Cantons with one ae and ene deſcended into the field with 
them; 
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them: which thing they hoped might be b2onght to paſſe, if that 
through that faining of moze certaine ſignes, that the battell was 
begun, had come vnto the eares of their folowing fellows, whoſe 
valoꝛ vanquiſhed by infamous hire and monp, tf that there were 
no ſhame at all in them of the publike dignitie, yet at the leaſte 
the grones ok their kinſfolke faliing down dead befoze their eves, 
the religion of a ſouldioꝛs othe, and the fear of iudgement, which 
wold anone after be giuen at home againſt the loꝛſakers of their 
kellowes, they thonabt woulde be able to lirce vp and inflame 
them : koꝛ ſo greate truſte of valoꝛ was in their p:oude heartes, 
that they deſpiſed with very greate contempt the niofte mightpe 
and ſtrong power of the enimies, neyther did they thinke that a- 
ny ſtoꝛe and multitude of greate o2dinance, oꝛ any munitions of 
place would ſtay their fozce from bzcaking into their Campe, by 
bearing them down and vanquiſhing. Aboue al other, there were 


thꝛe valtaunt fcilowes, but men of barbaxous pꝛoweſſe, called 
Pelegrine I. indaberg, Centy Amerer, end Ne Zong, that led the the 


voluntary bau des of moſte valiaunt Souldiours that were plas 
ced in the front. 

Is ſone as ener theſe menne were come within the ſyghte 
of their ennimpes, they incontinentely burned oute wr th ſa 
greate heate of fight, that they coulde not be helde backe by the 
reſt of the Captaines, who with better counſell had commannded 
the enſignes to ſtaye, and to take a plate to lodge in, and to re- 


freſh the Souldiours, who were weary of their tourney, but that 
they woulde ne&dcs haſte towardes the ennimyes wyth fpedpe - 


pace, 
Eurben and Frivulgi were encamped at Sainte lt Chur- 


the in a ſinall village „and wiſely lodged at the lefte ſide ef the 
high wave, Whyche was defenced on all partes wyth ſtiepe 
and derpe ditches , and after the manner of the Countrepe, 
wyth tyghe baukes, nexte vnfo them the Kyng hym ſelfe, and 
behynde hym the Duke of Alaunſon, (vnto wheme by right of 
blonde the kyngdome of France dydde appertayne , if that Fran- 
6 dyed wythout hepꝛe male,) hadde placed he middle battfell 

and 
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and rerewarde, one being ſeuered from the other. by a ſmall di⸗ 


ſtance. They being thus lodged in the parts, that the thꝛe great 


armtes , might the moze commodiouſly and ſpeedily be an aids 
one vnto another, when chaunce did require, were encloſed with⸗ 
in a large and very well defenced place: fo2 rounde abonte were 
many ditches made by the hufbandmen, to water their lands, and 
Nauarro had alſo added new munitions in commodtous places, 
where it was thought god and needefull,and alſo had ſet vppe a- 
gainft the enimp, mighty targets faſtened in the grounde, and 
clofed togyther with greate ropes, that the Gene. beyng de- 
fended and couered by them, might ſhote at the enimp moꝛe ſafes 
ly and ceratinly This fozme ef the Campe, and the nature of the 
place had 47«7:5 and certatne of the Capitapnes of the Switzers 
riding vnto the higher part of the hanke, koꝛ to ſuruey the camp, 
incontinently marked, and then had alſo noted, that on the right 
hande there was acommodious place lcfte fo2 them to lodge in, 
where was a pꝛety low plaine, encloſed almoſt on two ſides with 
a ſmall riuer that ranne bowne vnto coꝛne milles. They began to 
counſell the Switzers to encampe in that place, and their bodyes 
being refreſhed wpth reſt and meate, to thinke nothing rachly of 
fight : they alſo tolde them, that as victo2y pꝛocedeth from coun- 
ſell and god aduiſe, ſo vaine and ſoꝛowkull attemptes from vn⸗ 
aduiſed hardineſte: and that thoſe men do oftner fæle the aduerſe 
euentes of fight, that truſte to ouercome their enimpes by deſpe⸗ 
ratencſſe and feaſe, than thoſe that ſerk via oꝛy by p2ofitable tarts 
ance and reaſon. Yo2eouer thep ſapde, that the enimy was pꝛo⸗ 
noked againſte all aboadement, bycauſe by an olde obſeruation 
of that nation, that day of the werke was all the veare after vn⸗ 
koꝛtunate, vpon the which Childermalle day had fallen. 

This was the thirtenth of September. But when that fury 
and fatall madneſfe (the which had neuer hapned befoze vnto the 
Switzers in the warres) had take away obediece fröͤ p ſouldto2s, 
and authoity from the captaines: the buſier ſoꝛt ranne foꝛth and 
attached a very ccuell fight with the o. /corgnes and Almanmes, 

Tri vul⁊i and Burben, hauyng intelligence long beefo2e, of the 
comming of the enimtes, had ſette their men in array of battell, 
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and placed their oꝛdinance in a fitte place, but nowe being doubt⸗ 


leſſe pꝛeſſed, did ſette on fire all the houſes of the village, both to 


ſtaye the feaſe of the enimies by the fire, and alſo to bereaue them 


of the vile and munition of the houſes, and then reduced their men 
into a larger place. Befo2ze the Frenche ozdinaunce, was there a 
mighty ditche, which mutt be paſſed ouer with extreame peril of 
deſperatenelle, the whiche ditche was kepte by Na«wrre his bands, 
and the Launſquenetz men of paſſyng valour, wpth their thicke 
rankes. This ditche a bande oz ring of very deſperate pongmen, 
doubted not to paſſe with moꝛe aſſured death than victoꝛpe. 


They were very choſen felows taken out of al the Cacon:,men © - 


in the pꝛime of pouth, and of ſingular foꝛwardeneſſe: who by a 
berp auntient oꝛder of that Countrey, that by dopng ſome dede 
of paſſyng p:owelle, they may obtaine rare benour of warrcfare 
befoze they be growen in yeares, doe of themſelues requeſte all 


perillous and harde peeces of ſcruice, and often vſc wyth deadlye 


pꝛaiſe to runne vnto pꝛopoſed death. Theſe men do they call of 
their immoderate foꝛztitude, and ſtoutneſſe, the deſperals, fozlozne 
hopen, and the frenchmen Ens perdw-:and it is lawfull foz them 
by the pꝛerogatiue of their pzoweſſe,to beare an enſigne, to haue 


canducte, and double wages all their life long. Nepther arc the 
koꝛloꝛne knowen from the reſt by anpe other marke and cogni⸗ 


ſance, than the plumes of white feathers, the which after the ma⸗ 
nerof Captaines, they doe tourne behinde, wauerpng ouer theyz 
thoulder with a bzane kynde of riot. They wyth noble cou- 
rage ranne full vppon the oꝛdinaunce, and after that they hadde 
valiauntly and long fought with greate loſe in the place of great 
diſaduauntage, at length, when that they woulde fo2 no income 
moditie giue ouer, they dꝛiuing the Almaines ont of the place, and 
beating backe Nawarro hys bandes, came ouer the heapes of the 
dying vnto thetr oꝛdinance. The which ein number ſeuen pieces) 
being taken, they relying themſelues agapne, vꝛged their ſhzin⸗ 
king enimpes, and diſo2dercd all the whole kozeward. 

In this greate daunger 7-1v4lz/ and erben flue hither and thi⸗ 
ther to repaire the diſtrefTed battcll, to the vttermoſte that they 


could do by ſtrength, oꝛ pꝛouide bycounſell, ſending in the boꝛſ⸗ 
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men in diners places. 

Nepther fapled Nauarre vnfo his Douldiours, by chpdyng 
fome, and aſking other, whether that they hadde come from the 
fartheſt parte of the ocean, and the Wonntaines 7yrenees, onely 
koꝛ to turne their backes, and moſte ſhamefully to ſtye ont of the 
ficldealmoſte befo:e they had ſeene thetr enunies, that they ſhould 
plucke vp their heartes, and make ready their harquebuſſes, and 


bobwes, and abide ſo long, vntil that their ſides were garded with 
kreſhe ſuctour ot hoꝛſemen, and thinke that they onght to wipe 


out, by fighting that dap valtantly, the note of towardiſe, oz of ill 
lucke, that they had gotten at Kauenna by fighting ill. Ss at one 
time, a mighty troupe of hoꝛſemen bꝛeaking vppon them, and the 
Gaſceignes being ſtayed by adhoꝛtation and ſhamefaſteneſſe, and 
the Lanſquenetz keeping their place foꝛ anger and ſhame, a cruel 
and variable fighte is renewed: bothe ſydes are inuaded wpth 
the hozrible noiſe of the oꝛdinaunce and weapons, and the ene 
fignes are toꝛne into peeces : Anone cent and Pelegrine are flapne 
fighting couragtoully, and Pure the Captaine of the P2rtozian oꝛ 
guarde bande, and with him fonre enſigne bearers are ſfatne by a 
greate culuering ſhotte from the ſide . Neither did the Switzers, 
(who fetching a longer compalle aboute had come vnto the ent- 
mies) faite vnto their diſtreſſed fellowes, foz they gathering thee 
bandes togyther into one, came in two companpes wyth freſhe 


ſtrength and courage, and encountering wyth the fotemen on the 


leftehande, flue 5c:ar«/arde, a Captaine of the Genes of renau⸗ 
med name: and Leive: and George Earles of A ellempurg „noble men 


of Germanye. 


But in another parte, they loſing a little their ranckes, did 


recepue in among them the charging hoꝛſemenne, where thep 
fourcht long with variable and dondtfull foꝛtune: fo2 althougbe 
the men ok armes cruelly treading to death the diſperſed and the 
ouerthꝛowen, did with the fozce and feaſe of their ho2ſcs bꝛeake 
th2onghe with langhtcr the flight and thinne mall bandes, pet 
when they met with the thicke rankes, they were eyther bꝛoched 
with their long pikes, oz elie their hoꝛſes being llain vnder them, 
perithed thoꝛough the waighte of their armour. There were 
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dayite fn that place very valiantly fighting theſe Capitaines of 
companies of hoꝛſmen, the Erle of $4ncr7e,the Loꝛd /mberconre, A 
renoumed man foz his ſingular pꝛoweſſe and long ſeruice in 
the warres, the Lozde Buſy de Ambors, and Franca bꝛother to 
the Duke of Barbenrand Burbon himſelf was in the like danger of 


like, as he himſelfe ſaid, being among the thickeſt of that bloudys 


bꝛoyle. But aftcrward J heard the contrary ofthe kyng bymiclf, 
who affpzmed, naming witneſles, that 2:49» durſte not ſuccour 
his encloſed bꝛother, and retired vntouched ont of the ſight of the 
enimies vnto the middle battell. Alſo whileſt that 7-1v»/2: endes 
noured in vaine to ſuccour his encloſed and dying enſignebearer 
he being toſſed among the pikes and halberdes of hys enimies, 
and his hozſe wounded,and the creſte ſtroken off from his helmet, 
gotte hymſelfe ont of thys daunger by the reſcous of hys com- 
pany of hoꝛſemen. 

And nowe was the battaple hardely ſafeyned in moſte 
places, and the Switzers, fo2 that they bad paſſed ouer the very 
pll ditche, had with greate valoz wonne the oꝛdinance, and dekea⸗ 
ting the kotemen, and diſozdering the hozſemen, had wonne 
the place where their enimies had ſtode, ſæmed to haue the bet⸗ 
ter of the battell: when the King aduauncing foꝛward wyth bim 
the middle battell, and commaunding Alencen to folow him with 
the rereward with equall pace, and many peeces of oꝛdinance bee 
ing beſtowed by the Captaines in certaine places by whom the 
Cſquad2ons of the Switzers might be annoyed on the ſydes, 
came in very god time wyth the blacke regiment, and a mightye 
number ok hozſemen, he conragfonfly pꝛokeſſing bothe to hys 
owne Souldiours, and alſo vnto hys enimpes, by hys coate ar⸗ 
mour of Skye colour, poudered wyth Lillies of goſde, that her 
was the King, was conucrſaunt in the foze front, valianntly 
latde on the enimye,and perillouſlpe galloppyng hys hoꝛſe hyther 
and thither,cncountred the hoteſt of the enimies, 4 finally infla- 
med his ſouldioꝛs not only wpth woꝛds 4 adho2tations, but alſo 
with lingular example of true pꝛowes:foꝛ the Switzers did pzefſe 
on ſo feruently, and ſtwde to it ſo ſterntly and ſtoutly, yea and ſa 
great was the valoz and courage,yca of them that were wounded

and were dying, that the kyng in that iniquitie of fight muſte 


neddes fo2get his maieſtoc, contemne his life, and repaire his en⸗ 


clined ſtate rather by valiant hand and ſtrength, than by ſletght, 

tounſell oꝛ aduice. Zbe hoꝛſemen alſo who had by running away 
at Vouurra and Turwin, loſte the olde opinion of the ix pꝛowellſe, did 
now leaſt that if they ſhould againe giue place, be marked fo2 e- 
uer after with euerlaſting ignomp: contend fo ſatiſfy the Byng 


(who fought valiauntly in the ſight of themall) eyther by hono-” 


rable death, oꝛ elſe with noble viaozy. There were llalne in this 
encounter the Pꝛince of Te mene, ſonne vnto Sergneur Tremonelle, 

and geigneur de Iq, à man of greate nobilitie in Picardie. and geig⸗ 
neur Vantell, Who bare the ertraoꝛdinary ſtanderde of the Ryngs 
troupe, and many moe of the valianteſt hoꝛſemen, and Meunſieur 
de Moy that bare the enſigne of a very noble company ok hoꝛ ſinen, 


bycauſe they bepng empeached and entangled wyth the ditches. - 


and vines, could not get out and oꝛderly range their bands. But 
of the Switzers there was ſlaine Ke Long, that greate ſtirrer vp 
of the mul titude, and alſo Flech, a man moꝛe renoumed fo? his va- 
lfauncye, than bis ſtocke, and Volter , who foz his ſingular 
p2udence, 4 mighty ſtrength (which are not lightly blended togt- 


ther in men of that natian had gotte great opinion of pzoweſle in 


al warres, x eſpectally at the battell of vovar«, They fought con- 
tinually ſeauen bonres without ceaTing, fo2 when the ſunne had 
failed them in the mids of the heate of the battell, the Bone that 
then ſhined bꝛight, kepte both armies in armes. And the fighte 
was horrible aud very bloydy, as long as there was any light at 
all. But anone when the Boone was hidden wyth the cloudes, 
althoughe they being wearied with toile and wonndes, and their 
weapons blunted , ſought place foꝛ reſte, pet in the meane tyme 
through mntffall erro2 both friends and foes were ſlaine by blind 
and frantike blowes. Fo2 when the Almainet not beyng muche 
vnlie vnto the Switzers, nevther in tongue no2 habite, were 
blended togither with the Switzers in dyners places, at length 
the watcheworde bew2aved them, and then fonle laughter was 
tommitted in the darke. Neyther ceaNed the o:dinance all night: 
nut as they were ſhotte off without any certaine markes, ſo did 
they

they cauſe moze terroꝛ than laughter. The Cardinall, who had 
not this daye failed vnto his Countrymen in hope, care and foile, 
did by miſtaking the plate, lighte amongethe Almeines, but got 


 himſelfe ont of the daunger by counterfaiting their tongue ty a 


rougher voice, and paſſyng the ditche returned vnto the burnyng 
houſes of the village, whether v and Arglarde, being inuited 
with the ſhining of the fire, and many other of the Captaines re- 
ſoꝛting, as it were vnto the Generalls tent had cauſed the migh⸗ 


ty hoꝛne of a wilde yvi, (the which being deliuered by hand from 


their anceſters is kept with great care and religion at v, the au⸗ 
thouts of the libertye of the Switzers) to be ſcunded,that the di- 


_ fperſed and wandering Souldtoars might be called vnto the en- 
ſignes This no doubte ſanedmany,. that were intermedled in 


diuers places among their enimies, bycanſe they coulde haue no 
certaine recourſe vnto their feilowes, the likeneſle of the ſounds 
of the dꝛummes confounding their eares. Both armies by reaſon 
of mutuall feare paſſed the whole night without fleepe, vet were 
moꝛe readpe in hearte, than in ſtrength foz to fight againe: foꝛ al» 
though the valiant, + alſo the cowardes were both ty2ed with the 
dong toile of fight,vet with dvuers habites of heart they were er⸗ 


cited eyther with deſire of fight, vid oꝛp, oꝛ feare of death. The 


Cardinall, and the reſt of the Captaines, althoughe that the firſte 
opin ion ſeemed greatew to haue deceyned them, foꝛ that they had 
not as they hadde hoped) vanquiſhed at the firſte charge their e» 
nimtes, yea being diſoꝛdered with great ſtaughter, and loſt wyth 
almoſte vaine attempt the ſtouteſt of thtir men: pet foꝛſake not 
themſelues and call manv into counſell, and when that it pleaſcth 
them all to erpece the light, and to fight agame, they doe decree 
that certaine be ſent to n, to requeſte all kinde of helpe, foꝛ 
that they had come foꝛth vnp2ouided of ail things. /n Gen gag 
is ſent to fill wyth newe Hope ien, and the Citizens of A.- 
las, who were hofull of the enent of the battell, and to lende krom 


the Citie out of hand bꝛead and meste readpozeſſed, and many 
veſſels of wine foꝛ the ſouldiours that fainted fo2 weartneſſe and 


thirlke, and to conuey vnte the Campe greate oꝛdinance, ſhotte 
any Ee with all poſſible ſpede. But when the C Counſel! was 
Þ.iy, b:okem 
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bꝛoken vppe, the Capitaines and enſigne bearers ſpake dyuerſly 
among the Douldi2urs, acco2ding as euery man thought of the 


. Cardinall and of the euent of the battell. Some bepng deſirous 
ok honour and vito2y,made light of the greate loſſe that they had 


in derde, and did ertoll and augment with falſe tales, the valiant 
aces of their fcllowes, and the laughter of the Frenchmen · 
Contrariwile,thoſe of the aduerſe faction, that they might ſper⸗ 


dilpe pꝛouide fo2 their owne ſafety, and alſo augment the daun⸗ 


ger of dignitie, andliyfe in the Cardinall , who was enuironed 
with extreame difficulttes, diſbended, and returned to 7. Alſo 
the Popes hoꝛſemen, who foz their ſmall number had ſcrued to 
no greate vſe, did fo2 a greate parte ot them, either foꝛ fcare oz 
deſpatre foꝛſake their captaines, and returne into the Citte. But 
although the king were deliuered and ridde ok the greateſt keare, 
and mightieſt daunger, and ſeemed to haue nobly luſteined men 
of ſo greate valoꝛ, pet being hofull foz the feare that remayned, 
and as it were the laſte care, exſpected the ende of the troubles 
ſome night, and vncertaine foztune, Nepther did he giue greater 
reſte vnto his bodye. whiche was wearped with the weight or his 
armour, and was ſcoꝛtched fo2 thirſte and continnall tolle, than 
pulling vppe his beauer to take bꝛeath, leane a little while vppon 
a greate peece of oꝛdinance, whileſt that his hoꝛſe was chaunged. 
Ind then incontinently tourning to the charges of a chiektaine, 


ſent vnto Luan to come vnto hym wyth his armye, and anone · 


dꝛewe in and made his Campe leTe. After that the deuiſe hadde 
bene liked of the Captapnes, to whomec he had imparted it, and 
bycauſe that the enimy p2ofeſled the place where his foꝛe warde 
bad ſtode, he placed within a better defenced plot aboue fire thou⸗ 
lande Almunes at the banke of theditche, and commaunded them 
to guard the oꝛdinante, which he had commodioully planted there 
in greate abundaunce. And in another quarter he ioyned a great 
number of hozſemen with himſelke, and willed 20rben, and Alen 
cen, to admoue the firſte and thirde battells vnto his ſide wyth e⸗ 
quall o2ber and front : fo that hee ſtanding full butte againſt the 
enimp, did, as the place required, ſtand in ſtede of the foze warde, 
and vſed the two other battells placed on his lefte and right ſides 
Es it were fo2 wings. Nepther farre from that place had New«arre, 
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The Battell of Marignand. 1 
and a greate multitude of Almaines encamped, pitching downe 
their enfignes in the grounde, bycauſe when the battell was bꝛo⸗ 
ken off by the going downe of the Mone, they coulde learne net 
ther the faꝛme of the Campe, noꝛ the kings counſell and purpoſe. 

The King, that her might viewe with his owne epes howe the 
ditches ſtode, and how bꝛoade the ficlde that lape betweene them, 
and the higte waye was, roade fo2th with a few hoꝛſemen with- 
in the fight of the entmp, and anone the dar ke vaniſhing by little 
and little into the dawnfng, the King went to encourage the /- 
maines, whome being erected by greate pꝛomiſes, he adhoꝛted to fi- 
niſh the battell by fighting a little while,and to take the rewards 
of vidoꝛy alredp gotten, He alfo full of aſſured hope, and coura= 
glouſneſſe, vehementelp enkindeled them by rehearfing the tn=- 
iuries anddiſcomfitures,that the S witz ers had den and ginen the 
Alumaines, rather thꝛough the benefit of foztune, and the greate 
aduantages of times and places, than by true pꝛoweſſe. d here⸗ 


fo:e they ſhoutde perſuade themſelues that this was the pꝛoper 


and ready otcaſion to reuenge the Paſſacre of their kinſfolks, and 
fellswe Souldtours, and alſo the meane foꝛ to ſhewe by valiaunt 
actes, that as the Almaines did extell them in nobilitte, and faiths 
fulnecfſe : ſo neyther woulde they graunt vnto theſe clownes the 
martialt gloꝛp foz valoꝛ and ſRil in armes. I'nd aiſo vſing the like 


ſpeche he adhoꝛted the French hoꝛſemen, not to degenerate from 


their fozefathers, who had in foꝛmer ages excelled all nations foꝛ 


ſeruice on hoꝛſbacke. Nepther were the batells ranged among the 
Switzers with lee hope + courage, although y greateſt parte of p 
ſouldioꝛs, as they had with dincrs chaunces lodged in ſundzy pla» 
ces, ye 4 within the mrnitivs ef enimy, being refreſhed with no 
ſuccour of meate did hardly with fierce hartts luſteine their fain⸗ 
ting limmes. Foꝛ the viquals that by the pꝛeturemtt of Gon2ege 
ſhold be bꝛought from Alan in ſs ſhoꝛte time. nameip in pnight 
ſeaſo; which doth cõmonly hinder haſt in all doings, tould not ber 
bzought vnto them timely enough, 4 made ri dy. Ind alſo moſt of 
them when their bzeakefaſte was offered vnto them anone after 
the bꝛeake of the day, being called to the battell by the noiſe of the 
dꝛummes, and the rearing ok the o:dinance, left their meate des 
fred defoze, and alſo nerdekull to repaire their ſtrength, 5 
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At the beginning dyuers Capitaynes aſſembled fogyther,a* 
mong whom was #:/{:r & Focte a famnaus ma, foꝛ the hono? of his 
age, and the cogniſaunces of his oifice, and che dd Amman, wha 
had ſerued in the fieldes abone foꝛty peares pety Captayne, en- 
ſigne bearer, x Captaine in chieke, and had wonne liagular pꝛaiſe 
in the foꝛekront, at that famous battel at Nane, in the Wh ich the 
Switzers due and deſtroyed charles the Dake of 5«rg-»z e, and al 
his power. Theſe men Whether adduced by conſidecation of the 
greate loſſe that they had receyued, oꝛ hauing intelligence of the 
departure of diuers of their kellows, and alſo now ſ&ing through 
the benefit of the light, the greate diladuauntage of the places, 


iudged it to be beſte to abſtaia e from battell, thinking that thep 


had gotten eſtimation ynoughe by peſterdapes encounter foz fo 
bꝛeake the hauty heartes of the Frenchemen. Sat after they had 
gone aboute in vaine to ſtap, by diluading pꝛalers the enſignes, 


which were now aduanced fozeward, and to retein them by ſtan⸗ 


ding againſt them in the wap they ſhould goe : they alſo yelded 
vnto the fate and willulneſſe of the ſouldiours. Do Ke Segne, Li- 
ſembach of Y nderwalden, Y lderick loc, 4 Zambron, deſperate captains 
of ſingular valour, oꝛdering among them ſelues how they would 
attache the battell, made towardes the enimp in two companies 
92 battells , The foꝛmaſt and greateſt battallion, wherein was 
placed the enſigne of the can of Z»r:ch(the whyche is of higheſt 
dignitie among the Switzers) haſked direaly agaynſte the Kings 
battel, the which we told you ſtod in the mids. The other compa- 
ny which had ſtode vpon the right hand a little beneath the hon 
ſes of the village that was burnt fetching a greater circuit about, 
began to bende towardes Alencon the Captaine of the rereward, 
fo2 this entent. that when the auauntguarde had turned the king 
and the Trength of the French army vpon them, they might with 
furious charge ſette vpon the ſide of Alen on, wha was entten⸗ 
ched with weaker munitions, and dekenced wyth teſſe guard, and 


his battell being bꝛoken though, they mysht perce into the ſyde 


ok the lefte wing and the backe of the kings battell But vnto an 
other multitude of their fellowes, who were encamped in a ſielde 
on the lefte hande, on this ſide the high way, they 1 — 
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certaine charge ol attaching fighte, bycauſe they were thought to 
conſiſt of canten: being of ſmall fidęlitie, but did ſette them thꝛee 
bundzetb paces from the reſte, ouer right agaſnſt the right wing, 


wherein Tv and 3+rbon gonerned, When the @ witzers bad 
22 fozwardean arrowes hate, the Fc n incontment⸗ 
at one inſtant time ſhoting off all the kingg od i naunce vpon 
them, flue ſo many of them with ſingular celeritic, that they whi⸗ 
che hadde taken counſell of foliſhe hatdineſſe, were puniſhed foz 
their caſheuelſe befoze that they coulde come to hande ſtrokes, 
pea 92 appꝛoche vnto their enimies. Nom ſince this chaunce had 
cauſed an hozrible waſtcneſſe aud ſlaughter in the nnddes of the 
Switzers, ſo that there was no long ex one bopp of their battalli- 
on, their rankes being toꝛne: parte of them that feaxed the ſe⸗ 
cond vole, began to turae their backes and to retire, but parte de⸗ 
ſpiſing the oꝛdinance, againe gaue a chardge vppan the enimies, 
and with moze conſtant valoz and deſperateneſſe, than euer they 
thep had vled befoze, giuing and takpng many woundes, palled 
the itch, and encountering with the Lanſquenetz and the kings 
bozſemcn, did many aces of lauadge pꝛoweſſe: foz when 7-1v6/23 
and 2:44 ſtretching out in length their wing, and fetching a a 
compaſſe about with tbeir hozſmen, had cdarged their lefte ſide, 
they were fozced ta fight with double fxont. Wut the Launſques 
netz, who had int his molts ſharpe encountex loſte their itouteſt 


7 Capttaines, /ames Cendey, Hei, ry K:curt, and are, beung madde 


foz anger and griefe,dſd valiauntly ſette fo2warde, andeep2efſed 
their violence, and with the ſhotte of their harqueſſes, tunibled 
from his yoale Pente (ane of greate renowne among the Capi- 
taincs of the Sitzer, faz the talleneſſe of his ſtature, and the 
valiauntneſtę ot᷑ his barte) as he roade vnts the rankes, and en⸗ 
couraged his ſuulaiours with a loude voice, and vſed repꝛochfull 
waꝛdes againſſe the Alm : who in the fight of the Switzers 
annointed their bloudy ptkes in the tallow x greaſe of his mighty 
and fatte body, that ranne out at his wide woundes, which thing 
is accompted among the Barbarians in deadiy hatreds foꝛ a ve Pe 
graue ceremony of revenge fully acqutted. There aifo 2 en, 
and Ant) Eucher, menne ol ſtrong courage and terrible ſtature, 
NW While 
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while that they guided wyth ſingalar ſkill mightye tww hand · 
fwo2des, in the middes of he _£/»::ive batallion, cutting off a 
greate number of their pikes, and ſlaying many of their enimies, 
were at the late opp3efFed, when all the whole battell turned vp- 
pon them. Then ald was chr Amman flaine,hys hozfe being 
firſte killed, and da hiinſelfe alſd ſhotte in with thx arrowes : a 
man who being of that yeares, had by encouraging and fighting 
many houres, chmitted the duty neyther of a very god tapitapn, 
noꝛ a moſte valtant foumdiour, where as the reſt of the Captaines 
(that J ſnake of) had died befoze that they came to fight with the 
cnimy, being toꝛ ne intd portes with the 92dinatince; - And when 
11bn zerre the enſigne bearet᷑ of tie B, being wearfed'wyth 
many wounds was not able anþ konger to kerpe the enſigne, bee 
pulled it off from the ſbaffe, and toꝛe it into very ſmał pœtes, that 
hys enimies might not gatne it and then dved. Moꝛeouer inthe 
meane time thefotoride battell, whithe wer tolde you deflected 
vnts fonts, inkerred ſo greatoterro⸗ vnto the rerewarde, that 
the beinen fo2'a greate palte (A7 eur Namen their enfigne 
bearer being ſlaine) at the firſte m&ting tourned their backes, 
and ftedde a maine on the ſpurre towardes Lea, which cauſed the 
Peſants and many eipies that were in he fields, ſeing the rrencd 
doꝛſemen flefng among the carſages;'ts wiite vnto all partes of 
Italy, that the Frenche Ring was diltomtttev, end tde Sit ers 
had gotten'the vico:p. 

Ind doubtleſfe the Frenchmẽ in 5 quartiy dad den bought in- 
fo very great danger, if that Nr Priew, and the Loꝛd Obegney ca- 
pitainesof ſingular experience, who werewyth Aleneon ratyng 
them that fledde, relying the enflgnes, and taffing the Bouldt · 
ours into a ring. had not boꝛne the Hunt of the tight with fenpal⸗ 
fing paine and toile. And alſo Zn was a grrate futtstire vnto 
the diſoꝛdered: whowitha tompanp ot noble men ot armes cams 
befaze the reſte of his power whiche folowed after. And as her 
was a man great ot fight, and to doe ſome feate, entoꝛaging hits 
hoꝛſemen to folow bim without doubting o2 ſtaping, ſo he garre 
a charge onerthwart the ſide of his enimpes: whom two dandes 


ok Switzers (turning theirenſtgnes) receyned very couragionſly, 
| ant 
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eee eee ping cep1etheſanne of the Earle of 
Tetilia, apang Gentleman of palipng towardlineſſe, did repell 
farre from them the hotely vꝛging ho:ſemen . Yet that company 
al Swtitzers-bying mozeterrified by bys comming, than hys pa- 
wer,. fazthat they thought all the whole power of the n 
(who were indeede neare) were already come, beganne to p20 wide 
fo2 their ſafety: fo2 ſome of them being quite ſpet with werineile, 
woundes, thitſte, and ſweate, gotte them into the Garden3 that 
neare adioyned: where a greate parte of them were ſlaynt. when 
that the boꝛſmen were · ent after them, yea ram the kings battell: 
other retiring into the nexte village, after thep had long time de⸗ 
kended themſelues at the gate, + walls, vader the conduct of 7 «er 
Cefuſe, a very valiant captain, at the laſt, being won aud vangui- 
ſhed with the oꝛdinante and fire, moſt cruelip perifhcd: but other 
being deſperſed, and fleing backe vnto the greateſt companype o: 
battell of their fellows, the hoꝛſemen chaſingthem in thoſe very 
large and open fieldes, had ben wholy deſtxoped, it that by the ad⸗ 
niſe and valo2-ofcertayne olde ſouldiozs (who in that frowning 

of faztune being mindefull of diſcipline, neuer failed onto them 
ſclues and their fellowes thep had not retired vats their feilows 
that were on this ſige the ditches and high way, in a thicke Eſ⸗ 
quad2on. <lingfte at the-very ſame time the thirde battell of the 
Switzers, tbe which we hewed you had ſtwds oner right again 
[rrvalzs and Burbon, epther bycauſe they ſawe the iniquitie and 
diſaduauntoge of the battell, o2 elſe were adduced by deteſtable 
counſell, foz that they had rather ſatiſſy their faction and hatred, 
than publike neceſſity in being beholders of the laughter and 
pꝛoweſſe of athermen, beganne to retire wpth their enſignes to- 
wardes 4, nepther woulde they as men thoꝛoughly attached 
with feare once tome into the battell ta fight, the whych pet they 
were almoſte foꝛced to do: ſeing that they had all the lyght hoꝛt· 
men in light, + were often ſhot at with the great o2dinace: which 
bepng politikely hidden behinde the hozſemen, were at the laſte 
when tbe troupes had oyened at the ſounde of the trumpet, often 
chatte off in the voide ſpaces. Aherefoze when the reſte of the 
Switzers { whome wee lefte ſyghtyng at the Gpags —

inflamed with fury and w2ath, kepte their grounde rather by ob⸗ 
ſtinacy ok hearte. than fkrength,and ſawe other freſhe regimentes 
of Launſquenetz to whom the fight haddenot yet come, ready to 
come vppon them: they deſpairing of the'bitto2y, ſoumded tho re- 
treite, fo? a little befoꝛe they had recepned a greate detriment at 
the ditch: being maruelloiifly endomaged from the higher ground 
by an innumerable multitude of arrswes, Motte by the G eigne, 
Arcubatiffers, who being placed harde by the harquebuſiers, that 
the one might hane time to chardge their hard uebulſes, and the o⸗ 
ther to bende their troſſebowes, did ſo ſhot off one afker another 


bp hundꝛethes, with mutual running uacke, that the battell of 


the Switzers being onerwhelmed with the kontinnalk halle ok the 
ſhotte, were without renenge beaten down, they in vaine ſerking 
ſuccour of pꝛoweſſe and valoꝛ. The battell being thus bꝛoken 
off, when that fix, Nonne, Ang urde, and the other Capitapnes 
toulde not ſuccour fo greate and lo dꝛſoꝛdered a mulkitude, dy ads 
moniſhment, andesmmaunding them what they ſhould doe, no 
eaſily doe the dueties of captains, the ſonldiozs themſelues, pea 
although they were quite ſpoyled by ſo many intommodities, did 
in that iniquifte of things pꝛeſcribe vnto themſelues wpth mer⸗ 
nelons conſtancie and ſingular ſkilt, what was to be done, that 


they might not ſcme to flie Fo2 hauing a eare of the wounded, 


two ſouldiours did with ſingular pittie cary on their armes and 
ſhoulders one man weakened with woundes, and bringing backe 
enerp one of the peeces of oꝛdinance that they had brought from 
Milan, ſtrengthned the hyndermolſt taite with a guarde of the fre- 
ther Souldiours . But they marched with fo ſkafed a pace, that 
their departure ſermed to hane no ſimilſtude of flight: neyther in⸗ 
derde coulde they be eaſelp innaded, bicanſe they were defenced on 
both ſides of the highe wap wyth very deepe and continuall dit⸗ 
ches. The Frenchmen, who had ſtode armed in the battell twen- 
ty houres togither, and the moſte part of the time with doubtfult 
victo2p, and their limmes nowe flowed with ſweate, and theyꝛ 
hoꝛſes fainted foꝛ wearinelCe, and had almoſte toſte the ſenſe of 
their eyes and cares with the thicke miſte of the raiſed duſte, and 
the inceſſant and hozrible thundering of "he ozdiuauce, made an 
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end of purſuing: pet hauing fo gotten the vicozy, that they rather 1 
vangutthed them by fighting valiauntly than tavgbt, that by all I 


g mens opinion it is (mpoClible to duercome them again by any po⸗ 
ö Wer. The Switzers being very courteouſly and liberally retey- 
nd and entertained in their olde lodgings at Milan, did put iu the 
put licke hoſpitalles thoſe that were grenoufly wounded,and then | 

gaue the reſte of the dape and the night kolowing to recreate their 
bodies. The nexte daye they filled the bꝛoade ſtreate that lpeth 
befo2e the Caſtell, with ſo greate a number, that by the eſtimati⸗ 
on ok all men, they ſemed to haue receyued almoſte no lofle at all, 


vnleſle that it were pꝛeſentiy payed, they ſaid they wold go home, * 
i 


There they holding a counſelil, requeſted thee moneths pay, and 
But when 474x914» could not perfoutme it, bycauſe he hadde 1 
notſſo muthe ready money, they incontinently aduaunted theyz i 


enſtgnes at the gate that leadeth to C., and went home. When 
a diewe was taken of them that were ſlaine, the Frenchmen con⸗ 
tended, that of the fine and twenty thouſande Switzers that had 
come fo2th into the fielde, ſcarce the one halfe of them returned, A | 
and that of their men there were not aboue thꝛe thouſand ſlaine. 4 
But the Switzers did verye muthe augment the number of the 1 
Frenchmen that they flue, and holding a muſter at home in theyꝛ 
countrey,confelled that they had laſte in that voiage, to the num 9 
ber of fine thoufand very vallaunt men. Among the carkaſſes of * i 
the enimies, claude: Duke of Guiſe, hꝛother vnto Anton) Duke ot EE | 
Zoran was found dꝛawing on warde to death, but pet was ſaued. 
This yong Gentleman of ſingular towardlineſſe, was Capitayn 
ot the Lanſquenetz, and has fought ſo valiantlv in the foꝛe ward, 
that be yng ſoꝛe wounded; and at tengthe the whole: battallion 
of the Switzers lying bppon dym, her was beaten downe 
among the deade of his ownemen, and hys enimpes.

to purſue them. In the meane time all the reſt of the A maluche⸗ 
which were in garriſon in / dea, and A. gyyt, being ſent foz, and

Which beyng got⸗ 
ten, and their power made match vnt the Tur iſhe, then he might 
(ik he thought it to be fo gloꝛfous a thing to aduenture the dattel)

no meane to repatre the fight , when Hy came to ſuccoure 
them being in greate diſtreſſe. By his comming, who had beeng 
vexed by Cazerbey with none o2 ſmall fight, and therby bꝛought in 
à freſhe multitude af hoꝛſemen, the audacitie of the uche 
was abated, and the tour ages of the 7«rke- encreaſed, and anone 
after the vidozy alſo was taken away from the enimy.

The harguee 
buns wereiythe loſngs.the which were ſtretched fozthinlegth, 
with a ſingle artay, and one man not ſtanding very nere vnto an⸗ 
other, that they mighte be able to hſe their harquebuſſes moze 
kealp, and compaſle in che enimy : nt the pike men were placed 
ka the une km to ſuſteine the impꝛeſlion ot the uche. But 
Gazelles appꝛoching, ſent tte traupes of the A rabtaus hefoꝛeifq to 
dilkurbe the wings, and he himlelfe with a ſquare battell charged 
the middis batten of the74r4r. The ſigbt was very crucl, i a long 
tine doitbtfal; fo: that the rl pea thaugh ſuperioꝛ in number, 
wer not able tabs the force of the armed hoꝛſmen, ⁊ now being 
beuten ebm then igronind; and iſpenſed lame unt way. and ſame 
another; by fh] thatbzake in among them ;lokey 
rounde about foꝛ flight, both with eyes and heartes: when by 3 
1namba/ar tõmundement tue datqurbuſierʒ who had with the firſt 
ſtoꝛm of their ſyot vduutnaway d ubians, xeduting their wings 
eneloſed all the whotb datteill vi the enimies Then both nen a 
veꝛſmen were a karrde denk en udn unthmoꝛtaſl pellets, wh(- 
che wete cot ex mung, and noplgee ernten 
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was leffe vnto the encloſed, fo2 when that any troupe of l- 
luches did run their hoꝛſes violently vpon the 7»rkes, they by rea- 
ſon of their lightneſſe and nimblenelle, being accuſtomed to gine 
grounde, did very ſwiftlye flye backe: and in all places this was 
their endeuour, not to encounter them wpth their hoꝛſes, but to 
vle only their harquebuſes. Whey Gee, ſawe that his hozſes 
were tyzed with extreane wearineCe, and that nowe many of his 
ſtouteſt men were eyther ſlaine 02 hurt, and he himſelfe was are- 
uouſly wounded in thenecke, hee wyth the reſte makpng thems 
ſelues away wyth their weapons, fledde vnto C thozoughs 
thoſe wilderneſſes that he came, loſing all hys Enſignes. 
There periſhed in this battell the Captaine ef Alex indria, and 
Orcomas the Gouernour of Carre, men of greate accompt, and be⸗ 
ſides them a greate number of Arabians, and almoſte a thous 
ſande hozſemen ok marke. Nepther did b Winne a top» 
full and vnbianop vicozy, foz he loſte aboue two thouſand hs: ſ⸗ 
menne, and among them ſome ok the beſte of his Capitapnes. 
But bycauſe the fight had continued from none to Sunne 
ſette, the 7«rkes were not able to purſue their ennits 
mies their hoꝛſes being almoſte deade foz tbirſt, 
and they themſelucs fainting thozoughe 
lacke of meate,and extreame 
laboure: butencams - 
| ped in the 
place where the battell was fought 
neare vnto the Dp2ing as 
foze mentioned.

ſtwde in an opoꝛtune plate with the 2 amaluches, who were about :

To tent, that when the hofte of the 7:«rkes did beginne to app2oche, I

- HarquebulTes, and then he hymſelfe being ſpꝛead rounde about ; 

them. woulde tncontinently fpght with chem being diſo2dered t 

and fallen into the ambulhe, +» 

Theſe things were ſo cunningly and pꝛudently denifed, 4 alſo : 
perfecned in ſo god time, that no man inthe armie did thynk that 
the victo2te of that day was any thing to be doubted of. Doubts 
leſſe a gret calamitie hanged oner the 7%, it that Foꝛtune, who 
_ as ſhealways fauoꝛed $e/y-»,ſo ſhe enimp like, and ſharply perſe- 
cuted 79mwmvey, had not defeated the painefull endeno2s of the 

Aamaluch:s,thtough the perfidiouſneſle of a fewe perſons. 

There were in the 5/:a»; armie foure amaluches, Albanoy- 

ſes bozne, who did greatly ſtomack it, that 7--»#wbey was ful ſoze 1 

againſt their will, aduaunced vnto the ropall ſeate, by the voices f 

N of the 
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ot the aduerſe faction. They, whether impelled by lewdneſſe of 
diſpoſition, oꝛ adduced by hope of rewards and moꝛe liberall en- 
fertainment, bicauſe they thought that nowe leepng their own? 
ſide went to w2acke, it were wiſedome foꝛ them to ſreke new and 
moze certaine friendes, fled vnto Sn, as vnto the chiefeſt 
Turkth captain, and their countrepman. By theſe hozſemen 5y- 
#«mb//+,and inconttnently after chm, vnderſtod all the counſels 
and intents of the entmies, and how great an ambuſhe 7mumsy 
had layde fo2 them with ſingular ſuttletie and arte, into whiche 
they muſt nedes fall, vnleſſe they did foꝛ ſake the high and direct 
wave. Whervpon thep being guided by the ſame fugitiues, dyd 
fetche a great compaſſe about on the left hand, and befoze it was 
day came again into their old way, and with aranged battels,and 
pꝛoduced oꝛdinãce( that there might be no ffap to attach rhe fight) 
ſhewed the mſelfs at the backs of their enunies anotding y front 
of their campe. & hen Jomumbey ſawe this, he toniedured by the 
marche of his enimies, that his Ambuſhe had bene diſcloſed tho⸗ 
rough the treaſon of his owne men. But although be were toꝛz⸗ 
mented with incomparable grief of minde, fo2 that al thoſe thin⸗ 
ges which he had done with the tople of ſo many men, and wpth 
ſo great endeuoꝛ, was quite dathed, and car aware in one mo⸗ 
ment of tyme by ſpitefull Fo2tune : yet neuerthelelle, as be was 
a very ſtout man, he incontinetly reuoked al his ſenſes vats coun 
ſel x wonted valoꝛ, ⁊ calling vnto im al the capta;ns,ſpxdily told 
them what he wold haue to be done. r being placed in fo 
great fraight of things, muſt doe all things at one time: he muſt 
glue the ſignali vato the ſouldiours, wherby they were wilicd to 
mount on hoꝛſeback, t to take their weapons, to turn the oꝛder of 
his cape, to arange his battels, to encoꝛage his ſouldtoꝛzs, ꝭ to tra⸗ 
duce his oꝛdinãce into contrary quarters, as Y calc did require Al 
which things, as one chiektain could not do alone, but hardly and 
conłuſedly, ſo were they haſt ly x to halkes and pernerfly acmint⸗ 
ſtred at one puſhe, by many. Wut the thing that did moe hin⸗ 
der the ſpeedye dong of all thynces, was the huddlyng togp⸗ 
ther of all mene fo2 to remove the oꝛdynaunte, the mote of 


whiche were pil favoured and houge peeces made of pꝛon, 
. h. aud 
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and ſette in greate ſtockes of wodde, wyth rings of pꝛon after the 
rude and nauall woꝛkemanſhippe vſed in olde time: they by rea⸗ 
ſon of their mighty waighte coulde not be moued out of their pla⸗ 
ces, without the dꝛaught of many beaſtes, and greate thꝛuſting 
and heauing with pꝛon crows and leuers, and with the greruous 
laboure of men. But the greate peeces that were mounted on 
wheles, being dꝛawen by the witleſſe t haſting multitude with 
the great clamoꝛ of thoſe that pulld, haled and houed thꝛoughout 
all partes of the Campe, did with their tumultuous paſſage diſ- 


oꝛder thoſe that were mounting on their Hozſes, and the Souldf- 
ours that were repairing vnto the enſignes. But two things 


were a great help vnto thoſe diTiculties,that is to wit, the chere⸗ 
fulneſſe of the ſouldiours, and the ſingular canſtancie of them all 


farre greater then a man would beleene : fo2 that thep had not by 


any contepued feare, fallen from their hope and harts, as it com- 
monly hapneth in ſodaine chaunces, in whome, yea the olde ſoul» 
diours doe oftentymes foꝛget their olde valoz: but being twice 
vanquiſhed in battayle, they had alwapes reſumed greater confi- 
dence and courage than they had befoꝛe, bycauſe they perſwaded 
themſelues, that not valour and ſatll in ffghte, but only Foꝛtune 
fapled them. Therkoꝛe when 7-mmbey had ſet his men in array; 
and the ſouldioꝛs with hote deſire of fight, had requeſted the ſig⸗ 
nall, he commaunded all the multitude of the Arabians, to fetche 
aboute their wings on the backe of their enimics, and to attache 


the fight firſte, ſo that the Turkiſhe hoꝛſemen might be troabled 
and diſo2d2ed, with a doubtfull daunger of fight, befoze that he 


himſelfe had run fo2th with his induced troupes Streightwape 
he comaunded the great oꝛdinance which had bene now b2ought 
about. and directed againſt the cnimics, to be ſhot off Ind incon⸗ 
tinently did the Turkes the ſame: who hadde once ſhot of they2 
ſmaller greater peeces, when they were a taſte diſtance of, and 
quickly charging them agapne, had now d2awen them within an 


aͤrrowes ſhote of the Egyptian o2dinannce: they foughte a long 


tyme on epthcr ſive with only often ſhoting off of their o2dinace, 
whyvle that the armies appꝛoched. In the which cotention,almoſt 
all the Egyptian gunners were llapne, and moll of their artilles 
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rie diſmonntcd from their wherles, and hꝛoken into pœces by the 
violence of the pellets of their enimies. Foz the T. e had bery 
ſkilfull Gunners in his campe, whom he had allured by his great 
rewards, and riche entertainment out of = and Ge: mance, and 
ſpectally manie oute of that filthie rable of /-wes, who being ex⸗ 
pelled by the ptetie of king Ferdinand gut gf, al the ye, baau⸗ 
ght afterward ſuch rare vnvſed and deadly artes into all the Oꝛi⸗ 
ent, to ſpite our men withall. The captaine of all theſe Gunners 
was one lames, boꝛne at cgi in Z-mbardre, aman of paſſing ſkil 
in theſe artes: who being enticed hy the Turkiſhe giftes, had a 
little befo2e foꝛſaken the ſeruite of Chꝛiſt, and reuolted vnto Pa» 
homets ſuperſtition. But after the fight is on both ſides bzought 
vnto handeſfrokes, the 4 am:/uches raiſe a crucll andhs2rible cry, 
and in th:& quarters charge the Tue, with great valo2:fo2 gem 
keping his olde oꝛder, ſo marched, that he app2oched inthe fozme 
of acroyſant. The Captain of the A ſian, in the right wpng,was 
Muflaphas,and Iunubaſn of the Europeans in the left: but he himſelf 
gouerned the middle battell, wherein was the @ſquadzon of the 
Jani ars, with a great multitude of oꝛdinante. But ca, be- 
ing made generall of the ftelde, had choſen fo2 himſclfe acertarne 
battell oz bande of the moſte valianteſt hoz\men, taken and pic⸗ 
kcdout of all the companies, foꝛ to ſcrae fo2 al uncertain euents 
of the battell. Unto whom he added out of ge eſquad2on fine 
hundꝛed fotmen of paſſyng pꝛoweſſe and ſwiftneſſe that he being 
reihe in all places of the battell foz all chaunces (were they ne- 
uer ſo ſuddain,)might ſuccour that parte of his fellowes, whichs 
was molt pꝛeſſed by his enimie. So that when almoſt at one time 
r. mumbey had ſtode in the middle battcil againſt geh, and the 
wings of the 27ama/ncher had encountred the Terliabe with tquall 
fronte, and the Arabian, had fought valtantly at their backes, as 
they had bene tommaunded foure fights were hotly attached at 
one tyme in diners places. 

CTbey that were pꝛeſent at this battell, do repo2t, that though 
the cry ofthe Douldloꝛs, the noiſe ol the dzummes and trumpets, 
the thundꝛing of the artillerie, the clude of tbe duft, and the cla⸗ 


ching of the weapons, all mens mindes were ſo amazed and con⸗ 
ij. founded, 
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ded, that they beeing all on bothe ſydes alyke, blynded with 
farye, they ruſhed foꝛthe wyth madde deſperaetneſſe, in ſuche 
ſoꝛte, that nepther coulde the voyces and watche wowzdes bee 
diſcerned and knowne one from an other, noꝝ the enſignes ſeene, 
noꝛ the commaundements of the captains heard: they by mutual 
erroꝛ flew a great number both of their owne felowes, and alſo 
their enimies without all regard: foꝛ neuer befoze that daye had 
any armies encountred togyvther inflamed with. greater hatred, 
neuer had two moſt mightie Emperoꝛs moze conſtantly and fer- 
nently thewed their valoꝛ of vodie and hart with leſſe care ot life 
and ſafetfe: Fo2 when both of them manifeltly perceiued x ſawe, 
that with like daun zer of themſelues and their armtes, they had 
ſet their liues and empires at ſixe and ſeuen, they alſo vnderſtode 
that there waulde be no other hape left vnto epther of them, but 
that which the viaozte it ſelfe would bing. 

Now 6G :2elesenkindeled with deſy2e of honour and reuenge, 
that he myghte rep awe vnto the Eurepeans a foyle equal vnto that 
whiche he had receyued at G , charging /»»«6/ with greate 
violence, had ouerrunne the fozmolt x the reſiſting troupes, had 
th:owae downe the Guidons and the Arabians pꝛeaſſing on the 
victo2s at their backs, had made the vanquiſhing companies of al 
warres, where theſtrength of the Tr acians, the Theſſalians, and the 
Macedon; Mere, to turne their backes, whiche neuer any enimpe 
had ſeene befoze : Then gya being redp and intentife = 
with mynde and ſtrength foꝛ al occaſion of victoꝛv, flew vp 
ſide of the enimies with a fceſh and ſtrong companie of his =_ 
and repaired the battaile which was inclined and koulp ſcattered. 
But an ane after, S 1495/7 who had diſcontinued the manpkell 
viſtoꝛie of the enimies, by exereiſing a ſup2eme deede of pꝛoweſſe, 
was ſlayn verie valtantly, fighting bekoze his men, after that thy 
M amal iches vnder their fierce captain 3:40, had turned themſelue⸗ 
on their new entinte. A 1d alfo his ho:ſemen endeuoꝛing to tak, 
vp from the ground their dead captain, and to ſaue him, were fo: 
a great part flitn x put to flight by Gee, who did ſpꝛead ab2odi 
his tronpes, that they hauing moꝛe rene, might moꝛe freety vſ 
their ſwoꝛds, in which kind of fight,V tune by molt excell: 

and 
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and alſo that noble band of 7<n:297- being encloſed, were ouerrun 
and flain, after p they being foꝛſakẽ of the heꝛſmen, had long time 
very valtantly reſiſted. But in another quarter, iustepl as giuing 
a vehement charge with all his hoziemen vppon the left wing of 
the Egyptians, wherin tõmaunded the moſt rensumcd captaines. 
Arms Diader ius, and Grapal Oreoma, ery ſharply vged the. Thep 
had a little befo2e reteyued a notable detriment by the oꝛzdinance 
which was by chaunce ſhot from dei middle batteli trauers the 
fieide. Huftaphas percepuing it, and being vexy deſirous to aboliſh 
olde ignominp, very ſharply v2ged the. being once diſoꝛdered, and 
b2inging in hits troupes by wedges; bzake thozongh, oucrranns 
and beate them downe, and being notozious ail the battell ouer 
foꝛ his voice and arino ur adhoꝛted the A un, to thinke that they 
muſt now tecouer eyther by paſſing pꝛoweſſe, oꝛ honoꝛable death 
their auntient martiall honoꝛ, the whiche they had latelp loſte at 
the battell of 4/epo. Alſo at the ſame time I omamle) hauyng bꝛo⸗ 
ken thꝛaugh the middle battell o the hoꝛſmen, was cone vnto the 
fotmen, and as he was a migbtie man both in body and ſtrength, 
did many notable actes with his ſemitarre: and allo the A r4%44ns 
encioſed tbe outer wings of the Tur les, and fozced them in many 
placcs to fight with double frant: when S aduaunted fo2 ward 
his eſquadꝛon of fotemen, the whych was hys onelp and aTured 
helpe in this extreamitie. whoſe charge neyther conlde the ficrce 
and barded hozſes, noꝛ the vidoꝛs men abide: foz part of t is ſoul- 
diours being harquebuſierz, did much mikchirfe when they were 
impaled with pikes, whoſe immoneable fs2ce beyng clofcd togy- 
ther into the array of one body, bare downe all that they encovn- 
— Het they fought with variable encnt on both ſides, from the 
ourth boure of the day, vnttil Sunne ſette, neyther was there as 
ny part of the armies, which fuffcred not ſundzp altcrations,fo:s 
tune being now p2oſperous,t then aduerſe : fo2 both the vanqui- 
ſhed, z the vieo2s being made mad with mutuall and iinplacable 
rage, fought with obſtinate harts: the uche, diſdaining that 
the nicta2y ſhold be taken from them by thoſe men of whome they 
had ſlaine ſamany. but the Te, chafing that they whome they 


bad hefoꝛe vanquiſhed in two hattells, did ſo log time refiſt them: 
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in ſo much, that pet the tanguiſhing armes, and the bodies wen 


rpcd and tyꝛed with woundes, which were held vp by only w2ath: 
and pertinacie of heart, micht ſeetne'would haue bin able to haue 
continued an other dap in murdering, if that the very nighte had. 
nat'bzought an einde vnto fo great a laughter. 1 
' Tomunbry, Who no doubt was vanquiſhed, diſtruſting the en- 


tier [offs of the fielde, ffrlk coinmandedthe retreate to be founded, 


that his men,whs now could not matche the eſquadzon, myghte 
ſemenot to haue bene beafen back, but ledde backe: The which 
thing he thou tht was of very great moment to eſtabliſh the harts 
of his ſouldioꝛs, and alſo to reteyn his owne authozitre : foꝛ that 
ſame dame Fortune, who had decepned his fir hope, did ſemets 

2omile vnto him, (who hoped, as me in mileriedo)fo2 better lot, 
pꝛoſperous euents of things, if that his heart quayled not, and 
be ſauyng that power whiche was pet lefte, woulde repatre the 
warres . The battell being bzoken off, by the commpng of the 
night, the 7:--k-s who were vico2s, and had galned the oꝛdinance 
and tentes of the enimies, purſued vn till it was late nights, the 
Mamaluches that marched to Carre almoſt in fleeing manner. 

In the flight were taken Bad, who could make no ſpeede, 
by reaſon of his greudus wounds, and with him 31. v, Who had 
one of his knees bꝛoken with the ſhotte of a falcon, whiche dyd 


alſo kill his hoꝛſe. The next dap Selyn commaunded both of them 


to be llayne, either bycauſe they toulde not be healed, oꝛ foz that it 
was decent, that he mpght with ſs wozthie ſacrifices appeaſe ths 
ſpirite of be, foꝛ whom he ſingulariy lamented. Although: 
the Tarls had nobly vanquiſhed, vet was their power vehemently 
decayed, yea through theſe foꝛztunate battells. The fourth parte 


ok them was quite ſpent with ſickn eile and woundes: and alſo a 


great number ok their ha2ffes were b2zought weake, thꝛough the 
toyle of the long fourney, and ſpecially by the weartnelfe of this 
day. Fo2 the which cauſes, geh was conſtrained to remit ſomes 
what of his olde manner in haſting : fo2 he knewe not as pet the 


myndes and deuotion of the Aegiptians that inhabited Co, ney⸗ 


ther did he yet vnderſtande by fame, in what place ahi ſo⸗ 


tozyed, and what he intended to do. But befaze he had maturely 
and 
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and diligently learned out all theſe things, her in no caſe minded 
to commit the ſafety of his owne perſon, and of his whole armpe 
vnto the innumerable Citizens, x the greateſt Citie of the whole 
wozlde. Wherefoze ſtaying foure dayes in his olde Campe at 
R hodania, he cauſed the wounded to be cured, and the bodies of hyg 
ſlaine ſouldioꝛs to be buryed in the ground,but lefte the carkaſſes 
of the enimies to be toꝛne into peeces by byꝛdes and beaſtes. Ind 
then her diſlodged, and marching towarde Carre , enc mped in a 
plaine betwærne olde Care and lac, fo the Citie of Carre ts diuts 
ded into th2e townes : olde Carre, new Carre, and Bulac/) that tyep 
might be the moze commodiouſly ſerued of water,

R the meane tyme 7-m«mbey bepng nothyng bꝛoken 
with ſo many and ſo lamentable vnfo2tunate fucceſ- 

— 2 ſes of things, but gathering togyther the amaluches 
= 7) from all partes, had pitched his campe in a commodt- 
2 lous place betweene newe Carre,and the riuer of N, 
had armed an eight thouſande Aethiepian bondmen, the whyche 
kind of ine he had not vſed befo2e by reaſon of the memozie of an 
olde rebellion. Moꝛeouer, he opening the olde armoury, had deli⸗ 
nered armour and weapons vnto the ſonnes of th: MHamaluches, 
and the Moores their retepners, the /ewes,and the Arabians,4 with 


alldiligence had pꝛepared greater and moze cruell wars againſt 


the 7:rkes, than he had made befoꝛe. But afterwarde when his de⸗ 
uiſe to giue a camiſado vnto the 7«-4:/be campe, had bene diſclo⸗ 
ſed vnto the Tarles, who beyng pꝛepared therefo2e, had with loſſe 
repelledhis foꝛemoſte rankes : he by the adhoꝛtation of all hys 
captains entred the citie of Carre, fo? Þ 27amaluches be ing vanqui- 
ſhed in all battells, thought that they muſte take another way in 
adminiſtring the warres, and therefoꝛe counſelled him to ſtreng⸗ 
then the Citte, by placing his army in guarde in the moſt commo- 
dious places thereof, and to impeache the enimp from entring the 
towne : foz in this lamentable tate, ſæing that they muſt nerdes 

. fight 
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fight fo) their honfes, wines 4 ehildzen, they thought it honozable 
E co2reſpodent to the gloꝛy of their antient vala2, to dye fighting 
in the ſight of them, + befoze the doꝛes of their houſes. So cuery 


hoꝛſeman, oꝛ AMamaluch, going to his owne houſe, farniſhed all 


his houſhould, and the toppe of his houſe mith all kinde of wea⸗ 
pons, and euerye one ſuppliauntlye deſired the egy; cans of hys 
ſtreate and warde, that they woulde take armes againſt the com- 
mon and cruell enimies, noꝛ ſuffer them ſelues to be llayne, ana 
their wines and childꝛen to bee carried away foꝛ ſlaues: foꝛ if the 
*ſauage and moſte couctous enimy ſhould win the victozy, (which 
God foꝛbidde ) they woulde not ſpare, no not them, yea though 
they woulde veare them ſelnes indifferent, and healpe neyther 
the one parte noꝛ the other, bycauſe that viaoꝛy being fraught ful 
of licentiouſneſle and inſolentie, will knowe no man, but hym, 
that withaut ſtaggering and doubting what to do, did helpe with 


godes and hand the foꝛtune of their parte, while that the warres. 


were of vncertaine event . Moſte of the richer loꝛte of the A e- 
giotiuns, as they did fo2cſee that the alteration of the ſtate and of 
the Empire, would be verp hartefal, and bꝛing greate lofſe and 
hinderaunce vnto their traffique and wealth: ſo in deuotion and 
healpe they failed not vnto the u,. Contrariwiſe moſte of 
the meane ſoꝛte of the Citizens, and a mightpe multitude of the 
woꝛſer, who being voide of danger, do always gainby other mens 
loſſes, remembzing all the villanſes and extreame oppꝛeſfions 
that they hadde ſuffered almoſte thꝛer hundꝛeth yeares vnder the 
Mamabches in wailefull and wꝛetched ſlauery, kept themſelues 
within the dozes, waiting koꝛ the euent of the ſupꝛeame fight, 
and reiopt d in their lues, that not without the care of almigh» 


ty Sod a tune had come, when their wicked and outragious loꝛds 
Hold be puniſhed foꝛ ſo many heynous faas, vea and the reuenge 


ſhold be ſought by the bloud of ſtrangers: whereby it wold come 
to paſſe, that thep ſhold anone fr Up ſatiſfy their eyes with a moit 
deſired and wiſhed ſpectacle and ſight. In the meane tyme Ten- 
bey with mot? tntentife laboz and trauell, fo2tified the gates, and 
all the wapes into the Citte, appointed Capitaines ouer euerpe 
ſtreate. made adhoztatozie oꝛations in cuerp court, macket place, 
and alſemble of people: ſuffered not any light loptering to be v⸗ 

. {ed 
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ſed in the wozks, andfinally, (whiche is thought to be the moſte 
bardeft thing in calamitie,and danger) ſhewed a ſurpaſſing great 
hope, anda renued and ſingular valoz in his vnappalled face ana 
conntenaunce . But the u maluches duer and aboue ncceſſitie, 
(the whiche doe vſe in extremitics to enkindle and to make mad 
and deſperate, yta the very cowards) being ſtirred vp by emula⸗ 
tion, did ſpeedily and couragioully execute the duties and offices 
of Taptaincs, fo2 cucry one of them, as his witte inuention end 
induſtrie did bear made ditches croſſe the molt notoztons ſtrcats, 
and alſo laid mighty greate pœces of timber onertbwart them: o⸗ 
ther did ſet in pꝛiuie pits, holes, and ditches very ſharpe ſtakes, 
vppon whom the enimies vnwakily falling might be gozed other 
furniſhcd with gunnes accoꝛdin; to their ſtoꝛe, the windows and 
houſes that {fwd in the turning of the ſtretes, d wer much freque- 
ted. Al which things were don with fo great celeritie, y no man 
no noty ioplieſt felow of all the 2ramaluchs, made curteſie to take 
the ſpade,o2 to do any ſernile 02 foule wozk: ſo | p all tbings ſeeme d 
not to haue bin deuiſed bekoze they were don x finiſhed. Although 
the citie being very great x very old, was encloſed with no walls, 
pet there were gates,+ but certain ways into it, of whom the one 
with direc and verp bꝛoade wap oꝛ ftrete did lead from the Caſt 
gate vnto the Caſtell. and into the middes of the Citie. The reſt᷑ 
of the ways into the C itie had very narrow pathes, and ill fano- 
red ſtreates, in whome the oꝛdinaunte could not be well. and apt- 
iy dzawen, neyther coulde aranged battells ſafely ioyne togither. 
Into this place and wap had Tonumbe) chiefly bought a power, 
bycauſe he vnderſtod that of neccſſitie the cnimic muſt bꝛeake in 
at that place by reaſon of the wydeneſſe of the ſtreats, but the o⸗ 
ther quarters of the citie farther off, he kept withſmall gards:but 
the inner and middle parts of the citie, where the caſtel ſtod: were 


guarded with a ver: ftrong part of his power, p they being very 
1 intentine, might ſperdily run witheſuccoz to al places of the citie. 
r where the cry of the entmics,x the pcrili of their fellows did call 
n the,bicanſe that the citie being of al other the greteſt, could not be 
£ defended round about the outward c: paſſe with ſo ſmall power, 

$ namely wayes lying open into it in cucrp place. But when ge 


certenly knew that 7-#6cy was entred cure, and al the Alu- 
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didurs heartes burned fo2 defire of ſpoile, and being ready and de- 


mp places at once, but the Nu at the bzoader way: hoꝛſemen 
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ches gathering their ſtrength into one, wold try the vttermoſt fo!» 
tune of the wars, he admoued his hoſt mo2encare vnts the Citie, 
and adhoꝛted his ſouldiours to thinke that they muſt that day en- 
tierly vanquiſh, and quite deſtroy their euimies, whom they had 
ſo often ouertome, and to take a little paine moze, that thep might 
re te iue the rewardes of their fozincr labours and vicoz2ies : the 
which would be ſo many,and ſo greate;as they had befoze caueted 
with immoderate mindes : that there remained a few men wyth 
the fozſaken and naked king, who bycauſe they bevng attached 
with woundes and feare, were not able to abide the ficlde, had de⸗ 
cred to expect at home in the ſight and armes of their wines, and 
childꝛen, the ſupꝛeame and laſte caſte of wzetched life. That the 
A egiprians of their owne actoꝛde had ſent foꝛ him, foz they deadly 
hating the name of the m aluches, did moſte greedily erſpect their 
deſtruction, and did pꝛomiſe to fight from their houſes foꝛ to de⸗ 
ſtroye that pꝛogenie of moſte wicked and ſauage men. But pet 
notwithſtanding, that the very abſolute vicozy of the whole wars 
tonſiſted in the vtterly vanquiſhing of the remnauntes of the de⸗ 
'feated and thzougbly affrighted army: bycauſc they could not be 
accompted ouercome, that pet hoped, were vet in armes, and poſ» 
ſeſſed the ſiege of the Empire, and the greateſt Citie thercof, 
Therfoꝛe they ſhould think, that whereas their ſafety and glo2y, 
then alſo their whole ſtate and welfare did conſiſte in the euent of 
that dap. But that it woulde-be a thing almoſt of nought, and of 
no daunger, if that they woulde perſuade themſelues that they 
muſte needes vanquiſh in this newe kinde of fight, as they hadde 
vbaliauntly done befo2e vnder his conduc in all other. The ſoul⸗ 


duded into rankes, crſpected the ſię nall of the irruption: hen 
gelym entring the Citie at 2% el gate, ſent in his hoꝛſemen at ma- 


met with hoꝛſmen, and attached a cruell fight in the turnings of 
ſtreats, and narrow lanes, but thefotemen dꝛawing fo2th their 
falcons and culuerings befoze them in their front, did flank with 
them all the ſtreats, along as they wente, making them naked of

| dily, foz'both the uA the 77 kes thrwed all their ſtrength, 
| and all their ſleights of warre, in this one daungerous fight, not 
[ being ignoꝛant that they fought in this laſt encounter fo2 life and 
1 Empire: ſ&ing that ſpoꝛting foztune did let indifferently befo:e 
them both ſupzeame rewardes fo2 the vinozs, and extreame pu⸗ 
niſhments fo2 the vanquiſhed. Uery greate ſlaughter was com- 
F . mitted at the munitions, by reaſon that the 74; vnwarcly run⸗ 
ning into the blinde and p2iute ditches, pits end holes fell downe 
into them by heapes, one vpon another, the hinder moll th:uſting 
| them fozwarde that were befoze : and other were goꝛed en the 
q tharpe ſtakes. The Mameluches their wincs and childzen did with 
manlike hardineſſe hurle and tumble down tiles aud great ſtones 
on them that were beneath. On the other ſde, the 74: woulde 


. windowes, and on the houſes, and bꝛeake open the dwzes where 
| they ſaw any hurtefull thing hurled downe, and fight wpthin the 
F bouſes wpth diners eucnt. Alſo the guns beholding the foz- 
* tune nob of the one ſide, and then of the other, did with diucrs Te» 
2: notion take fo2 enimies and allaile them both, that vnto whether 
of them lot would gine the vico2y, thep might fe me alſo to haue 
| greately aided that partte. Many encounters were attached in 
c diuers quarters at once, as they ranne into diners ffreates, yea 
* and in ſundꝛy partes of one ſtreate, now this company, now that 
is. lighted vpon new troups of the enimics, 4 they that v2ged the vi⸗ 
«92s in the front, were often intercluded by the enimtes, were 
deafen down behind. The ways, and the fpace that were left be⸗ 
tween houſe and houſe, were (an hozrible thing to bchold, ) ſo wet 
of the goꝛe bloude that ranne oute of the laine men that lape en 
heapes t uerp ſote, that the raiſed duſt, whyche at the beginn ing 
was very thicke, was nowe quite layd. Pet ncuertheleſſe the aire 
was darkened wyth the ſmoke and miſte of the gunnes , and the 


wyth their harque duſſes fetche ſuche off as they coulde ſie in the 
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clondes of arrowes, and fo greate was the crie of the ſouldſonrs, 
the claſhing of the weapons, the thundering of the ozdinaunce, 
that the earth ſeemed to tremble and quake, and the houſes to bee 
to2ne into peeces. They fought continually two days, and ſo my 
ny nights with doubtfull koꝛtune: but pet fo that the 17emalucres 
who being kewe in number, © were not able to ſuſtain the labour 
and watching, had withdzawen themſelues by giuing backe by 
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” fozmoſt manitions, The third dap when the A maluches were in 
the verp pitch of the perill of all their whole fate, and all that euer 
they had (which thing is wont to augment the ſupꝛeme enterpꝛi⸗ 

| . ſes, endenoursand hartes of all men) they renued the fight wyth 

f ſuch ſurpaſſing valoꝛ, t hat they dzone the 7 a great wap backe 

f and intercepted certaine of their falcons. Which chaunce, they 

| ſaye, made gehn to diſpalre of the vicozy, and then he commauns 

; ded the houſes to be ſet on fire in all places, he being alſo impel⸗ 

; led vnto that heinous and crucll pzoclamation almoſte by tuſte 

; w2ath conceyued againſt the Tegiptians, bycauſe that a little be⸗ 

foze /anwba/a had bin greuonfly wounded in the heade in Selyms 
fight with a ſtone thꝛowen out at a wind9we. Now were the hou- 

ſes light on fire, now was heard the houling of the weeping and 
| . ſapplianntly entreating Aecg/precs, and neu the Te fightpng 

ſomewhat fatntly,erpectcd that the retraite ſhoulde be ſounded : 
when ſ&, newes was bꝛought by many men at once, that in ano- 

FF ther quarter the Atmaluches being beaten from their ground, and 

« defeated by v2ging att, had repoſed their laſte refage in 

running away : ko: M «;Tapi:4s thꝛ ough the intimation of certaine 
Aegiptians, and fugitiue 374m«lches, had come vnto a very large 
ſtreate, where the 211--4/::che; had ſette their hoꝛſes ready bꝛidled 
and ſadled : that if any ill chaunce happened, they might haue re. 
courſe thither,and taking their hozfes, flee vnto thoſe nexte pla» 
ces whither they had determined to go. He got all thoſe hoꝛſes and 

1 ledde them awape, hauing chaſed their gnarde, the which, as in a 

1 parte of the Citie, that they did nothing ſuſpect, was very weake, 

15 conſiſting wholy of bopes, and hoꝛſe keepers. This thing (as it 

commonly happeneth in waighty and vnloked foꝛ chaunces)

their backs. Many haſting vnto Ni with 7-mumbey, who had 
in vaine tried all artes of valiaunty, wiſedo me and deuiſe, that 
be might not be vanquiſhed in this batte il, paſſing ouer the riutr 
by boate, wente into the region cf geteckica. Another multitude 
hidde themſelues in the houſes of the Aeg tian, and in mole 
ſhameful luxking dennes. But abouc a thouſande and fine hun⸗ 
dꝛeth of the valiaunteſt of the »/amals:ches fltdde vnto the grea⸗ 
teſt Temple in alt the Citie, where after that they hadde long 
time defended them ſtlues, as oute ofa Caſtell, bytauſe they 
weulde not yelde but vppon honourable cenditions: at the 
taffe bepng vanquiſhed by thirſte, wearincſſe, wour des , and 
oꝛdinaunte, they ye@lded themſelues vnto the will and plea⸗ 
ſure of the vicoz . A part of them were flaine pꝛeſentlye befoze 
the Churche by the angrye Souldiours: Seh winking theres 
at, and parte were certaine dayes after caried downe the Riner 
to Alexandria. When the vico2y enclined, h ſent two bands 
to put out the fircs, and alſo ſending aboute cryers th2oughout al 
the Citie, cauſed p2zoclamation to te mode, that all the /m- 
luches that would come in, and yelde them felues, within twelne 
houres ſhould haue no hurt, but all found after that time, ſhould. 
die fo it, andalſo that he woulde giue rewardes vnto all thoſe 
Aegiptians that woulde diſcloſe the A ameluches that lurked, and 
contrartwiſe incontinentiy ſticke them that had hidden any: and 
ſelling their wines and ebild2en, burne their houfes. Uppon the 
bꝛute of this pꝛotlamation a great number of them came abꝛoad, 
who were fkraightway put in pꝛens and alſo afterward all moffe 
cruetly flain in pꝛiſon foꝛ that they were ſaid to haue pꝛadiſed an 
eſcape But dincrs that weld not violate the rights of friendſhip 
and faith by bewꝛaying their freds, being accuſed by their neigh⸗ 
bo2s, ſuffred loſſe of life, dying very tonſtantly foꝛ their friendes. 

Ifter this,the ſonidiozs bey ng made ficrce though the viaeꝛy, 
ſearched

ſearched all places, dꝛewe out all them that were hidden, and ſlew 
them, and alſo ſpoyled the ATegiptians their houſes , and lefte no- 
thing ſhut and art The very ſame dap Gaze: happened to 


come vnto Care, who had been ſent a litle befoze into hebe to lee 
up Arabiuns, and to hyze aides. Then he ſeeing the ſtate to bee 
quite euerted, and that hee was able to do no god, eyther by hand 
oꝛ counſell, came in with three Arabian Capitapnes, and many

Jn deve 
the Lo2de Lautrech, who had the ſupzeame gouernement, might 
fight with diſaduantage both then, alſo at al other tymes, when 
he wold : but it was the duty + part of a wiſe Generatl, neuer to 
pꝛouoke yp enimp,vnleſle he hauing befoze ſurely ſhifted the ent, 
might with firme reaſon auredlp pꝛomiſe himſelfe vndonbted 
vicozie.

ray of the enimies campe. The oꝛdinaunte as J ſaid, was oppoꝛ⸗ 
tunely placed in the front of the ditche, and the fotemen were 
calt into foure battallions,but yet ſo with equall front, that Al 
maines And 5pamards wer mingled together by coutſe. The captain 
of the Almiynes was George Frondecberg a notoiou man To2 hys 
michtfe body and ſtrength : the harquebuſters fandyng befoze 
the pikes occupted all the whole length of the front: when ?-/cars 
commanded bp as new and witty, as afterwarde happy deniſe, 
that they ſhould not ſette fire to their peeces befoze that they-had 
ſcene volagues diſchardge at his commanndement. But he willed

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So that wo oꝛder being repeated incefſantly, the fotemen of the 


enimpes myght be beaten down as it were wyth a continuall

ted not to Pe/car« his deniſe , Foz when the Swifzers app2oched, 
the y firſt ſhoting off their great o2dinace, as alſo the Emperials

| the diſaduantage of Þ place: Where all things were opoꝛtunelp 


adminiſtred by Peſcara, both wyth great quietneſſe, and alſo cele⸗ 
ritie, and he did ſodainely let flpe a ſtoꝛme of ſmall ſhotte, which 
did ſo much miſchiefe, that not onely the enſignes, but whole 
bandes fel downe at once: pet Albert himſelfe luſtily fcaling the 
rampire flewe vnto Frondesberg, whom he knewe, and callyng 
him by an oppꝛobꝛious name, did with a mightie arme thzuſt his 
pike into his fide, græuouſip wounding him: but Albert himſt lt 
was immediatly flaine, being ſtroken at from all partes round a⸗ 
bout. And alſo that bande of deſperate fellowes that ſacceded 
hym wyth franticke feaſe, were eaſily llaine by the Almaines 
and Spantardes from the vpper grounde. 

In this encounter A fenſe the Parques of Guaits, a ger⸗ 
ma to Peſcara, was woũded in the arme. But the reſt of the Swit- 
zers after thep had benea long time turmotled and troubled a- 
mong the heapes of the ſlain, and the piles of their pikes, turned 


their backes. Alſo at the (ame time Leſcune bzinging aboute hys 


ho2ſmen, doth giue a charge vpon the backes of the enimies, and 
paſſyng ouer two ditches doth bꝛeake into the Campe. A mbriſe 
Landriano the Captatne of the Dukes wing of hozfinen, is defea» 
ted and taken pꝛiſoner, the tentes are caſte downe, tbe hales of 
Antony le Lena, and the Carle of Termine, and their ſiluer plate fall 
to the ſhare of the lackeys and dꝛudges. There is a wounderfull 
great huriy burly raiſed thzonghout the whole Campe, feare at- 
tacheth not onely the Souldiours, but alſo the Captaines them- 
felues, vet Preſpere gets himſelf quickly ont of the feare of this ſo- 
daine channce, and ſetteth bis hozfnen caſte into troupes againſt 
the Krenchmen, derne, andthe Earle of cd iſa valtitiy helping 
him, MA 11993» de eu ranting thitherfo:molt of al. Now Leſcune 
fought vpon the byzidge with ſingular pꝛoweſle: which il de could

were beyonde the ditche, tourning themſelues on the ſide of the 
enimies, did with their often and thick ſhoting much cndamage 

the men of armes, and ſpecially their hozſcs, In the meane ſpace, 

the battel of the wetter: being defeated, the fotmen firſte crycd, « il 

Utctozte, vidozie: this moſt fopful'cryeb2ought from one ta ang» F 
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ther euent vnto the hindermolt rankes, the Frenchmens hartes 
incontinently quailed: but the courage of the Emperialls encrea⸗ 
ſed : Leſcune windeth himſelle out of the fight, and wyth ſingular 
conlkancie(although he had loſte many of his hozſcmen) recoue- 
reth his bzother Lautrech, who when he (awe the laughter x flight 
of the Switzers,conltatly ſteode ſtul with his whole battell. But 
when ?:/car« ſaw the foꝛemoſte rankes diſozdered, and the fotmẽ 
turned into flight, entreated and beſought F/ endesberg as earneſt- 
ly, as he coulde faz his life, and adhozted the Almaines, that thep 
woulde purſue the fleing and beate the backes of the diſcomfited, 
take reuenge of the nation that was the moſte deadly enimpe of 
the Alm unes, and finally without any danger, winne an entier 
victozy. But when he coulde not obteine this of them, who of 
tnſolent tontumacie waulde not obep, and with terrible mutte⸗ 
ring requeſted to haue treble pap:he foꝛ to enkindle them by ex⸗ 
ample, ſent fo:th tha bandes of he fotemen, But bycauſe 
they ran foꝛth ſcattered neyther wolde the £/m/n; folow them, 
they lerſing Guinea, a valiant pety Captaine, were almoſte enclo- 
ſed, partly by the Switzers that dꝛew backe the ozdinaunce, and 
partly by /n de Mellici, who running trauerſe the field, guarded 
the backes of the departing Switzers wpth a ſtrong troupe of 
fotemen and hozſemen: yet the Emperiall hoz\men, when Prefers 
cominaunded them, and P/ cr requeſted them with angry couns 
tenance to make haſt, purſued them and then Ared:c boldly tur- 
ning his troupes vpon them the hoꝛſemen ſkirmtſhed togyther 
aboue two houres, foz both the French and Venetian light hoꝛſmẽ 
reaaſred from al parts vnto Atedices fanderds. But at the begin⸗ 
ninxof the battell when the Switzers were ouerth2own, almoſt 
all the Venetian power went away with 7beodoro de 7152s thett 
Captain, neuer once attempting to fight. There periſhed of the 
Switzers what in the fight, and afterwardeof their woundes, a⸗ 
bout-th2e-thoulande :among whom nexte to Allert petra, Ar- 
polde of /nderwaldey did jmoſte excell foꝛ authozitie and valtaunt 
courage. But there wereflaine of the Frenchmen .unſieurs de 
Moelans, and Ghiſci, and two noble pong gentlemen 2» #4nfeur de 
Aontfers,and de Turnen. But of the Empertalls Peter Carte of c. li- 
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E, of the houſe cf Cardona, Peſcara his mothers bꝛother, deing ſhotte 
into the eye as he plucked vp hys bener, with the guarel of a croſ« 
bow, wherof there was but one in the whole ſteld The nerte day 
after when the  Empertals purſued the frenchmen, they diſolucd 
al thetr army, ö Switzers wet home, the Venetian repaired vnto 
Breſſa, Ieſcune & Medici to Cremona, 3:220lo with the reſt of the hoꝛſ⸗ 
men to Z di, and Eautrech the baſtard and Palice into France. Then 
the Emperials folowing the vidoꝛpe, wan d, Cremona x finally 


all the dutehp, except the Caſfells of 14447, Cremona, and Nusara; 


and then alſo ſacked the rich Citie of Cena.

- when they heard of the appꝛoch of Fran⸗ 
ces the frech king with a puiſſaunt po» 
wer, they ſperditve bzake vp the ſiege, 
and haſted into /:4/» : whome the king 
5 fo faſt, that the Einperials were no ſoncr entred the Et: 
tie of Milan, but that he was alſo at the gate, and'toke the citre, 
the Emperialls koꝛſaking it, and fleing with al their armp vuta 
the Citie of 2-4y: but that they Had befoꝛe placed AÆnteon de Tena 
in the citte of P., with all their Lanſquencts (being fine thou- 
ſand) and flue hundzeth Sanur des fotmen, two cozncts of hoꝛſe- 
men The king not taping at al at nn but only lcauing the . 
rremauille with a power to beſiege pᷣ̊ taſtel) marched incotinitip to 


Patty Ecamethither i 28. of Oauob. ) which be beſieged lalig, — 
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Charles the duke of 3759» (Who had reuolted lately vnto the Env 
pero, and had then the gonernment of the Emperial armie in the 
duchie of Aran) went into Germanie, t bꝛought from thence 6 eorge 
Frindeiberg, with twentie bands of Lanſquenetz, and Nich, las the 
erle of galme with two thouſand hozfmen, and Ferdin ende the Arch 
duke of ATuſtrich, ſent v. C. hoꝛſemen, and ſire thonſand Lanſque⸗ 
nets, As ſone as all theſe Limyws were arriued at Led, the Em⸗ 
periall power did ſet fozth agaynſt the French king at the earnelt 
per uaſton of the Parques of Peſcara, who wan both 2 the vices 


roy of veples, (who being fearefull of leeſpng his pzoper pꝛouince, 
would haue gone vnto ves with the hoꝛſemen, and namely the 


Neapoliouns, and all the light armed fotemen of the 11m»; and 
Spanrardes,to defende the kingdome of N les, againft the Duke of 
Albanie, whome the French king had ſent with ten thouſand men 
to inuade Nayles, in the whiche enterpꝛiſe he alſo ſhoulde be ayded 


by the Pope) to turne and to bend al their foꝛce againſt the French 


king:+ alſo had gotte the Y ν,s to go fo2th to fight, which they 
at the firit refuſed foꝛ long lacke of pay. So theyꝛ armie being mu⸗ 
ſtered wherin were founde (ſapth Franc, Guicciardiue) ſeuen hun⸗ 
dꝛed men of armes, and ſo mand light hoꝛſemen, and one thouſand 
Italias hozſemen, and aboue ſirtene thouſande fotemen,parte 5p<- 
niar des, and part Almayns: (but Ju [emeth to inſinuate a grea⸗ 
ter number:) they departed from Zed the fiuc and twentith day of 
January, and marched towards the French king, taking the town 
of ſaint Angelo by the wav, that they might foꝛrage and be viau- 
alled freely without interception. The King vnderſtanding of the 
winning of ſaint Angel, remoued from the weſt part of the town 
into the camp of ce. gneur de l= Palice, who lay on the eaſt ſide cloſe 
vnto the wal of berg park. He alſo made ſtrong munitiõs from the 
wal of the Parke cuen vnto the riuer of 7e/ and beating down 
a part of the Park will in thꝛee places he made th:& waves, as it 
were thꝛer mightie gates v his hoꝛſmen, who did almoſt al of them 
lodge in the parke on the left hande cloſe vnto the wod ſide, might 
ſpeedily at all times helpe the fotmen, and alſo the ſtation, that te 
King had lefte on the welt ſide of the Towne . But after that the 
Emperiall power was encamped neare vnto the Frenche, there 
was 
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was many a ſharpe fkirmiſhe attached, and alſo Zey«tnceTantly 
ſaltped out of tte citte : in one of theſe ſkumiſhes, o moꝛe truly 
after one of them, (when that be ſhewed mute the Iod 6-»=ec the 
Admiral of France, the place and maner of his foztunate (kirouſh) 
lobn de Xredics was ſhotte into the leg dut ol a lowe cottage, andi 
greeuoufly hurt, that as deſparring of life: be obtained of the king 
to be caried down the riner vnts lacen⁊ with the-incomparable 
intommoditie no doubt of the Frenchmen:fo2 he was ſo conragi? 
ous, vigilant, and expert a Capitaine. that there was no ſoulkdio; 
ſo verye a cowarde and faint harted, that wonlde nat cherrefuiiy 
folowe his enũgnes.and would not dere to be feene in the neld: 
with hym. Alla about the ſame time (aa thuugh that fb2tune be- 
ing ſoze diſpleaſed wyth the Frenchmen would bing all incour: 
modittes vppan them in one dape, the bandes of the G, (who 
were fire thouſand)being renoked by dameſticall warres began 
ſodaineip to aduance their : enſignes e ta departe horye:foz lamet 
de nt, il. neſſe afterwarde created Marques of 284541142» dad 
at the commaundement of Fun Hern, and the earnelt requeſts 
of Peſcara inuaded the n vpon a ſodaine, and wonne the town 
and taſtell of cliuenna, and thereby bzought greate terro2 vnto all 
the whole nation. The which daunger keing certiſted by the ma⸗ 
giſtrats vnto the Gren that were in the french tampe they coulu 
not be cauſed to tarp by anyentreatie, aithough they weteoffered 
double wages: t᷑ which did augment the incõmoditie alſo, diners 
enſignes alſo of thoſe Switzers that were their confederates fo⸗ 
lowed them, although that Marſhall cue openlp reuiled with 
repꝛoches of anarice x perfidiouſnes their Colonell. Then when 
that be obſtinately pcrſiſted in his purpoſe tobe gone, chatenged 
him vnto the combat. Nowe had the armies lyen many taps als 
molk cloſe one vats an other with fo nere front, (a thing that had 
neuer happened in our age)that it was wonder that the ſouldioꝛs 
would ſo long abide the incommodittes either of perpetualtlaboz 
82 molt harde winter and woulde ererriſe their bodies with cons 
linnall watchings andſkirmithes:neqtheri thing ſeldame ſerne, 
although all things in all partes were beaten with the great oꝛdi⸗ 
nance, yet would thep not topne in * 2 inclining, ney» 
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ther to the one ſide no the sther. Bat hope of guerdon and pꝛaiſe, 
the noble ſtirrers vp of mes harts and feare of diſhonoz, which is 
a very ſharpe pzicke,yea vnto daſtards, did wonderfully ſuſteine 
and holde them vp, who-contended with eguall power, as though 
they muſt vanquilh not by fozce, but hy ſuſterance: fo2 the french 


being of an bigh minde, thought it foz his diguitie rather to 
r all bardneſſe, than not to maintatne the fame of egregious 
canſtancie, tte which vertue ſeemed to de ſtraunge to the French 
mens nature: fo2 as thep dadde gotten all the victoztes of fozmer 
times, rather by hot courage, and wilt feaſe, than long perfeue- 
raunte: e in derde they being tired by the long lingering of the 
Empertall Captaines, and bzokenby tedionſnes of long warres, 
had loſt thename of theiraunttent glozy. He alſo knewe that the 
befteged were diſtrelled wyth inere dihle penurie almoſte & all 


things, and namely ot wine, the which by long cuſtome and vilage 


is the thing that holds vp þ bodies of the Almaunt makes them 
cheareraliand couragions to fight., he alſo vnderſtode that thoſe 
me which had arrined latety out of Germany, tails the. , 
ir«l1ens,could not be log kept togither without wages, ſcing that 
the moneth was now almoſt ont, the which they had promiſed at 
Pe ſcara his entrtatp to ferue without money: finally ſeing that bis 
eampe was fc:tificd in all places with fo greate rampires 4 mit» 
nit ions, be did not thinke that the enimws were ſo muche ta be 
fearcd , that he aught to leaue his enterpꝛiſe with ignominie: ſe⸗ 


ing that they which had pzondly come with ſo grrate feaſe + vio» 


tence, + boafting, to aſſault his campe, femed by diHono2able ly⸗ 
ing befo2e it xx.days with fruſtrate attept, to haue ſpent not only 
their bin uals, pꝛouiſion, and mony, but alſo that terrible fame of 
fierfneWe.Yet neuerthele ile not being ignoꝛant hom mund bis po⸗ 
wer was diminiſhed, he very earneſtlye endeuoured to augment 
bis army with newe ſupplies: pet doeth Suicciurdin Wꝛite, that hee 
bad in his campen o. men of armes, 100. Swilzers, © lo many 
Lanſauenetz. ; french fotmen, 6.0 / talians, — that 
th the kr ud of the captains + the negligence officers, 
2 rof the win wabfar lefe Wi hr papd wages foz.

What ſaide 
Pal:ce,d0.nvt our ſharpe witted en(mids moſt manifeſtly ſ@, that 
by nap and tariance our power'grometh Uronger and ſtronger, 


and contrariwiſe that theirs is greatly leſſened, and alſo theirde- 


uiſes and cndeuours doware weake and will be turned into an 
vncertainty, ſeeing that within theſe te we dayes, their mony and 
vicuals, pꝛouiſian, and the god willes and aides of all men will 
quite and vtterly faite them: Al things ſurel, if we ptap the wife 
men, Wil ſpeatty fall out foztunate foz vs, and aduerſe foz them: 
ſo that we get vs out of this pounde, and encampe our ſelnes at 
large at 3-»4/ce, that the battell being auoided, we may by tonti⸗ 
nualt lingering fruſtrate the rage and violent feaſe of theſe wilde 
beaſtes, thereby to obtaineaſured viaszy : fo: the A lmaine: (vn- 
teſle J be detepued) will alone as euer they come out of Pave, 
demaunde their due wages of the nedy Captaines, as pe men

Foz it did 
appeare that he had bin adduecd, notby-fome douhtful, but a moſt 
certapne reaſon foꝝ to foꝛſake hys olde wonte, and hys naturall 
tudgement:fith that he had befo2e time deferued the name rather 
of an eſfeduall and vatiant, than a tingering voudtfu}, and war y 
Captaine. And alſo vnto this effc& (which ſa mid to be ſente out 
of Clemente the Popes moutb)did Albert Pro Erle of cmi the kings 
Ambaſſadour, w2ite vnto dim from me, and very diligently and 
earneftip admoniched and connſclted him to ſhun the hazard of v⸗ 
niuerfall fight by remoning his campe backe vnto Bt: by⸗ 
cauſe it ſeemed that the fraſe and violence of the freche and ficree 
Alnan entmic was not to be bꝛoken by fo2ce, but by timely and 
commodtous ſtaying and lingering. This alfo very wel liked Ne- 
nee of Save) the kings vncle, who, as one hofull fo2 the kings ſafe? 
tie, bad condemned al hazarde of battell. But one abone atothcr 
3:onnacer the Idmirall, who had tb2ough his fine wit, great arte, 
vigitancte, and ſeruiſableneTe, gotte n hym a moſt fure and firme 
plate of fauour with the king, ſpake againſt them that counſelled 
the bzeaking vp ol the ſiege, in company modeſtly, but in pꝛiuate 
and wtthdzawen talke, when her was alone with the king. very 
vehemently. What (fatth be) Mall a King of ſo paſſing courage.

blunted: What and hath nat that noble oꝛder of fight, wherein of 
late Palice moſt ſurmounted, now warcd th2ough colde in him by 
encroching age: It ts fo in very derde: in ſo much that me thought 
be plaieth to dape the very fond man in counſciling that thyng 
vide man like, wherein he himſeifc was neuer god, no: doth not 


nowe lende vs the helpe of 3 which we do to day

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neede and he hath bin always want to vie; and now nay alſo td 
ſely therein excell among the fonteſt;''But as fo2 Theme, it ts 
merte that he folow the inclination of his age, nature and diſpoſt- 
tion:ſeyng that he had rather by ſuſpedvng. doubtyng and pꝛouy⸗ 
dyng that euery thyng, whych is far of, tali not, warely to ſaue 
himſelfe and pour ropall army, than by fghtyng valyauntip, and 
byentryng into the chaunces of wars with not moſk certaine and 
inkallible euent, ſceke fo2 and get, yea almoſt an aſſured vidoꝛpe. 
What then doth empeach, but that I may ſet agaiuſt theſe woꝛne 
olde men fie hundꝛeth others. that haue fo} valo2 of conrageant* 
their noble aces deſerued the name of captains Generall: whoſe 
noble harts fear neuer entred, foꝛ it is Þ vſage x maner of French 


men to vanquiſh famouſly, when their king is pꝛeſent, doth giae 


them the ſignall of batteil, doth encourage them, and fight hym⸗ 
ſelf, as we haue learned to fight valiantly x foztunatelp at 7 «ro, 
vnder the conduc of king Charles, at A dda under king Lewes, and 


vnder pour Maieſtie, with ſo great conumedation at en? Surez 


ly we are not the ſame men that we hauealwayes bene, that is, 
vallant x deſirous ot honour, if we ds once thinke that we 8ught 
to feare leaſt theſe mighty high rampires, e theſe ſtrongly entren- 
ched campes, may be expugned and ſcaled one night as it wer by 
theaes and cut thꝛoate robbcrs. But foz Gods ſake lette not this 
difmatall of a fewe bloudleſſe men, redounde vnto the ignominte 
of the 5w:c2ers and Aim uaes that ſerue pour highneſſe, andthe 
old hozſemen, who whereas they do vtterlp deſpiſe andcontemne 
pca in an indifferent field, this armie ofthe enimies leuied vp by 
fodepne and haſty muſters,and choyſe,and byzed foꝛ (mal wages, 
do aiſs repoſe in the foꝛtune : name of your roial perſon, who jay» 
ing apart Maieſtie, will fight moſt valiantly of all other, the mo- 
ment of moſt affared vidoꝛzie. But although the king being ſul⸗ 
pended with a very ſharpe care, did very diligrntly weigh in e⸗ 
quall ballance the wo2des of his Captaynes , pet foꝛtune incli- 
ning, he followed thoſe counſels which ſeemed minolt hononrable, 
and molt meete foꝛ his hie heart. But this habite of heartes was 


among Thempertals, that not only euerp Captaiue, but alſo eue⸗ 


rye to nmon — did th:ake that the vidoꝛie was certainely 
thcirs, 
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theirs, if that thep coude fopne in battell with the king, by anye 
indiFerent means, befo2e that he got him thence. On the — 
only occaſion of fight, among other, Peſtars was ſo veh og > 

bent, tdat whileſt he with incredtdle patience and deſire, did both 
vape andnight vie we and ſarney all thinges: i is repozted that 
be withyzewe from nature the deſires and netellaries of mente, 
and flepe, to the græuous hurt of his health . But lithence it 
was apparant that the Kings Munttions coulde not be wonne, 
but with doubtfull event, and aTurcd loſſe of ſouldiours: be de- 
Yenuined to enter into the Parke by bꝛeaking open the wall, that 
fetching a little compaſe about, be might tome to tabelle, the 
Naim tn] fingular pleaſure, very conimodions fo? Haw 
f „Tanding almoſt in the mid of the Parke, the 
bi fi dich is firtene —— about. In that place the Ring remouing 
from om his olde lodging, dad placed his hozfemen, and bad left there 
& greatcompany of martbants, and ſtraglers, and men of peace. 
Nowe'lwas ?c/7«-« defitous to take this place ſpetiallpe, fo2 two 
cauſes: foz if he coulde without enpechement of the entmie get 
Arrabetts; (the whiche thing was firft purpoſcd in this iourney) 
then he manifeffiy ſawe that with his ſurpaſing pꝛayſe, and the 
tnfamic of the French men, Leue were deliuered from ficge, and 
alſo the euimies were vtterip ercluded from the ¶ itie of 237:/axc : 

But if the King fo fmpeache that iourney, would nothing doubt 
to iffue out of the munition of his campe foz to fight, then ability 
woulde be gyuen commodionfly to toyne in battaple wyth him: 
the which thing the Emperials did ſo greatly deſire wpth ardent 
heartes : and in very dede were fozted by neteſfitie to wyche and 
ſeke it, bycauſe they wanted money to pape the ſouldiours, and 
alſo nowe the hearts of their olde allies were not doudtfuſiy tur- 
ned bnto the French kyng. Alt thefe things as they were innen · 
tod and deutfed by aſkplfult and ſhavpe percing wpt, in Iyke ma⸗ 
ner did Peſtars declare vnto the taptaynes, deſtrybing enery thing 
wpth ſd great efficacie/and couragtonſneiſt, that he ſeemed tos re- 
lopte not in the vicozye ſureiy furneped, and founde out, but got⸗ 
— Ions Ind alſd Can. y and Dur box 2 greater 
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oz when that her pzoued all things by moſt weightie arguments 
and graue ſpeaches, bis credit and authoꝛity encreaſed ſo almoſte 
im meſurably, that it was vtterly voide of obtrectation and enute: 
(the which vice doth al wales burte flouriſhing vertue) and in ſo 
march that the chiefe captains did of their owne accozdes commit 
vnto bim the ſupꝛeme authozitie in wholp oꝛdering this matter, 
the which thing was almoſt moꝛe gloꝛious vnto him, than after- 


warde to baue vanquiſhed as he that hauing often at other times 


tamed his enimies, yet had this one woꝛke only left him to ouer⸗ 
tome enup by vnwonted gloꝛp:and certes it (emeda mondet.that 
Laney. Who was yea ambitiauſly deſirous of hong2 and the bighelt 
autheꝛitie, and Bren, who had the chiefe charge of marttall af- 
faires, pꝛeferred him befoze themſelues, as the better wacrioz not 
only by ſecret, but alſo by fre and open iudgemẽt, foz ?:/cear« was 
at that time voide of all authozitieand honoz, becauſebe had be» 
foꝛe in the toznep to 1 fila gluen vp the office of gonerming the 
fotemen, vnto the Parqueſſe of 6ſt. his vncles ſonne and hen 
owne heire apparaunt. But he was ſo loſed of peculiar charge, 
that he alone almoſt adminiftred all things, and taking incredible 
toile bothe in vodye and minde, was ſtill among the fotemen, the 
bozſemen,. the vicuallers, the puruepoʒs, and o2dinaunce, e ton⸗ 
tinually viewing and ſetng that nothing were done ouer haſtily, 
negligently oꝛ vnſxilfully. So then the refolatfon being allowed 
of all the infertour Captaines,and the exploite taken vpon bym, 
Peſcara lent Arrio, one that had charge of hozſemen (pꝛomiſing 
him greate rewardes) vnto AÆtuteny Leua, to tell him that be hold 
incontinently ſally out of the Citie, when he ſhould haue intima⸗ 
tion thereof at the tyme appoynted by the hoting off of two 
mightie greate peeces of ozdinaunce. Neytber didde foꝛtune faile 


vnto rr: fo; he ſetting fo2th in the deade tine of the nyghte; 


came in fafely.with bis troupe (fetching a greate compaCe abou) 
pnto the backe gate of the toon, hauing detepued the Frenchmen 
that watched, by an h#ppp lye: fo2 when they aſked hym ſoz bys 
watch wozd, he faining himſelfe to be one of ee companies; 
(as he had alſo counterfeited their habite wyth a white crofe) 
made dis excuſe, that he could not tell the watch wozd becauſe — 


e 
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had bene two dayes out ot the Kings campe in a wave .. After v 


Feſcara had intelligence by a fire made out of the tap ot the taure, - 


that Arris was toꝛtunately enired the tomac: he con uu 
S$«l/ede to bzeake open the wall of the Parke, delinernig vnto hun 
to doe it withall, Rammes made after tie auncient foꝛme: and 
alſo pꝛon Crowes and Pickares. But he commaunded Z:wes 
Fiacampe, ayd ally & ercera, and d ueſes, to ſtandę wih their bands 
in ſeueral plates oucr right agamſt the munitions af the enmip, 
and make a noyſe all the night long wil their weapons and 
Dꝛummes, and bo putting them in feare, and p20ughing them, 


keepe them Til! occupied. But when ther had recepucd word that 


he was entred the Parke, they ſhoulde incontinentlyr followe 
with their bandes. He alſo willed ννα Aontano to ſtande 
not farre from the Parke wall vpon an high banke oucr right a- 
gainſt the blacke regiment of the L:niquenets, aud ſo to beſfirre 
hinſelfe and his men, that it might ſme that the bandes were 
in armes thꝛoughout all the campe , as they had vſcd to be ma 
ny nightes befoze. He alſo commanmwedthat all the cariages of 


the armie ſhaulde go koꝛth into the high way towardes L4:,with 


a garde of a troupe of light hoꝛſemen, and alſo commaunded an 
other companie ot hoꝛſemen to take wave that lape vpon the left 
hande, that if there were eſpies in the Campe, they being diſtra- 
cted and decevued by ſo many and diners goings foꝛth, and ſo ſũ⸗ 
dꝛie p2eparation of all things, might not be able ta tell the Frech 
men any thing foꝛ certaintie. But g. ede who had come in the 
deade time of the night vnto the place befoꝛe pꝛeſcribed, ſpente 
the night in long beat ing and bouncing in va inc, ſo that the daw- 
ning was bꝛoken befoꝛe that he had opened the will in th2e pla⸗ 
ces, ſomewhat later than Pe/ar« woulde haue had it. Foz the 


wall being made of Bꝛicke after the olde buylding, was verye 
trona, and reſiſked the Kammes with ſingular contumacie, als 


though they were dꝛiuen againt it with the armes and ſtrength 
of whole bandes. The firſt man of all that was ſent into the 
Parke by , was Alphons: Parques of Gu, with the va⸗ 
lianteſt ofthe u] e and Almaie fotemen , and thzee compa⸗ 


nies ot hoꝛſemen. Incontinently Greco ee „ Geneueſe, who 
25 watched 
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watched in the ſtation nerte vnto the place, where the enimics 
bꝛake in, was chaſed awaye. There werc with G. about fine 
thouſande men, vnto whome it was enioyned to marche direalye 
to Atirabelle, and to take that place without an» returne. When 
that G , entred the Parke, Peſcara ſapde vnto him with ſcuere, 

but vet with cheareful! countenance, Plucke vp a god heart vn 

tothe (valiant t bꝛother) koꝛ this dap theu muſt endeuour to win 
the place: but if that your handes (whiche God de fende) ſhall 
not ſuffice againſt your ſo oftcn vanquiſhed enimies, then ſæ 
that pour bodyes by dying hono2ably,do nobly pap(your cnimics 
not ynreuenged) that which they doe ewe vntovnto their valt- 
ant heartes . To whome G4/- Aunlwered with a toyfull coun⸗ 

tenaunce: J will this day manfully doe my denop2e, that J be- 
ing er evther aline, o2 deade, , the hono2s of sur houſe maye be aug⸗ 
mented by heape thꝛonghe ſome newe and famous dede of 


. pꝛowes: and then bꝛeaking into the Parke with ſquare bat- 


tell, marched to a ſtreame called Vernacula, meting with none 
of his enimies, and then paſſing over the ſmall riuer, went to - 
rebels, where, birauſe of the largeneſſe of the heuſe, a myghtte 
multitude of Merthauntes, Traglcrs, ſicke ſoindiours, and 
men ck peaechad ſett' ed themſelues, and great ſfo2e. of viuu⸗ 
8 , and nuich of the Rings furniture of houſholde was alſo 
layde there. And there was among alt other that he might lodge 
the moꝛe quiettv ans wholſomely) the Papes AmbaJadour Hte- 
reme A leander, à min verve ercelienttre learned, and of greate 
fame, namelv foꝛ his wonderfull memoꝛie. So when the enni⸗ 
mies had flowen thither vnloked foꝛ, all that whole companve 
was firctxhtwaye oppꝛeſſed, and all thriiges were in a trice 
fpoytcd, and then Gt ⸗ gathering his bandes togither into ane, 
as peſcaræ hed eommaunnded him, he did (ct vppe the Empcriall 
Enſtgnes within the dic he of the houſe. In the meane tune, 
Peſcara immediatly bꝛingeth in the reff of the fu temen: Zn and 
Pw ben doe ſende in the hoꝛſemen : the artillerie is dꝛawen mto 
the Parke by Oxen and hoꝛſes, although hardlve pet at one 


tyme. The ficldes are filled with whyte linnen battayples : koꝛ 


all the Emperial-es had by Peſtara his Edide put their walte- 
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vppermott, and they which lacked waſte coates , and ſpeciallye 
the A !/marnes, had ſo couered their bꝛeaſtes with whyte paper, 
that by the vnwonted whyte , the weapons giiſtcriag be- 
tweenc, a ſhewe ol a greatex and moꝛe tcrrible hoſte might be 
p2clented vnto the cres of the amazed Frenche men. Foꝛ node 
the dawning hadde bꝛought in fayꝛe bꝛoade dape light , and the 
ſome what thicke clouve which had bene ſpꝛeade quer the fields, 
began to vaniihe awaye by little and littie. But the Frenche 
Ling, who perpetually watched intentiue fo all chaunces, is no⸗ 
thing appalled with that noueltie, and therewithall, as it be⸗ 
cane eyther a Ling of high heart, 02 a ſkilfull and ſtoute Chick⸗ 
tame, giueth ſigne bythe Trumpette, that euerp mantaking his 
armour and weapons, ſhouidc ſtande by the Ciignes „ be 
commanndeth the great ozdmance to be dzawen forth by the 


| harnelſſed hozſcs, and by the Captaines (as næde was) admini⸗ 


freth all things ſpeedily, but vet not withaut all tumult and vp⸗ 
roꝛe, ſoꝛ he had learned long befo2e by the repozt of Greco /uſiias. 
ano, What the enunies went about by thicke thumping againſt 
the wall ofthe Parke, and when he hearde the thunder ing of the 


enimes oꝛdmance, who Zens by appointmet had anſwered with 


the like nũber, he had judged by comecure,that it was doubtleſſe 
a ſigne exther of attaching battayle, oꝛ of attempting ſome great 
erplovtic . It is alſo repoꝛted, that he ſharply repꝛoued certayne, 
that of vaine flatterie tolde hun, that the Emperialles being op⸗ 
pꝛelled with penarie , and lacke of all tyimnges , were fleung 
backe againe tnto 2.4. Thus when he plainel» ſixth that the 
battayles of the emmmies marche with full pace not vnto hem, 
but to Mirabelle, he thinking it not god to luiger, leadeth the 
Sor / cer AND Lanſquenettes out of the munitions: he conmmaun⸗ 
teth the Frenche fotemen to ſave in the Cempe with 2% e de 
Amb u, he leaueth the 174 fotemen in commedious places 
vnder the Caſtel agaynſt the lallwes of Lens, and marcheth 
hunſelfe vnto the ennimpe in arove of battayle, with thrs oz⸗ 
der, that on the one ſide, the great oꝛdmaunce, and on the other, 
wings of hoꝛſemen ſhoulde flank? the v de, and march with 


78 with equall fronte, one as farre fozih as another: and 
E. ij. not 
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not farre off the Lanſquenets were flanked in like ſoꝛt with o⸗ 
ther hoꝛſemen and oꝛdinance. They repoꝛt that when the Ming 
ledde the fotemen out of the campe, he being very toyfull in coũ⸗ 
tenance, noꝛ any thing fear ing the malignitie of foztune , ſayde 
vnto the Captaines that ſfodc rounde about him: that he went 
not raihipe foꝛth to fight the battell, neuer calling reaſon into 
counſell , but with a right and noble iudgement, ſ&ing that he 
toulde with molt equall lot wiſh nothing moꝛe commodious foz 
the winning of the vigoꝛie, than to get his enimies not within 
diches and munit ions, (as it had often happened at other tymes) 
but in the open and wyde fieldes, and in their marche and tours 


ney : where it might be ſeene, what the ſtanding Eſquadꝛous of 


Seri ders I Almaie, were worth, what foꝛce 3 moſt ſtrong hozſc- 
men had, what god the great oꝛdinante flying on ſwift wheeles 
coulde doe. Fo2 againſt the Lanſquenets, who oncly of all other 
feemed moſt to be feared, he did rightly ſet the 5w72eyrs , as their 


matches in diſcipline, kurmture, ſtrength, and courage, ſo alſo al⸗ 


wais their moſt bitter entmies by naturall hatred, But he thoght 
that the $p«n14rdes woulde not be able to abide , no not the firſt 
impꝛeſſion ofthe blacke regiment of Lanſquencts, if that they 
woulde kepc their rames in thicke arape: neyther if that they 
woulde fight ſcattered, and running hither and thither, that they 
onde efcave from heing ouerrunne dy the hozſcmen. Doubt⸗ 
leſte theſe things were koꝛeſcrne, and pꝛouided with very god ad⸗ 
uiſe and reaſon, if that (as it moſt times happeneth) inſolent fo2- 
tune being for vnto noble dcuiſes, had not pꝛeuerted all thinges 
br conſuſc oꝛder. Foꝛ they ranne togither in ſundꝛte plates with 
fo great confuſion of hoꝛſemen and fotcmen blended togither, 
that neuer en» armies fonght moꝛe confuſety and ſcatteringlv. 
Fo2 happe came flretcht weres into the place of Martiall pꝛu⸗ 
dence, and vaio2 was oftenmtiunes vanquiſhed by an unthought 
of chaunce, whenrachnefe 5 med bv happye euent to vſurpe the 
name of meture ccunſil and rerſen. In the hindermoſt taille 
of the Empcriaitcs were ten n bendes of 114/149: ſeotemen, and 
thꝛer of S niarde appointee t garde fue batter ing prrces ef oꝛ⸗ 
dinance. hen the, hardiyt dolle wedthe reſt of their kellowes 
that 
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that went befoꝛe, bicauſe that almoſt as ſone as they had entred 
the Parke, the wheelce ſirking in, the oꝛdinance ſtacke faſt in a 
watrie plot: it came to paſĩe, that they which were laſt in oꝛder, 
were contrarie to hope, the firff of all that met the Frenchuicn 
their entmies. Foz the King ſceing them ſcparated farre from the 
reft of the armie, did out of hande fente thither 77 Loꝛd 5! 7%, 
e Fredericke Earle of 392 20/0, with a ſtreng companie of men of 
armes, ⁊ with certain ſpeedy perces of 02dwance, and alſo certain 
ſmall lſe compancts of fetemen were iopued with them. They 
doe ſpeedily his commaundement, and doe ſet bpon the enimies 
being buſted in weyghing vp the 02dinance . There is a cruell 
fight : but although the Emperials fought with ſingular valcz, 
pet they ſuſteyning neyther the ſtoꝛme of the oꝛdinance, no2 the 
fo2ce of the hoꝛſemen, toke the wode adioyning to ſaue them- 
ſeluesby the gartcof the trees, from the violence of the inſulting 
hoꝛ ſemen. So the Frenchmen quickly cutting off the legs of the 
daawing beaſtes, doe get the aꝛdinance, and with the ſame vio- 
lent purſuite doe enter the wende, where being oypꝛelled with the 
diſaduauntage of vnaccuſtomed encounter, gebaſhan Squacere, 
a man of paſſing pꝛowes was ſlavne, and with him certaine ſtout 
petie Captaynes and Enſigne bearers, yea, and foure whole 
bandes. This erployt being pꝛoſperouſip done in the ſight of both 
armies, as it did greative augment the courage ot the B ing and 
the French men, ſo did it ſkrike Pefca7« with incredible ſo20owe,bi- 
cauſe he coulde not ſuccour them. But on the other ſide, he being 
grerdie of fight, as ſwne as he ſawe the Kings armie (the which 
he did not thinke woulde haue come fo2th into the fielde out of 
their campc) wonderfully reiovced, as though he had conceyued 
the victoꝛie. Nevther ſtaved he, but immediatlpe ſent Fr, an 
ho2ſeman of his acquaintance, vnto n to atmeniſhe him to 
ſtay his marche, and all things ſet apart, and turning the Oui⸗ 
dons towardes the enimies, intontinently to encounter them: he 
alſo ſienificth the ſome vnto 3 ben, and Nicla Ealie of Salern, 
and gal'opeth himſelſe to call Gnaffo, but G as fone as he 
had ſerne his enim ies, leatung Arirabello marched backe to cr 
cula, ànd ſetting hie men in aray of battel, had turned the cnfigncs 
Z. iu. towards: 
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towardes the enimies : foz ge did not thinke that in this mo⸗ 
ment of time, he ought to obey that which had bene at the firſte 
commaunded him, but ſpedily to vſe the newe counſell whiche 
chaunce did pꝛeſent. Then Peſcara ſapde ; this is well bꝛother, 
you haue done that which J woulde you ſhauld: wherefoze haſte 
you on the lefte hande vnto the ennimie with ſpeedie pace, and 
valiauntlye endeuour that the viaazie mape moſte ſpectailys 
arvſe at your wing. Mhen he had thus ſayde, he flewe vatg 
the Lanſquenets , in whoſe valoz and ſtrength he did foꝛeſe that 
tie weyght of the battayle, and the whole vino21e did conſiſte. 
In the meane time, a troupe of the Cmperiall.light þo2ſemen; 
boldly charging the blacke Eſquadꝛon of lmunei, were eaſilye 


- repelled, and thꝛuſt backe with foule diſoꝛder, ito the valley of 


Vernacula that lape vnderneath, and alſo the Frenche oꝛdi⸗ 
naunce being commodiouſly dꝛawen with ſwift hozſes into all 
quarters with marueylous {kill and celeritie, did ſg-amwpe the 
cnintes, that the 5p4n4ar4cs, pea laping their bscſtes flatte vnon 
the grounde, couldeTcarſe eſcape the fleeing pellets thzough the 
benefite ofthe lower greunde, and Laney and Alarcs were forced 
to bang their fearcfull troupes of ho2\cmen behinde a countris 
Cottage, which happily defended them. But thenthe king being 
vehemently incited bytheſe, as it were beginnings of nat doubt- 
full vidoꝛie, and moued both bythe diſpoſition of his owne na- 
ture, #:idalſoth2ough the adhoꝛtation of his Captaines, doub⸗ 
ted nothing to giue the ſignall, x to diſmarche to giue the charge. 
The reſt do the ſame: and bekoꝛe all other Palice the leader of the 
auantgarve, did in the right wing charge the Emperiall hozſe- 
men, who were now luſtily turned. This feaſe and charge of the 
Frenchmen, as it was græuous and terrible to ., ſo by the 
opinion of many men it ſeemed to haue aftcrward not doubtfully 
caried am iv the victoꝛie from the Frenchmen : koꝛ by that head⸗ 
long and ſpxdie departure, not onelv the Sw) ders and Almaines, 
Who coulde not followe after with equ ill pace, werc bared of the 
guarde of tye hoꝛſemen, but alſo the vſe of the o2vinaunce was 
fo2 a great part taken awape, fo2 that the Gunners were foꝛced 
to ceaſe ſhoting, leaſt that they ſhoulde ſtrike both the ſides and 
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dackes of the kings troupes, who were runne fo2th farre befoze 
them. But ncurr in our age did hozſemen encounter togither 
moꝛe couragioulive and ſtrongly : fo2 on both ſides alde beaten 
Captaives and hoꝛſemen, fought with burning heartes, not fo: 
any glozie (a thing vet that doth moſt ſharpen the edge of true 
- ptoweſee) but alſo foꝛthe Empire of /alie. The Frenchinen be⸗ 
ing greerdie of reuenge; ſought in all places of the encounter malt 
narrowly foz Burben, ag a fozſaker of the Bing and his countrie, 
with the ignominie of treaſon and perdiauſneſſe: but all in 
vaine, fo2 2740+ that he nright maze ſafely ſhewe his valoꝛ, had 
giuen his Cognizaunces vnto his familiar freude the L02d Pom - 
gerant, and fought himſeife in his coate, and apparailed like wita 
a-p2tuate ſauldiour. Bat the King vunſelfe being noto21ous ſoꝛ 
- bis coate of cloth of ſilucr, and ſpecially fa hia tall ſtature, fullye 
perfourmed the dutic of an encouraging Captame, and a valiant 
warrier, he ſe tting ſpurres to his hoꝛſe, bꝛake thꝛeughe the eni⸗ 
mies battayles, he encountred thoſe that he mctte , and namelye 
thoſe that were moſte of marke foꝛ veluet and golde. In thys 
vpꝛoꝛe, Ferdinand Caftriota, who bꝛoughte his pedigruc fram the 
Kings of Mace doo, aud was alſo a noble Captaine, was ſlapne by 
thekyngesowne hande: and Z«g/ of Crone, the Licutenaunt 
of Peſcara his companye of Hoꝛ frm was alſo beaten downe, 
two Guidens were toꝛne into perces, and the hoꝛſemen af 2 
uier, Whome Ferdinaude the Emperours bꝛother had ſent, luſtilve 
attaGhing the encounter, and moſt conſtantlve fighting, were de⸗ 
feated : ſo that nawe the Guidons and troupes of Z«noy and 
Burben did almoſte ſwape and ſheinke backe. Foz the Frenche 
men were ſuperiour in hoꝛſemen, bath foꝛ number and ſtrength, 
bicauſe the Emperiall men of armes dd lacke the avde of light 
hoꝛſenten, fo2 of the thꝛe troupes, the fir ſte had gone to .. 
with 6ſto: the ſeconde, as wee haue toido peu, being ſha:me 
fullye repulſed by the blacke Almaynes, had fledde backe: 
But the thirde beyng lefte wythoute the Parke, vnder the 
condude and guyding of G«y Gino, Id garde the cariages, 
and baggage of the whole armpe. Alſo that ſurpaſſrug 
zompanpe of hoꝛſemen, whyche conſiſted wholpe af un.

and 5pen1/he Gentlemen, and was the peculiar companie of the 
Om avded them not at all, as they which were not at the 
battell. Foꝛ C4 had cõmaunded Ponſieur / erereu a Flenumg, 
bis coſin, and Lieutenant ouer that bande, to ave without the 
wallofthe Parke, noꝛ by anymeanes to ffirre from thence, vntil 
that he had recepued from him by aſſured mellenger,the token of 
departure, and of entring the fight, But when the battaile was 
incontinently attached, and very hote, and Zzn0y had all his ſenſes 
and memoꝛie ſo vehemently occupied about the pꝛeſent and terri⸗ 
ble matter, that he ſent no man to call his coſin: the vong Gen- 
tleman thinking that he muſt in any caſe obey his vncles com 
maundementes, and the pꝛeceptes of Partiall diſciplme, ſtode 
ftill, and moued not vntill the ende of the battaile : neyther could 
he be ahduced to go fozth into the fieldby any intreatie oꝛ chafing 
of the h Jemen, vnto e, being fo2 theſe cauſes in great di⸗ 
ſcreſſe, and hardiye ſuſtepning the fo2ce of the Kings vattayle. 
Peſcara {who viewing all things and places with wonderfull and 
p2eſent pꝛudence, and ſpecially with intentiue eve, didmete —— 


(er 5 ae eyerydifficultie in this plate and in that, finall 


f all partes, ſent about piu. C. .: harquebuſiers to ſuc > wh 
28 who being ſodenly ſp2edrounde about at the backe ⁊ ſides of 
renche hoꝛſemen, beate downe a mightie number of them 

ich their terrible ſtoꝛme of pellets. And allo he ſẽt ffreight after 
'thema band ol armed Pikes: e th the hatquebuliers dee ſafe 
th2on agh their garde, did moze boldlye and incelfantlye vſe their 

— When the Kinges hozſcmen had reccyued this 
great incommoditie, thepnot ben able to abide thicke togither 
in troupe, and thinking that if they did ſpꝛeade ab2oade their 


—— 


wings, they ſhould be able to repugn with leu peril:bꝛake their 
arap, ſcattered themſelues abꝛode. But when hy this deniſe they | 


f met wih moꝛe infcſfnous foꝛtune, they being relyed againe into 
; chicke troupe, foꝛ ſhame and anger runne vpon the argue 


lers. Wut the yaniardes being nimble by nature, and light ar- 
med, didſwiftly flee backe, loſing their aray, and by turning and 

- winding this way and that way,cludedthe violence ofthe hoꝛſes, 
and being augmented in number, ther did as they had ben taught 
both 
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oth hy long experience, + alſo by the new pꝛeteptes of Pre, 
ſcattered themſelues all the field over without ozder, twentic x 
thirtte, ⁊ ten 02 ſirtene (as it hapned in a companie. This was 
a ncw kinde of fight and not vſuall, but very crueil and mitſer; 
ble, bicauſe that the vſe of noble pꝛowes in the hoꝛſemen was 
btterlp loſt, the Harquebuſſers with great aduauntage diſpats 
ching all befoꝛe they coulde reache them with their Launces: 
nepther could, yea the moſt ſtrõgeſt armes do any god long, but 
that they which were thicke and many togither, were flapne b 
be thinne and fewe, and often the moſt famous Captaines and 
bozſemen were euerywhere ſtricken downe with vareuenged 
death, by the baſe and common fotemen. Alſo in another quar- 5 
er, Ge haning from the right wing aduanced his fotemen, x 
zinging in his wing of hoꝛſmen, had now p2oſperoufily encoũ⸗ 
tred with Ann Hentmerencie and his hozſemen, being defeated 
by the Harquebuſiers, he himſelfe befoze other, had gotten the} 
imies o2dtnance, hauin g flapne the Gunners. But it happe⸗ 
ned in this encounter (which J thinke is not to be paſſed ouer 
vnſpoken of) that C and Aentmerencie (who afterwarde bes 
came moſt famous Chiefetaines) did a god while (as we haue 
learncd of them both) very ſharply fight one with thother, man 
to man, with this cuent, that not long after AMentmerencie bys 
boz7c being Tapue by Gl, he was at length taken by #rrers 
a Petie captaine of the 5p«»/ve fatemen, G- being made 
moze couragious by this ſucteſſe of things, did ſet vpon the leſ⸗ 
ſer battaliid of the 5w:r2er5,who were appalled with the loTe of 
the o2dinance, and the flight of the hozfemen, and therefoꝛe did 
attache the fight with doubtfull and lingring aces . Butthen 
nught pon ſæ (an incredible thing to beſpaken) that nation 
which a little beioze were feared gf all men fo; their excellent x 
appꝛoued valoꝛ in the ficlde, and ſpeciallpy in a battayle, quits 
fozgetting both honoz x diſcipline, and alſo their ingrafted fe ra⸗ 
citie, to refuſe to fight welny befoze they had once charged their 
Wykes, and fo2 feareof honoꝛat le death, ſought an infamous 
and moſt ſhamefull deſtruction in the very depe riuer. Fleran- 
ges in vapue going about to kepe then ſtill in the battell, * 
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and to confirme them with great obteſtations, x be who was of

very familiar acquaintice with that nation in dignitie one of ; 
the Marſhals of France offered £ pofefſed þ himſelf wold ſight 1 
on fote in the fozefront with his peculiar tompanp of hozſmen, 7 
al of the ſending away their hozſes, inſomuch that either angry a 


God, oz certes that fatall daye vnto the King did ſeeme to take 
awape the wonted vigour of their huge and mightie bodyes 
and heartes. Nepther with leCe defoꝛmitie didde alſo another 
battallton of . ers flee, which, as it was fuller foꝛ number of 
N bandes, ſo it ſtode a whyle vnmoued, but when they were a 
| karre overwhelmed by the Harquebulſies, ſpzeading them 
| felues rounde about them, with certapne perpetuall ſhoure of 
0 pellettes, and the valpaunteſt of the petite Captaynes (as it 
F doth moſte commonlpe happen) were flapne in the foꝛemoſt 
rankes, and when they had ſene the diſcomfiture of the Kings 
hozſemen, they hurling away their Pykes, turned their backs. 
They repoꝛt that when /n Dieſpach (who had the higheſt aw 
thoꝛitie among the captains of Þ iH er) ſaw the bands ſhame⸗ 
fully to flee, no not once attempting to fight, 4 ſtanding in their 
wap all tochafed, was not able to ſtap the Enſigne bearers, by 
reniling and beating them backe, he being compelled by moſte 
grœuous dolour, woulde not lpue after ſo arcate a foyle 
and ſhame reteyued, but in that decree of hardpe hearte rann 
into the thickeſt of the enimies, and died verye honourablye : 
pet the w ers that ſuruiued, dpd lave the kaulte of this overs 
th2owe and ſlaughter in Alunſon, who had marrped the Kings 
fiſter, bicauſe that he as a man nothing valiaunt, and a long 
tyme a beholder of the inclining battaple, at the length flee- 
ing awaye ( whileſt that the fight was yet hote) with the vn⸗ 
touched and whole hoꝛſemen of the rerewarde , had by ouer- 
thwartehaſting croſſe them, and viotent (npulſien, bꝛoken 
the battallion of the ers, that fought nobipe in god arape. 
But in the right wing of the Frencbe men, the blacke - | 
miynes only of all their fotemen fought ſharply and valiantly ö 
with the Empertall Almaynes, as it were, in the very diſpapꝛe 

of thelr lyucs , and of vidozie, pea they. enconntred togi- 
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ther almoſte with greater hatred than ſtrength (the whyche 
; pet didſurmount ) foz that their heartes being enraged one a⸗ 
3 gapnſt the other thzough long diſſention: they did think? that 
7 vnto neyther of them that ſhoulde be beaten from his grounde 
; o2 gpue backe and retire, there woulde be left anye hope at 
1 all, eptber af pardon oz Martiall mercte . The Emperialles 
were wwode angrye that the blacke Alm, contemning 
and (cozning the Emperours Maitſtie, and deſpiũng the aus 
thozitie of the A lune name, had come with Mercenarpe 
armes, foz to belege and aſſaulte their bzethzen und couſins, 
in the behalfe of the Frenche men their auncient ennimies. 
On the other ſide, the blacke A lmaynes thought it moſt honou ; 
table to doe moſte valiant ſeruice foz that A ing who had main⸗ 
tatned them ſo many peares by his liberall wages, to keepe the 
fayth of their othe. and in no caſe to admitte cught that ſhould 
be vulitting fo2 olde ſouldiours. Neypther in dede was there a⸗ 
nye man amang them, that was not fullye perſuaded , that he 
 Onght in this douvtleſſe laſt ace of Iyfe, and endeuour of wars 4 
lpke wozke, reuenge the inturie of inſulting foztune with 
vnwonted valoz and honourable death ., Mhen the Eſqua- 
d:ons d2ewe neare one vnto the other, Long. tte, a verpe 
noble Captayne of A »«rg.came fo2thalone befoze the battal- 
lion of the blacke Alnaynes, thalenging vnto the combat George 
Frondesberg and Mark $::ch, hy lyfting vp his bande, and with 
a loudevopce . But he being refuled with a gaſtlye bems 
myng, and withall ſtricken at by manye menne at once, was 
; ſone flayne, and a common ſouldiour , as it were, foz a tri- 
= umphe helde vppe alofte bis cut off hande with bis bzacelette 
- and ryngs, and then the Emperialles giuing a great ſhonts 
4 ranne fozth couragiouſipe, But whyleſt that the two battal- 
| lions made one towardes the other.? ec was betwene them 
an ho2ſebacke, but in a fotemans armour, often defiring Ta- 
lesberg to amend his pace, and ceherſing the battels befoze time, 
in whome his pꝛowes had bene ſeene, inkindled him to wynne 
a vigozte of all other moſt noble and -4"% woꝛthie or * 
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So when both battalions ranne togyther, and ?c/747« galloped 
his hoꝛſe on the entmies , he was wounded in the face (which 
was bare) and aſterwarde bis hozſe being ſlapne vaderhim,be 
was alſo th2uft tough theleftTegge with a Pyke. In this ter⸗ 
rible claſhing togither of weapons, h had doutbicle bene ops 
pꝛelled by the Ppkes both of his enimies and his friendes , vn⸗ 


le ffe that nowe af this ppocbe, wh-n Ie coplde lde and al. 
dut bimſelfe, firſt an boꝛſeman of his owne houſholde, and af- 
terwarde the pette Captapnes and Enſigne bearers that were 
neare at hande, hadnof with much adoe got him_out and ſaued 


bim. In the meanc tymt, Frendesberg and vitch iretching out in 
length their battalions on both ſides with wonderſull ſkill, foz 
to encloſe their enimies, receiutd them as it were into their bo» 
ſome, and then ſtreyghtwap claſped togither their wings, com⸗ 
paſſing them in rounde, and five them all, who reſiſte d berye 
mankully and conftantlye, ſo that one regiment fighting with 
th:&, and therefoze reprgning with vnhappy valoz , almoſt no 
man of the blacke regiment eſcaped. There periſhed be fives 4. 
Lgomantes, kick arde de la Pole, ſurnamed Þ white Roſe, ſonne viito 


1 Me Duke of Suffolke, who foz bis hanozable birth being defs 


et nded of the bloude ropall of Englande, and his great ſkill in 
Martiall affapꝛes, had bene made Captapne of the blacke regi⸗ 
ment. Alſo Franc bother vnto Antbenie Duke of Zorame, a 
pong Gentleman of palling pzowes, who being notozious fog 
his arino2 and creſt, had requeſted a place in the fozemoſt rank 


\.. befo2e all other men, and allo two A names, Carles of Ber- 


mmberg and Cloe, famous men of warre, and 7heod:ricke Scen- 
beg knight bzother vnto Ni the Biſhop of Compagne, and 
one alſo of great fame foꝛ his honoꝛ of Imbaſſades, in whiche 
te had beue often ſent, foꝛ the induſtrie of his excellent witte. 
Thus Whileſt the sw. ers are put to flight in one quarter, and 
the Almaines flapne in another: almoſt at the verye ſame time, 
the Kings battell is bꝛoken by the Harquebuſiers and the hozſ- 
men, to whome alſo came the Pykemen. Wut then enerp notas 
ble Captayne, and notoꝛious bozſeman runnes to Aria = 

aug 
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ſane the Ning. Manye fox teſũre to doe their laſt ſrruite in the 

ſight of the King, do fozſake their appoynted places and wards, 

Nowe whiles that 5-1:ce his hozſt being ſlapnt onder him, doth 

hardly retire vnto the wee, he being laden with pearcs and 

armour is intercepted by the hozſemen. But being yelded vn⸗ 

to Geftalds, ¶ſurtei A Spanurd,enuptng that the hozferacn ſhould 

haue the raunfeme and pꝛyſe of ſo great a pꝛiſoner, dis ſet his 

ÞarquebuCe to his bꝛeſt, and flue him. Ind alſo. emule an 

olde C aptaypne that had wonne manye noble vickozics, is alſo 

ſhot thꝛough in two places, and ſlapne. Poꝛeouer Sir Sane 

ſeuerine galloping his hozle this wap and that way, with fingus 

lar cunning, repelleth the enimies, and fighteth valtantly: but 

at length being flayne in the Kings ſight, payde that by honous 

rable ende of lyfe which he owed vnto the Kings great fanonr 

towards him, and the kame ot his noble name, UWhen his hozle 
kell downe vnder him, he calling vnto Vilyam Lozde Zingey, 

a noble Gentleman, who endeuoured to helpe him in his fatall 
fall, ſapde: Sonne, let me take mp fo2ztune, and runne backe 
as faſt as vau can to de fende tbe King : and if you doe eſcape, 

t was abattell of all other moſt deadlye and adnerſe foz the., (3. » | ' 
hoꝛſemen, fo2 the deadly bullets were ſhotte from all partes by * © 41, 34 1 
the nymble Sy iar des, who were ſpzed rcunde about them: and 1 
nowe they bſed not ſuch ſmall pætes as they had done a little 
befoꝛe. but greater, whome they called Arcubuſſes, with wb 
they woulde ſtryke thꝛough. rot onely a man of armes, but of- 
tentimes two men and tus bo2ſes at a ſhot, ſo that the field bes 
ing ſtrewed oner with the miſerable lying along of the noble 
hoꝛ ſemen, and the hcapes of the dying hoꝛſes, did both hinder 
the valoꝛ of the hozſemen, if that they would endcnenr to brealt 
in with thicke tronpe : and alſo if that anve man accounted his 
Iyfe dearer than his honoꝛ, he coulde not cedily and ſpeedily flee, 
foꝛ the heapes of the ſlayne that tay enerp fote in his way lyke 
| vnto great rampires. In this curſed fate -/:/:am Lozd Init 
4 the Jdmirall, after he had long galloped to and fro, endeuou⸗ . 
| ring by adhoztation to ſtape the _ and alſo the hoʒſemen |

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that were rtadie to fle, ſ&ing at lengtd that the battayle was 
doubtiefſe loft, neyther woulde he eyther to be puniſhed, oꝛ to 
Atue tn ignomie,. ſuruiue ſo great an onerthzowe, wherof he him 
- Celfe was repoꝛted to be chiefeſt autboꝛ, with graue and obſti⸗ 
nate ſhame ranne into the middes ofthe enimies, and offering 
bis thzaate Unto their weapons poyntes, was dapne there, as 
de dade w'fh open face after the maner of the Captaines that 
| gallop to and fro, and commaunde the ſouldiours what is to bs 
done. But when the king was bared almoſt of all the compa- 
nies that were appoynted to garde his bodte, and ſo many had 
bene flapne rounde about him, and the reſt had ſcattered themes 
ſelues abꝛoade into all partes, he laboured to get himſelfe out 
from his enimies: but certaine hoꝛſemen of ſundzic companies 
A being mingled togithcr, followed him, as one that was richlye 
: appointed and apparailed. Nepther doth theking fozſake him 
ſelfe, although he were foꝛlaken bp his hoꝛſe and foztune, but 
turning his hozſe this wape and that, defendeth himſelfe with 
his ſwo2de againſt the inſulting Emperialles, and both giuing 
and taking woundes, doth valtantly repugne. Bat while he 
trpueth to go vnto the next bꝛidge which went ouer a ſmall 
water courſe, his hoꝛſe was thzuft in, and fell downe. The firſt 
men that came vnto him lying vnder his ho2le, were 2:d-co 
de Abi, and J. hn orbieta, & Biſcian, thep not well knowing bim, 
did ſhake their ſwoꝛdes ouer him, and willed him to ptelde vn⸗ 
lelle that he had rather be lapne. Jn the meane time came M- 
fieur de la Mette a Frenchman, Lieutenaunte vnto 2«r6e», wha 
knewe him by the face, although it were fowly embꝛued all o- 
ner with the goꝛe bloude ol bis wounde. But when corre 
adhozted him to peelde vnto Burben, who was not farre off: the 
king chafing at the name of the trattoꝛ. and ſpeaking as though 
he commaunded , ſayde : Call me hither .. Who in the 
meane time that terte galloped vnto 5«r5-»n,being ſought fo; in | 
euery place by the calling and running of the ſonldfours, came E 
timelye, and remouing from the Ring the great companie of þ 
them which ode houertng ouer him, e cauſing him to be pul- FP 
led from vnder his bozle, did reach fozth his hande, and helped f

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im bp. A bil. pulled od his gautlet, and they that were nerf» 
coate armour, the whith they toze into peces, other got his 
dle, and other his ſpurces, everp man haſting to catch ſome 
55 ing ofthe Kings, the which he might de able to ſhewe wyth 
not obſcure credit, either foꝛ his honoz, 6; fox to'win-rewarde. 
Ifter the King is taken, the Emperials in all places crie, vias- 
rie, victozie. The French niens heartes quayte, thep fouty flee 
in all parts of the field. The Sw. zer being fearefull like ſhepe, 
runne into the riuer of 7%, and being vt terlpe vnſkilfull of 
ſwimming, are d2owned by whole troupes at once, but other 
of them caſting downe their weapons, ſapplianthy defire lyte. 
But rare pꝛayſe of humanitie and mercie appeared that daye, 
but in thoſe that were tpzed with mach ſlanghter:fo2 thatmigh- 
tie viaoꝛie made the ſouldiours pꝛoude and mercileſſe. Ind Zze44 
bis ſouldiours, who had ſallied out late at the caſtcl+ new gate, 
of all other raged mo greedily and cruelly: foz as they had not 
bene pzeſent at the battayle, ſo they oppoztunely tiuing fo2th 
alter thevigozte, met with the afrighted and wounded, inter⸗ 


tepting from them all hope of flight. Alſo the /in ard French 


fotemen,who we told pou. were left about the caſtel + the camp, 
the king when he doubted of the vicozte , had fent fo2 to 
come to his aide, and 3»/f de Amen halting into the battell, 
dꝛought them with him, dit they kighted vpõ the Lanſquenets, 
that had defeated the blarke A lmaues, 4 by them were defcated 
t put to flight, A bes being ſlayne. But the nearcnefſe of the 
campe gaue many ſpate to eſcape : foʒ the Lanſquenets woulde 
not bzeake their aray,to folow any man, but they ſtode in aray 
of battel;,cnen vntil Þ verplaſt of Þ fight, redy againſt alchires, 
bfcauſe they are fozbivdd by a euere o ber noble lawe af mary 
tial diſtiplins to go aut ot their arav i wards, tu tat any tim 
paiſoner,oz to gather vp ſpoiles, tue which other men gravilyp 
catched. By rexfon whereol it ts well knowen that abnofſt.nes 
ner a noble pꝛiſoner a verplitle ofthe ſpsyl: and pillage came 
vnto the hands of the Ae, but as h D. by vattantls: 
difcomfiting the hoꝛſemen, the Si ers, — won the vi⸗ 


ozte ; lu as it were by verye gndright, they got-and obttyned 
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the moſt pꝛectous pillage, and the nobleſt pꝛiſoners. There 
were taken pꝛiſoners eme Rg Uf Vue re, and Renee the ba. 
ſtard of 540y, the kings vnde, e great maſter ot his houſe: who 
dyed not long after among his enimies by an ague that grewe 
vpon bim by reaſon of his wunde, and alſo rentrencie, Bri- 
: 811, B. Nle, Obtg u, Florangez; uhu was Captain of the Sw] ers. 
Foꝛtune ſaued Francs of Barben, Counte of S unt. Fele, lping 
grieuoufſy wounded among them that were Uapne, when that 
a Spaniardt did tut aff his finger as though he bad bene deade, 
that he might haue his ring. With contrarye koꝛtunc 2e 
whom nane of the French nobilitie did excel in ſtrengtb at ho⸗ 
die. and valoꝛ of heart, being ſhot into the byppe with a great 
pellct, dped of his hart at ꝰπν, within uyne dayes after. They 
repo2t that when as he lap ſoze græued with his deadly wound, 
and the Emperiall Captaines, and namely Gu often viſited 
bim, he bitterly curſed Bonet, and his peſtilent nature, and 
ſayd mozeduer, that. he ſoughtfo2 him in that infoꝛtunate field, 
that hemygyt revenge the publike miſchiefe with bis inteſtu⸗ 
pus [pozd,fo2 that he had th2ough his peruerſe coũſels bzonght 
ſo great a foyle and diſhonoz vnto the French name, and name⸗ 


ly vnto the king. who had nothing deſerucd it. There alſope- 


riched the Counte 4c Feuer, à noble gentleman; and ſetgneur 
de Turnen, who had brag: Generall with Leſparre j; heſtnnes o- 
ther, in the wartes in &4#«rvc, at the which time they aduanced 
the French onſignes euen vnto the riuer of 5%, the Spaniardes = 
being then buſted with'cizyll.warres and tumultes. 77:0»; bas 
diecouldenot be founde . Onely the Duke of Alaunſen eſcaped 
.& wap. untouched. with a mightte troupe of men al arnies; that 
he might bing mite Fraunce.the news of ſogreat an ouer⸗ 
th:oive, who porbhaps would haue bene wazthp of the ſingular 
p2aple of pꝛudente it᷑ that it night haue bene thought that be 
vad led tather ta ſaue a companie of valiant men, foz to ſuccoz 
Fraunce which-was bzovght into greate lacke of god men of 
warxe, than fo2 to kepe tumſel fe harmeleſſe, and get him out 
of daunger, the hozſemen following hem bicauſe he was their 
Captapne, But . ing within eme dapes after at 
gre 
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gr eat grief of mind, x · ch & aan his Lieutenãt defended Þ fame 
orthat returne by an honozable teſtunonie, which was: that he 
bimſelfe(who was a luſtie couragtous Gentleman, an app20- 
ued man in martiall ſkill) did teduce the boztemen bane lull 
ſoꝛe againſt the will of A lanſen, thinking, that ſæing the vido⸗ 
rie was paſt all hope, that neceſiitic was to beobexcd.Pozeo- 
uer, when Claremon; that lape in the Iſie, percepued tyat he 
canlde bzing no ſuccour vnto the loſt batteil, encouraging bys 


fouldiours not to be diſmapde with this cruell miſhappe, but 


with confirmed and manly heartes, to follo we the Enſignes, to 
winne ſafette, and not doubtfull pꝛapſe by conſtant returne, 
educed bis ſouldiours in warrelike oꝛder, and paſſing cuer the 

riuer, and cutting off the bꝛidges after him, firſt came vnto the 
towne of t ertarei, t aftcrwarde into Fraunce without anp in- 
commoditte. Ind the like did they that beſieged the Caſtell of 
Milan, koz thep ſuppꝛeſſing the fame of the receiued ouerthzow, 
and in the meane time ſpꝛeading a falſe bꝛuite of victoꝛie, eſca⸗- 
ped away ſafe with all their bagge and baggage vnder the con⸗ 
duct of The. dere de Triuul :. But it is repoꝛted, that there were 
flapne in the battcll to the number of ten thouſande. Ind after» 


warde the King to obtaine libertie, renounced foz euer all hys 
titles vnto Naples, ailan, and Aſti, and the fuperiozitie ouer 


Artes, and Flaunders, and payde vnto the Emprrour twelue 
hundzeth thouſand crounes. But thz things J do tbinke woz- 
thie to be added out of J.. The firſt, that the king tolde the 


Marques of ne, that he had thought aſſuredlye to haue died 


fn the battaple, but that angrie foztune enuied him an honou⸗ 
rable death. and reſerued him lyfe againſt his will, foz to be a 
gaſing ſtocke vnto that ſcoꝛning dame: the ſeconde, that the 
King being entred into talke with the Emperiall Captaines 
about the euent of this battell, aſtirmed, that if the battell had 
brne to fight againe, he woulde not doubt to vſe the ſame oꝛder 
that he had done befo2e, as the verp beſt, but that he was de cei⸗ 


uc d by theo wers, whe had ſhamefully decepucd,notgnly bis, 


but alſo all mens opinion, and that he was conetouſiy de frau⸗ 


ded by the /a Captaines, yo du take wages foz a great 
Bb, number 
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rvimber in) than they had in their bandes. Finally that he was 


to haſtily foꝛſaken by the thirde battayle of the hozlemen. And 
the thirde thing that J note is, that all which he had waitten, 
and namely of this battell, he had learned it by the repoꝛt of the 
greateſt Pꝛinces and Captaines themſelues, whoſe great frend⸗ 
ſhip and familiaritie he had deſerued and gotten, that he mighte 
be able to wꝛite the truth in his hyſtoꝛies. Wut in that long and 
harde ſtudie of honeſt labour, no man did moꝛe freelve and elo⸗ 
quently fanour him, than Franci the French king, who told him 
all things with marucllous oꝛder and vpꝛight truth of the ſuc- 
ceffe of the warres, and namely of this battcl}, firft at 4c arſiles, 
and afterwarde at v., with his ſo greate admiration , that 
thoſe things which were vncertaine and obſcure, he conferring 
them with the teſtimonies of his enimies, kounde 5 to "IC 
moſt true and playrc.,

But thenobles 
of the Tempoꝛaltie, as they that had foꝛgotten the olde diſei⸗ 
pline of warre, and had neuer ſerne the Campe of the Turliſde 
_ but vled to fight by incurſions inſkirmithes, did of accr- 
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confenne the 7«rkes, that they boaſted that they woulde with a 


ſmall power ouerthzowe and deſtroye in a pitched fielde, pea, a 


mightie armie of 7»rke-. And among all other, Paule Tomeorrey, A 
Frier, Archbiſhop of T=leſe, who in roades had vſed often to ſku⸗ 
miſh, was caried with ſo great fierceneſle of minde, and ſo great 
deſire of hoped vigoꝛie, that he made many ſacred ſermons vnte 
the ſouldiours to encourage them to fight, and pꝛomiſed that he 
hunſeife inflamed: with religion, woulde bꝛeatze his uikelluous 
ſtafſfe firſt befo2e all tho Nobilitie, on the front of the 7#r4// bat- 
tels. A little befaze they had le uied with the Popes monep cer⸗ 
taine bandes of Almaines and Bohemians, with whole garde they 
thought that the batfell of their hozſemen might be eſfabiithed, 
and the fozce of the Sarbarian ſuſtevned. Foꝛ neyther, vea by a 
very diligent muſter could they fmde that there in their were ar- 
my both of hoꝛſemen and fotmen fine and twentie thouſland ſoul⸗ 
diours: ſo that the deſperateneſſe of 7-077c7,aud the raſhnolie o? 
the reſt ofthe Captaines that requeſted the battell, was greathy 
t ondemned by the olde ſouldiours, who ſavde, that it was noſe 
miſerable to encounter with that enimie, who woulde bꝛing into 
the battell a power eyght times greater than theirs. UWhcrefoze 
ſome thought it god, that the yong King ſhoulde be remoned out 
of the imminent daunger. Srephen Verbet touncelling m-:vaing, 
that fo: the publike ſafctic, the perſon of the vong king ſhouldbe 
kept in the caſtell of ofe», without the haſarde of fight;, foꝛ both 
the euentes ofthe battell. But the enraged ſouldiours cried oute 
again it, and fayde, they woulde not fight vnleſſe the King led 
them. Then 7 omorrey ſpeaking his.opinion., obtevncd that they 
ſhoulde fight out of hende and the nolle King vnder the defence 
of the great God, ſhoulde go foꝛth agamſt the enmie to giue the 
ſignall of the battell. So with frantike feaſe and wniuckye aduiſe 
Tewes marched euen vnto ug, which is a ſmall townealuoffe 
middle waye betweene en and be grade. Nowe the 71rky/he a- 
uantgarde app2oched very neare, when that the Ch2iſtians con⸗ 
ſulted whither it were beſt to krpe them ſelues in their campe, 
enuironed round with wagens on the banke of 7hoaw vntill that 
the power of lohn the Y eruede 02 Leiutenant of 2:p/erl«nd were 
; Bb. u. dome, 
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tome, who was repd2fed to hatte thither with great ſournexes. 
But 7-merrey, who ſhould obey the Ueilwwde if he were come, 
vy reaſon of the dignitie of his office, blaming all canſe of ſtav 
that he might ſtill retayne the gouernement of the armfe fo: 
hope of vidozie, and haſting headlong to his fall, ſo withſtoe 
this wholſome counſell, that he dꝛought the vnwarie king inte 
a verye vnequall hazard of battell/ Foz the Tur had ſent foure 
battels of hoꝛſmen beſoꝛe, who by courſe dtuiding betweene the 
the boures of the day and night, ſhould continually moleſt the 
Kinges Campe on all ſides. Ind they beſieged it ſo ſtreightlye, 
that no man durſte to go foꝛth ether fo fewell 02 foꝛrage, no 


noꝛ vnto the neare banke of the riuer of 7/0»«w to water bys 


bo2ſe, but that he fought with great daunger, and diſadyuaun- 


tage, bp reaſon of the multitude of the 7urk-s, CThꝛoughe the 


wbich neceſſitie 7omerey was foꝛced to arrange his battaples, 
and to fighte a pitched frelde fo2 the auncient honour of that 
Nation, befozc tyme inuincibte, and the dignitpe of the 
Kings name. The foꝛʒme of the battaile, oz the arape, was al- 
moſte ſingle, that is to witte, the bandes of the kwtemenne 
were ſtretched fozth in along ranke, and in commodioys pla- 
ces, the hozſemen were interlaced, that the 24 rien oner- 
matching in number, ſhoulde not incloſe the whole battaple, 


and the Hungarian be foꝛctd tofighte almoſte in a ring. The 


Campe and tentes being entrenched with chapned wagons, 
were lefte on the ryghte hande with a ſmall bande to guarde 
them, and neare vnto the trenche had 7omerey placed not with 
abſurde connſaple., a bande of chofen hozſemcn , that the 
Bing migdt be/defenced bp ther ſtrong and readye guarde 
zgapnſte all vncertavne chauntees. But that dape, vnluckve 
vnto the Hangallan name, and moſte vnfo:tunate vnto the 
King, ouerthꝛewe this laſte wholſome druyce, foꝛ at the verpe 
firſfe encounter, althoughe the greate oꝛdinaunce of the 
Turkes being leuelitd to highe, did no hurte, pet were our bat» 
taples withouteanps tabopr quite oncrtbzowne , namelpe 7. 
morey, and almoſt all the nubles of the A ungar in being ſlaine, 
and the / ſarenes ( Whiche are the light hoꝛſemen ef the Zunga- 
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ans being fcafferedand put to flighte, and with them all the 
| reſt of the hoꝛſemen being fouly diſcomfited and flapne. In this 
; ſo greate aſperitie of foztune, when that a troupe of Tu 
a boꝛſemen hadde gallopcd to rifle the tentes, and they were 

[ hardlye defended by the garde that was placed in them, that 
| bande of choſen hoꝛſemenne, the whiche (as J ſapde befoze) 
ſhoulde haue bene a garde vnto the Ring, coulde not conteyne 
themſelues, but bzake oute vpon the aſſaulting Tur bes, that 
they myght ſaue the Campe. In the ſame moment of halfe an 
houre, King Lewes ſceing all his power in all places beaten 
downe, and aiſo being bared of them, whome he had hoped 
and pzepared fo; his garde, did begynne to flex, but his bead⸗ 
ffrong hozſe turning on one fide , dtd caſt him into a Mariſhe, 
where he was dzowned. Then the 7«rke pꝛoſetuting the victs- 
rie, toke cen, the chtefe Citte o of Zungarie, where he didde no 
moꝛe barme, but onlp toe out of the caffelt thꝛœ godlye ſta- 
tues dt bꝛaſte, ſet vp by the famous King tte, and then re⸗ 

turned to Conflencineple, teauing Hun garie to be almoſt quite de⸗ 
Lroped by ciuill diſſention.

Enſigne bearers , whome he knewe coulde bꝛoke the lothſom- 
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much the rather, bicauſe the newes was, that the Venetian fleete 
(their confederates) of twentie galleys woulde ſho2tly paſſe the 
Faro of Meſiina, to annoy and keeye the ſea coalt of the kingdome 
of Naples. The Emperiall Captaines being moued with the re⸗ 
poꝛt of thele newes, thought it foz their ſafetje to fight with the 
Gentwayes, befoꝛe that the Venetian: were paſſed: the Far. The 
Emperials had onely ſire galeyes, and two foyſtes, but truſfing 
tothe valooꝛ of their ſouldiours, and to foure long boates of great 
ſhippes, whome they had fraught with Þarquehuſicrs,and other 
ſmall veſſels, whome they call Fragates, they nothing doubted 
to fight with the Geneueſe, fo2 the floure of al the Sv ſoyldiozs 
was embarked with the marques of G, the generallofall the 
Italian F 5pani}h farteme,who had gone ahoꝛde the Admiral gallep 
with - 'go de Moncada the viccroy of Naples. Foz Dorbinep maſter 


of the campe had diligently choſen man by man the moſt valiant 
ſouldiours, and thoſe that had bene accuſtomed vnto the Spe 


ſeas, and among them the moſt foꝛwarde petie Captaineg and 


neſſe and tolling of the ſea. There alſo went aboꝛde A ſcarts de 
Colonna, the Loꝛde high Conſtable of the kingdome of Vles, and 
many other noblemen of their owne fre will, as doubting na- 
thing of the victozie. And leaſt that the "i dmc: ſhoulde gine 
place in pꝛowes vnto the 5p4n:4rdes, about two hundzethof them 


onder the conduct of Conradine Glorne, had filled two galleys, and 


with great cherefulnes rowed vnto the Ille of Cray), and there at 
a pleaſant ſpꝛing, long and ſumptuouſly banketted, yea and heard 


Barett a A Portygall, (Who had built him a Cottage oꝛ Cell in thoſe 
ſolitarie rocks) pꝛeach vnto the, he vehemetly adhoꝛtedthẽ to vſe 
their ancient valo: a being mindeful of the pietie that they ought 
to beare towards their 2 


e, to reuenge thoſe cruel Geneuoyes, 
and by valiant victoꝛie to deliver out ot miſerable and infamous 
bondage ſo mam valiant 5/»:4r4es whome the mercileſſe Gen. 


acye: kept tied with chaines koꝛ gallev flaues,afflictingthem with 


contimall ffripes and repꝛoches. While that 34re#« preached in 
this maner bothlong and hotely, 3. rde A gneſi, Neapolitan, not ſn 
much addicted vnto the French faction, as offended with the ar⸗ 
rogancie 
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rogancie of the 5p43:ar4es, twke a ſmall ſwifte Boate , andficwo 
vnto Doria, giuing him intelligence of the number, furniture, an d 
Captaynes of the Emperiall fleete. Noꝛ long after the Empe rial 
nauie departing from the Ille, with manye flagges hanged cut, 
came into fight of 2-14, who was then about a ſmall fur ong 
called by the Parmers the Cape of the Bere, 02 0-/0, not farre 
from the famous pꝛomontoꝛie nowe called Compares, and in an- 
cient time Atheneus. This bzauc ſhew ofthe enimies their fleete 
ſeemed not a little to haue moucd the Genenoyes at the firft ſight, 
but anon after the ſkilfull ſea men did centemne them, and not 
fondly, bicauſe they had not acco2Ting to the diſctpline of the ſca, 
places onthe tops of their Baftes foꝛ men to ſtande in and fight, 
But then Philippine aſſembling togither all the Captaines and 
Paiſters in the Admirall galley, ſpake almoſt theſe woꝛds vnto 
them, ſhewing with his finger the llerte of his enunies comming 


towards them: Ualiant fellowes ſayd he) and god countrypmen + 
of innincible pꝛowes, a great honoꝛ is ſet befoꝛ e vs (as I ſe) by 


almoft a terta ine viaoꝛie, ſithe that we doe ſurpaſſe in number cf 
galleves, and all Martiall furniture, yea and courage of hearte 
and ſtzill in ſea fight. Let our enimies in Gods name be, as they 
doe boaſte of themſelues, noble warrtoars by lande, doubtleſſe 
they will not be able in conflicte by ſea, eyther readily to trauerſe 
their grounde, a2 vet to caſte themſelues into rings, ſœing that 
they ſhall fight among the benches of the rowe ſlaues, and on the 
ſtreight hatches, and muſt receyue the pellets of the Gunnes,as 
chaunce ſhall bzing them, no place being left eyther to retire, o: 
to leape aſide, namely the great number of the rowers empea- 
ching them: So that they lying open vnto ſtrokes, and being ter⸗ 
rified with their daunger, will not be in any wiſe able eyther to 
ſtande ffoutly, oꝛ to chaunge their place politikely. Thereſoꝛe 
ſceing that we muſk not once thinke of retiring backe, and leaſt 
we doe incurre diſhonoꝛ, muſt needes fight with our offered cm- 


mies: perſuade pour ſelnes that the gloꝛie of our anncefſto2s got- 


ten by ſo many pꝛoſperous conflictes by ſea, is repoſed in pour 
daliant handes and ſkill. This gloꝛie (as A thinke) ought euerye 
god Citizen, not only to conſegue, but alſo to augment, leaſt that 
j 8 atherwiſe 
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otherwiſe we may be thought both of our fellowes, and alſo of 
aur enimies to be degenerates, and men fo2getfull- of ur di. 
' cipline. But thinke that Andrew Doria our Admirall is pzeſent, 


E will be a witneſſe of pꝛowest cowardiſe, foꝛ to giue rewards 


vnto the valiant,oz by equal rigbt,ignomie vnto the cowardes. 
The Captapnes and Maiſters gave ſuch a ſhoute as the chere- 


fall and greedy of fight doe vſe, and in fewe woꝛdes letting 03» 
der howe to receyue and innade the enimie, returned vnto their 
gallepes, that they might aptly make readpe all things wbiche 
ſhoulde be nedefull fo the inſtant fight . The ſumme ok their 
ſpxdie decree was this: that Philippino ſhould directly go againſt 
the enimie with his fiue galleyes, but Ni Lome line rowing 
into the mayne ſea with his thzee galleys, ſhoulde fetch acoms 
pale about, and after the confliae was begon, in commodious 
time, coaragtouſly runne vpon the deckes and ſides ol the eni⸗ 
mics their gallpes, and chiefly of the Idmirall, Philippinlaun⸗ 
ching koꝛth frem the foꝛelande into the open ſea, offered him- 


ſelf vnto the conti. nepthet did / g retuſe it.and the rather foz 


that he bel ued, that thoſe thꝛee galleps of L=melline, whom we 
ſpake of, had fled away fo? feare, and did thinke that the ſtue of 
Philippine (hauld fight with him much ouermatched. When they 
dꝛewe neare, and bothe the Zdinirall gallepes directed their 
ſtemmes koꝛ mutuall encounter, G with wholſome counſell 
adhoz ted eo to haſten firſt to ſhote off his great gunne called a 


Baſiliſce, that the thicke fnoke thereof might take away from the 


enimie all certaine ſtroke. But ”g- (who woulde be accounted. 
verp ſkilfull in ſca affaires, and a little befoze had gatneſapd at 


the Ille of cr. pi all the olde maiſters of the galleys, who diſſua⸗ 


ded the fight, vpb2apping them with towardiſe) deferred ſo log 
to ſhœte, that hp being very diligentlye intentiue there- 
foꝛe, and aptly lcuclling the firſt ſh otte of his 3</-/co with pier⸗ 
ting the Einperiall Admirall , paſſed from the ſtemme to the 


decke, ſlaying thirtie men, and among them Peter of Cardonne, &, 


kinſcman of Ge, and Les 7./{tno, one bone in Ferrara. who had 
llapne v pon a quarrell betwene 6. and the Duke of Peten- 
2+, the Duke his ſonne, a gentleman of great hope, and 6 / 
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#943 d Spauiarde, à gentleman that played verp excellently on the 
Citbꝛon. But the 3 /liſco of the Emperiall Admiral! did na 
great harme vato the Geno«ey:, bicauſe that the Gunner coulde 
not (& howe to ſhote right fo2 the ſmoke of the Genoway pece, 
and alſo the Genewoys lape not ſo open as did the Seen, vpon 
the open hatches, but being defended with a ſure netting made 
of ſtrong bandes, ſhot with Þarquebuſſes a croke out of lope 
holes, they themſelues being ſafely couered, But in the meane 
time th; of the Emperiall gallepes, of whome one was called 
the 6:444, the maiſter whereof was Jann a G, but the 
Captaine of the ſouldiours, was cer Famuſca, the other two, 
the Secamia, and the i amarina, ſo called of their valiant mate 
ſters Secame and /:.:4marimo, runne vpon two of D. his gal- 
leys, named the 7/77: and the Hndmide, and fight very ve- 
hementlp, and the hardie ne ſouldiours leape into them, 
when Zome!ne ſawe this, he timelpe turned his courſe, and at 
one time his thꝛæ galleys, diſcharged their thz& 34/5//coes vpen 
the Emperiall Admirall . The Poꝛe hitting the decke, ſtrake 
off the rudder. The Neytune flaping certaine of the galley flanes, 
did ſo ſhake the Maſte, that the ſayles yards fell downe,and op? 
pꝛeſſed manye with the fall, and among them #:erome of Trani, 
who had ſucceeded his father 4 nc9ne{ in the office of Maiſter of 
the ozdinance vnto the Emperour. Finaliye the Miſtres bꝛake 
of the Emperiall beake, and ſoze annoyed the ſtemme. Nepther 
ſtaped they, but ſpedily rowed foz to apde the 7-/gr:me, and the 
Handmaide, that were nowe bourded. Then the ore turning 
about hir ſelfe veryeartifictallp, diſcharged ſich a tempeſt of 
ſmall and meane ſhot, which fell as thicke as haple vppon the 


Gibba, that ſhe was bought into great daunger. Foꝛ beſides 


the ſlaues and the Pariners, and ſouldiours fouly flapne, Ce/ar 
Ftramuſca was alſo bozne ouer the be2de deade with a ſhot of a 
(mall Falcon, and /«/:»:4» the Maſter was ſhot into the thigh, 
and 3-redo a Captaine of an hundzeth Larquebuſſers, Ws hurte 
with th:ee deadly woundes. In another quarter two Emperiall 
Jalleys called the Peryexniana and the orianæ entountred with the 
Mermayde and the Fortune, whom when thep had much endam⸗ 
| Ct. | ma ged, 
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maged and almoſt bourded, they ſœing the vifcomfiture of their 
fellowes, left and fied awaye in ſafetie : fo2 thep deſpapzing of 
the victoꝛie, bicauſc they ſaw the baner of the Admirall thzown 
down, and the ec and the / illamarina cireumuented, and the 
ig 1me and the Hand mayde whom thep dad bourded.recouered, 
and the ſmall flecte of long Boates and Fopſtes ſcattered , had 


thoſen rather to ſave themſelues fo2 the Emperour, than with 


the reſt to fall into the ſame miſchaunte of aduerſe foꝛtune: al» 
though that this counſcll, as to ſone put into pzaciſe was bla- 
med of many. Incontinentlpafter the flight of thefe two gal» 
lepes, the victo2ic was graunted vnto Philippine : fo2 Y go being 
flapne with a ſmall Falcon, G being greenanſly 3 
wilde fire in the necke neare vnto the care, and alſo his helmet 
ſoze battered to his heade by ones, and other things thzowne 
downc from the toppes, and Aſcanis de Colonna being wounded 
in the right hande, and in one of his fete, yelded themſe lues 
bnto L-=e/lne. In the winning of this victozte the galley flaues 


bk the Are and 747 ke ſtwde PHilippino in great ſteade. Foz 


when ?--{:pp:n had pꝛomiſed them tibertie, and had taken off 


their chapnes, and weaponed them, and adhoꝛted them as the 


ficrce tnimies of the 5pan:ardes, and namety of ge to fight lu⸗ 
ſtilp: thep couragtoufly leaped vnarmed into the enimies gal⸗ 
teys, armed only with ſwoꝛde and target, ffghting very ſterte⸗ 
ty. On the Empertall fide were folk adout ſeanen hund2eth old 
fouldtours des, beſides ſo many Mariners and ſlaues, but 
Philippine the vidoꝛ loft of all ſoztes fine hundzeth, and among 
them diuers ſkilkull Pariners, but no maſter ofany gallep,but 
only one Of the Emperials, two gallepes, one Foyſt,one Bꝛi⸗ 
gantine, andcertaine kong Boates were dꝛowned, two fled a⸗ 
wape, 8nd the two other were taken, and one of them was the 
Admirall. Of the Emperials were flayne beſides / ge, and Fer«- 
-1/c., the ſtouteſt Captaines of bandes, Macinie, Baia, lobn Bi 
caine, & mbron, and Bar: But there was taken aline beſides 
2 . and A tanie de Colonna, Franca A irarde the maſter of & 
galtey, the bzother of the C aptaine of the Caſtell of v«ples,wha, 
had the bzawne of his fatte buttocks ſtroke off with a peece of 
02bfs 
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o3dinauce, Philp Cerbellun, lobn de Gaietta, Monſieur de Yerrers a 
Flemming, Monſieur 4e Acogne a Frenchman, whs had fled cut 
of Fraunce with th: Duke of Burbon » and FLerer y A Spantarde, 
Scribe vnto the Senate of ves, and wazthie k:1ightes Game's 
de Colonnas,and A niball de Geuari. The reſt of the petie captaines, 


Enſignebearers, and ſouldiours, that were net maymed wytg 


wounoes, were inc ontinently put in chaines, and turned tg 
the Dare, inthe place of the rowing ſlaues that had bens 
ſlayne in the fight, and the 7»xr4es and Moores that fog their valis 
ant ſeruice were made free, Not only no pꝛofite, but great inch- 
moditie fell vnto the Frenchmen bythis vidoꝛ ie. Foz when Fran- 
cu the French N. requeſted of A drew Peri to haue Þ noble men 
taken in this battayle, to be yeliyered vnto him, T ndrewe renol- 
ted unto the Emperour, and caried all e. with him the which 
hath continged cuer ſince faithfull vnto the Emperour and his 
Houſe, And alſo a great moztaletie rvſing in the French Campe, 
the power was vtterly defeated by the Emperials,

mies, vnderſtanding that --4:»e was departedfrom S. Peule, and 


conieatring that the French men would not ſpeedily ſet fozward, 
called togither all the Captaines, and commaunded them to be 
in a readineſſe with all their ſouldiours, to go foꝛth with him a- 
bout one of the clocke in the moꝛning, tohoꝛtung them to go this 
iournep chearefully, and pꝛomiſed to gine them foꝛ a botie the 

vanzguiſhed French men bekoꝛe the ſunne aroſe; But if (ſayd he) 
they do moꝛe haſtily flee (as ſurely J do not thinke but they will) 


yet the tavle of them will fall vnto vs foꝛ an aſſured botie. The 


ſouldiours cryinx out, anſwered, that he ſhoulde pꝛoctede to con⸗ 
ceive in his mightic minde, valiant aces, coꝛreſpondent to his 
f-:mcr viaoꝛies: foꝛ they woulde with chearcfull and feafeleffe 
heartes take vponthem this daungerous tourney, and doubtfull 
baſarve that he had t ommaunded them.

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diſlodge : ſteing (the ſunne was nowe riſen)the battels of his eni⸗ 

mies with ſhirtes ouer their armour, after the manner of them 

that giue a Camiſado in the night, was aſtonied, and as it doth 

commonly happen vnto thoſe that are ſo caught vnwares, was 

attached with great feare, and not without cauſe: namely, foz 

that he had commaunded the Conte G#14s de Nangeni to go befoze 

with the auantgarde vnto Peu, and there to pꝛouide lodging 

foꝛ him and the reſt of the armie . Thus he being vnp2eparcd, 

and vnreadie, and alſo diſtoyned farre from the fozewarde, was 

circumuented with ſo greate perturbation of the middle battell 
and rerewarde, tyat he was foꝛced with wonderfull vpꝛoꝛe, and 
tumultuouſly to ſet his men in arape, and in vayne to repugne, 

being quite put out of heart by the "violence and celeritie of hys 
vꝛging enimie. Fo2tune alſo gane Lena ſpace to winne the viao- 
rie by an vnloked fo2 chaunce. Fo2 when one of the great pœces 
had bꝛoken his wherle, and fallen in the middes ol a dirtie waye, 
it was a great diſcommoditie vnto them, foꝛ the French hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, pea; and the beſt of them were lighted on fate to lifte vp 
and amende it.

Though this ſtaving 
both N n was gotten ſo farre befoꝛe, that he coulde neyther 
be called backe, noꝛ in time tolde of the ſodain e comming of the 
enimie: and alſo Ten. had time to bꝛing f oꝛwarde his fotcmen, 
who being aduaunced foꝛth, and the hozſemen fightmg very cou⸗ 
ragioufly, the middle battell of the Conte 5. Pe with whom the 
rere warde had alſo ioyned, began in a moment of time both to 
turne their backes. Mhenthat Antenie de Lea clade im glyſte⸗ 
king armour, arid ado2ned with a bꝛaue oreft; commaundeth him 
folk to be bꝛought into the fojcfrowt bone htte af men wilh 
terrible voice adhoꝛteth his fouldisss, awd tetrecficth the Freu he 
men with his ſterte loke and fler ie eyes. Inthe meane time the 
Almaines that ſerued the French kung a thing which had almoſt

7 Fter that Rhedoricke Þ Pertunde hab 
| bzonght Charles the Emperour out of 
payne into Italie tobe crowned. e in 
his returne, hearing that fifteene veſ⸗ 
ſets of the Turles and Age Cozſales 
were befoze the Iſle of Frumentara, 
| came into greate hope to oppzelle 
N them. Wherefoze of his fifterne gal 

leves, he choſe ont cyght of the ſtron⸗ 
— them with the rowers and fouldiers of the 
reſt af his gallevs, and obtepned of the Captaine of the Iſle of 
16122 about ahund2ed and fiftie valiant ſou!Tiours, whom he he⸗ 
ſtowed in his galleys. Pertundo being thus augmented + ſtreng⸗ 


_ thened, was fully reſolued to fight with the 34r647:ans, and ſet⸗ 


ting all things in areavineſſe, departed about the thirde watche 
from big, and made towards Frumenctere, which was ten miles 
off. The 3arberians ſeeing gallevs comming, ſpirtuly gat them as 
dende, and pzeparedto fight. But when it waxed light, /h, Per. 
tunds his ſonne numb2ed the nauie of his enimies, and therefo:s 
admoniſhed his father not haſtily to fight being auermate ded in 
munber. ortundoe vehemently and bitterlye rented him as a co- 
warde, and that ſo inſolently, that he ſwoꝛe he was not his ſon, 
who feared his enimies, who were furniched onty with Foyſtes 
t Bꝛigantines, ſo that, yea he himſelte alone would with his an 
Admirall galley dzowne all thoſe ſmall veſſels of the 3. rbarians. 

Pertundo was in deve a man of a nodfe and ſfonte courage, dut 
very loftie and p2oude : and fo throngh vaine boaſting being 
made obffinate, wilfull, and vdntameable,no confideration either 
efaſuredoz very harde daunger, noz any hozrible ſhewe al m 
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ſent perill pꝛeſented coulde feare him. Then his ſonne (wha 

was both dk Curpaſſing pꝛowes, and alſo pzudence) replied : 

God graunt(father)y we map rather be aſhamed of our concets 

ned feare, than ſoꝛowkull fo2 our fople, But P.rtunde made ſuch 

baſte towardes the enimie, that he was farre befoze the reſt of 
the galleys who were not able to rowe ſo faſt, and loking back, 

commaunded the ſlaues in his Idmirall to ceaſe rowing, that 
the reſt might ouertake him, and they were called vnto both by 
voyce x whiſtle, to make haſt, that they might make front with 
the Admirall. A idin of mirna the Irchppꝛate, who, was ſur - 
named Ce cciadiabolo, ſeeing the vnequall courſe of his enimies, 
and that one comming behinde another, they coulde not make 
front with the Idmirall, calling togither the ſouldiours and 
maiſters, with ſperdie deliberation reſolued vpon this counſell, 
that the (fronger Foyſtes ſhoulde runne direalye vpon their e- 
nimies with their ſtemmes, but the ſmaller ſhoulde enery two 
on both ſides lap abw2de one of their enimies galleys. Frendly 
fo2tune fauoured the Pirates, but was a cruell foe to the chꝛi⸗ 
ſftians. Foz Aſares, Celebine, and S$olymen, the moſte deſperate 
and fierceſt fichters of the Pyꝛates, at one time ranne vpon the 
Fdmirall, one on the ſide, and the other on the femme , and 
befoꝛe that ſucco2 coulde come, flue P rt und-: with all the ſouldfo 
ours, and toke the Idmirall galley , ſo that ſodenly the banner 
was thꝛowne downe, the which did muche diminiſhe the cou⸗ 
rage of the reſt, and with the like ſpeede did A iain himſelfe lap 


aboꝛde the Cocke, the Captaine whereof was 7. Canticler, who 


was flayne, with all his men. In the ſame moment of time, an 
other Pirate called $4/ec, vallantly ſetting vpon the galley of 
Dertheſa, the Captaine whereof was 704» de Ciueres, and alſo the 
next therevnto, wherein was /n, Pertund, his ſonne, toke them 
both, Ciueres being llapne, and /04» taken, and all the ſouldiours 
flapne. In the ſame moment of halfe an houre, Mr athewe Sances 
was llaine by 5e a Ppꝛate, and his gallep taken, But N gg 
l. did fo hotely purſue the hindermoſte of the Syn gallepes

nep of his enimies, wꝛote vnto Fabri 2faramelde, ad leu 
ander Fitelli (who lape with their regiments in the territozie of 
F/{-) that with allpoCibleſpede they Houlde haſte to cutte off 
Teri his iourney, and followe him at the harde hetes, There 
alſa followed it li, a hande gf pes, who being put out of 
wages by the Emperours commanndement liued by robberie, 
them did / itelli adhozt to doe ſome god ſeruice in this voyage, ; 
whereby thep might deſerue pardon of their mutinie, and be in⸗ 
tertepned agapne into wages. The Pzince alſa ſent befoze out 
if the Campe, A ſu- the Earle of San ſecnde, Martio de Colonna, 
and Sculen ge wu their regimentes; and alſd adiopned her dir 
Liſeheumit the Capt apne of the £pyrece hoſemen. vnto his 
wing of hozſemen. After them kolo wed a regiment of olde LanG 
quenets, and alſo he himſt lf with all the light hozſemen, and 
alſo the men of armes marebing towardes 7% He traualling 
all night rave vnto a place called 2g. almoT mid wape be⸗ 
twerne Pee, any atowue named Gn, Where he taped to 
vefreſhe the hozſes with a little reſt, and the ſould tours with a. 
light bꝛeakefaſt. ee that he _ relcd, there came a pateft

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vnto him running, who tolde that Ferne was at hande, and 
had entred, ſacned e burnt the towne bf S. Mcelles, out of 


the which he had hardly eſcaped: and mozroucr, that the Ems» 
perials were at the heles of them, the which was knowen bp

aunded Franc de Pratey, And Reſales Span:ardes , and ⁊ucere aft 

Fp:rers, fb go beloꝛe with all the light boꝛſemen, to whome he 
added foꝛ a garde Pompero Farin, with th2eehundzed harquebuſt= 
ers, and admoniſhed thein that tit as they went, where- 
ſoeuer they founde the wap narrowe, ſo that the hoꝛſes coulde 
not well paſſe, that they ſhonlde place vpon commedious hilles 
ecrtatne bandes of Harquebuſters, fo2 this purpoſe, that if the 
boꝛſemen after they were come into the ſight of their enimies, 
chaunted to be pꝛeſſed, then they might retire fapze and foftiye 
vnto thofe ſure gardes : but if that they mette with anye leuell 
grounde, the which they ſawe was commodious foz hoꝛſemen, 
they ſhoulde tay the enimie ſo long by llowe ſkirmiſhing, vn- 
till that be were come with the men ofarmes. W ben the hoꝛ ſe⸗ 
men were come vnto G linie, and-coulde not be ſuffered to 
enter the fowne, they turning about , rode vnder the wall of 
the towne towardes S. Marcelles, and began to ſkirmiſh with 
the anatcurrers of the enimie. Fo2 Fer uu was minded to come 
vnto Gini, thinking that his eninites wonlve nat haut 
mette him with fo greate ſpade. Pet there dad bene ſame, 
who being ſktffnll of the countrie, and hauing reteyued moꝛe 
certain intelligence of the comming of their enimies, had conn- 
ſayled him toclimbe the high mountapnes beſides Saint rar 
celles, and fo ſafely come downe agayne at Scr parta, the enimies 
not being able to purſue him in that vory krapte and troubles 
ſome way. To the which aduiſe tmckined the valiant Captayne 
Paolo de Cere, who accounted the toſſe of the baggage but ſinatl, 
ſo that eſcaping their emmies, they might come in ſafvtie to 
Florence. But Farnale - withaloftieminde: detelting that adulſe 
whirh might ine ſome ſigne of feare and Uight , marched ſtili 

ko; warde, the hoꝛſemen going befoze wird thetr Captaines,

Foz Ae had 
bꝛought a bande of Harquebuſiers with him, euerye hoꝛſeman 
taking an harquebuſter behinde him who with their hot much 
vered the enimies. But when tar amalde ſawe that the enimies 
bended towardes G4b-1anq from Camalenſu; where the y lodged 


the might befoze, he croſſing duer the mountaines and wades, 


was come to DW ns Ind alſo Vite li by another tozter 
wape, but verpe pil, was entamped not farre from the towne. 
In the meane tyme Ferna ryding on a whyte-hozſe wpth his 
ſwo2dc dzawen, adhoꝛted his men kæping their araye, to haſte 


to take the towne firft, the whiche was then in ſight, and to 


p2opetithe vꝛging ho2femen of their enimies, fo2 the Carle of 
Ciuiteda and A rſulæ fighting with ſingular valioz, did not only 
ſuſteyne thett enimies, but alſo the charge, being on both ſides 


often renued along the ſheluing bankes, fo2ced their enimies 


to retpꝛe with turned backes. Whyle that they thus foughte 
with great tumult andnoyſe, foz that certayne bandes of ar⸗ 
qucbuſters had bene ſent foꝛth out of Fernais his battcll, and alſo 
the ſhotte ot /e»pey: ( who as we haue fhewed you ) bad bene 
ſent to be a garde vnto the hoꝛſemen, had intermedled khem⸗ 
ſelues in the conflice of the hoꝛſemen, and nowe manpe men 
had bene llain on both ſides, when 4 amald- got into the town 
at the farther gate, and at a part of the wail which was eaſilpe 
th2owne downe at the verye ſame time that Fernaus entred in at 
the fozegate. Ind thus a cruell and bloudie fight was commit⸗ 
ted along the to wne. ſo that they fought with great contention 
in the middes of ſhe Market place: fo2 Fernaio leaping off from 
his hoꝛſe, and taking a fotemans pke, lapde about him luſti⸗ 
ire. Neptherfayled 44r4mlde yuto his men, but caſting them 
into 
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infothefa:me cfa wedge, fought fiercely ta wynne the whole 
ſtræte. In the meane tune, part. ot Fernau his battell fallowing 
their Captaine, fought valiautiy in the towne, but part deliec⸗ 
ting along the towne wall, and hauing gotten a coinmodiaqus 
place among the C beſtnut trees to defende themſclues againſt 
the inſulting: hoꝛſemen, ouerwhelmed their enimtes with. a 
great tempect af Imall ſhotte . By them (as it was aftetwarde 
knewne) who were in number alnoſt fue hundzeth, was the 

2mce of orang ſlayne, when he haſttd with the men of armes 
to be pꝛeſent at the fight; Neyther was he ſtrepght wap known 
being ſpedily ſpopled of his coate of cloth of ſiluer, and his 
guilte armaur. They ſape that befoze he was wounded , be 
foughte on hazfebacke hande to hande with N sc 31459 the 
Greeke, wha battered his heade ꝓcete wit a Mall ot pꝛon, and 
orange often aſſayed to thzuſte him thzough with bis worde. 
But 3 hos the ſhocks. of the men of armes, fledde

the — which paolo de Cere ledde, did fo bzeake their a⸗ 
rape, and ſcatter them almoſte at the firft.enconnter , that b 
gotte all their enſignes: although that 72e himſelfe valiantly 
reliſted; and lighting on fate, repayzed, the araye of his men, 
and alſo renuing the fight, hake thzoughe vato the towne fo 
apde Fernaie. But when it was bzuted abzoade fhat the 
Prince was ſlayne, and the troupe of the men of armes (a 
thinge ſhamefull to fe, and incredible ta be. repozted) was 
fledde backe headlong : Ferna crying victozfe, vidozte, gathe- 
red the Florentines cloſe togither , and beganne to pꝛeſſe oh the 
appalled Emperialles. And if that the Lanſauenettes (who 
had not yet Cirred, but kept tn arape not farre from the'towne 
their Eſquadꝛon, as it were a Caftell to receyne their felloweg) 
anarching fo2warde, had not repzeſſed the tumultuous pꝛocur⸗

N. les following the example of chiſters the captaine of the men 

armes, fledde with continued tourſe enen vnto the gates of

But Fernaus and, Peale being tired with long fight, 
and the ſroꝛching heate of the mids ol the vap,tokeahigh houſe, 
and from thence pelted the Empertals with harquebuſſes, untill 
that all their hoꝛſemen were ouerthꝛowen, and deltroped bpthe 
light hozfemen of their enimies, who foꝛ ſhame wouldenottol⸗ 
lowe Reale: when he fledde, bat did caſt themfelnes into thicks 
tronpes, and a tiftte befoze the bandes which eyther toulde not 
enter thetowne, oꝛ which had remayned without by Fer=«co his 


rommaundement, and bad flaine orange, vſing ſuch alles of y- 


ron, as the helmets coulde ſtarte reſiſf, had bene ouerthꝛowne: 
ncyther did the pzepared trunkes of wylde fire do any great god 
thatdape . Foz the Florentine: caſt but fewe of them vy- 


ponthe Almanes and hoꝛſei pther bicauſe their baggage 


was ſpopled, and their Sumpter hoꝛſes put quite out of oꝛder, 
toulde, the Polchats be made readie, and layde on their reſtes, 

as they had truſted and hoped to haue done. Then Ferre and

But bcfoze 
that this arinie coulde come vnto Frech, the lixtene chouſande 
fotemenne- were brought thzoughe ütkeneſſe vnto epght 
thouſande, and the reſt were alſd much weakened with dilea⸗ 
ſes, the which incommoditie was alſo immeaſurably augmen⸗ 
ted th2ongh lacke of victualles: ſs that they were not ſa ſane 
tome befozo the tone (wherein was 21<hemer with firtene 
thouſande men) but that they were fozced to bzeake'vppe their 
Gege, and to retyot batte vnto a fowne called 6a; theNakes 
purſuing, and continualipe ſkfrinſſhing with-em, in whiche 
ſktimithhes they llewe Peter Kaſchinis the Marſhall of the he- 
mans, and Baule Jaechitiu the Captaine 'of the A nngarr2/s, One 
accounted the valianteſt and moſt expert Captaine of that na⸗ 
tion. And the Chꝛiſttans hearing by cettaine rumoas thaf. A<- 
hemetlokedfo2 newe and ſtrong fapplies ot feuldionrs : the 
Chꝛiſtians fearefully decreed, thafall:the whale armie ſhoulde 
haſte vnto a *2wne called en ten myles of, where was ſto;e 
of vlauats, teauing behinde them their great ozdinance whiche 
toulde not be eaſilp taried, and ſetting on fire all their gunpou⸗ 
der, and deſtroping all the reſt of the Parttall furniture of the 
armie, and all ſuch baggage as coulde not be carted on hoꝛſe⸗ 
backe j and that C. dil ner houlde glue the ſignall when tbey 
Mulde diſladge, with a kinde of Pype that the Alm ye vie, 
and is calted by them gehal neyen. Nowe was the time of the ſe⸗ 
conde watche almoſt ſpent, and all men watching, did ſo expect 
with hofull heartes the ſignall of difladging, that they thought 
euerp little moment of tariance to be a peare, and very incom⸗ 
dious: and diuers Captapnes ot great marke by franticke in⸗ 
fn, bꝛake off all ſtav. and haſted to depart without comman⸗ 
dement, and to go befoze their fellowes . They ſape that this 
beinous + ſhamekull departure was begun by the light hozſems 
o 7farenc? of the H1nngerv4ns, who truſting to. thelt xn ; 
in the blinde wayes and wodes, bent their: conrſe towardes 
Falpeni, whome Ladis More, à noble man of A ungarie follos 
. a wing 
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wing with diſhonozable example, fled vnto his owne caſtell of 
Truthuerebeth, and alſo all the hozſemen of 5:<ermarke foꝛget⸗ 
ting ſhame, with great tumult haſted after with their Captaine 
len Hunganelt, who had bene appoynted to leade and defend the 
rere warte. In the meane time it was fearefullye repozted vnto 
CA luner, that the ./ arone: were fledde, and that Ladſ{awe, and 
Hung «noir had done the ſame with the hoziemen of 5:4ermark, and 
that the reſt of the armie neuer a whit expeging the ſounding of 
the $ch4/meyn (as it had bene decred) made themſelues rcadie 
fo; the ſame flight. Then the aſtonned and afrighted Generall, 
got hun to hozfe, and fo2getting to giue the ſignall (foz he had 
ſurely thought (as he ſayde afterwarde) that all the armie had 
bene alt eadv gone befoze) fledde away vnarmed, leauing bchind 
dis tent rich offilucr, plate, and other oꝛnaments. Jn this hur- 
ly buriy the Earle of £-4-0» Colonell of the Lanſquenets, is wa⸗ 
ked out of his lleepe, and being tolde byhis ſeruants that the Ge⸗ 
nerali was runne awapye, he feareleſſe aunſwered, that it could e 
not be that he woulde ſo ſhamefully and falſely foꝛ ſake them, and 
ſo as one greeuouſly tired with watching many nights and great 
tovle taken in the dayes, he returning into his tent, and laid him 
done agame to ſlæpe. No2 long after the novſe and vpꝛoꝛe in 
the Chꝛiſtians their campe, is bꝛought vnto the cares of - 
met, who lodged within the ſhot of a ſmall perce of oꝛ dinanee, all 
the 3arvarians tiſe vp, and pꝛepare themſelues to inuade their e⸗ 
nimies. But 37 homet thinking it god to knowe moꝛe certainly 
what the enimtes intended, and foꝛ that conſideration the dare 
light was to be ſtaped foꝛ, commaunded his men to ſtande ſtill 
in a readineſſe, and with ſilence to expece the ſignall which the 
vſe was to be giuen thzoughout all the rankes, by the ſoft ſow 
ding of a dꝛumme on ho2lcbacke, Foz the olde Captaine,yea,and 
an olde man in derde, who had bene pzaciſed in manye conflictes 
againſt our men, ſomewhat doubting it to be a feygned fighte, 
'woulde not be dzawne into fight, bit m a place of greate aduan- 
tage fozbis men, as he that had bene fully reſolued befo2e, to ob- 
tine the victoꝛie not byfighting any vniuerſail batteil, but after 
nis maner by fleet ing the Chaiſtians by partes and perces = 
Ee. | e 
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the bꝛeake of the daye Zod-o» is called vp againe, he heareth the 
noyſe of the tmminent 3-rbar-ans , and ſeth that he was foꝛſa⸗ 
ken of facre the greateſt part of the hozſemen : he in vaine com⸗ 
plapneth that he was betrayed, yet his courage nothing quay ” 
leth, he ſpeaketh vnto the fotemen, and adhozteth them to be 
myndefall of their wonked pzcwes, and to thinke that the 
bannger which frowarde foztane then bzoughte, was to be 5- 
uercome by only foꝛtitudt of heart, that valiant men ought to 
mynde honeſt death, and not moſt ſhamefull flight, the which 
woulde alſo be vneertaine: that he himſelle who hadoften Aten koꝛ⸗ 
tunately ledde them in many Wares, was fully reſolued by res 
rably to ende his fe with them in valiant ht. The ho2le- 
men of © arinthia, Saxon, A "»ftxrch and Boheme, who like vnto obe⸗ 
dient ſouldiers in vapne expected tbe ſignall of diſlodging , ap⸗ 
> popnt.d bythe Generall, nepther woulde be companions of 
that ſhamefunll flight, came vnto Z-dron thus confirming hys 
ſon!dfours, as vato the valianteſt man, beſceching bim that he 
woulde take vpon him the charge of Generall in the place ofthe 
travtour. Foꝛ they woulde be obedicnt vnto all things that be 
woulde commaunde them, and as long as ſtrength and wea⸗ 
pons woulde endure and holde, woulde moſt conſtantly fights 
with the barbarous enimie fo Chꝛiſtes religion and their very 
god King . en woulde not take vppan him the offered of- 
fice, p2ofciling of a certapne noble ſhamekaſtneſſe, that he was 
viiwothtethercof, pet he of his pitie, and magnitude of minde 


. pitping the vnwoꝛthie tot r caſe of ſa great an armie, ererctſed 
f the charge, Þ which he toke vpon him with pꝛoteſtation, ſo long 
3 as foꝛtune woulde licente. They repoꝛt that when he made an 
'02atton vnto the ſouldiours, and deteſted and vehementlpe diſ⸗ 


tommmended all hope of tight, there was an olde Almaine ſoul- 
diour founde, who durſt to ſaye vnto him courteouſtpe, but not 
vnwittilpe: Flight, god Capfaine my Lo2de of Lodren, can 
ſeme to be fo'fſhamefull a thing in vou: when that pou ryding 
ona godly hoꝛſe map be thought to rideabant to vewe who dog 
flee, L-4re» vnderſtode the wittie meaning of the olde ſouldt- 
our, 
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our; and lighting downe on fte, huckened his hozfe tvith hys 
dzawen ſwaꝛde, fiobly crying aut: This day (felow ſouldicrs) 
ſhall ye haue me both captapne, and ſouldiout to fight with you 
on fote with equalt condicion. Therefoze that ye may not ſæme 
ta hause decepued my opinion, valiantly endcuonr to winne the 
vianozie, oꝛelſe ta ende your warfare with me by an honoꝛable 
death, and not vnreuẽged. Pozeouer, with like curteſie he gaus 
the reſt of his hozſes vnta the ſouldiours of his acquaintance, 
that were weake eyther by woundes o2 ſickeneſſe. The fo2cs 
molt troupes of the hoꝛſemen, and the foꝛemoſt bandes ot the 
fwtemen wereſcarce out of the munitions of the Campe, when 
that the Barbarkons with cruell howling ſpꝛtd themſelues round 
about our men, and their holemen attached many ſkirmiſhes 
at once in diuers places as our men marched, and with this e- 
nent, that our inen lometimes egregiouſlye ſuſtapned their 
charge, and at other valiantyę renuing their onſet, pꝛopelled 
far from them the vꝛging arb. Jn theſe ſandzir conflites 
A nty Macer Fu: chſtat, a.5ax0, Captapue of the c arinthtuns, was 
Gapne, fighting very feruently, being taken by the rakes tobe 
the Generall, by reaſon of the oꝛnaments of his cognizances, x 
with like lot were ſlaine aboue rrity. hazſemen of noble mark, x 
their enſignebearer. Imong who were ii. noble men, A'»Yrewe 
Reſcht," hriſtefer Hernaw,4 George Hemelberg. But in anotter place 
a very bloudy ſkirmiſh was attached with the v, the men of 

AA iſne, IThuring, and Frank/and,who followed the guidons of the 
Saxon ho2ſemen, fo2 of them who fought with fingular pꝛowes) 
aboue xxx vj of the galanteſt, eyther Captains,enſignebearcrs, 
9; Licutenants of compantes were ſlaine, t Chwenrich the chiefe 
captaine of the gv. was taken pꝛiſoner, and died after ward in 
patſon among the 8:rba7:<ns. The men ot᷑ greateſt nobility of the 
which were there flaine, were gebn AHtetheſce, & lames Scullem- 
berg. And alſo with the ſame lot offruſtrated valoz,the A trian 
hoꝛſemen den thep bad reſiſted a god wbile, were at the laff 
Gapne; after that v. Currin their Captatne tſcaping, many 
men of great marke fo? valtance ebirihh dad ben ſlain: as ery, 
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and alſo two very hemons noble men at the houſe of t aideg, and 
with them Lemberg Veleger, men of great woꝛſhip. And alſo men 
bozne in the vpper Auſtrich, rr uliam Fol ge henaſforph, Tes narde 
Lamberg, Gifpar Burghemm, and Schellemberg, men famous fo2 their 
dignitie at home, and alſo in the ficlde . But farre the greateſt 
ſlaughter was committed on the 3-bemzans, whome being diſos⸗ 
dered by the /4n:2475 though contuwall tempeſt of fmail ſhotte, 
ſcnt duerthwart them the olde troupes of 7«- Abe hoꝛſemen, hot- 
ly charged and beate downe euery where with their heauy ſemi⸗ 
tarres,* y2on malles, no mi ſuccourmg them when thep were cx 


- cloſed, and their Captaine Albert ꝓlith had ſoner gat him out of 


thenuddes of the laughter than he ought to haue done. But the 
battallon of fotemenbeing affucted with great detrimente, and 
bzought euen vpon the verve point to bꝛeake arave by the J n- 
Zar und A ſappes, who wonderfully annoved themfroma certain 
high banke of a woddic ariſhe, with their harquebuſſes and 
arr9 wes, but woulde not come to hand fkrokes with them, 4 
nuiathes inuaded on the fide with the hoꝛſemen of 3%, and quite 
diſsꝛdered, and defeated , beating them downe ficrcelye with 
ſwoꝛdes and vbatteil ares. Zodren himſelfe was dꝛziuen by the vis- 
tence ol the hozfcmen ints a oꝛiſh and foule dirtie hole, where, 


wen he being grieuoullp wounded, and alſo muche encumbzed 


with the ſlipperie dirt, endeuoured to ſhewe his ſupꝛeme valoz, 
de was willed dy the Barbarians rather to veeldethan to be ſlaine, 
the which he did, with thee bandes of fwtemen, who were all 
thit were left hun: whom the Barbarians pꝛomiſed to ſaue, as men 
of ſingtilar valoꝛ. Foz nowe the vnmercikull Bar ari ens embꝛued 
with the abundant bloude ol our men, were glutted with ſlaugh⸗ 
ter, ui ſo much that many of their armes fainted, and they tur⸗ 
ned themſclaes very greedily vnto the pillage, following thoſe 
that being diſperſed ſome here ſome there, thoght to haue eſcaped 
the enimies hands by faint and fearcfull pace:with this ſucc eſſe, 
that many were taken pꝛiſoners to be made flaues, few fotemen 
eſcaped, and almoft all the reſt of the hozſemen that had not, as 
we haus tolde von, fled befo2ethe battell, were lying ftapne ouer 
all the whole firlde. Foz this ſhameful! diſcomfiture at zxech, is 
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anderer 7 all the lamentable ogerth2owes that ener were gi⸗ 
nen 18 ens in fo;mcr yeares : fez the floure of the 
and fateuict, were ſlayne and gnite deſfrored rather 
thꝛough the raſhneſſc and lault of the Generall, than the pꝛowes 
of the enmies, lo that it cauſed great lamentation almoſt in e- 
uery countrie of Chꝛiſtendome. F oꝛ it had neuer happened be⸗ 
foꝛe, as one might ſe by the aduc:ſe battels of 5% unde the 
Emperour, and king L. we, that the 3 r anans were both vidtoꝛ, 
and alſo vnbloudie: fo that our men which dyed at Exech vnre⸗ 
—— ſeeme to haue much augmented the detrimet receyued 
te. But aftcrwarde when it was thought that 
— touide not he caried aliue vntsC-nfox:meple, by reaſon of. 
his grieuous wounds, he was flavne by his k@pers, this heads 
kent thither. But ca gν being tried out at dy all men, as a 
man vnwozthie of light and life, requeſted of the ung, that be 
might lafelye come vnto Xe» to cteare and acquite himiclfe > 
but when that the Ring gaue him but yll countenance, and conv 
maumd ing tertaine to attende vpon han fo; ſſ ing awaye, deter- 
ned his triall, he being doubtfull of his ſafetie, pzinilye eſcaped, 

and fled vnto 24 4h-mee, by whome he was put in hope to haue 
god intertainment of the grande Seigneur, and the whole coun- 
trie of Croatia to holde it of him by homage, ſo that he would pꝛo⸗ 
miſe ta his vttermoſt to annov the cistriin. But when he went 
about to ſollicite a familiar frende of his called 54+», noble man.

with often ſkirmiſhes, in whome the Tur. had maſt commons 
ly the better. The Iuris and their confederate Aungerians had 
alſo bꝛought thither a fle te by the riuer of F han the which nas 
nie lay at a (mall Idande called Cpeds, oneriright againſt thee: 
armie by lande. But K. hd a nauie twyte as great: f 
he had rriiij. Feagates; of great and ſmall Najedrs (a kynde of 
hippes of warre vſed by the Sui; in the tiuer of 7/0n«w) 
about foure ſcoꝛe, and little fewer than an hundꝛeth Hulkes £ 
Moves. But after that many bloudy ſkirmiſhes had ben fought 
betwene the two armies, that lodged very nere one vnto the o⸗ 
ther. At laſt eren captain general of Þ Hungarian, in Ferdinands 
campe, was frendly aduertiſed by George Valentine the Generall 
of the Hungerians with the Turles, that Solyman himſelfe app28s 
ched: whgrefoꝛe he ſhould pzoutde ſpeedily foꝛ the ſafetie of him 
ſelfe and his countriemen : Wherevpon Pere» reſozted vnto . 
candulph, and the Captapnes, declared vnto them what newes 
he had recepued, Willed them ſpedilye to depart thence , o2 elſe

de woulb wet otherwayes neglent theTafetie/ofh(scountranen, 
Although that the opinions of the Cuptaines did varie, pet all 
were of this mynde, ts remoue vnts , by night, only Locan- 
dulyh diffented; and flatly afirmed, that he woulde not departe 
from ofen withoute the comma undement of King Ferdiaande. 
There vpon the Earle of Salve was (ent in a fwikt Fragate to 
Vienna, to bing from thence the Uinges reſdlutton. In ide 
meane time, feare viging, and Pere» chafing , they determined 
to walt oner to e in the right ſeaſon, when the Mone ſhined 
not, by foure paſſages: in the firſte they embarked all their 
great #92dinanee, and the Hug arians ; in the ſeconde, the Al- 
maine and Bohemun hoꝛſemen: in the other two, all the fotemen, 
and the bagge and baggage of the armie . Bree an Han- 
gerian, and Balthaſar Pecan an A lans had the charge committed 
vnto them, to tranſpoꝛte the armie without tumutte. Foztune 
fayled not vnto the firſt andfecondepaſiage. Fo? aithoughe 
that when the Citizens of and the Turles ſawe from the 
high places all their enimies veſſelles to be gathered togtther, 
did lightly ſuſpect that, which was in verye dæede, and everye 

man atccoꝛding to his heade, did adduce ſundzie cauſes of thys 
newe vpꝛoꝛe, pet they had no fozeſighte of the ſodeyne flights 
of their enimies, but it was not long vnknowen vnto them, 
who didde intentiuelpe and diligentiye ſconfe and pꝛie: fo 
two / /arones fleeing from Peren vnta Valentme, gãue him intel - 
ligence ofthe intent of their enimies , and 1 homet being in⸗ 
continently aduertifedtherevf by Valentine, haſted wpth almoſt 
all his power to afſſaulte the enimies Campe. He b:oughte 
fo2th the elde perten, the 74232475 going fozemolte, and the 
reſt of the fotemen., whome the yonger hozſemen diſmiſſing 
their ho2fes, followed on foote; and with terrible dowling aſ- 
ſaulted the Campe. Then the Auſtrius percepuing that their 
fayghte was defcryed, were putte gute of hearte : yet the 
hema, amd aiſo thoſe Gene, that warded at the 
Bꝛydge of the Jdande, did valtauntiye and manfuliye reſiſte. 
There was a greate vpzoars-any tumulte thzoughoute -

the whole campe, and namely at the banke of the riuer, when e 
nery man conceyuing feare, haſted without ozder, and without 
ſhame, yea and by wounding one another to get a ſhippe baurde. 
Foz the deade time of the night, and then ver ve darke by cloudie 
weather, made all thuigs to ſæme moze terrible, yea unto the va- 


liant. But K candulyh caulde beareno rule in the darke, and in fo 


great a nayſe and vpꝛoꝛʒe of his awne men, and crying of his eni⸗ 
mies, and the mightie thunder of the artillerie tempeſfing from 
all partes. He, beſides his griefe of nunde, lay then on his bedde, 
being wounded by a marueplous chaunce. Foz as he was w2y- 
ting of letters vnto the King, a;pellet of a Falcon lighted in hvs 
tente, and bꝛake in ſunder a cheſt, a pte of a bande whercof 
wounded the Earle in the ſhouider very grieucuſlp. Pogeoner, 
the reſt of the Captaines of the fotemen, vehementlye enuping 
at the already tranſpoꝛted hozſemen foꝛ their faztunate flight, the 
which was nowe taken from them, did as men buſied with ther 
owne feare, noꝛ pꝛeferring the publicke perill befoze:pzinate 
ſafetie, ratherabide ill , than repugne their aſſapliug enimies. 
So then firſt the vpper campe, where Peren had lodged, was ta⸗ 
ken by the bandes of the Captaine of ze/gr«de, and Valentine, and 
the Almaines were dꝛiuen downe with headiong flighte krom all 
the hill of Saint Gerarde, Neyther doe they in /s let ſlippe this 
god occaſton offered to interclude their enimies, but incontinent⸗ 
lye ſallyed out at the gate of the water toure, and at that gate of 
the Campe that was ouer right againlt them, aſfayled the ſta- 
tions which was nowe foꝛſaken, and caſting vpon the ennimics 
balles of wylde fire, endeuoured to burne the tentes, But George 


the Regent of y yongling, with as ſodaine as happie deniſe, did 
let on fire at the Kings ffables mightie heapes of ſfraw and hey, 


whereby there ſodenly appeared ſuch a great ſhining flame, that 
when the 7 hene recepued on his bꝛighte water the ſhyning of 
the light of the fire, and it being ſpꝛed abꝛoade by reuerberation, 
was caſt fozth verv like vntodaye light, enen wito the backe of 
Feſt, all that foule fight both of the tumult un the lande, and alio 
of the flight ofthe water was apparantiye behelde. But then 
was the ozdinaunce directed, and ſhotte from all partes at the 
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fleeing fleete, ſo that the veſſels which had bene diſozdered, yea, 
with the vncertaine ſhotes, were nowe ſhot at not oniy from the 
water toure, and the caſteil of fen, but aiſo from the Tur 
campe, and from Cepeiws : andnowe that ſv greate lighte was 
bought into ali places, C alſo the Adnurall of the u. Ahe 
fleterowing the lighter vellels vp the ſtreame, gaue a charge on 
the ſide of the enunies nauie. So aconfiicte by water being aiſo 
attached, our men fought vnfoꝛtunately in all places: certayiie 
Hopes laden with ſouldiours were taken, and manpe dꝛowned, 
and ſunke with the oꝛdinance, all the rmer was ülled full of lam 
men, and the wꝛetched comp mic of Parmers and fouldicurs that 
laboured to ſwnnme tothe ſhoꝛe. Foz when the e duer⸗ 
thꝛowing the foꝛemoſt bands, had bꝛoken into the lower campe, 
and the reſt of the Ame, fleemng into the Alland by the bꝛit ge, 
were wounded in the backes with Semitarres : they foz feare 
of honeſt death ſcught ſhamefull deſtrua ien in the guife of the 
water. Many were dꝛowned in the depe chanell, oꝛ elſe were re⸗ 
pulſed and thꝛuſt from the ſhippes by the weapons of their eni⸗ 
mies. Thee hundꝛeth veſlelles being that night with incredible 
conturbation intermedled togither, fo: a god while remayning 
togither, one woulde haue thought there had bene a b2idge made 
oner the riuer: but Fer aunandes Fragates, and the greater Pa- 
© ſavesdiſpairmg, got themſelues ſpedily out of the handes of the 
Tur les, aud keeping the enimies from them with their o2dinance, 
Hotte out at their ſtemmes, went vp the riuer vnto the Ille of 
Comora. Alſo the armie by lande had the lyke lucke in the campe: 
but the v. hennans manfullye repugning, ended their liues verye 
honourably, as alſo the bandes of och» and ech, the chiefe Colo- 
nell of the fotemen, died of wounds receiued in their koꝛe parts: 
but diners eſcaping by the top of Saint Gerardes hill, when they 
were come vnto the edge of the cliffe that hanged ouer the camp, 
darkeneſſe, and feare of their infant enimies, confounded their 
heartes and ſenſes, and ſo they fell downe hedlong from the cliffe, 
and bꝛake their neckes. But many running out at the pzintipail 
gate of the campe, met with them of /n, and exercifing the cle- 


mencie oꝛ crueltie ot their enimies, as they were of diners difpo- 
Ff. ſitions, 
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ſittons, were epther llayne oz ſaued. But when theſunne rỹ⸗ 
ſing did diſcouer the laughter of our men, and the vicozie of 
the 34arbarians ; about thꝛæ thouſande men of all ſoztes, who es 
recting their enfignes at the Churche of Saint Gerarde, on the 
hanger of the hill had ſouldisurlike caſt themſelues into a ring, 
were llain by the enutroning multitude of their enimies:pet al- 
moſt the thirde part of them, caſting downe their weapons, des 
ſtced to haue their lyues ſancd, and peeled to be kept foꝛ a ſhew 
moꝛe ſhametull and woꝛſe than death it ſelfe. At the ſame time 
alſo Can bzinging his vidozious nauie vnto the banke of 
Feſt, ſtrake ſuch terroꝛ into their heartes that had eſcaped (and 
might eaſily haue defended the walles) only with their Tre 
clamoꝛs ⁊ the thundering ofthe artillerte, that the hoꝛſmen ran 
fo faſt ont at the gates with fearefull flight, that one of them 
did hurt another in the thꝛonging feꝛth. Foz the A lanes fogs 
getting their wonted pꝛowes, did ſo tremble at the name of the 
Turhes, that when they ſawe in the Boates the heades w2apped 
about with lynnen, theyranneaway afrighted and vnarmed.. 
leauing behinde them their plate, and all their deareſt and beſt 
baggage, with their wagons : pet the erones ſtayed a whple, 
with whom grerdineſſe of pillage pꝛeuayled moꝛe than all feare 
of death, they being buſted in ryfling © ſpoyling of the merchats 
fhops : foz a noble and rich Mart of al wares was ſet vp at Pe, 
Parchantes reſoꝛting ont of all partes vnto the ſafe ſcate of 
tar ſtrong and very commodlons toon foꝛ that it was without 
daunger of the warres,and the tumultes of ſouldwurs, and pet 
care vuto the campe, there being but a ſhoꝛt cut ouer the ri⸗ 
ucr betweene the towne and the cainpe. But when no man de⸗ 
frnded:the walles noꝛ gates, Co» intontinently bꝛake into the 
towne and flue certain of the ſpopling //aro»es,but he toke ſuch 
delight in chꝛiſtian bloude . that he ſpared no man in the towne, 
no not the ſicke, of whome there was a great number, noz tbe 
women that followed the Almaines, fo; they killed all ſozts and 
ſeres inditferently. vnleſſe it were thoſe whom godly perſonage 
and ſtrength had reſerned to be ſlaues, oz the floure of tender 
yeares had purchaſed pardon, foz hopes of lecherie. So that it is 
repozted, 
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repoꝛted, that there wereflatne in theſe warres by ſundzy chan- 
ces aboue xx. thouſande Chꝛiſtians. But there were taken in 
ref}, in the Campe, in the Jllande, and in the ſhips, that had not 
pet ben diſcharged, ſire and thirtie verpgodly battering perces, 
but of ſmaller mounted on whærles an hund: eth x fitie. Moe · 
ner, the enimie got ſuch wonderfull toze of gunpowder, t pꝛon 
ſhot, armour, weapons, and victuals pꝛouided foz all the win- 
fer, that by effim:ation of the 34rbarians that botie was attoun⸗ 
ted farre the greateſt part of the vinozie. But when the 7s: «es 
bauing wonne the manitton,ſought in the middes ef the camp, 
». Kecand:4{ph lying in his bed, deſired rather to be Caine in his tent 
than to ſuruiue ſo great an ouerthzow, but he was againſt his 
will and chafing thereat, caryed ab vꝛde a boate vy his phiſition 
and chamberlaine, and ſo tranſpoꝛted into the Jfle ot Cemera, 
where a little while after he dyed of the griefe of his wounde x 
hurt. But all the p2tſzners, who were in number about eyght 
hundzeth, being pꝛeſented vnto geh at his arriuall vnto the 
tampe, were by his commandement all ſlapne; except certatne 
knowen captaincs and noble men, among whom were 3.5 
far Pocan, àiid Ta an olde captaine, maiſter of the watch,

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perill of the towne, and the Captaine whomehe had befoze faith- 


fully pꝛomiſed to ſuccour, as (one as he had recepued out of Ger- 


mane two regimets of Lanſquenets vnder the conduc of the two 
Scaligers, and ſire thouſande / talians (foz the moſt part ſhot) ledde 


by Robert P2ince of galerne, with whome an olde Captaine Ce/ar 


1 d was iopned foꝛ a Counſaplour, and ſeauen hundzeth men 
of arines (but pet in compariſon of the Frenchmen, but light 
hoꝛſemen) anda ſingular coznet of olde men ot armes from the 
Duke of Florence vnder Aadulphe Baleone, and to theſe were adiov- 


ned his olde ſtoꝛe a fews 5penrurdes, and the regiment of Lan- 


guencts of Bron Seiſnech, whoſe bandes were not full: he mar- 
ched towardes carignano. But befoze he came there, he was met 
with in a plaine betweene cere/ les, and Carmegnola, by the French 
power, the which was thus ranged, In the middle battell ſtode 
the G /co1gnes, and the reſt ofthe olde French fotemen ſingularly 
well appoynted, and very bꝛauelp, cloſe vnto whome rode the 
ſtrong regiment of ers that had ſerued long in thoſe warres 
in Piemont, and ſtronglye backed all the front of the G/c-g»es, 
which ode verp bꝛoade. Theright wing was appointed vnto 
the gw]. ers that came latcly out of their countrie, who with ſin⸗ 
gular heate af heartes had deſtred to fight , But the Grureres d 
kindcof halfe clownithe ſouldiers, and of no great vſe, were pla⸗ 
ted in the left wing. Theſe Gr«eres doe dwell about Geneva, and 
Z. ſinne, and boꝛder on Berne and guten. Among theſe Gruiers were 
certaine /taluun bandes, namely of baniſhed men of Alan, van. y, 
and Piemont, were admired, This was a great battell, and had 
many enſignes. But bicauſe it conſiſted foꝛ a great part of freſhe 
water fouldiours, and men of diuers langnages, and had alſo 
bene taken vp without great choyce,they gaue almoſt no opinion 
of aſſured val oꝛ, oꝛ firme conſent. Bozeoner,betwerne theſe thꝛee 
battels of fotmen, there ſtode alſo thꝛer of hoꝛſmen. Betwene the 
middle battell, and the eſgquad2ons of the 5w:/r2er; ſtode Monſieur 
de hermes, with whome were all the light hoꝛſemen, and one 
krottpe of menof armes to ſtrengthen them. And the Lozde Bots 
tis carded the open ſide ol the G· ver; with an other power of 
hozſemen. Then the Marques ſeeing this araye of the cnimies, 
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did ſet right ouer againſt the middle battell and the G /ignes, a 
whole battallionof A lmame fotemen (whome he did take to be 
of inuncible ſtrength) with this oꝛder, that inthe foꝛefront he 
placed Aliprana ui a4rnches baother vnto the Cardinal of Trent, 
who had deſired ta haue that honoꝛz. Foꝛ the luſtie and valiant 
pong Gentleman had in tune befoꝛe couragiouſlpe pꝛofeſled, 
that he woulde with his onely regunent (wherein were not full 
thꝛee thouſande) encounter, and valiantlp ouerth2owe the wn 
Sers, Whoſe fozce the Parques ſœmed not vnſkilfullve to feare. 
Behinde him, the two $5ca/:gers ledde their regunentes, their en⸗ 
fignes being placed in the middes of the hattet. The right wing 
againlt the Gers was appointed unto the Spnardes, but ſo that 
he adioyned vnto them fiue bandes of Lanſquenets vnder the 
charge of ce ſnech, men merte fo2 a ſtanding fight, He plated all 
the /talians in the left wing, and willed them by little and little 
to clyme the hill, which roſe vp gently from the ſmall valley, as 
the better place, and willed them not ta ſtirre from thence, leaſt 

that they ſhonlde be diſoꝛdered and defeated by the wer, that 
ſtode againſt them, to whome they were inferiour in diſcipline: 
but to ſtande ſkill in arapand be obedient vnto the commaunde- 
ments of the Pꝛince of glerne and 444, and vſe their harque⸗ 
buſſes as the chaunte ofthe battell ſhoulde require. % ip Zang a 
Flemming, Prince ot Salmen, who was Generall of the hozſes 
men) was commaunded to ſtande in the voyde roume betwerne 
the Lanſquenets and the Sp«n:ardes, and Baleone did the like, ſtan⸗ 
ding direetllv againſt 7 hermes. But Charles Gonzaga had a ſpet iall 
charge to obſerne and inuade z-«#ers , who ſtode right ouer a⸗ 
gainſt him. The battels on both ſides being thus aranged, and 
the great oꝛdinance on both parts ſhot off, the ſignals were ſoun⸗ 
ded, and tho battels began ta app2och, betweene whom the Par- 
ques ryding to and fro with great daunger ofthe pellcts whiche 
flue from the great oꝛdinance and harquebuſſes rounde about his 
eares, and vewing all things with his eyes, percevued that the 
Almaines tame fozwarde moze ſlowly than he would haue them, 
inſomuch that he came neare vnto them, and conrteonſlye encou- 


raged the Captaines te amende their pace: when ſee, be bebelde 
Woo Ft. in. vndoubted

vndoubted ſignes of deadlye feare in the faces of the 5c4/gers, 
they loking moze ſadde and pale than they were wont. Whers 
foze turning towardes his familiars, Scalengo , Lindriano, and 
gaiaureda, who continuallpe kollowed him to receyue meſſages 
from him, and to carie them vnto the battels and rankes, ſayd: 
Almightie God auerte this pli avodement, and be with vs to 
daye with his omnipotent power, as we haue great nede ther⸗ 
of, ſeeing that J doe ſee in theſe Almaines, in whome is repoſed 
all our truft,x the meane to obteyne the vicoꝛie, no chearfulnes 
to fight, now the enimie is pꝛeſent x pꝛouoketh them, the which 
thiug bath neuer happened befoze this time. The firſt that ran 
togither, aftcr that the Marques had giuen the ſignall thzough 
the encouragement of his ſouldiours, were the hozſemen of 
hermes and 3alcone , the which they did with ſa greate valoz, 
that on both ſides many were bozne to the grounde, and after | 
their tanes were bzoken , they couragiouſip vſed their battcll | 
ares and ſwozdes . There 7h:rmes charging on the ln 
kotemen, was repulſed, and his hozſe being hurte, and falling 
to the gronnde, he was taken bya freſhe water ſouldiour. 
But although Beens wing of hozſeinen excelled in pzowes, 
pet thep being inferiour in number, coulde not ſuſteyne the 
fozce of the French men of armes. So that many of them were 
lapne in that ſharpe conflice, and among them /#/» A Ne, 
ſonne to the ÞPyzince of Tuderte, and Baleene hauing bis hozſs 
flatne vnder him, hardly eſcaped wounded vnto the /:4/:4: fotes 
men. But in another wing Foꝛtune (who vleth as it were 
with a kinde of plape, eftſones to exchaunge the euentcs of 
battelles) ſcemed to ſmple vppon the n ardes and olde Lanl- 
L quenettes. Foz they vnder the conducte of Ke de Cardon- 
3 n, and ceiſacch, charged the Gr«ers ſo couragionſiye with a 
4 Manique of har quebuſtiers, that thep diſozdered all their bat⸗ 
tell, and made them to flee, and gotte the Cottage that they 

had ſtde by, and certapne pæces of oꝛdinaunce, and alſo 

with great laughter bzake through a troupe of hozſemen that 

5 was ſente to ſuccour them. In this encounter, the Monſieurs 
f Deſtre, and Charles Droſſe ; who were the chiefe gr of 
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at Wing, were flayne , and alſe Monſieur de A gier, a pong 
Genfloman-of ſingular hope, ouer hotelye bꝛeaking in, was 
caſt ont of his Saddle by the 1/=1477e Pykes, and dyed within 
th2z@dayes after of his two woundes. In this ſpedie, but 
vneertaine feeſe of vico2ie, the 5pan:ardes being inflamed, ſa 
fiercelp followed the fleeing Frenchmen, that with continued 
coutſe they did flea and take euen vnto cg ele At the ve⸗ 
rpe ſame time the Lanſquenettes who had lyen flatte on the 
ground that they might auoyde the great oꝛdinance being com- 
manded by the Parques, aroſe vp, taking vp duff, tbꝛew it o⸗ 
ner their ſhoulders, the which is an olde ꝛ religious cuſtome of 
that nation, thinking by that teremonie ts wynne the fauour 
of bloudte ars, and then they made towardes the enimie. 
AM lprande, who was in the fozefronte of the battallion, goyng 
certayne paces befoze the Eſquadꝛon, chalenged to the com⸗ 
batte 4on/ieur de Molle, a notozidus Captayne on the Frenchs 
Ne. But when the Frenchman refiiſed it not, they ranne to- 
gither fo furtouſlpe, that one wounding the other in the face, 

they bothe fell downe to the grounde , Molle being thzuſte in 
with deadly Ppke alittle abone the eve, and A lprende into the 
ball of the cheeke vp to the eare. Thus both the Captaynes 
falling vowne , a verpe fharpe and a bloudie fighte was bes 
gunne by the foꝛemoſte rankes, wbere the ſtrengthe of the 
moſte choſen ſouldiours and petite Captapnes of both armies 
fought foꝛ the dignitie of their name, and foꝛ gloꝛious vicozies 
Alprandes regiment that went fozwarde verye hotelpe, was 
moꝛe ſlowlve followed by the Scaliger than they ſhoulde haue 
bene, by reaſon of: the empeachmente of the lowe and vnenen 
grounde, whereby nepther coulde their Pykes be bozne wyth 
equall ozder, noꝛ their rankes be aptlpe ſct cloſe togither. But 
tn the hoteſt of the fight, the Emperiall hozſemen made into ths 
left wing of the Frenchmen where 3»7er; ode with his troup 
readie to fight, and ran fo2th very couragionfly, but vainly, as 
ft appeared anon after, very tncommodiouſly and ſhamefullpe. 
Foz when they were tome vnta 5 Frenchmen, they neuer ont 
lata anpe charge. no noz ſe much as charging their —— 
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whirled themſelues rounde aboute lyke vnto the loꝛme of the 
Sone, eyther to trayne out the light hoꝛſemen from the guarde 
of the men of armes, oz bicauſe they being lighte armed, durſte 
not aduenture vppon their ennnnies, who were all it com 
plete armour , oꝛ elſe were adduced lo to doe by an vncer- 

taineſpeach vttered (as they ſaide) by G. their Captame, who 
commiaundedthem to turne about their hoꝛſes, that they being 
onermatched, mightnot fight with the men of armes by encoun- 
tring them with their hoꝛſes bꝛeſt to bꝛeſt, and with thick troupe, 
but with often running vpon them, and incontinentiye reculing 
backe againe, after the manner of the Moores . This vnloked foz 
turning away of the Emperialles cauſed firft the Frenchmen to 
maruavle, and anon after alſo their fellowes aſſuredly to ſuſpect 
that they did flee : ſo that 3ourzers ſodenly with great valoz char⸗ 
ged on the backes of them that turned : who, although that the 
Marques cried out, and rated them, coulde not be ſtaped, but 
with headlong courſe ranne vpon the Eſquad2on of the A hnains, 
and finding it loſe behind the enſignes, opened and bꝛake thꝛough 
all the whole battallion: and alſo the French men following thẽ, 
got in to at that bꝛeache, and with (mall adoe ſlue all the foulye 
diſoꝛdered hindermeſt rankes, bicauſe that they were not armed 
with heade peeccs and Coſtelets, as were the foꝛe rankes : the 
Frenchmen caruing off whole limmes from the vnarmed, with 
their bꝛoade and heauie ſwoꝛdes, not vnlike vnto wode kniues 
that hanged at their ſaddle bowes. But when the gers who 
fode ouer right againſte the /c«/:«ns, ſawe this wauering and 


laughter of the Almaines, they neglecting and omitting the /- 


lians, turned their infeſtuous enſignes on the Almaines, as on 
them, whom foꝛ naturall hatred they bare them, they accounted 
koꝛ their very and peculiar enimies: nepther in dærde coulde they 
commodiouſly charge the /:4/:a»s foz the holoumeſſe and incqua- 
litie of the plate: and alſo they thought that if the c lmaines were 
timely deſtroyed, then the vico2ie were ſurelye gotten. This 
channce ofcounſell ſodenly taken, bꝛought not doubtfull ſafetie 
vnto the /e«/:4ns, but moff affured deſtruction vnto the A lmains: 
foz as the /-4/:4n; being inferiour both in furniture and number, 

| men 
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men thought woulde not haue ſuſteyned the foꝛce of the impꝛeſ⸗ 


ſton ot the it gers, namely ſceing that they had befoze ſane the 


flight of their hozſemen, ls the Almaines that did very conſtant ly 
pꝛopell the G/corg cs and olde Swirgers that fought in their front 
with ſingular valoz, were not able to beare the freſhe foꝛce of 
theſe wer that charged them on the ſide, ſo that being diſoꝛde⸗ 
red by the madde miſerable irruption of their owne hoꝛſemen, 
and ſuccoured by no man, but ſlayne behinde by the Frenche 
bozſemen, and in the front by the vrging entmies their fotemen: 
after that their captaines were flame, and their enſignes thꝛo un 
downe, they turned their backes , and were almoſte encrye man 
flayne. There died with the 5c«/:ger5 diners noble men of greate 
renoume foꝛ ſundꝛie honoꝛs bozne inthe ficlde, and Captapnes cf 
bandes, and moſt honourable of all, ”«/ce»e ſonne to the Earle of 
F urſtemberg , Michaell Prenſin ger, Licutenant to Brenner Scaliger, 
E Arnty rſe, a man of great fame fo2 his many martial vopages, 
and Fil debrande Tunncy, Balthaſar Chaldeſe, Iames Figer, Matrice 
Burſe, Adam Brall, and the Baron of Criniſen. But Aliprande 


 Madruckes being ſoꝛe wounded in many places, was found halfe 


deade among the ſlaine carcaſſes, and taken pꝛiſoner. But when 
the /:«/:4n fotemen ſawe the Almaines defeated, and the hoꝛſe⸗ 
men fledde, they vling a deuyſe rather needefull and pꝛoſitable(as 
it afterwarde appeared) than honourable, fearing the viaoꝛs, be- 
ganto get themſclues out of daunger, and to retire thꝛough that 
lowe place that I ſpake ot, but pet ſtill keping araye, and ſo no 
ſtrong bande of their enimics moleſting oꝛ purſuing them, they 
came befoze midnight vnto 4 /:, whither long befoze had Z= ny 


tome whole x vntouched with his hoꝛſemen : but anon after the 


ſunne was ſet, the Parques came thither wounded a little abous 
the knee with an harquebuſſe ſhotte that went thꝛough his ſtæle 
ſaddle, as alſo his helmet was battered with the many blowes 
of hozfemens Palles : but bicauſe he woꝛe not at that tune the 
Enſiqnes of a Generall, as he was wont to doe, but onelve a 
blacke and meane caſſocke, he was not knowne of his enmmies, 
and fo defending himſelfe with his wee, got out of this blouty 
bꝛoyle. But the cauſe Ce” cars: did rot ſet vp. n 
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noꝛ purſae the /:«l:a»s, we learned, was this: They Haning 
loſt Termes their Captaine, and alſo being diſperſed , had tur⸗ 
ned themlelues to oppz eſſe the right wing of their ennimies. 
Fo: when the $pexardes, ſeiſneches, and Lanſquenettes that had 
defeated the Gers, and hadde purſued them karre, returned 
topfull of their valiaunt ſeruice , and were ignozaunt of the 
diſcomfiture of their fellowes, they being ſodenly amaſed with 
the ſight of that laughter , and alſo being in ſuſpence what to 
doe, lighted on the vino2 Frenchmen, by whom being enclsſed 
as in a powude (the hozſemen enutroning them rounde , were 
taken pꝛiſoners almoſt without wounde, bicauſe the valiaunt 
men thoughte it better in this deſperate ſtate to yelve to foꝛ- 
tune, than to repugne with foltthe t deadly pertinacie.Thers 
pelded 34:mende of Cardonna, the Campe maiſter, ſonne vnto 
that d imonde, whiche was Generall at the battell of Nunn, 
and with him Capta ines of greate marke, J=hn Beamont, Lewes 
Ch:xada, Cunſalres Hernandes , and Cheuedes . But the Baron 
se:/aech getting on bozſe, eſcaped the daunger, and charles Gen- 
2454 when he ſawe the hoꝛſemen ſhamefully flee, that be might 
not be attainted with the like diſhonour , bake in among the 
French men, and being hurled off from his hozſe, was taken 
pꝛiſoner. And alſs Hercules A artinenge, bozne of à noble houſe 
at Brea being incenſed with the ſelfe ſame ſhame , but wyth 
harder lot of honoꝛable attempt, luſtilpe thzuſt into the thicke 
battell ot his enimies, with his coznet, as it became one bꝛougbt 
vp by Ge, where he was ſlaine, with his bzother A teil. Thep 
repoꝛt that there was llayne xu. . of whom farre y moſt were 
Almaines, Ind whereas there was in the flelde almoſt with e- 
quall number on both ſides abone xl. M. fotemen, the viaozte 
happened not vnto the Frenchmen altogither without blonde, 
namely ſing that their left wing was defeated + put to flight, 
and diuers of the French nobilitte ſlapne. J hearde afterwards 
the argues himlelfe ſaye, that be had neuer thought but dat 
be ſhould haue ſuſtepned and defeatedthe fo:ce of the Frenche 
boꝛſemen (which was otherwiſe to be feared)by his harquebu⸗ 
ficrs, as it had happened at the batte ll of ae, andalfo he did

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[sgermatch the enimies their fotemen in ſtrength of thicke Cſ- 
quamon. The fruite of this vidoꝛie was nothing elſe but the 
winning of Car:g2070. ö

hen that the Duke of Angbien had gi⸗

ovppe ſouldiours, the which he did with 
great (pede, byzing about Mirandula ſeauen thouſande /:al1ans 
with his owne money, with whom alſo iapned Aartinerge a no» 
ble man of 3re/:, with his company of hozſemen, and alſo Francs 
orſino the earle of Petilia, x ij. baniſhed men of x «ples, the duke of 
Somme, t the pz ince of ca, who had leuted power in the Ro» 
mane territoz4e. But when that n woulde haue pa ſſed the 
Po, the Marques of Cu who had gathered togither a power, 
ſhewed himſelfe on the other ſide of the riucr readie to impeache 
his paſſage, t alſo ſent the pꝛince of 5-/er»e with the greater part 
of his power to take the ſtraites of the moantaine A penine, that 
be might not paſſe that wap neyther.UWlherebp he was fo2ced to 
(#keſafette by retiring back ouer Þ painful moatains, But with 
in in days, d Pꝛince 4 97. x were in ſight one ot᷑ thother at the 
riuer of Sc, i bega ſtreightway to ſkirmiſh. But whe SN. 
fo2 feare at p pꝛinces hozſinen,paſſed auer the riuer, 4 withdzew 
bimlſelf to the vineyards that ſtwd on ö hanger of an hil, certain 
of the Pꝛinces bands of fotemen toke a hill nere vnto tze. Tbe 


which the Itrexxiang coulde not abide, but did ſet vpon them ſo

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ficrcely, that they put them to flighte, and foꝛced them to leſe 
their enſignes, and alſo to fozſake their two peces of oꝛdinance. 
Then 3. ⁊i being very ioytull of this god ſucceſſe, as though 
he had ſcene victoꝛie nowe comming towardes him, by the adhoz-s 
tation of 1 «chewe, a Captame moze aduenturous than ſkilfull, 
couldnot keepe in himſelfe, but bꝛake fozth out ofthe vineyards, 
and cried victoꝛ ie, via oꝛie, and ſent vnto the Captaines of Pet. 
lian regiment(foz he himſelfe being grienouſlye hurt by chaunce 
in the legge, ſtaped at Placentia) fo; to followe with ſpeedic pace 
with the rerewarde, and to be pꝛeſent at the vigozie begun, Pe: 
{zans bandes who were not ruled by one man, but man, and were 
obedient not vnto the ſkilfulleſtC aptaines: but the noble men of 
greateſthonoz, as ſone as they hearde the crie of vicozie, couloe 
not be kept in, although that S. and Cee commaunded 
tbem to marche vnto the vineyardes in a thicke Eſquadzon, but 
that they ranne foꝛth with loſed rankes, and by their thin ara 
gaue accaſion vnto the hoꝛſmen of the enninuies to bꝛeake fo2 


to the which occaſton lerne fapled not rating the hozſemen, who 


a whyle lingering with infamous llouth, woulde neyther runne 
their hoꝛſes luſtilv, as though they were wearie, noꝛ couragiouſty 
charge the Eſquadꝛon. When (ſapde he) will ve thinke that the 
ignomie lately taken at Cere/o/es muſt be wyped awaye by ſome 


valiant face, if that ve doe not nowe charge ouerthwharte the 


fide of this thinne Eſquadzonof the wearye ennimie marching

With loled rankes : The hoꝛſemen bluſhed, andimmedtatly gane 
a couragious charge onthe enimie, Bartholomewe Grece the Kiews 
ten int of B«/eons tompanie being the firſt that bꝛake foꝛth: the 
yu c loſed battallion of the enimies was bꝛoken through, and at 
length the hozfemen charging on all parts, and the fotemen fol- 
loving. all the g/ rer were foulp defeated and ſcattered, wyth 


this eucnt,th, at few being flain, all were almoſt taken vnhurt, the 


memoꝛie of p vnbloudy warres ot our fathers being renued. Foz 


the /c«/:4ns did curteouſly ſparc them that yerlded, being cõtented 
with theſpople. Nepther were the 4 lImaines and 5 paniardes pꝛe- 

ſcnt, whoſe cruell handes reiopcing in laughter, fewe had eſca- 
ped. And alſo with god lat the two weepolicanc banifhed Pzinces, 


Somme 
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Some and Ce a, who were in aſſured daunger of death, were 
let go, when that euery ſouldiour thought that the noble men al- 
lyed by bloude vnto G 4ſt · and gaierne, were rather gently to be 
let go, than to be ſeuerely deliuered vnto deteſtable death by the 
ludgement of Straungers. One onclynoble man, and he alſo a 
pong Gentleman ot ſurpaſſing towarviyneſſe, lie. 0r/ine, was 
llavne in the fight with a harguebulle ſhot. Srro221 himſelfe eſca- 
ped intothe neare dommions of the frendes and confedcrates of 
the Frenchmen, with vc the ſonne of the Earle of Per:l:«, 
and Fl,»91»% the Earle of 4 ngwiliara . This ouerth;owe daſhed 
all the intended attemptes of / nghien. This battell was fought 
in June, and that at Cere/-/es in A pꝛilt before. 


The Battell of Lochen foughte in Sa- 


xon, betyvene Charles the füt, Emperour 
of Reme , and Jahn Frederichę Duke of Saxonic, in Anno 
1547. 24. of Aprill. Out of Natali Comes.

paſiing ouer the riner of £/6, entred Saxe, haſting with his ou⸗ 


p hoꝛſemen to fight with the Duke befoze he had diſperſed hys 


power into his impꝛegnable holdes. And in derde the Emperials 
vlep ſuch celeritie, that they were vpon the g. befoze that they 
were ware of them, in ſs much that when the Emperiall anant- 
currers were ſodenly com ſo neare vnts them, that they coulde 
not well beſet in araye, all the . v armie was fraught full of 
trembling and feare, and were euen vpon the pꝛicke to flee all a⸗ 


tay : of fo great moment in war#fs is celexitte alone. But 
Sie whileſt 


* 
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whylel that the auantcurrers Emperiall being verve fewe in 
number, ſtayed foz moꝛe power, whiche continually came vn- 
to them: the Duke bad lepſure to ſec his men in arap, but pet 
not as he was wonte, and as the diſcipline of warres woulde 
bane it, but as the pꝛeſent neceſſitie requeſted and permitted. 
He deuided his fotemen into two Eſquadꝛons, whome he gar⸗ 
ded on both ſides with his hoꝛzſemen, and placed his greate 02- 


dinaunce, and his baggage, and cariages in the mpddes . In 


the meane tyme the Emperialles were ſo increaſed, that they 
doubted not to encounter their enimies , who nowe marched 
towardes /-::remberg , And ficlke therepaſſed betwene them 
lyght ſkirmiſhes, Whome the Fern, till marching on their 
wapye foꝛced not off : ſœing that they did not onely Coutly re⸗ 
ſilt them, but alſo tepelled with laughter ſuch as over barvily 
pꝛeſled vppon them. Afterwarde when that the Duke of 
Als, the Emperiall Generall was come into ſight wyth a 
great tro upe of hoꝛſemen, the g. rn. fearing by the great cloude 
of duſte that was rapſed vppe, that the Emperours whole 
power was come, beganne to marche on a rounde pace: the 
whiche certapne of the Emperiall lighte hozſemenne taking 
fo; akindeof flyghte, gaue a greate ſhoute, and luſtilye char- 
ged the garen.: and certaynemen of armes wente aboute to 
encloſe them on the other ſide. But a great troupe of 54x02; 
barquebuſters on ho2zſebacke , charged the Emperiall Ho2le- 
men, with fo greate violence, and ſo myghtte and hozrible a 
ſtozme, tijat not one of them durſtc abpde, but incontinent- 
lpe turned their backes , and were fo2ced to flee backe a · 
mong the men of armes. Thele hoꝛſemen were taken vppe 
in the confines ol Aung arie, Plover, and Croatia, and had to their 
Captaine Barthelomewe, Croatian, an olde and experte ſouldi⸗ 
our. When that the Saxon vnderſt ode that bys fate- 
mens heartes were a little confirmed thzoughe the valoz of 
theſe hazſemenne. be commaunded that the fotemenne of the 
Earle of bichlinghen, in whome he repoſed greateſt truſte, and 
the hoꝛzſemen of ls bo Pontcavee, and Gangulph of Eiſling hen ſhould 
be placed agapnlte the fronte of the ennimies , wyllyng 

them 
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them that if they were inuaded and charged foꝛ fo feos 
that they gaue place vntill that at commodious tyme the ſig⸗ 
nall of fighte ſhonlde be giuen. Whyle that the 54x02 is 
doyng of this, the Emperour with the King of the Kam . had 
onertaken Ale his hozſcemen : Wherefoze his Maieſtie 
thynking that opoꝛtunitie of fighte was offered him, where- 
of he was verye deſirous, and bicanſe that the daye was 
nowe well ſpente , he incontinentiye aranged his power 
info a vantgarde, and a battaple. In the auantgarde 
be placed fire hundzeth Launces to the charge of Acaurrce

ven hundzeth 1 hoꝛſemenne, and one bundzeth harque⸗ 
buſters on hozſebacke , they being all in number two thon- 
ſande. Be denided them into three troupes, the Hungarian: 
ſtoode on the right wyng, the Almaines on the left, and the /:4- 
lians in the middes: of the reſte of his power he made the 
battell, the whiche he denided ints two Eſquad2ons , of 
whome hes committed the one vnto the King of the 2-maynes, 
but the other he ledde hymſelfe : the one conſiſting of ſeauen 
hund2eth ho:ſcmen, and the other of one thouſand, part Laun⸗ 
ces, and parte Parbuebuſters on hozſebacke, and wriled hys 
| fouldiours to anaunce-1nluche o2dcr, that the fronte ſhoulde 
| be b;oadeft, contrarie to the vſage of the Almaines, who doe 
make their fronte narrowe, and their ſides bzoade . The rea 
fon hereof was, bicauſe it is not onelye godlye vnto the eve, 
| but alſo verye ſure. Foꝛ in this arape a battell cannot ſo ea⸗ 
tive bee encloſed, by reaſon of the bzcanthe thereof , the 
whiche mape happen with no greate difficultte, if that 
the Eſquadꝛon bee narrowe . The S had fire thouſands 
fotemenne caſfe ints two Eſquadzons, and nyne Coꝛnettes 
of hozſemenne, whiche was two thouſande, fire hundzeth, | | | 
and fonre ſcoze hozſemen : but he himſelfe ryding from ranke | 
| to ranke, pꝛouided fo2 all neteſſaries in all plates. And when 
N be ſawe but onelye the fozewarde of the Emperialles, bf- 
| cauſe that the duſte didde byde the PE; he was in god i 


| hope: 5 i 
5 . 
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hope that he ſhoulde be able verye eaſilye foz to ſuſteyne the 
fozceofſofewe hoꝛſemen. But when he was admonilſhed by 
his Parſhall, to go a little on one ſide, that he might moze dili⸗ 
gently vewe them with whome he ſhoulde fight, he ſawe alſo the 
battell aranged, wherefoze vnderſtanding that all the Emperial 
hoꝛſemen were come, and alſo percepuing their araye and pur⸗ 
pole, he returned vnto his hoſte, and determined to take a wode 
full of Pariſhes, and verp blinde narowe pathes, thinking that 
thꝛough the benefite thereof, be ſhoulde be able to pꝛolong the 
fight vntill it were night, and then he ſhould be ſafely ſhzowded 
there with, and commodioully recouer N ittemberg. But there 
was betwerne both the armies ſo large an open playne, as wold 
ſuffice foꝛ them to fight in, foz it was aboue thꝛe hundzeth paccs 
long: the which playne, the Emperials thought if that they could 
get, then they ſhoulde defeate their enimies , Wherefoze Ala. 
ſent the light hozſemen befo2e foz to impeach the ennimie from 
taking thereof. But bicauſe that the gar fotemenne and two 
troupes of hoꝛſemien ſtode there vpon, the Emper ialles were fo2- 
ted to retire vnto their fellowes, the exployte vnatchieued. But 
Alus with a ſtronger troupe of Alnaine hoꝛſemen, ſtrengthe⸗ 
ned the light hoꝛſemen, who contrarie to his erpecation had bene 
repelled, and adhoꝛted the reſt to gloꝛie and valiance, and great- 
ly were his commaundementes aduaunced thzough the ſkilful⸗ 
neſle of the ſouldiours, who did execute Partiall pꝛeceptes ſper⸗ 
dilp and exadlv. Mherekoꝛe thep renuing the fight, did ſo vali⸗ 
antly giue the charge on their ennimies, that they had almoſte 
made them to turne their backs. The 5<x-» percepuing the faint 
courage of his menne, that he mighte not be enuironed on all 
partes, and the way of his ſafetie taken from bim, calleda troup 
of hoꝛſemen from the left wing, and commaunded them to ſuccoꝛ 
their diſfreſſedfellowes, and as the ſho2tneffe of the time wou'd 
fuffer, adhoꝛted them in this mancr to reteyne the ſtoutneſle and 
oz ie of their aunceffo2s: Unleſſe that ve your ſelues (fellowe 
fouldiours) did verye well knowe that almoſt all mans nobilitie 
and glo2ie doth conſiſt in Partiall matters, it woulde haue bene 
nerdefull foꝛ me to declare with many woꝛds, that our anceſtoꝛs 

go 
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got eſtimation, gloꝛie, and empire by none other thing, and J 
woulde haue reuoked into your memoꝛie their diume and won- 
derfull ad es. But ſeeing that the ſtraytneſſe of the time doth not 
beare it, the which doth require foꝛtitude of hart and ſtrength of 
bodie, than am eloquent {pcach : This oneiy thing do I ſap, that 
at this time we mutt fight foꝛ all that we h:ue : the conſeruation 
whercof,is repoſed in onely foꝛtitude, and valoz of armes. Foz 
if we ſhall playe the valiant and ſtoute fellowes, as in dede we 
ought to doe, this dave will be vnto vs the happieſt daythat euer 
ſhined, and of greateſt memoꝛie among all our poſteritie. Foz 
we maye (J doe not ſayc) defende our godes, countrie, libertie, 
religion, wines, childzen (although that theſe things arc of them 
felues moſt deare,and of ſuch pꝛice, that foꝛ them all perils are to 
be cotemned)neither conſerneÞ recouered p2incipality of Save, 
but with ſurpaſſing pꝛayſe and admiration of all foꝛein nati 
augment the glo2ie ofthe Ge-manc name, deliuer from thꝛaldom, 
and make free the Aline Empire, and feare the reſt of the eni⸗ 
mies of the Germ from euer againe vering of G ermanie, and 
finally obteyne a gloꝛious and quiet peacefo2 euer. But contra- 
riwiſe, if we gine place to foꝛtune, who is moſtlye frende vnto 
the hardie, but ſeldome vnto the fearefull, we muſt needes come 


into the hands of our en. mies with ertreame ſhame, and at one 


time leeſe allthat we haue, x pofſeſſe, By theſe reaſons were the 
Saxons; A litle cofirmed, who being ſet in fuch arayas was thought 
beſt foꝛ that pꝛeſent, the Duke himſelfe ſtode with his hoꝛſemen 
befo2ehis fotmen, that they might be confirmed. Foz he did not a 
lifle diſtruſt their pꝛowes. In v right wing againſt y Emperia's 
he placed Erne the Duke of 3r«»/wicke with the hoꝛſmen of v:co- 
las Bernarde, and Jahn Segherne, whome he did take to de his beſt. 
He gane oꝛder, that if the Emperials did giue any charge in their 
batte ls, they ſhoulde ſhote off all their Piſtolets and harque buſ⸗ 
ſes at once, and alwayes keeping their ar ay, ſuffer the muafions 
of their enimies, and alſo commaunded that no man on payne of 
death ſhoulde go ont of his place , foz he himſelfe woulde be 
carefull to bzing them ſuccour : and thus they faire and ſoftiye 


erpecedthe onlet of the Emperialles. The garen himlelfe roate 
Þh, hither 
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bithzr and fhither , oppo2tunelye pꝛouiding and ſeing to all 
things: then he commanded the hoꝛ ſemen and certaine harques 
buſiersto giue a charge vpon fhe Emperiall light hozſemen, 
that the reſt of his fotemen might the moꝛe commodtouſlye get 
into the wade, though whoſe garde they thought they ſhoulde 
be ſafe. But by this time had the Emperour topned with the a⸗ 
uant garde of his men, and with fewe wozds adhs:ted his ſoul- 
diours to attache the battell, crying Saint George, Zepaine, and 
the Empy2e.Gut when all the Emperiall troupes ran fozth to- 
gither equally frõted, they tame — a dirtie plot, where many 
of? hozſcs did llyde, as in a ſlipperie place: wherfo2e the battell 
was fo:ced to ſtape vntill that the foze warde were paCed the 
flough, leaſt that elſe both battels ſhould be diſoꝛdered, and one 
intermired with another, whereby it came to paſſe, that they 
going aſide, the anantgard was paſſed by at that ſame time that 
the va gaue the charge that I ſpake of with very gend ozder, 
on the lyghte hoꝛſemen of the Emperialles. When that the 
Emperour ſawe this opoztunttie to haue a tayꝛe dape, he ſente 
from the one fide men of armes, and from the other the harque⸗ 
buſiers on ho;ſebacke, and Duke 4correce to charge that parte 
of the Sven that bad befoze ſœmed te be the moze fearfull. 
The battell was begunne in the right wing, where the ex 
diſcharging their ſhotte altogtther, as they had bene com⸗ 
maunded, the fight ſeemed at the firſte to be very ctuell . But 
when that the light hoꝛſemen of the / an, and the Aungari- 
ans charged them in another parte on the ſide, and woulde 
graunte the ſhotte no lepſure to recharge their 785 agapne, 
and in another quarter, the men of armes of N= les, Duke Ater- 
v ices, and the Harquebuſiers fiercely v2ged : tbey ſo fernentlys 
charged the Seven; on all fides , that the auantgarde whiche 
bad not entred the wode, was 8ycned and ſcattered. It was 
marneplons to ſee wythin howe ſmall a ſpace of time, and as 
it were in a momente all the armie of the 5:05 Was ouer- 
thzowne x defeated, the light hoꝛſemen and the Hungarian, pur⸗ 
ſuing the victo2y with wonderkul celeritie. The 54x0- although 
hir endeudured oppoztunclye to ſuccour his menne, and 

timelp 
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timely to pꝛouide all things: yet when he fawe that ſo greate 
à number of his men were layde on the grounde, ang auer⸗ 
thꝛown, he determined to ſane himſelfc by taking the wd, after 
that he certainly perteined that he was in no wyple able to reſiſt 
with the reſte that were lekte hu. But when he was diſ⸗ 
cioſed vnto his ennimics bp one that was taken p2iloner, 
and his Pꝛintelpe pozte, and almoſte Kinglpe maieſtie did 
| perſuade them to bcleetic that it was he in dede: fte two 

Italians purſued him, and altheughe he were valtantly defended 
by his men, pet at the laſt, when that moe of the Emperialles 
tame, he was taken pꝛiſoner after ns ſmall fighte by #ippoiite 
a Vientine, Who pulled off his heade pece, and did put hym on 
an hatte, in ſigne ok a pꝛiſoner. But when that the Empe⸗ 
rialles tame aftetwarde into the wode, thry fonude ſo manye 
armours and weapons thzowne awaye, and lying en the 
grounde, and ſa manve flayne bodpes heaped in the wapes, 
that it was a lamentable ſight vnto their countrimen, ſome ices 
ing their berthzen, ather their couſins and krendes ſlaine by 
them, and alſo it was no ſmall impediment vnto the reſt to pur⸗ 

ſue the chace. oꝛeouer, there were ſuch a number of pꝛiſoners 
| taken, that many of the Em̃perialles led fiktie oꝛ rx. pꝛiſoners a 
| perce with their k audes bounde bebinde them. But bicauſe that 
the Empertals ſeemed ts be greatip diſperled foꝛ deſire of ſpoile, 
the which is no final daũger in victoꝛie fo2 that vuknown aides 
may come to the vanguꝛſhed, and witd mall labour defeate the 
ſcattered victo2s (a thing which hath often happened) the Cm 
perour commaunded the men of armes to be called hacke, e the 
retire to de ſounded, Buk incoͤtinttiy after newes was bought 
vnto his maieſtie that the 54r9 was taken. There were itattr of 
the Se xent about tf. M. fotemen, t abone vij. C. wounded, e moe 
than vtu. C taken, 2 of hoꝛſmen v. C. ſlaine, i farre moe taken, 
| pet many Germanes were let go by the Germanes: of all the armpe 
| not aboue tfff,E.hoz\men,+ ſbmanyfotmen eſcaped'fs Hut- 
| berg. Few of mark were llaine! there were take beſide the garen

being fuccoured by his frends,+ he that had waunded him being 
llapne, he eſcaped to > ittemberg. There were ſlaine of the Em- 
perials vnto the number of fine hundꝛeth, bicauſe that the fight 
being begumne at eleuen of the clocke, continued vntill ſezuen:

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and the reſidue foꝛ munition and vittaple. The Ann ok this 
fleete was the Lozde Clinton, The ninth of September the Eng⸗ 
liſhmen were encamped within two mrles of the Scottiſh pow- 
er, leuied and ledde by / met Earle of Arrane, Sduernour of 
Scotlande. The next moꝛning the Scottes leauing their lodguig 
which was very ſtrong, and ol great aduamitage, and to the in» 
tent that aſwell none of their ſouldiours lycuide lurke behende

ſide any whit ware or the ochers intent. ut the Deeties taping 
a while vpon the waye, our Galle ſhat cf. and fine the maiſter 
of Greyme with rrv.neare him, and there with to ſcarred the foure 
thouſande Archers bꝛought by the Earle of Arguil, that where 
as it was ſayde) they ſhoulde haue bene a wing to the feꝛtward, 

they toulde neuer after be made to reme foꝛ warde. Here vpon did 
their armie haſtily remoue, and fromthence declyning South⸗ 
warde, toke their diren Wave towarde an hill called Fu vν,e 
Braye. Of this, Sir & fe Lieutenant of all eur hozfemen, 

quickly aduertiſed my Loꝛde Hꝛotedoꝛ: who thereby did readily 
concevpuc much of: ir me aning, which was to winne of vs the 
hill, and thereby the winde and the Sunne ik it had ſhyned, as it 
did nat, foꝛ the weather was cloudie and louring. The gaine of 
which th2ce things whether partie in fight of battell can happe 
to obteyne, hath his fo2ce doubled againſt his enimie. In all this 
enter pꝛiſe they vicd foꝛ haſte ſo little the helpe of hoꝛſes, that they 
pluckt foꝛth their oꝛdinance by dzaught of men, whiche at thus 
time began frely to ſhote of towardes vs, whercby we were 
further warned, dat they ment moꝛe than a ſtarmiſh Herewuh⸗ 
all began euery man to be mitten with the cart ol his office and 
charge ans thertvpon accoꝛdinglv to apps hanſelfe aboute it:

The ſharpenc ſſe of 
whoſe circumſ pet wiſedomes, as it quickly cſpyed out the cnt- 
mies intents: ſo did it among other things, pzomptly pꝛoupde 
therein to pꝛeueat them(as na dekfolizt was) foz the time alned 
no lepſure. Their deuile was this: that my Loꝛd Graz of il- 
ron Marſhall of the arme, and Captaine Generall of all the 
hozfemen, chaulde with his bande of Buoners, and with mp 
L o2de Pꝛotedozs bande, and the Carle of / ar wickes (Xoꝛde 
Licutenant of the armie) bande, all to the number of xviij.

ber alſo of xvj. C. to be readie and euen with my Loꝛde Bar- 
ſhall on the weſt halfe, and thus all theſe togither afoze, ts en⸗ 
counter the enimies a front wherebp cyther to bꝛeake their ax 
rave, and that wave weaken thetr pswer by Tiſo2der, 02 at the 
leaſt to ſtop them of their gate, and fo2ce them to tap while our 
foze warde might wholy haue the billes foe, and our battel and 
rerewarde be placed in groundes next that in oder, and beſt foz 
aduantage. And atter tt is then, that the lame our ho2ſemenne: 
ſyoulue retire vp the hilles ſides to come dowue in 92der afc-th, 
and inlet them on both their des, vihiics our battels ſhoulde 
ottupp the in fight a front. The policp of this deuiſe loꝛ the ſtate 


of thc caſe, as it was to all that kniw ot tt, generally allowed to 


ve the beſt that coulde be, euen ſo alſo taken to be of no ſmall 
daun ger koꝛz my Loꝛde Parſhall, Sir Xe «xe, and other the 
aſſaplers, the which neuerthtlelle, J knowe not whether it 
were moꝛe nobly oz wiſely deuiſed of the Councell, oz moꝛe vas 
liantly and willinglye exttuted of them . Foꝛ even there wyth 


gd courage taking their leaues of the Counſell, my Lo2de 


Marſhall requiring only that if it went not well with him, mp 
K 02des grace woulde be gad to his wife and childzen, he ſayde 


he woulde merte te Scottes, and ſo with their bandes theſe 


C aptapnes twhe theit way towardes the enimie. By this were 
dur foꝛe warde and theirs within two flyght ſhottes a ſunder. 
The Scottes . witb lo fall a pace, out it was thought of 


the 
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the molt part of vs thep were rather hozfemen than fotemen: 
Our men againe were ledde the moze with ſpxde. The maiſter 
of the oꝛdinance Dir Frezcs Flemming, to our great aduauntage, 
pluckt vp the hill then certaine peeces, and ſone after planted 
two oꝛ thze Canons of them well nie vpon the top there, wher⸗ 
by hauing ſo much the helpe of the hill, he myght ouer our mem 
heades ſhote nyeſt at the enimie. Mp Lozde Pꝛotectoz (whoſe 
pecultar charge of al this voyage, was the condua of the middle 
battell) being cladde in fayze armour, toke his wape towardes 
the heigth of the hill, accompanyed with no mo than Sir 7. 
mas Challoner to tarie by the o2dinaunce, whcreas he moughts 
both beft ſuruep vs all, and ſuccour with avde where moſte he. 
ſawe necde , and alſo by. his pꝛeſence be a defence vnta the 
thing that ſtode weakeſf in place, and moſte in daunger, the 
which therby howmach it fwd in ſtead, anon ſhall J ſhew. But 
the Scottes in the middes of their ſwifte marche , were all at a 
ſodaine ſtaye, and ſtwde ſtill a god while (the cauſe whereof is 
vncertaine) and then made haſtily towardes vs againe. J know 
not (to (ape the truth) whether moꝛe ſfoutlye of courage, 02 
moꝛe ſtrangly of oꝛder, me thought then J might note both in 
their march. But what after J learned ſpectally touching their 
o2der, their armour, and their maner ok fight, as well in going 
to offende, as in ſtanding to defende, Jhaue thought neccſſa⸗ 
rie here to vtter. Hackbutters had they fewe oz none, and ap⸗ 
poynt their fighte moſte commonlpe alwapes on fote. They 
come to the fielde well furniſhed with Jacke, Scull, Dagger, 
Buckler, and Swo2des, all notablp bꝛꝛade and thinne, and cf 
erteeding god temper, and vntnerfaliy ſo made to ſlice, that as J 
neuer ſaw none ſo god, (5 thinke J it harde to deniſe the better, 
hereto euery man his pike, f a great kerchicfe wzapped twile oꝛ 
thꝛ ice about his neck, not fo2 cold, but foꝛ cnttin g. In their arap 
toward the toyning with the enimte ther cling 4 tb uſt ſo neare 
tn the roꝛe ranne ſhoulder to ſhoulder !9gither, with their pikes 
in both handes ſtreight af9ze them, and thect: keilowers in that 
oꝛder ſo harde at their backes laping their Pykes oner their 


fo:egs2rs ſhoulders, that if they doe allaple undilſeuered, 
| nd 
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no fo2ce can well withſtande them. Standing at defence, they 
thꝛuſt ſhoulders likewiſe ſo nie togither, the fozerankes well nie 
to knæling, ſtoupe lowe befoꝛe fo2 their fellowes behmde, hol- 
ding their Pykes in both handes, and therewith in their lefte 
their Bucklers, the ende of the Þ;*ke againf} their righte fete, 
the other againit the enimie, bꝛeſt high, their followcrs croſling 
their Pyke pointes with them foꝛ warde, and thus eche with o⸗ 
ther ſo nie, as place a ſpace will ſuffer, thzough the whole warde, 
ſo thicke,that as eaſily ſhall a bare finger peerce thꝛough the (kin 
of an angrie Hedgehogge, as anve encounter the front of their 
Pykes. Py Loꝛde Parthall not withſtanding , whom no daun⸗ 
ger detraaed from doing of his enterp2iſe, with the company and 
oꝛder afoꝛe appointed, came full in their faces from the hylles 
ſide, with p2eſent mynde and courage continuing their courſe 
towarde the enimie. And my Loꝛdes grace alſo at his place fu⸗ 
ricuſly tempeſted aloft with the oꝛdmance. The emmies were 
in a fallowe fielve, whereof the furrowes lave ſideling towarde 
our men: By the ſide of the ſame furrowes next vs, and a ſtones 
caſt from them, was there a croſſedich, oꝛ lough, which our men 
muſk needes paſſe to tome to them, wherein man that could not 
leape oner, ſtacke faſt, to no ſmall daunger of themſelues, and 
ſome diſoꝛder of their kellowes. The ennunies pereceyuing our 
men faſt appꝛoch, diſpoſed themſelues to abide the bꝛunt, and in 
this oꝛder ſtode ſtill to reteyue them. The Carle of Anguiſb 
nert vs in the koꝛewarde, as Captaine o? the ſame with an eight 
thouſande, and foure 02 fine peecesof oꝛdinance on his right ſide, 
and ſoure hundꝛeth hoꝛſemen on his left: behinde him ſomewhat 
welkward, the Gonernour, with r. . inlande men (as thep call 
them) the chopſeſt men counted of their cotmtric. And the Earle 
A untley in the rerewarde, welnte euen with the battavle on the 
left hande, with eyght thouſande alſo, The foure thouſand Iriſh 
archers as a wing vnto them both, laſt in derde in oꝛder, and firſt 
(as they ſapde) that rann away. Theſe battclles and rarewarde 
were warded alſo with o2dinice accoꝛding. # 4werde Shelley Liew 
tcnant vnder my Lozde Grey, of his bande of #«exe--, was the 
firſt on cur ſide that was ouer this lough, mp Lozde Grey nexte, 

and

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and ſo then after two oꝛ thz& rankes of the fozmer bandes, But 
badly yet coulde they make their race, by reaſon the furrowes 


lave trauerſe to their courſe. That notwithtkanding, and though 
alſo they were nothing likely wel to be able thus a front to come 
within them to hurt them, as well bicauſe the Scottiſhe mens 
pykes were as long, oꝛ longer than their ſtaues, as alſo foꝛ that 
their hoꝛſes were all naked without bardes, whercof thoughe 
there were right many among vs, vet not one put on, foꝛaſmuch 
as at our comming foꝛth in the mozning, we loked foꝛ nothing 
leſſe than foꝛ battell that dape, vet did mr Loꝛde and ge with 
the reſidue, ſo valiantly and ſtronglo giue the charge vpon them, 
that whether it were by their p2owes, oꝛ power, the lefte ſive ol 
the enimies that his Lo2dſhippe did ſet vpon (though their oꝛder 
remained vnbꝛoken) yet was compelled to ſwave a god ware 
backe, and gyue grounde largely, and all the reſidue of them be⸗ 


fide, to ſtande much amaſed. Befoꝛe this, as our men were wel⸗ 


nie at them, they ſtode very bꝛaue and bꝛagging, ſhaking their 
Pyke poyntes, crving, come here Loundes , come here Dykes, 
come here Heretikes, and ſuch like oppꝛobꝛious woꝛdes: Dur 
Captaines that were behinde, perceyning at eye, that both by 
the vneuennelle of the grounde, by the ſturdie oꝛder of the eni⸗ 
mie, and fo2 that their fellowes were ſo nie, and ſtreight befo2e 
them, they were not able to any aduauntage to maintaine this 
onſet : did therefore accoꝛding to the deniſe in that poynt appoin⸗ 
ted, turns themſelues, and made a ſoft rctire vp towarde the hill 
againe, Howbeit, to confeſſe the truth, ſome of the number that 
knewe not the pꝛepenſed policie of the confayle in this caſe, made 
of a ſober abuiſed retixe, an haſtie temerarious flight. Yy Lozd 
Marſhall, #awarde Shelley, little Preſton, Brampton, and Gerning| am, 
Pull. ners, & urclißf. , the Loꝛde Fit gw aters b2other, Sir 7 e Ends 
forme and heire, 2 ges of Kent, Elerker a Pent ioner Segra' e. Of 
m»Lo2dc P: otecto2s bande, my Loꝛde £dwarde his Craces fon, 
Captaine of the ſame bande, 5. mley „Hodhbonſe, Cenis bie, E erg 97.0 
Aeris, Dennu, Arthur, and Arkinſon, with the other in the foe 
ranke, were not able in this earneſt aſſault both to tende totheir 


fight _ andto the retire behinde: the Scottes agayne well 
Il, conſide⸗ 
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conſidering herebp,hbw weake'they remapned; ranne tarplys: 
fo2warde vpon them; end without any mercie ſlue euerv man 
of our men that abode furtheſt in pꝛeaſe, and a fire mo (of 3-4>- 
ners and other) than J haue here named, in all to the number of 
xxvj. and moſt part gentlemen. My L oꝛd Ge pet. and mp Loꝛd 
Edwarde (as ſome grace was) returned againe, but neyther all 
in ſafetie, no2 without cuident markes the had benc there : fo: 
thoͤdne with a Ppke thzough the mouth was raced along from 
the tip of the tongue, x thꝛuſt that wap very daunger ouſly 1:102e 
than two inches within the necke, 4 my K. #dwara had his hozſe 
vnder him with [words wonnded (o2e,+F think to death. Like 
as allo a litle befoꝛe this onſet ſir I ha Darcie bpb his appꝛoch 
to the enimies, was ſtricken glauncing wiſe on the righte ſide, 
with a bullet of one of the field peeces, t thereby his bodie bzuſed 
with the bowing in of his harneſſe,hts ſwoꝛd hilts bzoken, and 
the fozefinger of bis right hand beaten flat :euen ſo vpon p par- 
ting of this fray was ſir Arthur flalht at with ſwoꝛds, s ſo hurt 
vpon the wedding finger of his right hand alſo, as it was coun⸗ 
ted fo2 the firſt part of curing to haue it quite cut away. About 
the ſame time certaine of the Scots ran out haCily to the kings 
Maieſties ſtandard of the hozſmen (the which fir Andrew Flam- 
male bare) & laving faſt hold vpon the ſtaffe therof, crieda king, 


a king, that if both his ſtrength, his hart, + his hozſe had not ben 


god, + hereto ſomewhat aided at this pinch by fir /e Ceppinger 
a Pencioner, both he bad bene flaine,x the ſtandard loſt, which 
the Scots nenertheleffe helde ſo faſf, that they bzake and bare 
way the nether ende of the ſtaffe to the burrell, and intended 
ſo much to the gayne of the ſtandard, that ſir Andrew (as happe 
was ſcaped home ali ſafe, and elſe without hurt. Tt this buſines 
alſo was inp Loꝛd #:rzwarerscaptaine of a number of demilan- 
tes vnhoꝛſt, but ſone mounted againe, ſcaped, yet in great dan⸗ 
ger, and his hoſe all hewen. Hereat further were Case/ey the 
ſtandard bearer of the men of armes. and Clement Pao» a penti⸗ 
oner, thꝛuſt ech of them into the leg with pikes, and Pen Philip 
a $p.114r4 in the knee. Divers other mained and hurt, and manv 
boꝛſes wo unded beide. By this time had our foze ward accoꝛ- 
dingly 
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dingly gotten the full advantage of the hils ſive, and in reſpect 
of their march, ſtod ſidelong toward the enimie, who ncuerthe⸗ 
icTe were not able in all parts to ſtande full ſquare in aray, by 
rcaſon that at the weft ende of them vpon their right hand, and 
toward the enimie, there was a ſquare plot encloſed withtarfe 
(as their maner of fencing in thoſe partes is)one co2ner wherof 
did let the ſquare ofthe ſame aray. Our battel in god oꝛder next 
them, but ſo as in continuance of aray, the ſoꝛmer part thereof 
twde vpon the hilles fide, the taple vpon the plane, and the 
rerewarde led by the Loꝛd Per, of the nozth wholy vpon the 
hill: fo that by the placing and countenice of our armie in this 
wyſe, we ſhewed our ſelues in a manner to compalle them in, 
that they ſhould no way fcape vs, the which by our power and 
number we were as well able to do, as a Spiders web to catch 
a ſwarme of Bes. Theſe vndiſcrete gadlings that ſo fondlpe 
b2ake aray from the hozſemen in the retire{as 4 ſayd) ran ſo hay 
ſtily though the oꝛders and rankes of our foze ward as it ſtod, 
that it both there diſoꝛdꝛed many, feared manpe, i was a great 
entouraging of the enimie. The earle of e who had the 
guyding of our foꝛe ward, right valiantly had conducted ᷣ ſame 
to their ſtanding, x there did verp noblp encourage and comfozt 
them, bidding them pluck vp their hearts, and ſhcw themſelues 
me,fo2 there was no caufe ot feare. But to return vnto b Scots, 
they were ſomwhat diſoꝛdzed with their coming out about the 
laughter of our mt the which they did ſo earneſtly then entend, 
that they toke not one to mercy: but moꝛe they were amaſed at 
this aduenturous + hardy onfet. Pp Lo2ds grace hating befoze 
this fo: cauſes afo2cſaid,placed hunſelfe on this Fan:/i1e B, 
therebp guickly petcciutng the great diſeꝛterit᷑ theſe ll tagling 
hoꝛſ nen, hemd the in frb further ſtraying, wd ir fe Ve fone 
after with great derteritie łꝛought in god oꝛder agam #thrre- 
with Þ reſt ot our ſtrengths by the policie of my Loꝛds grace. $ 
diligence of euerp captam v officer brſide, were fo aptiy applied 
in their feate, that where this tepulſe of enimte eretirt of vx; 
was doubted ofinanp to turn to tde danger ot our icfe, yſame 
was w;oughte (accozding as it mas deuiſed) te our gapne and 
| Ji. g. vidozte, 
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et Fo? firſt at this longh where moſt of our "cs had 


ſtod,ſir Peter ateutas captaine of all the hackbutters afwte, did ve- 
rp valiantly conduct ⁊ place a god number of his men in a maner 
at the faces of the enimies. Wherevnto fir Peer Gamboa ꝗ Spanis 
arde, Captame of two C. hackbutters on hozſcbacke, did ready 
ty bzing his men alſo, who with the hot continuance of their ſhot 
on both partes, did ſo ſtoutly ſtaye the enimics, that they cculde 
not come further fozwarde : then our archers that marched in 
ara on the right hande of our fotemen, and next to the enimie, 
pꝛickt them ſharply with arrowes as they ſtode. There with the 
maiſter of the azdinance to their great annopance, did gall them 
with hayleſhot, and other out of the great oꝛdinauncc direclye 
from the hill toppe; and certaine other gunners with their Pieces 
a flanke from our rerewarde : moſt of our artillerie and miſſine 
engines then whaly thus at once with great puiſſance and vehe⸗ 
mencie occupied about them, here with the full ſight of our fote- 
men, all ſhadowed from them befoze by our hoꝛſemen, and duſte 
raiſed, whome then they were ware in ſuch oꝛder to be ſo ncare 
vpon them: and to this, the perfect arayof our hoꝛſemen againe 
comming couragioullve to ſet on them a freſhe. The miſerable 
men perteyuuig themſelues, then all to late, howe much to much 
they were miſenfoꝛmed, began ſodenly to ſh2inke. Their gouer⸗ 
tur that bꝛought them firſte to the bargaine, like a donghtie 
Captaine, twke haſtily his bozſe, that he might runne fozemoſte 
away, The Earle of Anguiſbe and other chiefe Captaines did 
quickly followe as their Gouernourledde,and with the foꝛemoſt 
their Jriſhmen. Zherewith then turned all the whole route, caſt 
downe their weapons, ranne out of their wardes, off with their 
Jackes, and with all that ener they might, berwke them to the 
rata that their gouernour began. Our men had feunde them at 
the firſt, and ſharply and quickly with an vniuerſall outer ie they 
fie, they flee, purſued after in chaſe amaine, and thereto fo eger- 
ly, and with ſuch fiert enelſe, that they ouertoke many, and ſpa- 
red in derde fe we. WBefoze this, atthe time of gur onſette came 
there Caſtwarde fine hundzeth of their boꝛſemen vpalong thys 
F _— wha freight vpon our :ozdinaunce and cariage. My 

L ozdes 
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Loꝛdes grace (as J ſayde) moſt ſpeciallye fo2 the doubt of the 
ſame, placing himſcife thereby, cauſcd a peece 02 two to be tur- 
ned towarde them: with a fewe ſhottes whereof they were fone 
turned alſo, and fledde to Dh. But to returne vnto the Scot⸗ 
tithe chaſe, it was continued with bloud and laughter fiur miles 

in length, weſt warde from the place of their ſtanding, whiche 
was inthe fallowe fieldes of are e vntill E denboreugli Parke, 
and welnp to the gates of the towne it ſelfe, and vnto , and 

in bꝛeadth nye foure myles from the Frith ſandes vp toward 9. 
kith ſouthwarde. In all which ſpace, the deade bodies lave as 
thicke as a man mape note cattcil graſing m a full repleniſhed 
paſture. And foꝛ the ſmalneſſe of our number, and ſhoꝛtneſſe of 
the time ( which was ſcante five houres (from one welnie vnt o 
ſire) the moꝛtalitie was ſo great, as it was thought the like afo2e 
time not to haue bene (ene. In deede it was the better mamtai⸗ 
ned with their owne ſwo2des that laye eche where ſcattered by 
the way, whereof our men as they had b2okenone, ſtill toke vp 
another, there was ſtoꝛe inough, and they layde it on freely, that 
right manye among them at this buſineſſe bꝛake th2& o2 foure 
ere they returned homewarde ts the armie. There were thus 
flaine in ſtelde, of Scottes xiij. thouſande of the which number 
(as we were certainlye enfozmed by ſundꝛie and the beſt of the 
p2iſoners then taken) beſide the Carle of Loghemwor, the Lo2de 
Fleminę, the Paifter of 6re1»», the maiſter of Ars lin, the maiſter 
of oleh; „the maiſter of Auendale, the maiſter of d n, and ma⸗ 
ny other of noble birth among them: there were of Lardes and 
Lardes ſonnes, and other Gentlemen llayne, abeue rrvj. C. 

and xv. C. were taken pꝛiſoners, among whome were there of 


name, the Earle Buntley Loꝛde Chauncelour of the Realme- 


there, the Loꝛd of Veſter, Bobbie, Pambleton C aptaine of Hun- 
borre, the maiſter of Se, the Lard of Vnnmes, and a brother 
of the Earle of c len. Two M. by lurking and lying as though 
they were deade, ſtaped away in the night all maimed and hurt. 
Þorewith wan we of their weapons and armour moze than wee 
won de vouchfafe to give cariage fo2, and vet were they'con 


neped thence by ſhippe into theſe partes, of Jackes ſpetialtv. and 
II. ij. words, 
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ſwo2ds aboue rx. . The camp alſo was taken wel repleniſhed 
with their ſimple vigualles, and alſo ſome peeces of plate and 
chalices were kounde. After this mp Lo2des grace twke the 
towne of 73:4, with thirtene veſſels in t he hauen, the which be 
burnt with the towne, bzought vnder the Engliſhe obedience 
all Tiuid. le, and their marches, all the Lardes and Gentlemen 
thereof comming in, and ſwearing fealtte, and within the mids 
of the lande did wynne (and placed there garriſons) Ss. Colmes 
Ince, and Bre. ghtie crag, à plate of greate imp o2tance ffanding 
at the mouth of the riuer of 7:5, whereby all the vſe of the ry⸗ 
ner might be cut from Saint 4 %ns towne, Dundee, and many o- 
ther townes in thoſe partes. Ind vpon AMichaelmas day returned 
oucr the Twe de, with loſe not of aboue [r.men,

. — the Komanes, HNenrie the Duke of Br unſ- 
wicke, Ph: lip th the Lantgraue of Heſſen, the Bith oppes of ut 
purg, and zambe.g, the citie of yuremberg, and other, did by tas 
king of a fireite, force Albert to fight. The wynde blewe with 
Albert, which doth ſomewhat helpe in fight, and alſo he had 
taken a little hill that ſtode in the plapne, and ficſt the great 92. 
dinance was (hot of on both ſides , but with ſmall detriment 
of epthcr armie. But although that Albert was inferiour vnto 
bis ennimics in ! vet he was verye well furniſh — 

wit 
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with eyghfene godly Coꝛnets of hoꝛſemen, and in fofcmenne 
did muche onermatche them. The hoffes beganne ta dꝛawe 
neare one vnto the other bp littte and little, and ſodenlpe a 
moſt cruell battell was begunne, thep lighting on bothe ſides 
with greatc valoꝛ and courage. Jn the middes of tha fighte, 
Albert commaunded the beſle of his hozſemenne to charge 
foure Co2nettes of orrice his men ot armes, the whiche was 
done, both parties appꝛoching one ſo ncare vnto the other, that 
fo; lacke of roume they coulde not b2cake their Launtes. The 
ſhotte encountered togither with noble courage, fingular 
pꝛowes, and incredible alacritie and chearekulneile. But at the 
laſt, ber: bring inuaded on all parts, and weakened through 
the great ſlaughter and difcomfiture of his men, was fo2ced ta 
ſeke ſafctte by flight, andfleing with onely eyght hoꝛſemen, 
left his defeated people, his oꝛdinaunce, furniture, and bag⸗ 
gage vnto the mercilelle vſage of his enimies. This battell 
which was begun in the moꝛning early, continued almoſt vn⸗ 
till night, and was fought in a playne that lyeth betwene the 
Duchies of 3-4»/vrcke and runenburg: in the which battell were 
taken liitj.enſignes of fotemen, and fiftene of hozſemen, x there 
were llaine iiu. M. hoꝛſemen, and many fotemen. There were 
taken on Allert his ſide, ot noble men, the Carle of V arenverg, 
and Nicolas Berney, and many other flaine, Dn Atorr:ce his parte 
were lapne, Charles Victor, and Philip Magnus, ſannes of #enrie 
Dukeof n and many other noble men. Many enſignes 
of Alberts power were ſaued, by reafon of the greate wodes 
that were neare at hande, and alſo of the ſpedic appꝛoche of 
the night. But * errice himlelke being ſhotte inta the bodte at 
the battell with a Piſtolet, dyed the next daye. There were 
ſome that thought he was not wounded by his enimies, but 
by ane of his owne familiars, to whome he had done rep2sche 
in fozmer time, the reuenge whereof he deferred vntpll 
thys commodious tyme ; This one adverſe battcll didde ſo 
bzeake the power of Albert, that whereas bokoꝛe he was in⸗ 
uincible, a ferrour vnto all Germanye , and ſpopled all fates 


at hys pleaſure, her was neuer afterwarde able to doe — 
thing,

ſire thouſande bal and about one thouſande hoꝛſemen, with 
intent not to refuſe to iovne in battell with the Emperials, i that 
anve god occaſion ſhoulde be offered, althoughe that they were 
rin. thouſand fotmen of /cal:ans, Spaniards, and A lmaines, and one 
thouſande fine bundzeth boꝛſemenne, partlye men of armes, and 
partly light hoꝛſemen. Betweene theſe two hoſtcs paſſed manye 
bloudie ſkirmiſhes, and namely one vpon the rrviii.of Julve, 1 
the whiche continaing ten hoares, were one thouſande — two 
undꝛed

hund2eth ſlaine on the French ſide : and of the Emperials aboue 
foure hundꝛeth. But when both armics had long lodged verve 
neare one vnto another, they were in great diſtrelle foz water, 
koꝛ the which they muſt continnallye fight when eyther men oz 
hoſes needed it. Moꝛeouer, the ſouldiours being pinched with pe- 
nurie ot vicuals, ⁊ tyꝛed with the continuall toyle ofſkirnithing 
O armies lodging ſo neare togither) many weried with this war 
kare, dꝛopped away out of the campes by little ⁊ little, ſo that both 
armies began therby ts be much weakned, The the Parques cf 
A arinian made pꝛoclamation that al men that would depart from 
the Frenche campe, ſhoulde haue ſafe paſſage thꝛough the Du⸗ 
chie ot Florence, and if they woulde ſerue the Emperour, they 
thoulde haue better mtertaimment than the French king gaue 
them. And like kind ok liberall pꝛomiſes did ge alſo cauſe to 
be publiſhed. On the firſt of Anguſt they ſkirmiſhed agame, in the 
which conflict both the hoꝛſemen and the fotemen of the Empe⸗ 
riats hauing the better, ſtrake no ſmall terroꝛ into the heartes of 
the Frenchmen, But when 877 ſawe that by the 174lian: 
their lyding away from him, he was bꝛought to weake foꝛz his 
enimie, he went about by little and little to withdꝛawe his hoſte 
out of daunger, ſending his cariages and oꝛdinance befoze : but 
yet ſb, that he woulde not only not ſeeme to flee, but alſo of his 
owne arco2de to offer the battell vnto his enimies, the whiche 
pet he thought he ſhoulde anovde, bicauſe it was ſo neare night, 
But his counſels being knowne of the Emperials, were infrin- 
ged by them, koꝛ they incontinently followed him in aray of bat- 
tell, and light harquebuſiers were ſent bekoꝛe to haggle on the 
backes and tayle ofthe Frenchmen, and to hinder their marche 
vntill that the Emperiall hoꝛſemen coulde onertake them, who 
were gone foꝛth vnto the riuer of 7:a=c foꝛ water. The Parques 
egerly purſuing and following ger. d, thus oꝛdered his armie: 
He did tat the Almaines into a ſquare battell, placing the Sani- 
erde, vnder the conducte of 794» de Luna in the left wing, and the 
ta'ren; in the right . But the Carle of gn Floria ſtode with all 
the he ſmen on the left ſive at the fote of the hill called Womens 
brll, ouer right agamit che French hozfemen , But thus 9 
Mk. the 
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the French battels aranged : A thick battallion of 7:4/:«» fote- 
men lkode vpon the Womens hil direaly againlt the 5p«n:ards, 
an other of G. ſcegne, and Frenchmen, and a thirde of 5wr2er-s, 
the hoꝛſemen were ſette oppoſite to the Empertall bozſemen, 
and were guarded with ſeauen hundzeth harquebuſters. 
Stroz24 had befoze him Martian-, behinde him Zc:ane, on bis 
lefte hande Fg/are , and on his right diners sther townes. 
When both the armies ode thus aranged in oꝛder of battell, 
and the Parques was doubtfull whether he choulde trye the 
koztune of the battell that daye oz no, he was linpelled 
thꝛough many realons,and ſpecially by the $pawerdes, to deters 
mine te fighte : wherefoze after he had giuen the ſignall, 
he gotte him vnto the recewarve. Foz ſceing her foughte al- 
moſte agapnſte his will, he thonght if that anye pll lucke 
happened, he woulde pꝛoupde foz hys owne ſafetye : 
but if that all thinges ſucceeded well, then he woulde encou- 
rage his ſouldiours to folowe the vicozie. Is ſone as the ſige 
nall of the battell was giuen, the Conte of $a» Fiera paſſing 
ouer a ditche that ranne along the plapne, gaue the charge 
on the Frenche hoꝛſemen, who were all ledde by the Earle 
of Afirandulu. Thep fighte fiercelpe on both ſides , but ths 
French men being inkeriour in number, and allo ouermatched 
bp reaſon cf the ſtrength of the menne of armes, althoughe 
they were garded with harquebuſiers, were put to flighte and 
defcatcd, the which happened, bfcauſe that 3. ghet fledde with 
the chieke gupdon as ſane as euer the enimie gane the onſette. 
When thys had happened ſ@ner than coulde be credited, gan 
Fiera fearing that there was ſome ambuſhe lapde , woulde 
not at the firſtc ſaffcr his hozſemenne to purſue bis fleeing 
enimies, as the reaſon of the victozie required. But after» 
warde when he certainelpe vnderſtode that it was a true 
Qzght and not a feygned, begraunted his ho2ſemenne leane 
to ſollowe the enimie in chaſe , whiche when 5:r-22: ſawe, he 
vtterly caſting awape all hope of the hozſemenne, and their 
repapꝛing ok the fight, ſering that the purſuing of the Empe⸗ 
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conrfe, and fo ſtaye and fande, and vnderffanding that bes 
Goulde be enuironed rounde abonte on all partes, if he dyd 
come downe into the plapne, but on the other ſide, if that her 
ffodeffill on the hill, he ſhoulde be verye greatly annoyed by 
the oꝛdinaunce of the enimies, and beſieged, he of neceſſitie 
determined to aduenture a pitched fielde. And bicauſe the 
freightnelle of the place did ſo require, he reduced his thꝛer 
battels into one battell , foz that at nepther ſive there was a» 
nye vſe of harquebuſiers, who had in their often ſkirmiſhes 
ſpent all their pouder, and emptied their flaſkes . The Empe⸗ 
rials fanding Till, expeded the coming & charge of the French 
men, and namelpe ſeing the Frenche fotemen and 5w:r2ers 
came foꝛwarde verpe luſtilye and couragiouſſye, the Empe⸗ 
rialles vſed the benefit of a god dæpe ditche that ranne croſſe 
the playne, neare vnto the banke whereok, thcy placed their 
koꝛemoſte rankes : foꝛ it was fudged that they which ſhoulde 
firfte paſſe ouer the ditche, woulde come into great difficul- 
ties, and giue an eaſie victoꝛie vnto their enimie, by reaſon 
of the going; downe and climbing vp againe of the ditch. Now 
ſeeing that matters of verye great impoꝛtance are ſette befoze 
wyſe Chieketapnes, as the glozie of their armies , Em⸗ 
pyꝛe, the ſafetie of their ſubiedes, and all humane kelicitie, 
they onghte to be molle circumlpee in all things that doe 
appertayne bnfo their hononr , and the ſafette of. their peo- 
ple, and to pꝛoupde andTto7ertt that thoſe things whiche are 

2ofttable and god fo2 them, if that they cannot gette them 
ſeluſes, per then, at the leaſt fo be ſure that they ſuffer not 
their ennimie to haue them, bicauſe that the commodities of 
the ennimfe, doe redounde vnto their calamities . Fo2 the 
whiche effecte , the natures and diſpoſitions bothe of hys 
owe ſouldiours, and of the ennimies are to be knowen, 
their counſaples and deuyſes to be learned oute, their wea⸗ 
pons and martiall furniture to be vnderſtode, and their arte 
in ſetting their men in arape, and the nature of the place 
muſte be viewed: of the whiche things if that anye one be not 
well knowen, oz neglected, oftentimes it bzyngeth all the 

„ An. whole 
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whole ſtate into verye great daunger. F9z there is nathing. lo 
perillous as an hoſte aranged ui battel agauiſt thenumie, foꝛ a ve⸗ 


ry light matter, yea and a very ſmall and va ine kalſe rwngur may 


make them to turne their backes, and fler. But to returne vnto 


the batteli, the Frenchmen as they are of nature pꝛone to fighte, 


and readie to aduenture all warrelike daungers to winne glozie ; 
being nothing at all fayed with the difficuitie of the ditche, goe 
downe into it foꝛ to giue the onſet on the Emperials. The auant- 
garde, and ſpecially the foꝛemoſt rankes which conſiſted of the 
moſt choſen bandes of the whole armie, was put to fight. The 
difficultie of this ditch toke the vic oꝛie almoſt out of the handes 
of wigs Frenchmen, and gaue it without bloude vnto the Emperi⸗ 
als: although that the Frenchmen charging the Emperiall / 
lians had defeated the left wing. Then the Marques fearing leaſt 
that all his battels would haue the like yll hap, mounting on his 
hoꝛſe, got him vnto an hill on the backe of all the hoſte, where 
he might ſee in what ſtate his armie ſtode. But anon after when 
he ſawe the French battell that had diſcomfited his left wing, be⸗ 
ing ene loſed rounde by the 5pan:ardes, the Almaines, and the Fl. 
rentines to be defcated, and chiefip thꝛough the valoꝛ of the 5pan;- 
ardes, who fought wozthily that dape, he returned againe vnto 
his men to incite them to fight. Thus the moſt flouriſhing armie 
of Sry. Zi, Þ which a litle befoze was a terroz vnto all 7can, the 
which houered auer the walles of the citie of Fleece, the which 
th:eatened ſtaugbter, captiuitie and fire vnto all the townes of 
the Florentine Duchie, was in ſhoꝛte time oucrthzowen and de⸗ 
ſfroped, the /:a/:a»s fleeing, and the hoꝛſemen being diſcomfited, 
afflicted, and put to flight though that ditche, whereby it maye 
plainly apprare in howe flipper a place mannes ſtate ſtandeth, 
which is ſubien vnto fravle and fickle Foꝛtunes pleaſure . But 
whereas in all matters it is conuenient, that men placed in chief 
charge auovde erroꝛs and dotings, then moſt ſpecially in marti⸗ 
all affaires, in whome, yea a ſmall erro2 of the Chiefetaine doth 
d2zawe with it the ruines of Cities and Countries. There were 
ſtaine in this dattell about foure thouſande men, and manye alſo. 
were killed with intollerable heate, and manve ſtifled foz thirſt, 
and 
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and they fo: che greateſt part weve Frenchmen and wit gert. Fog 
the fielde was foughten the: ſccombe of Angu#; There were 
taken about anhundecth enſignesof fotemen and hazſcmen,and 
diuers ficid peces. There were alia taken peiſoners bythe Em 
perials two thouſande of the euumies. There were ſtaine ofmen 
of the greateſt marke, the Lo2vde 7 /erox , the Coloneli of the 
air geri, with all his pette captains + enfianebearers, Neuerece ; 
coloncltof the Alan that were with the Smit Hers, x ahn Bentle 
07/1, Df French taptames, Callas, Ceubaſſt .d tohn de ile. Many 
of the /:4/:4ns Captaincs + all the Captaines and Enũgnbearers 
of the A /-ranes There were alſo takenSergneur Forques Galeag e 
Bentiuegli, Earle of Gaia2:20, Pauli Orfins, Tur chetts A gabito, and 
Barthelomewe Murene, and manyCaptaines and @nſignedearvers. 
But $:r222+ himſelfe, and Su olre-Frepe/s, man df great authes 
ritie andnobilitie, eſcaped to ente Alcin-, but yet wounded 
with ſhot. After this ouerthzowe, we greatell part of the fownes 
of the Sencſe territoꝛie ywlded, and anon actex, the citie of 5-xe it 
ſelfe, whenthe Citizens coulde holde out no longer fo amine.

of ö riuer which they mult pale,y which was ſo narrow, p not 
aboue vj. hoꝛſmen could paſſe oner at once: but in other places 
they could not paſſe the riuer foz h gards of the 5p<3:<rds. Whe 
the Duke of $409 vnderſtode that the Frenchmen had founds 
the fo2de, be ſenta great number of harquebuſiers to kepe it. 
But the thirde dap after, which was the feaſt of 5. Laurence, the 
ſame hoꝛſemen, but many mo in number, with many fotemen, 
thewed themſelues againe vnts the 5p«ni/«r4es,who coulde not 
by reaſdn of the iniquitie of the place, percepue what number 
they were: but the Frenchmen determined to pale ouer p riuer, 
hauing bꝛought with them foz that purpoſe ſmall boates z bꝛid⸗ 
ges. The French oꝛdinance began to ſhote off vpon the Syn- 
ardes, not without their great dammage, and the boates began 
to take the water, to tranſpoꝛt the French ſouldtours, whome 
the Sy aniſbe harquebuſiers, vnto whome was ſent a freſhe ſup⸗ 
plie of foure hundzeth, did much annoye. Then the Duke alſo 
determined to paſſe ouer the riaer, (the which was th2e miles 
from the towne)and to fight with the enimte, after that he had 
by very faithfull eſpyes learned the number of the Frenchmen, 
nm on the matter being communicated with the Conte 

mont, who was one ok the chiefe of tbe nobilitie of the lowe

that was the Conſtables intent, the which when he had done, 
he determined to retire backe in arape af battcil , and to 
ſane himlelfe though the benefite of the hilles.

aſſured victo2ie : foꝛ if he ſhoulde make auy ay; he thought that 
thereby the victozie woulde ſlide awape, and be wꝛeſted out of 
their handos, vicauſe that the emmee haning by this meanes le 
ſure graunted them, might gather togither, and relye their 
ſtrength, and tonſirme their hoꝛſemen, who were almoſt defea- 
ted. When they hadthns fought iong, and on the one ſide Egment 
tnuaded valiantive, and on the other, the Frenchmen reũſte 
ſtoutiy: at the laſt, the Frenchmen fledoe, andrepaſed all hope of 
ſafetre mthe ſwiftnelle of their fete, whom Emm imd the reit 
ſperdily purlued, ann autte defeated all the French power. There 
were taken of the Frenchmen, the Conſtable, hurt in the thigh 
with a Piſtolet, the Dukes of Longuille and Mentpenſier hurte in 
the heade, the Parſhall of aint Andree, Tewes, bzother to the 
Duke of Mantne, va, Curton, Nach du Maine, the Kingroffe Colo⸗ 
nell of the e h Lanſquenets,t all theſe were of the oꝛder: the 
Conte Roech/+ca»/r, the Lo2des 0begny, two irons, Monbrun, and 
No os two ſonnes of the Conſtable) anda great number 
mo, Finally, about two thouland of Noblemen and Gentlemen, 
and of all ſoꝛtes of ſoũldiours, to a foure thouſande, fiftie two en⸗ 
ſignes of fotemen, eyghtene guidons of men of armes, and rr.of 
light hoꝛſemen, xx. peeces of oꝛdinante, of whom ten were batte- 
ring peeces, the reſt field peeces,ij.C.wagons lade with martiall 
furniture and pꝛouiſton, with a great number of hoꝛſes. There 
re ſlayne of Frenchmen, to the number of fire thouſande: a. 
mong whom men of great marke were /-b» Duke of Ang lieu, 
bꝛother bnto the king of vu, the Uicont T. urane, nephewe

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Dukes of Newer; and atentmorencie, the Pꝛince of Condie, the earle 


of 54»xerre,the Loꝛde bur delin, and great number of other noble 
men. But on the 5p<n:/be part were flayne ſomewhat aboue one 
thouſande, among whom were of name Binicourt the maiſter of 
the Campe, two noble men of Germ4n:c,and diuers other, andthe 
Conte felt was hurt in the thigh, and 47+»6r<y in the knee. 
After this victo21e, the Spaniardes wanne un Quintmes, Haron, 
and C-4/teer, and freelpe ranged about in thoſe partes all that

Hehinde the light boꝛſemen fallawed a trowpe of ae>fcrs 
with Pultalets, and then à troupe ot men of armes ofthe lowe 
Countrunen, &certame ſpace being left betwerne eyther of the 
battels. Then were all the fotemen deuided into-th2ee battels : 
the fotemen were high Ale, Nederlanders, whoſe regiment 
was greateſt, and certaine bandes ol old Sve fotemen : they 
were led by their Colonels, Le f of Manthauſen, Bunicourt, 
and Caruaial The armie being thus aranged, emer: cried ont 
with a loude voyce, we haue vanquiſhed: All that haue regarde 
of their owne pꝛayſe, oꝛ the gloꝛie ot their countrie, let him fol⸗ 
lowe me, and ſetting their ſpurres vuto their hoꝛſes, rume in 
with me among the thickeſt of our emmies. And ladentyas fwne 
as he had ſpoken the woꝛde, begtuing the fignall; ran foꝛth. The 
Fzepared Frenchmen doe manlullye ſuſteyne the r charge of the 
dur gariens, and with their 02Hinance commit great daughter in 
the foꝛemoſt rankes, ſo that Ege hoſe lell downe vnder him.

== ,urpoſe, the power ok the rontrarie faction 
inder the china Anna Arentmorencre the Conttable, dated 
from 2474, and came with greate armies into the territozie of 
Dreux, where Conde alſo had fay ed: and the two armes lodged 
within two leagues one ot the o bet be Eatholictkes had cho⸗ 
ſen a commodious place to lodge in, being neare vnto the towne 
of Preux, wherein they had a garriſon, and vnto diners villages, 
and alſo vnto a mode, which was god foz all ſodeine defences of 
vncertaine euent. Thete lay betwerne both their campes, a long 
and euen plapne, onelp in one Rare there Jas a little valley be- 
tweene them. When C. ade ſuwe that his ennimies were 
come ſo neare vnto him, he conſittting with his aſſociates what 


was to be done, determined to giue them battell, that the ende of 


the whole matter being committed vnto the pꝛouidence of God, 

the long lingering calamities of the warres might be moꝛe ſpe- 
dily ended. And vet his enimies did farre onermatche him infote- 
men, ſoꝛ they had ſire and twentie thoulande, whereas the Conde 
had ſcarce eleven thouſante, but it was partlye r recompenced in 
bis hozſemen, he hauing almoft feure theuſande, where his eni- 
mies had but th: thouſande. The next moꝛning a little afoꝛe 
"Ou of the clocke, the Pzince b;ought fozth all his aa 

whic 
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which he had fo aranged, that the hozſemen wherein he was the 
ſtronger, ſhould be in the foꝛemoſt rankes: he himſelfe ledde the 
battell with Nec ecault, taking to him certaine light hozſemen of 
Cureys his companie, and placing onthe one ſide of hum the coz- 
nets of hozſemen ledde by Any and Auarell, and on the other 
ſide certapne coznets of chers. But the auntgarde was garded 
by Chaſtullun the Admirall, with the P2ince of Porceen , letting 
cloſe vnto them two troupes of hoꝛſemen conſiſting of certaine 
co2nets. Then followed a ſtrong battallion of Lanſquenets, and 
fine hundzeth loſe ſhot, whome they doe call Z»fans perdus, who 
marched a little befoze the battallion. Then was there placed a 
ſtrong Eſquadꝛon of xxiij.enſtgnes of French fotemen to garde 
the great oꝛdinance, and this Eſquadꝛon was gugrded with a 


wing of x-5/tres. Thus Conde went towardes the enimie in aray * 


ſomewhat bꝛoade # derpe. But his cnimies were redy aranged in 
this oꝛder: the Duke of cue led the one wing of the auantgarde 
with a ffrong troupe of hoꝛſemen, nere vnto who ſtode two Eſ⸗ 
quadꝛons of gan iarder fotemen, and of Frenche fatemen, olde 
ſouldidurs with fouretene peces of ozdinance, and the Parſhall 
of Saint Andrewes guided the other wing with a ſtrong troupe of 
hoꝛſemen, and was garded on the one ſide with a battallionof 
Lanſguenets, and on the other with a battallion of hozſemen, 
Ok the maine battell the Conffable led one wing with a ffrong 
troupe of hoꝛſemen, neare to whome were placed a battallion of 
ſeuentene enſignes of French fotemen , whome there followed 
xrij. enſignes of St ers, with eyghtene peeces of greate oꝛdi⸗ 

nance, the other wing his ſonne Hanuile ledde, with a ſtrong 
troupe of hoꝛſemen Chus ode the battels of the Catholikes in 
great length, on a row, here fotemen and there hoꝛſemen being 
fill interſerted. The Admirall wde over right againſt the Con⸗ 
fable, and conde againſt Danuile and the St ers, but no bodie a- 


gainſte Guiſe and the Marſhall of n A 3 who were 
in the anantgarde . Conde firſt gaue commanndement that the 


fouldiours ſhoulde be pꝛeſent at diuine ſernice, and that being 
ended, he ryding —— adhoꝛted them to con- 


Eancie and ft hg : and haning thus p2cpared their —_ 
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be gaue the ſignall, and he himſelfe, c«rcy going befoze with 


the light hoꝛſmen) charged vpon the wer, in that part where 
he ſawe they were bared of hoꝛſemen, and ffrongly bꝛake tho- 
rowe them, K. cfecault in the mean? time ſtanding fill , The 
Sv:t2ers at the firſt ſtoutly ſuſtepned the charge, partly thzough 
the power ot their oꝛdinaunce, and alſo the ſtrengthe of their 
owne weapons, but pet thꝛough the thicke hayle of the thotte; 
they began to giue grounde, and anon after not being able to 
beare the fazce of the hoꝛſemen their K aunces bꝛake their aray, 
and fozſoke the great oꝛdinance, and were ſcattered, the Conde- 
ans raging with great ſlaughter. And almoſt at the ſame momet 
the Admirall charged the Conſtable, and in the meane time the 
vpper troupes of the xchters ryding vnta Panuils troupes, ſkir- 
miſhed with their piſtolets. UWhe Conde had with great laughs 
ter defeated and put to flight theo wer,, he gaue a charge on 
the next battallion of French fatemen, and breaking thzoughe 
their rankes, diſcomſtted and put them to llighte. But there 
was a furious fighte betweene the Jdmica!l and the Conſfas 
ble: but at length the Conſtable his men beganne ta ſhzinke 


backe, and after that the Conſtable be ing wounded in the face 


with a Curtelace, and ſoze bzuiſed with ſmall ſhot of piſtolets, 
was taken. they fledde, the Avinirall and cende perſaing them. 
But whyle that Conde his boꝛſemen, were bulied in purſuing 
of the enimie, the French and Almaine fotemen were left na; 
ked, which 724: eſpying, charged vpon the 1 bnaine fatmen, 
who fledde at the firſt ſight of the enimpe, towardes a village 
called linuil. Then a ſtrong troupe of G«/c- hozſemen gane 
x charge on the French fotemen , and b2ake their arape, and 
guytc defeated them at the firſt ſhocke, taking the oꝛdinaunce, 
and committing great ſlaughter, yet when that diuers of the 
Frenche kotemen fought couragtouſiye, manpe af the G=:fax 
hoꝛſemen were llayne. Pozeoner Y-u«!/ſceing Conde his hoꝛzſe- 
men to be diſoꝛdered and diſperſed by purſaing the 5w:r2ers, 
andthe Conſtables troupes, charged vpon them, 6 wounding 
the Cende with a Piſtolet, and vnhozſing him, did take him pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner, When the Admirall ſawe his fellowes flexing in all plas 
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=_ and alſo the chers giuing backe vnto a wode in a thicke 

upe after their guyſe, that when they had recharged their 
— olets, they might luſtily altogither recharge the enn mie. 
(the which vſage of theirs being vnknowen vnto manye, did 
put them in greate feare, they ſuſpeaing them to flee) and 
finally when he perceyned that all the Condears were nowe in 
diſpapꝛe bicauſe that Conde was taken pꝛiſoner, be was verye 
penſife,namely when he ſaw thꝛer mightie troupes of hoꝛſmen 
of the auantgard ofthe enimie ( wyſely reſerued by Ge foz the 
laſt bzunt) to make towardes him. Jn theſe troupes were 
the Marshall of Sant AM »drewe, the Dukes Yaumal and of 
Newers, and otber noble men: but they ſave that the Duke 
of Guiſe ſtwde ſtill with other bandes that had not yet foughte, 
fo2 to beholde the ende of the battell: then the 1 dmirall 
ſpedilye relying all the Frenche and Almaine hoꝛſemen that 
be was able to make, and alſo by the returne of thoſe &e:/ters 
that J ſapde went aſide vnto the wode, their beartes being 
confirmed , ſfoutlye luſtepned the charge of their enimies. 
Then there beganne a ſharpe encounter , bothe ſides figh- 
ting full fnriouſipe (their heartes being conſtantive ſette to 
murther one andther) with almoſte equall fo2tune : pet 
the Gin. gaue grounde, and by little and little dꝛewe 


backe, and moze grieuous had bene the fighte, namelye the 


ſouldfours of cenie being chafed, if that the nighte had not 
parted them, who were wearted with long labour of fighte. 
Both partes cauſed the retire to be ſounded, and returned 
vrito their Campes. The 1dmirall fo: lacke of hozſes lefte

were flapne the Marſhall of Sn Andreves with a Piſtolet 
after be was taken, 4«»br=z the Conſtables ſonne, the Loꝛde 
Tienses, the grand Pꝛiaz, one of the 0/85, two 3roſſeys , Ginrer, 
Annebaclt, and a greate number of other of the Nobilitie, 
Daumal was grieuouſlye hurte, and allo Neuer: who died there- 
of, and manye other, and an hund2zeth of the nobler ſozte 
were taken p2iſoners, and alſs certaine of the o2der, as Beau 
45, A, Mert, at. Df the Faithfull oz Pꝛoteſtantes . and 
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diucrs other noble men and Captapnes were eyther taken o2 
flayne, God ſo mode rated the enent of ſo great a battell, that nei⸗ 
ther part coulde be ſayde eyther ta haue wonne, oz to haue loſt the 
fielde: foꝛ on the part of the faithfull, was con the patron of the 
cauſe taken, and on the Catholikes their ſide, the Tonſtable was 
taken, and the Marſhall of 54:»e A ndrewes llayne. And as the 
fapthfull ſlewe a greate number of the Catholikcs their fote- 
men, ſo did the Catholikes of the faithfull their fotcmen : but 
mo hoꝛſemen were ſlapne on the Catholckes part, and alſo fote- 
men, koꝛ ofthe xxij.enſignes of the ers few were ſaued. But 
Conde his loſſe was moꝛe difficill to be bozne and repaired : but 
Guiſe being better furniſhed fo2 the warres, had great mcommo- 
ditie by the loſſe of ſo many great Captaines and noblemen, as 
were there flapne + taken. This battel was faught thexix.of De⸗ 
tember. The Admirall gathering togither his power, returned 
vnto ole, andthe Gu/e vnto 2474, epther of them to repayꝛe 
their ſoꝛe weakened armies.

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guldons of the men of armes were charged with crolles, as al⸗

The fotemen were 
denided into the groſſe battallions(ercept thoſe harquebuſiers 
which reſted at the Chappell, and thoſe that flanked certapne 
companies, which made the left of the Conſtable) who mighte 
amount vnto fiftene oꝛ ſixtene thouſande men. One battallion 
was of fire thouſande Seit ers, Ppkemen , whole thicke and 
cloſe hedge doth well dare to abyde the ſhocke of the ſtrongeſt 
bozſemen of the wozlde,ercept the furie of themen of armes of 
Fraunce, armed and barded as afozeſayde, who haue often ti⸗ 
mes bꝛoken and defeated fhem. They were armed with a bour⸗ 
guignonne, a Cuiraſſe, furniſhed with a go2get, taſſets, long 
bꝛacats, and gantlets, and manye had l#xaes of maple, alſo the 
the regiments of French fotemen were no otherwiſe armed, 
vnleſle it were the harguebuſiers, who had nothing but a Poꝛi⸗ 
on, foz the moſt part of them (hut thechiefeſt had Cuiralles on 
their backs) foꝛ to be the moꝛe nimble t light fo; to ſkirmiſhe. 
Their white croſle wiſtinguiſhed them from the Pꝛoteſtants, 
and they namely thoſe that were light armed as harquebuſiers, 
woze a mandile, 62 ſuch another habite marked with a number 
of white crofſes, that they might not be taken foz the Confedes 
rates. But the Pzotcſtants had not aboue balfe their armte at 
Faint Denys , » (92 Dandelot and ar ontgommeric were ſent to take 
Poiſſy and Pont hoiſe, la Nene to take orleans, and the Conte 4e“. 
Rechfuucault and AMeuye were gone againſte the troupes that 
were leuied fo2 them in Ge n and Poitou, to ſafeconducte them 
to the Campe: all which things being knowne vnto the Con» 
ſtable, made him to haſte that he myghte take the p2ofite of 
this aduauntage. But of the fouretene oz firtene hand2eth 
hozſemen of the Þ2oteſtautes, not one was armed with all 
peeces, both bicauſe they diſlodged baſttiye at the commaunde- 
ment of the Pꝛince as alſo foz the weakeneſſe of their hozſes, 
who were almoſt all Curtalles, and ſuche like baſe hozſes, ſa 
that there was not one barded oꝛ caparatonned. but they were 
armed like light bozſemen, the two thirdes of them hauing — 
£ 
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l a helmet, oꝛ bourguignonne, a goꝛget, a cuiralle, bꝛatats, taſ- 
ſets, gantlets, a couple of Piſtolets, and after they had ſhot off 
them, they woulde ſet their hande vnto their tocke and Coute⸗ 
las. The Caſſockes of the Pꝛoteſtantes were white, begarded 
with fucy colours,as the deuiſe of the Captaine did demaund. 
All their fotemen were harquebuſiers well inough furniſhed, 
the third part of whom had a Moꝛion foꝛ all their defence, with 
a white ſcarfe foꝛ to diſcerne them frem the Catholikes : they 
alſo had their Enſignes of diuers colours beguarded wit the 


deuiſe of the Captaine in lieu ofa croſſe which the Cathotikes. 


bozo. How J come to declare the intents and purpoſes ot 5ᷣ̊ two 
Chieftaines of the armies, The Conſtable ſœing the ſmall nũ⸗ 
ber, and the yll aſſured lodging of the Pꝛoteſtantes, refolued ta 
fight with them. Ind bicauſe he ſawe that Sint 0:17 and: Au- 
beruilliers Wers the defences of Sint Hens, not once thinking 
that the confederates woulde be fo boide as to come into the 
fielde, conſidering their ſmall number, and to make heade vnta 
ſs great an army as followed him, and fpectatly ſæing that they 


had not one Canon (bicauſe that ſince they toke the fielde, they 


had not anye towne that coulde furniſhe them) determined to 
daiue the Pꝛoteſtantes out of thoſe two villages mto Sn De- 
Ys, and there to beſiege them, and make them pelde at hys 
pleaſure. In verpe dæde the Pꝛoteſtantes woulde rather 
haue refuſed (if they had bene aſſured of their comming) than 
haue accepted the battell: but bicauſe they had intelligence 
but in the moꝛning, that the fotemenne were iffned ont of 7. 
ru, and that the Conſtable was reſolued to diſlodge, neceſſitie 
to ſaye the truth moꝛe than god will, b2zonghte them ta the 
fighte, the which they woulde haue p2eſcnted, ik that Handelot 
and arentgommerie had bene there with their bandes, who 
then lape befoꝛe P.), pct neuertheleſſe they were reſolned in 
no cafe to gvue the charge bef:2e it were towardes the Tues 
ning, it it coulde be poſſibte, both as well fo2 to couer, and the 
better to fauour their retraite, if they ſhaulde be purſoed, 
as: alſo by ſo doing, to take awave from the Catholykes 


the fell of an nur dito: and tourney: and finally that ir 
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the meane time Daudelit who had bene ſent foꝛ, might haſte with . 

all diligence to be there intime. Upon this generall reſolution 

the Conſtable iſſued out of Pari, and leauing the Chappell, whi- 

ther he ſent a god number of harquebuſters, marched with his 

armie ſtreyght vnto the villette, koꝛ to ſtretche out his armie in 

length foꝛ to take the commoditie of the field, and to ſtande moꝛe 

like vnto an hedge, than any thing elſe , On the left ſide where⸗ 

ok he dis ſet the battallion of the 5w:c2ers , flanked with a god 

number of Frenche harquebuſiers, and all theſe ſtwde foꝛ to aſ⸗ 

ſure fouretene peces of artillerie which he had placed in $ mouth 

of Auberuilliers, towarde the which he made the molk part of his 
armie to turne heade: he encamped a regiment of hoꝛſemen on 

the left ſide of the 5w:r2ers , and did ſet befoze them one greate 

troupe of hoꝛſemen, as it were to couer them, the Captaine of 
the which troupe was Pareſchall aronemerencie his eldeſt ſonne. 

He had on his leftc ſide the regimentes and companies of the 

Dukes of Nemours ,Longucuile, y Conte de Le. hamgniegde The- 

ree, Lanſac, andmanydther : cloſe tothe whiche companies ſtode 

one god troupe of harquebuſiers on fote . Behinde thoſe hozſe- 
men, and towardes the Chappell was the regunent of fotemen 
of the Pariſians, who did all gliſter almoſt with armour , Ppkes, 
and Halbardes, and did hide the left ſive of the armie Catholike, 

the middle andthe pꝛincipall fozce whercof did the 5wirters and 
the Conſtable make. On the right ſide of the witer were the 
regiments of the Conte x. Nic, and Str On the right lide mo2e 

higher, didthecompanics sf the Pareſchall Ce, Biren, p Uicont 
de Auechy, la Riuiere, and diners other which ſtode moꝛe neare to 
Au beruilliers, ſhe wed themſelues: behmde whome moze lowe 
than the villet o2 (mall towne, ffode the Duke de Aumaule, and 
Mareſchall de Anuille, aſſiſted on both ſides with two troupes of 
hoꝛſmen, as it were foꝛ the aſfurance ofthe .der, the French 
fotmen, But now we w. ll ſhew the dipoſttion of the armie Pꝛo⸗ 
teſtant. Then that the Pꝛinte had intelligence vpon a ſodavne, 
that the Catholikes were iſſued out of „rn, dzawing with them 
the artillerie, he well knewe that the d ye woulde not paſſe with- 
out fight. And thercfoze all the companies being aduertiſed, came 
into 
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into the fielde, being fully reſolued foz to accept the fight if they 
were foꝛced, although that their fellowes were not tome, and 
ſtretched out themſelues (which thing only reſted foꝛ them to do) 
| in this fozme. As their armie had bene deuided befoze that time 
{ into thzee partes, ſo theynowe alſo made thze troupes. The 
| Admiral being aſſiſted with cler ment of Amber his two ſonnes, 
| Kenty, and ſir cozncts ofhozſemen, and with foure hundzeth har⸗ 
| guebuſters on fote, who followed the hoꝛſemen, and were led by 
F alefentere, placed himſelfe aboue 54:»c Om, as it were foz to co⸗ 
uer and defende his lodging right in the face of thoſe that garded 
the ſide of the Conſtable. To the ſame ende /en/z being accom- 
panied with Lanardin V ardes, Breſſant, Jeſancourt, v. oz vj.co:nets 
whom thꝛee hundꝛeth fotmen harquebuſiers folowed foꝛ to helpe 
them at the p2icke of the charge, made the other hoꝛne, and the 
fozme ofa left auantgarde, befoze his lodging at A uberuilliers, 
(againſt the whiche they ſawe that the Catholikes had made 
heade, and bent the greateſt foꝛte of their armie)direcly againſt 
Birox and the reſt befoze mentioned. To pꝛeuaple the better a⸗ 
gainſt whome, they had made a ditche from Auberuilliers, euen 
vnto a Windmill, which is betwerne the village, and the villef, 
the which ditch, and the {Windmill it ſelfe , they had filled with 
manve of the beſte harquebuſiers that they had, fo2 to ſalute 
them that woulde come to ſ&ke them. The P2ince of Coe, the 
Cardinall of Chaſt:!on, Secheles, (who vnder title of Lieutenant 
conducted the companie ofthe Duke of A gien) with the two 
rYidames of Chartres and of Amiens, the Contes of gau, and of ls 
| Sure, of Eflernay , Brouchauanes, td F ruart Arcompanied with 
certaine Scots, with koure hundꝛeth harquebuſters ſtode lower 
info2me of the battayle eouering aint Ver ys, and all that runne 
behinde the croſſe which is vpon the cauſey, and the Chappell of 
Zandet, right in the face of the Conſtable, and of them that were 
| befoze him. All the Coꝛnettes ſtode along in a rowe lyke 
L vnto an hedge, and their hoꝛſes were ranged front to front, in 
fuch foꝛme as they ment to fight. The cauſe ofthts aray it may 
be ſo) was lacke of men to make an entier battallion, oꝛ bicauſe 
it is molt oꝛdmarie among the Frenchmen, who vſe the L aunce: 
Nn. 
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o2 to thende they might charge altogither, and not one tarye 
behindean other as moſt doe inbattallions, The fotemen were 
deuided into thx troupes, as they were befoze, and they cart- 
ed no enſignes, but being all harquebuſiers, they ſerued fo; 
Fnfins perdus, Who as the molt aſſured and reſolute ta fighte, 
doe beare death eagrauen vpon their fozeheades , as wellifo; 
themſelues. as fo; thoſe that they ficſt attach. Theſe harquebu- 
ſiers followed god and neare vnto the hozſemen, but when it 

came vnto the poynt that they ſhoulde go vnta the charge, they 
thoulde aduaunce themſelues foꝛth befoze vpon the ſides foꝛ to 
Gote right and with allurance vpon the firſt of the Catholtkes, 
that would ioyne with the Pꝛoteſtants, as you ſhall heare. o 
that the diſpoſition of their arnue was in the foꝛme of a Pwne, 
moze than of any thing elle, if that their companies had bene 
topned togither, +had ſtode nearer andcloſer one vnto another. 
But as J told pou befoze, they were deuſded into ther parts, of 
whom the troupes of the Admiral and en made as it were the 
two hoznes of the Croiſant , whereof the battell of the Pꝛince 
made the but oꝛ bottome,and the middes was fkronger than the 
endes, who uot haning ſo many Launces t hoꝛſmen were moze 
cleare, thin, and leſſe furniſhed of men. They had all their fozces 
in the fielde, foꝛ thinking that none conlde come vnto F5. Denys, 
but that thep mulhe firſte defeate them who couered their lod⸗ 
gings, they lełt none there, but their Pikemen and Holbarders, 
who not being inowe in number, and ſufficient foꝛ to make a 
battallion of Ppkes in that plapne,thep would haue to remaine 
in the towne foz to garde the baggage, and the Enſignes of the 

harquebuſters. Nepther was it long befoꝛe that a ſkirmiſh was 

attached on the fide ol A uberuilliera. The artillerie beganne to 
thunder, and was ſhot off faure lers, hut did little harme: pet 
ſome died thereof diſmembzed, and other were ſo hurt that they 
curſed them all their life after: the ſkirmithe is reenfozced, the 
ſpace betweene the troupes is now couered with the hoꝛſemen 
that flee about to the taking, y ruine, the death one of another: 

bis is it that cauſeth ſome to turne the noſes of their pætes fo; 


if awe 
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faw that the light attaches wared ill hoter and hoter, and en⸗ 
treaſed euery moment, fearing that the Catholikes would not 
charge his troups in groſſe (to go vnto the Pꝛince to demaũd of 
him if he were not or Þ aduiſe that he might charge actoꝛding to 
the occaſion £ eſtate of the ſRirmiſhe. But as he returned with 
permiCion to do it, he ſawe that e was in fight. Foz the 
chiefe Captaine ſering that the Catholikes angmented their 
number vpon the ſkixmilhers, hadnoſoner made them to re- 
tire, but that two companies marched foz fo ouerrunne them. 
Then was he conftrapned to take part, to range and cloſe togi⸗ 
ther his mon as well as he coulde, and hauing deſired them not 


to b:eake their arape, and to charge with might and mayne, and 


to enterfucconr ene another, he auaunced apace foꝛ to receyue 
the Catholikes, who chaunging their pace into a trot, reen⸗ 
countred them with ſuch furie, that the moſt aſſured made their 
Launces to fle into ſh iuers, the ather that coulde not aſligne 
ſo right, peerced the bodies of the hoꝛſes: all in genetall came 
bnto the Piffoles and Coutelas, which haſted death to abone 


- fiftiein that ſirſt charge, and there were a god many moe hurt 


that fonght not after, namely by reaſon of the pellets which the 
harquebuſiers that were inthe trench made to rapne vpon them 
that firſt came ts attach / ardes, who percepuing that he ſhonlde 
not be long able by reaſon of his ſmall number to ſtande vp a» 
gaynft the Catholikes that came to renfozce their fir® men, re 
tired by little and little fo2 to rallye his men with the helpe of 
the ditche, out of the which came ſuch a ſtrong la of hargue⸗ 
bulles, that many made conſcience Foz to app2oche neare vnto 
it. At the ſame tyme len (who had aſſuted the ret of his fel⸗ 
{owes , that he had lefte the-P2ince and the Zdmiralt'{ who 
were readye'vpon the poynte to go vnto the charge) fullpe re⸗ 
ſolued to die all of them befoze that the Catholikes ſhould gaine 
vpon them one fote.of grounde, and leſſe of honour) cncouras 
ged them ſo much, that without making any ozation (but only 
going befoꝛe his troupes as gude e was folowed of them all: 
after that he had made the harquebaſters to come fozwarde, 
who being aſſured by the countenaunce of their hozſemenne,

woulde pꝛelent themſelues, who (no otherwiſe than the noblg 


* moſt ſtrongeſt rankes, had not cauſed the courage of manye ta | 
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woulde meete in the face the foꝛemoſte of the Catholckes that 


Greyhounde doth growe in courage foꝛ the firſt pinche that he 
bath giuen vnto the chafedbeaſt, and as you ſæ the gentle Fau- 
con to founder and to encourage hir ſelfe the moꝛe vpona bird of 
pꝛape, bicauſe that ſhe hath once giuen hira grype with hir tal⸗ f 
lons:)ſo in like maner they were allured aut ta the entier hazara 
of a tourney by the encounter of -«r4es. They being all rallyed 
and incozpo:ated vnder their Enſignes, had (it might be) layde 
on the grounde all the Coꝛnets Pꝛoteſtants, if that their harque⸗ 
buſiers, who had nowe cleared and made thinne the fozmoſt and 


quavle, ſo that they charged no moꝛe ſo conragiouſly,. aud therc- 
withall to they were receyued with a LEO harde „ and 
reencountred with ſuche — the greateſt. enill fell 
vpon themſelues. The firſt charge of /en/» was m8ze cruell 
than the feconde, although that the leaſt of the thꝛe was verye 
bloudie foꝛ the death of many bꝛaue gentlemen that neuer after 
ſcrake blowe with the ſwoꝛde. But this is true, that neyther ob⸗ 
ſtinate deſperatenefſe, no2 the helpe of the harquebuſiers coulde 
haue ſure warranted them to ſtan de vp long, ſer ing that the moff 
of the foꝛces Catholike turned into that quarter, it that the moʒ⸗ 
tall charges ot the Pꝛince and the A dmirall had not made manye 
to turne tavle, whileſt that /enli and manye of his companions 
entertayned the fight againſt the hoteſt of the Catholikes, giuing 
leyſure vnto them that were moſt wearied with ſo long and furi- 
ous a fight, to vemayne quiet, and aranged in battell, and to pꝛe⸗ 
pare themſelues foꝛ the firſt occaſion that ſhoulge pꝛeſcut it ſelfe 
vnto them. Nowe caſt pour eyes towarde Sant 042, and pou 
ſhall ſee the Admirall well foꝛ warde, and alſs immediatlp follo- 
wed by the Pꝛince and all the reſt of the armie, who would gius 
and receiue their part of blowes. You haue feene the god meane 
that the Catholikes had to pzeuavle with their artillerie, and. 
hawe it ſerued them, During the time of this great thunder, the 
Captaines of both armies waited foꝛ Þ time of their charge,t the 
comaundements of the ERIE the e who 
aunde 
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founde the tunes of that Puſicke moze than verye violent, and 
all accozbing with their intention, bicauſe they had not one Ca- 
non fo2 to aunſwere to that ſmahing diuelrie, which vomited ſo 
many curſes vpon them, ſometime to high, and oftentimes moꝛe 
towe than the gunners thought, but alwayes doing leſſe hurte 
than the Generall Catholike deſired. Herevpon the Admirall 
badno.ſoner founde his aduauntage, but that he ſent ta aduer- 
tiſe the Pꝛince of all that he had marked concerning the fate of 
the Catholtkes, who ſtayed nat long after to follawe him. The 
Conte of Co/zg»:e made his harquebuſiers to haſten their pace, 
and hauing made them to aduaunce themſclues onhis ſide, they 
lerued him to ſo great purpoſe, that the reencoviter was thzough 
them much the moze foꝛtunate vnto him. At the ſame inſtant he 
ſo luſtily charged the red Coates, and thoſe troupes that were 
neare vnta them on the left fide (who had come taſeke him) that 
they were not able long time to ſuſteyne the furious purſuite, 
and were in the ende chaced euen vnto the Chappell. Thoſe men 
that haue flight moꝛe naturall and oꝛdinarie than reſolution in 
ſuch affaires, can aſſure you, that traupes bꝛoken and hotly pur⸗ 
ſued, haue no diſcretion and conſideration of the places thꝛough 
which they paffe foꝛ to ſaue the pꝛiſon of the ſoule. This cauſed: 
the greateſt part of them to make waye with the fo2ce of their 
hoꝛſes (who had their ſides ſcozched)thzongh the Par ian bandes, 
whome they very much b2ake, and alſo much moze affrighted, ſo 
that they werenot able long time after toreaſſure them oute of 
the trembling feare of vaint Yenys. And not onelye the fotemen 
were diſcouraged, but alſo many of the bꝛaue hoꝛſmen had aug⸗ 
mented thenumber of the other companies. Upon this the Pa- 
reſchall ct ſceing thoſe of /en/» his regiment to retire by little 
and little (after that he had appoynted certaine companies foꝛ to 
make heade if they woulde begin agayne) made all the reſt of his 
troupes to turne direalve towardes the encounter, whereof we 
nowe come to ſpeake, ſending one to deſire the Pareſchall Ban- 
{1 and the Duke of Aumalle, to follow him to the charge which 
he went to gine the which they pꝛomiſed him to doe) and ſomuch 


the moze, foz that he ſawmany catholikes ſa afrighted, that they 
An. iij. diſban⸗ 
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diibanded themlelues, and atio the Pꝛoteſkantes tried in thak 


quarter, victo2te, birtozte, as thoughithep had bene aſſured of 
the gaine of the fielde. Jn another place, and foꝛ the ſame oc⸗ 
caſion, Ch4a:gnie adnaunced himlſelfe , and wythoute cheape⸗ 
ning, gane into the troupe ot clerement, who bicauſe he had 
bene ſoꝛe hurt at the firſte charge, wonlde not ſaſtepne the 
ſhocke, dut retired with a great pate from that charge, whiche 
was moztall to many of the Confederates. Although that J 
can not expꝛeſſe vnto you but one feate of armes at once, yet 
imagine pou that all the troupes, oz at theleatbtwo thirdes of 
them were at one tyme encountering togither to the ruine of 
the weaker, andthe leſſe bappye : thinkepou that the chars 
ges were diucrs, and that in dinersplaces manye troupes did 
charge oue another at once. The Pꝛince was that ſame tyme 
in the myddes of the Catholikes : foꝛ as ſone as he ſawe the 
Admirall charge, he made his menne to departe with ſuch di- 
ligence, that the harquebuſters that ſhoulde haue aſſiſted him, 
coulde not followe, noꝛ doe any ſeruice that was of aduantage 
vnto him. Hediſmarching, went directly as it were,fo2 to ioine 
with the Zdmirall , that they might both togither charge the 
Conſtable, and thoſe that made his left ſide, doubting that the 
Admirall alone was not able to wozk the effect : but he had not 
gone farre, but that the Mareſchall 4e Afovrmurexcic (who coues 
red his father) made all his power to diſmarche to giue bim 
on the ſide, and to put his power to flight, the whiche he had 
without doubt done, if that certayne which had caſte their eye 
into that quarter, had not aduertiſed the Pzince thereof, wha 
at the ſame inſtant, turned heade vnto all his troupes, and en» 
couraged them accoꝛding as the tyme, and the neare being ol 
the Catholikes woulde permit: He the 7:dame of Chartres, the 
Cardinall of Ch/#:{:0»,and many other ranne amapne vpon the 
Conſtable, wolle that the reft of his troupes employed them- 
ſelues to make head toy areſchal de Mentmorencie. Now, whiz 


ther bicauſe all the troupes of the Pꝛince did not afronte their 


enimie with equall farieandpertinacie, oꝛ (the which I do ras 


ther beleeue) foz. that the one were better ſuſteyned than the o⸗ 
: ther, 
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other, without doubt, the two charges had fatre diners euents, 
fo; the P2ince marched againſt his part with ſuch violence that 
be onerth2owe them, being appalled with thelong and feare⸗ 
full flight of their tompanions, whome the Admirall. bad alſo 
befoze chaſed, and made ſuch a hole oꝛ bꝛeach in the great bats 
tallion, that the Conſtable being abandoned by Aabone a. thou⸗ 
ſande runne awapes, and finding himſelte hurt in the face, and 
encloſed and pꝛeſled to peelde by Stuart a Scot, could nat foꝛ cho⸗ 
ler to ſee things frame ſo vll, aunſwere otherwiſe , than with 
blowes of his ſwo2de, with the pummell wherof he gaue Stuart 
ſo harde vpon the Jawbones, that he coulde not a long tyme 
after vſe them with eaſe when hunger pꝛeſſed him to moue his 
teeth (two oꝛ thze of whome leaped out of his mouth, and the 
reſt were ſoꝛe ſhaken and loſed:) then another Scot ſhot his 
Piſtolet into the C onſtables reynes, bicauſe foꝛ fœbleneſſe of 
aboue faureſtoꝛe peares, he had put vpon his backe but only a 
fingle + light harneſſe.This would haue afrighted the s wir ders, 
thinking that they had bene abandoned by the reſt of all the 

hozſemen, of whome they ſawe a great part already diſmaped, 
and manpe to retire with a great gallop, thinking that all was 
loſte (ts the fozemoſte and moſte hardte of whome , the 
gates of Peru ſeeined not neare ynoughe ; ) if that the 
Dake of Aumale, Mareſchall 4e Anuille, and certapne other 
had not reaſſured them, pꝛoteſting that they woulde dye be⸗ 
foze that anye other euill ſhoulde happen vnto them, than 
the keare that they bad alreadye conceyvned. Wherewpth 
they were no leſſe contented. , than ioyfull foz the well do⸗ 
ing of the Mareſchall 4. Atentmarencie, who hauing a lit» 
tle whyle encountred with equall and incertayne ſhocks, cer⸗ 
tayne of the P2inces traupes, in the ende layde the moſte al⸗ 
ſured and beſt ot them on the grounde, making the reſte ta 
fler, who bꝛaughte a-greate feare vnts all their fotemenne; 
namelpe, to thoſe of the Admiralt, and the Pꝛince, wha 
bicauſe thep had followed them but a little waye, marched foz 
to inte rtayne ſkirmiſhe with the kotemenne Catholikes : but 


they, who otherwyſe woulde not haue bene made to feare, 
being 
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peing reentountred by their fleeing friendes, were entieriys and 
wholy bꝛoken, the hozſes ranne ouer manye of their bellies, wha 
founde themſelues verye much offended and greeued with thys 
journey. After this was done, euery troupe dꝛewe into that quar- 
ter, where he hearde the plaintes ol his Generall : foz in a veryt 
little moment euery one leauing the aduantage that he thought 
he had, turned face: the Catholikes to the cries of the Conſta⸗ 
ble, the Pꝛoteſtantes to the Pꝛince of Code, who plapned of his 
boꝛſe, who hauing his ſides trauerſed with a Launce, and being 
hurt with diners pellets, began to founder vnder him, 

By thele meanes the place of conflict was by little and little, 
and within ſhozt moment quite abandoned by the fighters,aſwol 
fo2 the hurt happened vnto both the two Generalles, as alſo b1- 
cauſe they all ſawe that the dave declined, and was come vnto 
his ende, ſo that the bzowne of the night div greatly inuite them 
to retire . The Pꝛince was no ſoner lighted off from his hozſe, 
but that he fell downe at his fete ſtarke deade. The Admirallre- 
tired from the charge, and ſeeing the Catholikes to runne from 
all partes to ſuccour their Generall, turned towardes the troupe 
of the P21nce, foz to rallye and to deliberate vpon the reſt of the 
journey . But the night comming while that theſe things were 
in doing, bꝛought an ende both to the day andthe battell, which 
hadendured little lacke of two houres . Fo2 the obſcure vale of 
the darke, and the trauavle of ſo long and hote attaches , did by 
little and little abate the heate of the moſte couragious, who all 
in the ende rallyed themſelues vnder their enſignes. Theſe 
things with the rel that are many times founde in ſuch encoaun- 
ters, do authoꝛiſe me in that which I ſhal (ay(foz to ſatiffie them 
with one wozd, that being maiſtredby J cannot tell what blinde 
paſſion, may thinke that ſuch an ende of the fight betwerne ſuch 
and ſo vnequall armies, is very ſtraunge) that men reſolute, and 
defpairingof retraite, and of all other meanes than the fozce ot 
their armes, and in ſumme, they that will make a vertue of nee 


ceſſitie, may doe oftentimes farremoze than this was. 
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When the Pꝛoteſtants ſawe that they were not purſued, they 
conducted the Pzince vnto Sant Yexys, where the counſel ow 
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bled, was of aduiſe, that cucry one of them attending the com⸗ 
ming of Handelo and a4 0n:gommerie ſhoniveretire vnto histe1 55 
ter toꝛ to garde his lodging, and uct co ſhewe firms g nine oc⸗ 
caſion vnto the Catiholiacs £2 thuke that they were afra. de, 02 
that they woulde refute an other rencsmitter. The whirc he the 
captaines did: vpon whom the Catholikes enterpꝛiſed nothing, 
ſeeming to content themſelues with the remayning maiſfers of 
the fielde, and the diſpoſing at pleaiure of ail the fielde foꝛ to bu- 
rie their deade, and to leaue the deſpopled Pꝛoteſtantes, and to 
ſende the wounded to Y. Thoſe that were appointed to doe it, 
taricd there vntul midnight. The Conſtable was bozne backe 
wounded to death. The Conte de Channe, Hie rome de Turin, and 
mo than foꝛtie other as well Captaines and chicfe, as members 
of companies left their lines there, whome aboue thꝛee hund2eth 
other did accompanie, as wel then as after ward, leaumg behind 
them a great multitude ol hurt men. Ok the Pꝛoteſtants, dame 
of Amiens, de Piqug Y, de Sau x, la Suſe, Saint Andre, de Garenes, 
and aboue fiftie gentlemen of marke were loſt, and mo than thze 
hundꝛeth other hoꝛſmẽ. The flight of the fotmen was maze notas 
ble than the ſlaughter, altheugh that a god many died there, but 
few of the Catholikes fotmen. This battell was fought the r.of 
Nouember, The next day the Pꝛoteſtantes after that Dandelot + 
Montgomery were returned with their foꝛces, came in aray of bat- 
tel, euen vnto p ſuburbes of , pꝛeſenting battel vnto the catho- 
like armie which was retired into the citie. But they accepted it 
not, being diſmayed with the death of the Conſtable. But when 
that the Catholike power hourelyencreaſed, and vicuals fapled 
at .

with a power of Alm unes, vnto 
whome within ſhoꝛt time reſoꝛted 
a greate number of the inhabi⸗ 
tants of the Pꝛouince, and he toke 
diuers townes thereof, among 
whom were Palris, fandingi in the mariſhes, and Danuile nere 
vnto it, and alſo lying on the ſea coaſt, whereof when that Fer- 
dinand Duke of Alus Lieutenant general of all the low coun⸗ 
tries had intelligence, he lent into Fre/eland foʒ to ſtap the courſe 
of Lewes his vidoꝛp, the regiment of s rdigne, and his maſter of 
the Campe, thꝛee companies of the regiment of :»mbr4y, th;& 
hundꝛeth hozſmen, 5pa4«rds and /ra/ccn5,the Conte eg icu⸗ 
tenant of GHelder, with part of his owne troupes, and five cos 
panies of the regiment of the Conte of A rembe/ ge, beſides a M. 
ſouldiours that the Lieutenant ot the Conte had afſembled at 
the tomming ok the Pꝛoteſtantes. But this was not ſufficient 
fo; to rembarre the Conte of vu, who daily grewe in foꝛces 
koꝛ any enterpꝛiſe that coulde be done agaynſt him.

buſh that he had pꝛepared foꝛ them of fiftene oꝛ ſirtene hundꝛed 


hoꝛſemen behinde a wode, at the wings whereof he did ſet thꝛer 
hundꝛeth hoꝛſemen foꝛ to travne the i, who made a ſem- 
blance as though they had a mynde to knowe what they were.

Pet neucrtheleſſe, the So, haning incozporated thꝛer 
enſignes into one, t diſtributed the whole armie into the ſhewe 
of flue enfignes.were ſo tmpo2tunate on their Chicfe (and alſo 
fo2 that time their Generall) (who bicauſe the thꝛe hundzeth 
hoꝛſemen woulde ſomet tmes tome foꝛ warde, and pꝛouoke the, 
and at other retire againe, pꝛeſumed ſome ſuch thing as was in 
dede) and therefoꝛe was loth to ffaht, that they mutining, cal⸗ 
led him traytoꝛ to the Ring, and without ſtaying fo: the Conte 
de Megue, who was hard by them, conſtrained him (as our deſire 
alwayes groweth greater in things dented) fo2 to leade them 
Treyght vnto the iu. C hoꝛſemen, who feygning that they reti⸗ 
red foz weakenelle of defence, dee we the anirds beyonde the 
Bꝛidges: the whiche alſo ſtill gaue moꝛe couloꝛ vnto theſe in- 
confiderate fotmen, and made them ſtill to aduaunte themſ: lues 
kurther and further. But the Conte of N n hauing gotten the 
Bꝛidges, enctoſed them ſo ſtraite both behinde and on the ſides, 
that he eaſily ſlue them welneare all. | 
The Conte 4e 4 emberg4e, (bicanſe he woulde not lerſe 
anye one poynte of his reputation, dcfended umſelke valiante 
lye, bat when his hozſe was ſlayne, and he himſcife thzowne 
downe to the grounde deade with the blowe of a Piſtolet, 
be ended his dayes , after that He Had fayne the Conte 
Adelph of Naſuu bzother to ::ves , who entred into ſuche

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Spanzrdes to be hanged vp, although there had died twelue hun⸗ 
dꝛeth of them in fight, and ſo many of other. Sire peeces of ar⸗ 
tillerie, au the munitions, parte of the ſouldiours wages, the 


caſket and plate of the Conte Arembergue, and all the baggage 


of the Campe was loſt. 

The Conte 4 Megue, and the Conte Cartie de Aartinengus, 
dꝛe we nꝛare with one troupe of hoꝛſemen, of whom Arembergue 
had lacke, and the bandes of the Colonels mne, ge, but being 
puriued by the armie victoꝛious, they were conftrapned to retire 
into the Gun gen, the which the Pꝛoteſtantes ſodenly beſicged, 
battred, and encloſed in two quarters. Po2couer, they being 
maiſters of the fielde, roded all the countric, bicaule the 5p.0/-e 
koꝛces were not vnited, but ſcattered thꝛough this diſcanfiture, 
But anon after CH tel, maſter of the Campe generall, 
allembled as inanye men togither as he coulde, and encamped 
befoze angle, foz to remoue the ſiege of the 12;oteſtants, the 
which he coulde not doe. Panpe ſkirmiſhes were attached and 
fought. The Conte Z. dewic le ſent twice to Viteli to demaunde a 
tourney foz to ende the warres by one generall battell, the which 
he woulde not acco2de vnto, ſaying that it was not yet time to 
fight. Alſo he expected the Duke of A /«a, and the reſt of his fo2- 
ces, of whome vet he was not well aTured, ſeeing thoſe of the 
Pꝛoteſtants, although that the Emperour being requeſted ther⸗ 
vato,commannded Conte Lewes as he tendered his obedience and 
dut ie, to retire, and to withdꝛawe his armie out of the countrie, 
with all poſſible ſpede. Wherevato the Conte aunſwered, that 
he coulde not doe it befoꝛe that his bꝛother, and the other Pꝛin⸗ 
ces and Loꝛdes his confederates were aduertiſed, the which he 
pꝛomiſed to doe very ſhoꝛtly: yet neuertheleſſe manye began to 


ware colde, and namely when that the godes of certame of the 


Coloncls were ſeiſed and arreſted by the Emperour. Pet the 
ſiege continued vntill the appꝛoch of the Duke Bartiall,at what 
time the Conte e e bꝛake vp the ſiege, hauing befoze ſent 
the baggage towards #m54-», breaking downe and cutting off 
all the bꝛidges and paſſages fo2 to hinder and fa the enimie, vet 
not without W The Duke hauing ſent the 

hozſemen

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hoꝛſemen of the Duke of branſwiche into Groningen, bicaule the 
Countrie being fail of ivſte di tie plaihcs ano great vitches, is 
very ili foꝛ hoꝛienien, followed the {92ot cats euen Wits gele- 
ten, Where they made their ff:15. Ju the inc. it tune He ent ſome 
to beate the wapes oni all les, and ts2 to leariie out the inientes 
of the Conte: in the ende he vnderſtode thac the Aena - v WAS 
at i gẽ,ͥl, Whither certaine vozſemen and kwtemen were 
come vnte hun, there ininding to Tape i192 tie Duke ang his rus 
rie. Foꝛ the which purpoſe he tote the derpe riuer of Yes fo; 
to ba: ke him, lodging his campe in a place very ſtrong alſo on o⸗ 
ther partes, foꝛ he was flanked wit great ditches, canes, and 
riuers, and he coulde let out the water vpon the Duke and his 
men at eaſe, and had on the other ſide ihe rich towno of = mbdes 
at his backe, all the which ſermed to be fo2 his aduantage. 

The Duke appꝛoched within two leages of Z-dow:ches ar- 
mie, and being reſolued vpon his aduertiſements, lent the Caps 
tames Seanchio d' A 4:11, and Montero, with an hundꝛeth Argolets 
oꝛ harquebuſiers on hoꝛſebacke, foꝛ to attache the ſkirmiſh, and 
to traine him ont of his foꝛt. Beſides this, he charged /aliin R- 
mere maiſter of the Campe to followe them with fine hund2eth 
harquebuſiers, and thꝛee hundꝛeth Muſchats, viho were followed 
by the Campe maiſter anch de Zondargno,, With one thouiande 
harquebuſters, appointing Ce/a7 Gg, and 44 artine, gu With 
two companies of men cf armes to be on the wings ok the fote- 
men, Alpnenſe 4 Au, and I om Ge. 14 1 de bracamont conduded 
the reſt, with charge not to depart out of their place wichout his 
erpꝛeſſe cmmaundement. In he tavle of thele ne, fote- 
men, he ſet fire enſignes of Al mains, followed by fiftene compa- 
nies of π , and after, the light hoꝛſemen th2w hunczeth 
Launces, ind the Coznette of r Vernan, all along one at 
the tavle of another, by reaſon of the nature of the countrie, fo 
they muſt needes paſſe in thoſe very ſtraite places one after ano⸗ 
ther, not being able to go evther on the one ſide oꝛ the other, fo2 
the duches, chanels, and mariſhes, that make the countrie oy 

troubleſome, and vll to trauaile. 
The Conte who knewe the deliberatien of the Duke, that 
Oo. iu. bs 
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he might hurt + anoy him befo2e that they were come fo gripcs, 
ſent a number of kotemen and Pioners fo2 to cut vppe and 
marre the yaſſages and wapes , to the ende that the water 
which was pent vppe, might suerflowe all the ficlde, and ouer⸗ 
whelme the Dukes armie, ſo that the auantcurrers had not 
rode long, but that they perceyued the fotemen and their gard, 
who laboured to make a wape fo2 the water . This cauſed the 
fir dt ſRirmiſhe, and the begynning of the tournep. In the 
ende although the Pioners were fo2ced ta retire, vet beyng 
ſuſtepned ſodainelpe by other fotcmen that were ſent vnto 
them, thep dꝛoue the Spin,, gut of the place, who lent vnto 
their Generall foz to demaunde cextayne Ppkemen and hars 
guebuſters, the whiche pet he refnſed. to doe, and not with⸗ 
ont god conſiderations) he ſawe that acco2ding vnto the dil⸗ 
poſition that he had ſette in his armye, euerye troupe ſhoulde 
fultepne and helpe themſelues to their vttermoſt , and as long 
as thep toulde fo2 their lines, ſo that when the foꝛemoſt were 
pꝛeſſed, neceſſitie woulde ſyner ſtirre vp their ſpirites foꝛ to 
inuent ſome god meane, and would ſoner redouble their cou⸗ 
rage fo2 to ſuſteyne the impꝛeſſions and attempts of their cnt 
mies, than if they repoſcd themſelues vpon other.)

Mozeo⸗ 
ner, he had his men in ſo carefull regarde , namelpe after tho 
blowe receyued at the defeate of Aremberge, that he eſtemed 
moꝛe the lyfe of one of them, than the death of ten enimtes. And 
as one reſolueo fo? all euents, in caſe that he (houlde be fozced

dily ſuccoured. Then he made the hozſemen of Cz/ar Gn, 
AM artinengus, and certaine other troupes , to ſet fozwarde with 


thꝛe hundzeth harquebuſiers, which Dem Fels de Guſman tondu- 


&ed, who came to the village where the foꝛt of Þ rẽcoũter was, 

But as the time paCed,the water ranne in, and in ſhoꝛt time 
couered all the field,to the great diſaduantage of the catholikes, 
namely of the Duke, who was thereby bzought into the tate 
to gvandon the groſſe and greateſt part of his armie to the plea · 
ſare of foztune, ſpecially when that he ſawe himſelfe ſodainlye 
recharged with another pll hap: which was, that the ayze began 
to be dark and troubled with great cloudy raines, which thzet# 
ned the ſouldiours a thouſand incommodities. The Dake was 
as much offended and chaled as the ſouldisurs, fo2 that they 
mult tay to fight there in the water vp to the waſte, and there⸗ 
withal if that it hould raine,the ſhot(the pꝛincipall foꝛce of the 
Spantards) would be to no purpoſe, i mozeoucr, he had no place 
to retire, but fo2 halfe a leage noz other remediefo2 to coner & 
dekende himſelfe, than to chaſe the enimic out of their kozte. 
Whervpon he commaunded the P2102 Yom Ferdinand his ſonne 
to make all the Eſquadꝛons to march foꝛ warde, and he himſelf 
retired whithcr he thought god. 

The ſkirmiſh had begũ at x. aclock, + the Pꝛioꝛ arriued there 
about two in the afternone;Wwhoſe ſuccours did ſo ſet on fire the 
courage ofy other, that they giuing vpon all the reſt of p Fleme 
mings, foꝛced them to abandon the fo2t,with ſo great moztality, 


that this viaoʒie may well be accounted equall vnto the other 
that 
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thet Tewes gaue vnto Aremlerge. Foz they gayned all the artil- 


ler ie, and a god number of the Enſignes. The Conte Z»dvwicke, 
and Antonie de Lalain Conte ae H echſt. ate, Who had amen place 
to the Catholikes two dayes befo2e, retired into S a Ci⸗ 


tie ſubieg vnto the Carle of Aldenburg. After this, the Duke of 


A [ua recouered all Frc/e/ande, 4 marched cuen vnto A miterdim 
in #4a»4e, where he cauſed the heades of the Captaynes of ar- 
d gones regiment, to be cut off, foꝛ that they had bene the cauſe 
of the defaite of 4 rembergus. 

But bicauſe that Pie viere ſeemeth ouer bꝛiefe in the enar- 
ration of them that were ſlayne, J doe thinke it gob to ſet downe 
thewo2des of c one of the Judges of the Emperiall cham- 
ber, in his Ch2onicle, inſerted nc /yftoricum Germante The 
Spaniardes ({apth he) followed the chaſe foure myles, and take 
p2iſoner Henrie van Hen, Load ow ackes Lieutenant, with twentve 
enſignes, ſixtene peeces of oꝛdinance, and ſlewe dome ſave) ſea⸗ 
uen thouſande, but the number muſk needes be lele, ſeeing that 
the whole armie was ſcarce ſo many, of whome pet it is mani⸗ 
feſt that many eſcaped. There were llaine many ofthe baniſhed 
Nobilitie, whoſe plate and monve fell vnto Alua his ſhare. The 
Earle of ch burg fledde away at the beginning of the fight.

in France, betyyene a Duke of An- 
ioo, brother AF ieutenant Generall of Charles the vinth, 
Kine of Fraunce, and Tewes Prince of Conde alt 6 
the Proteſtantes, in Anno. 1569. 


7 ter the battell fought at /t Denys, the ar- 
mie or the French Pꝛoteſtantes (as J tolde you 
A befo2e) marched into the confines of Lercyne, to 
mete with c ire ſonne vnto the Hal J graue, 
with whome they returned backe againe , and 
| = beſteged the Citie of c hartres, when a peace was 
at Pg din Parch 1568, but it helde but a little whyle : foꝛ in 

Auguſt 
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Auguſt following, the Pꝛoteſtants were againe in the field, with 
an armie of foureſcoꝛe and fouretene comnets of hoziemen, and 
two hundꝛeth and foꝛtie enſignes of fotmen, of whome 4A cer 
bꝛonght twentie thouſande out of Provence and Haul hiaie, and 
evght hundꝛed hoꝛſmen. Againſt this power being in "Xaintoigne, 
a power of Catholikes came, vnder the conduc of H enrie Duke 
of Anu the kings bꝛother, betwene whome were diuers ſtzir⸗ 
nuſhes, vnt ill that the colde of the winter koꝛced them both to as 
banoen the feld, ð which they did take agayn as ſon as euer tit 
time of the prare and ſtate of the ayze woulde permitte , But in 
M irch i 56 9.

As the dilt- 
gence of eur was greate in making of the 152tdges, lo 
was it extreme in paſſing oucr them all the night: on the 0+ 
ther ſide, the Pꝛinte (all things being well weyghed) was not 
lling to reſolue vpon the vattell, but commaunded the Ad⸗ 
irall that he ſhoulde cauſe the auantgarde to didedge, and 
be with him at /ar2<c vppon tbe bzeake of the dave.

ged by ſo many Catholikes, that be being in the beade of the 
armie, was in great peril!, if that the diſcouerte of the troupes 
which the Admirall ledde , had not made them that were ads 
uaunted neareſt, to ſtape a little. Then the fotemen of the Ca⸗ 
tholikes were no ſoner paſſed the Bꝛidges, but that without 
reſting they doubled their pace, foꝛ to gapne a little hill that 
was direaly oner agavnſt the Bzidge. The Pꝛoteſtantes alſo 
made foꝛ warde verpe faſt foꝛ to ſeaſe it, but ſodenly when they 
percepued the croſſed men, whome they there diſconered verye 
eaſilye, they retired a two 02 thꝛe harquebuſſe ſhottes from 
thence, foꝛ to take a place fo? the battell, the which they found 
in a place of indifferent god adnauntage, the whiche was 
a plapne couered in one quarter with a great village, whiche 
did afozde manye commodities vnto their fotemen. Ncare 
vnto the ſapde village there was a little hill, and moze lower 
the:e ranne along befoze them a riucr that did deuyde the 
plapne. There they reſted them, and all being ſet in aray of bat- 
tell. ſtayed there a god while, whileſt that the Captaines Cas 
tholtkes did take a place foz their armie vpon the plapne neare 
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Vnfo the hill, 
Then they that were leſſe laſie remapned not long withoute 


ſkirmiſh,namely thoſe that had the hill in their power: koꝛ they 
hauing diſcouered howe ſmall a power the àdmirall had, who 
was nowe retired, came downe and aduaunced themiclues ſo 
nere, that the Pꝛoteſtants could not retire without fight, valcNe 
they would be intier ly defeated. So that when ſome and then 6- 
ther Catholikes came fozward, ant ſaw that he and bis res 
giments 2 Coꝛnet was ſo gaged, that tf the Loꝛde N. é, and the 
Loꝛde Cone (to whom the retrait of the auantgarde had bene cõ⸗ 
maunded) had not with foꝛtie harquebuſiers of the garde of de 
A cer deliuered and diſgaged them, the greateſt part had remai⸗ 
ned there koꝛ a marke and ſigne of the vidoꝛie. 

But when they had with al their deuoyꝛe ſucconred them to 
their great paine, they were koꝛced to defende themſelues with 
all their power vpõ the bap of a pond, where they were all char⸗ 
ged with ſuch fozce by Martigues, 34 alicerne, and other, to the nit» 

ber of v.o2 vj. C. hozle, that .v eve t Zouc were taken in the field, 
and their companies put to flight. Lc bad this god hap, that 
by ſaping he was J. 3r:che enſignebearer to arartigues, he eſtaped 
death, the which he had bene ſure of, if he had bene known. Ups 
pon this, Pu viant after he had bene charged, i ſaw that his com- 
pam was to ſmall, retired with the reſt of the fotmen . Whbyle 
that theſe charges were giuen on N, other Catholikes paſſed 
farther, e gaue in euen to the village, t u. C. ot them aduaunced 
vet moꝛe luſtilp, whom the 1dmiral and Pendel. after they had 
diſconered them. and were ignoꝛant of the defeate afozcſatd,bt- 
canſe that the village was betwerne them charged )«nde/e: bes 
ing foꝛemoſt with his Coznet, gaue tnſs furiouly, that he did 
put them to flight. and hauing purſucd them enen into the vil- 
lage: In his returne he found one of their enſignes, but he was 
no ſoner out of the village, but that the Catholikes reentred it 
moꝛe ſtrongly than befoze : fc2 thep were followed but a god 
way off. by twelue hundꝛeth harquebuſters, who came to ſeaze 
on the village. Then he turned vpon them , and made them tg 
retire into the village, where thcy renfo2ced themſelues with 
„„ the 
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the fotemen, who in their fauour did ſo barre and foꝛtiſie them⸗ 
ſelues in that place vnio the purpoſe , that it was made impoſ⸗ 
ſible after warde to chaſe them thence. In the meane tyme 
all the troupes Catholikes began to ſhewe themlſelacs, and cue⸗ 
ry regiment did take his place fo2 the battell, 

This was done when that the P2ince of c -nde being aducrti- 
ſed by the Admirall (who had ſent vnto him the Baron of Mo: 
tagut) of the daunger that the auantgarde was in, vnlelle he ſuc⸗ 
coured it, aduaunced himlelfe with thoſe fewe hoꝛſemen of hys 
battell, that he had aſſembled tumultuouſlye in that vpꝛoꝛe, bi- 
cauſe that his armie was diſtributed by quarters, diſperſed here 
and there, by reaſon they were not then encainped. Then every 
man on both ſides came to ſeke the aduantages of place t fight, 
and many god blowes were giuen, and many valiant derdes pals 
ſed, the which J will not ſet downe particularly. While that 
theſe things were done, the Admirall percepued that the armye 
of Atonſieur was all paſſed, and came foꝛ warde on the left hande 
as faſt as they coulde, the which was the verye meane fo2 to en⸗ 
cloſe the Pꝛoteſtantes betweene the riuer and the armie of the 
Catholikes. Then he ſ&ing no meane left fo2 to retire without 
fight, commaunded /a 7 -«r to make the companies of the auant⸗ 
garde to aduaunte foꝛ warde, the which he did, and bare himſelfe 
ſo, that his hoꝛſe being boꝛne vnto the grounde, he was taken, 
and being knowne foꝛ him that had ſlayne Captains Chery at 
Paru, w1s ſlapne in the fielde, with many other that had no bet⸗ 
ter markct. | 

Nobe the armie of the Catholikes ranne ouer a great part of 
the fielve vp9n the left hande, where ſtode the troupes of g. le, 
Liz vilier, Pury int, Creſſnierre, ànd many other Captains in chiefe 
of P. itou, who thinking that they ought not any longer to exped 
any occaſton fo a better charge, ſeeing that the Catholikesren- 
foxced themfe;nes euerv moment, with the aduiſe of the Gene⸗ 
rall, charged vpon the foꝛemoſt with ſuch furie, that they made 
them to recule : but being bꝛoken by the ſuccoyrs that came vn⸗ 
to them without ceaſe. 4 e and Long vollter were taken, e- 

ſanchere and Brandaniere, and many other were flaine in the eve. 
in 
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Inthe mcane tune his Excellence wouide come another wap, 
fo2 being deſtr aus to b2eak them in many piaccs at once, he cau⸗ 
ſed an other waye on the righte hande to be learned out, whic be 
although it were harde ynough fo2 the nature of the piace, yet 
neuertheleſſe he kunde it moꝛe eaſie on that ſide, where he made 
the moſt part of his armie to marche, by rraſon that the Pꝛote⸗ 
ſtantes who hitherto maintavned the at uantage cf the Bape of 
the Ponde, after that they knewe his enterpꝛue, did abandsn it, 
th ut they themſe lues might retire ſafely. Poꝛeouier, at the ſame 
inſtant one regiment of Acer was commaunded to paſſe ouer 
the Bap, foꝛ to ſtrayne them on the ſide, the which they did very 
luſtily. When all theſe troupes were pallcd feʒ to aduance them 
ſelues, the P2ince of conde with thꝛæ o2 foure hundꝛeth hozſe- 
men, turned heade againſt them, and gaue a verye hote charge, 
being followed by the moſt parte of his men. So that he being 
chafes fo? deſpite to ſee almoſt all his men flcdde . and that the 
whole armie bare it ſelfe no better, did thꝛuſt in with ſuch furie, 
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that he bare to the grounde, and made ts recule all thoſe that 
darſt fo tarie him, vntill ſuch time as his hozſe being wounded, 

de was thzowne to the grounde, not being able to do the deuoire 
that he had well deſired and wiſhed. Fo2 the hindermoſt troupes 
of the Catholikes aduanncing 8 foꝛ to holde vppe the 
koꝛemoſte (who gaue batke) and being ayded by the Almaine 

hoꝛſemen, did thꝛuſte in ſo furioully thoꝛough the Pꝛoteſtantes, 
that two thirdes of them reſted vpon the place, eyther deade oz 
ſozc hurt. Ramelye the Pꝛince of Conde, was hym ſelfe thꝛa⸗ 
wen vnder his hoꝛſe, that he coulde doe nothyng anve longer 
fo2 the blowes that be be hadde retevued, ſo that bitauſe hre was 
not followed by his m?nne, who ſhoulde haue refreſhed hym 
with a ſeconde hoꝛſe, all ſuccour tohelpe hum to arvſe, favted 
him, beeing conftrapned to giue place vnto the foꝛce andthe 
great number of the Catholikes, who came vppen him thicke 
and th2efolde. Do that hearing hunſelfe named and ſpoken vnto 
by- d- A e. and Faint len, Who going to the chaſe of ti oſe 
that fled, by foꝛtune paſſed by befoꝛe him. and they haiung pꝛomi⸗ 


led him at his requeſt to ſaue his life, h+ veelded. But vll foꝛtune 
Pp. ii. freight 
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ffreightway followed : fo; being knowne, he was af the ſame 
inſtant ſlayne by Aonce/qure« (as ſomeſape) who ſhot him into 
the heade with a deadly Piſtolet. Certalne had counſelled him 
befoze the fight fo2 to retire, (&ing his armie not being topned 
tagither, he coulde not relit the power of his Ercellence. But 
he woulde giue no moꝛe eare therevnto, than would cr, and 
the Conte Le4r0n in the ikecaſes. ED i 
At the verye ſame inſtant of the Pꝛinces death, the diſozder 


among the Pꝛoteſtantes, marueylouſipe encreaſed, whoſe 


ſpurres were not ſo ſharpe as to make their hozſes poſe faſt 
inough. Z'c:e- being aduertiſed by the Adnurall of this rene 
counter, made ſire thouſande harquebuſters to marche with as 
great diligence and ſpeede as he could poſſivle:bat when he was 
vet one leage from e, (foꝛ he came from Cognac which is v. 
great leagues from 3. ac) he vnderſtode ol the loſſe af the bats 
tell by thoſe that fledde, which made hun to leade his fotemen 
towards Jarnac, where pet he tould he no ſoner arriued, hut that 
be ſawe the Catholikes at his hæles, yet he made heade un⸗ 
to them, in ſuche ſoꝛte, that he bad afterwardelepſure to res 
tire. Then haning intelligence that the greateſt tronpe was 
in Cegnec, he paſſed oner the water with his fotemen fo2 to 
fles that wape, and foꝛ to aſſure himſelfe agaynſt the purſuits 
that might be made at his tayle, he cauſed the bzidges to be bꝛo- 
ken downe, the which did impeache the paſſage of the purſu⸗ 
ing Catholykes. Ind alſo hereby the artillerte whiche ſome 
_ cauſed to be bought oute of Cognac, was alſo ſone al- 

ured. | 
Then /or24c being abandoned, was taken by thoſe that pur⸗ 
ſaed their visoꝛie vpon the fotemen. Df ſo many Pꝛeteſtanta 
manye woulde haue rallyed themſelues, but they were chaſed 
ſo neare, that they had no lepſure. Mozeouer, to the purs 
ſuite arriued a regiment of I ſters, who with the reſt of the 
Catholikes, did verpe hotelye purſue the flexing ſonles one 
leage from the place of the battell: but they continued their 
flight euen vnto fine of the clocke in the alternone. 
The Admirzll and Pandelot ſeeing the flight irreparable, 
and 
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and the affrape ſo marueplous, retired with a fewe of the No- 
bilitie: but when they woulde not followe the wape that the 
greateſt part of the afrighted twke , fcz feare of betnEpurſucd 
with the other, they deflected into the wap on the right hande, 
and the trac that was leaft beaten, 4 retired vnto 5 e447 de An- 
£e/y,where they being aduertiled that the pong Pꝛinces (of N 
narre and Conde) were at xainctes, whither they tetired hauing 
gfuen comandement to the reſt ofthe kotmen to tarie at c. g 
they ſought them there, and made that the place fo2 the Ne- 
vous, 02 abode foz them that eſcaped out of the battell: whither 
many (who had taken the way to cognac, thinking ta finde the 
Pꝛinces there) came vnto them. 


PanyP2:oteſfants ofmarke(beſides the Pꝛince of ca ſaw 


the ende ol their dayes tn this fourney of Sac. Among other of 
the Pe::cu3ns, theſe were of greateſt name, T. ur, pong Chuftelrers, 
Portant, Chundenier, A eſanchere, Brandaniere, y eldeſt ofthe Beſſens, 
pong Tabariere, Zarette, 2 Meſleray, and aboue fkftte other gentle. 
men lamented in that conntrie. Few of the fotemen, and of the 
Captaines in chiefe none, but 0g:er called la Mer iniere, and cer? 
taine other of the regiment.of Pu. vant, Soub:2e, Lang viller, and 
ten oz twelue other Poiteuias were taken, of whom a little while 
after . ubize detepuing his kepers, eſcaped. Is touching o- 
ther Mont1geau , Breton, Stward a Scotte (who was flapne with a 
dagge) and certaine other, died there, Came! of the race of 14s, 
was flatne. Captaine Corne:/ea Dcotte, and dtuers other of the 
ſame na: ton coulde not ſuruiue the fiftenth dape, by reaſon of 
their woundes . Corb-/0» bꝛother to Moa:gommerie, and Litute⸗ 
nant to the P2ince , was taken pziſoner, and after eflarged on 
his fapth, and being offended foz that they woulde not chaunge 
Seſſuc foz him, he returned vnto his houſe . Gerd ye Enſigne 


bearer of the Jdmirall, being hurt in divers places, was taken, 


and being ginen by Mor ſicur bnto one of his kinſemen, had li⸗ 
bertie to returne vnto his houſe vppon bys fapth. . e 
was chaunged feꝛ Sc Lieutenaunt to the Duke cf G „e. 
The ſumme that this tourney did impoꝛte, were neace foure 
þundzeth of the Confederates, and two hundzety 9 

oy 
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of whome there died 37-»/alex the Barons of In grande, andof 
Pprunay, both ofthe houſe of 3.) The Conte de la MHirande, de 
AMorete, Mocanure, Lin eres, and certaine other of marke: but 
fe we oꝛ none in compariſon of the Pꝛoteſtantes, whiche made 
the Catholikes as well Frenchmen as rds, to compare this 
diſcomfituce vnto that which churles the fifte, Emperour , gaue 
vnto the Almaines, and dae account it fo2 one nothing icile and 
inferiour. But certes the fruite was karre leſſe: foz none other 
enſued therof, but a fre running ouer all the x.. Jnrongren, A gu- 
me, and CLimouſin. But while that aron/iewr attempted in vapne 
Cognac and Avgoule/me, the Pꝛoteſtants gathered togither, and 

vnited their diſperſed power, and creating Henrie the yorng pꝛunce 


of XN anarre 02 5earn to be their Generall, in Julpe following iop⸗ 
ned with the 175 of the Duke of 2-»x gent (who died by the 


way) which conſiſted of 7 5 oc. N ters: and Soe. o- Laniquyne nettes 
very well armed and appointed. 


J [he Battell of Moncontour foughte 


in Poitou in Fraunce , betyveene Henrie 
Duke of Anion, and Henrie Pi: ice of Bearne, the tente 
of October, in Anno. 569. 


rn He Pꝛoteſtants hauing (as J ſavd)re⸗ 
cepued the aides of Heu x ont betcams 
verve ſtrong, ano did m inpe greate ex⸗ 
ploytes, and at the laſt the x. of Pao- 
ber ioined in battell with onſicur, who 
had epght oꝛ nine thouſand ho: ſemen, 
 firteene oz eyghteene thouſande fote⸗ 
men, and fiftenc o2 ſirtene peeces of ar⸗ 
tillerie. But the Confederates had fire 


thouſande hoꝛſemen afwe!l Frenchmen as &-y/ters, epght thou⸗ 


lande harguebuſiers, and foure thouſanie Lanſquenets, of who 
ſome did vnhandſomelye helpe them ſelues with harquebuſſcs, 
fire Canons, two Culuerings, and thze Puſchattes. But the 

cauie 
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cauſe why that the Admirall (who min dede ruled and gouerned 
the armie, the Pꝛince being ſcarte a man in yeares) being our 
matched in number, iovned in battell, was fir neicicte bicaute 
he coulde not commodioully neither ga backe noz 0; ward, n- 
ſieur was lo neare vnto him) and ſecondip, deftre of retevning the 
aunc ient honour and reputation of the j32otcitantes, who were 
alwayes accounted verpe hardie and valiant : but if that they 
ſhoulde nowe haue fed, they might perhaps haue alicnated from 
them the heartes of manve of their faucurcrs , both in lozreine 
countries, and alſo at home. The place where this battell was 
darrepned, was a playne called ro», halfe a French leage from 
Moncountour, and two from Eruuux. This plapne in ſome parts 
is charged with little hilles, whom the Captaines might dꝛawe 
to great aduantages foz the future batteil, as the Admirall did: 
who hauing marked that towardes the place where his Ercel- 
lence woulde tome, the plapne ended in certapne little villes 
with ſinall and ſwerte diſcents, he purpoſed to place there the 
greateſt part of his fotemen, and certaine xc fers, bicauſe that 
they ( by reaſon they doe march jnthe fozme of a battallion) are 
moꝛe ſubiea vnto the mercye of the Canon, than the Frenche 
ho:ſemen (of whome, bicauſe they march and fight un length in 
the koꝛme of wings, one peece of o2dinance can bit but one, and 
him to very ſe!dome : ) and alſo foꝛ to lodge his oꝛdinance on the 
ſmall hilles that were at the ende of the plaine, he made the bat- 
tell to aduaunce moꝛe onthe right hand, as if he woulde take to- 
wardes Fruau x, whereof he gaue the charge vnto 24. /e Con- 
te 4e Nau, to whome he deliuered three Canons and one Cul⸗ 
uerine. 

The auauntgarde was on the left hande dꝛawing towardes 
the riuer alittle leſſe foꝛwarde than the batte!!, whereof he him⸗ 
elke did take the charge and conduct, hauing with him 50 
ſier, la Noe, Teligmie, and tertaine other, who had the charge of 
two Canons, two Longues, two Muſchats: And the Conte ae 
M.msfelde (the Chiefe of the fler) of whome he had diſtribu⸗ 
ted abnoft the one halfe into the battell, as alſo of Lanſquencts, 


whom Granuilier- conducted , All of whome hating killed the 
- Ng. gr ounde, 
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grounde, made pꝛoteſtations one vnto another, fo2 to enfer- 
ſuccour eche one the other, and to dye in the place rather than 
to recule and giue backe. 

The #dmirall hath had one faſhion very famillar(ifit be not 
to be called a ſtrategemme of warre) which is in generall fight 
and vattcll aranged, foz to enlace the fotemen with the hozſe- 


men in this lozt. After he bad choſen the beſt fotemen foz En- 


fans ſerdus, he woulde let them in the beade of euerpe ranke of 
ho2ſcunen, foz to ſhote and that fw with afurance at the hozſe- 
mer, that woulde come to encounter his hozſemen :Teing that 
eucrpeharquebuſicr might alwapes accozding vnto the place, 
the time, and the perſons, recharge thz& oz foure times. As 
alſo it is not poſſible but that the rankes of the hozſemen on 
the other ſide muſt be well lellened, and made thynner, and als 
ſo that their partie comming vppon the enimie to recharge 
them, ſhall (if they be god men) haue ſuch an hande of them as 
they will themſelues. Nepthcr are the fatemen that begun 
the attache, thereby in any diſtreſſe 02 daunger, foz their hoꝛſ⸗ 
men will defende them if anpe will recharge them: and in the 
meane time they will finde mcane to ſaue themſelues if they be 
alone on a plaine, oz elſe couer themſelues with ſome baſkets 
oꝛ trenches if the places be pꝛoper therefoze . Here he pzaciſed 
againe this fo:me of fight, but a little altered from the fa2mcr, 
as we ſhall declare vnto pou. 

In d:\pofing of his hoꝛſemen, he ſeparated the Coꝛnettes as 
well French as Almaies, intermedling two of &e:ers, wpth 
two of French, as the hindermoſte rankes of the auantgarde 
were. Thoſe compantes of his owne men of armes, and of de 
Acer (who conducted his owne in perſon} were flanked on the 
right ſide with two Coꝛnets of Nee, whiche were a little 
moꝛe aduaunced, and kept ſtill their fozme of batallion . On 
the left ſide ot thoſe French Coznettes, was Captayne Aamrers 
with his company of harquebuſiers, foꝛ to ſerue foʒ E»fans per. 
dus, and on their ſide fiue and twentie oꝛ tbirtie harquebuſiers 
on hozſebacke of the garde of acer 2: all theſe harquebuſiers 
ſtode a little moze fozwarde than the Cozucttes, Poze bigher, 

dzawing

dꝛawing alwapes towards the right hand was the domeſticall 
Coꝛnet of the Jdmirall, and two oꝛ thꝛæ other, that he himſelfe 


woulde conduc, flanked on the one ſive with fonre o>fiue Coz:- 


nets Almunes, ouer whom 272n5f/de tummaunded, and on the 
other, with two companies of harquebuſiers of Pege, and an 
other captaine. But foure o2 ſiue companies ſhoulde fight be⸗ 
foꝛe the Admirall, who were thercfoze a little farther aduaun⸗ 
ced, The reſt of the auantgarde ſtill aduauncing themſelucs, 
a little 1inoze fo2 warde in koꝛme of batallions, euen vnto 53/0: y 
and l Nu, who were in the heade 02 fronte with their regi⸗ 
mentes, were followed by the lyke number of Key /e /a. And ſo 
likewyſe was the batteil aranged, the which was in aray ſtan» 
ding higher on the right bande, dzawing fowarde E. Al- 
though that all theſe troupes did one ſtande moꝛe foꝛ ward then 
another , pet this was not in right lyne and in heade, but 
dꝛawing towarde a directe line, to the ende that the Tomirall 
who ode at the bottome and ende of all his troupes, might 
ſe a far re, the diſpoſition, countenaunce, and dilinarche of the 
Catholikes, and vppon a ſodepne puruep accoꝛding to the oc- 
currence. 

But although that all theſe tro upes were ſo varied and in⸗ 
terlaced, yet neuertheleſſe they might go to the charge all to⸗ 
gither, oꝛ a part, as they woulde themſelncs, without one im⸗ 
peaching of the other, namely ſæing the xc:#--;, had requeſted, 
that they might not be any whit hindꝛed at their firff diſmarch. 
Foꝛ the Keiſter vſing another and diners wape and nianer of 
fight from the Frenchman, in incduntring his ene, can net 
endure any troupe to be neare him: bicauſe they will bꝛeake 
his courſe : foꝛ the Feier fighteth in this ſoꝛte. hen he doth 


be is, and ſo is alſo ſpedilve followed by the ſeconde ranke, 


that doth the verye ſame , Then the thirde kolloweth the ſe⸗ 
Qg. u. conde, 
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conde to giue the charge, as ſwne as euer he ſeth him departed 
that ſtwde befoꝛe him. All the rankes following one another m 
ſuch maner, euen vnto the la ſt, the hindermoſte runneth (they 
fighting with Piſtolets onely)foz to come vnto their foze ryders, 
they ſtanding all along one at anothers taple. And foꝛ as much 
as it is impollible, but that when they doe p2eſcnt themſelues, 
ſome of them, o2 elſe their hoꝛſes be ſlame: therefoꝛe as ſwne as 
euer one of the foꝛemoſt ranke is ſcene to fall downe, he that is 
in the ſeconde ranke, direcipe behinde him that is departed, oz 
elſe diſabled, muſt take his place, and he of the thirde ranke muſt 
fur;uthe the voyde place of the ſeconde, and (o the reſt in lyke oꝛ⸗ 
der, ſo that they a alwayes make their foꝛemoſte xankes, of the 
moſt aſſurcd : foꝛ in all things (namely in feates of armes] the 
beginning is of greateſt moment. 

Pou ſ the reaſon why the Admirall had thus diſpoſed hys 


men: neyther was this fozme and diſpoſition p2ofitable, onelye 


fo2 this regarde, but alſo was very auantagious foz the Ker: 
Foꝛ the French hozſcinen woulde impeache them that woulde 
come againſt their Acer, from ouerrunning o2 bꝛeaking them, 
and alſo woulde giue them large libertie to recharge, and re⸗ 
turne vnto the encounter. And on the other ſide, when the French 
men ſhoulde fcc that the Neger: Catholikes charged their K- 
ſters, and namely when they ſhould turne (as alſo the Ace Pꝛo⸗ 
teſtants woulde doe) to recharge their Piſtolettes, then woulde 
they run vpon them luſtilve, and bꝛeake them at their eaſe, J 
fay, that ail of them ihoulde not haue lepſurc to recharge. Foz 
ſeeing thev haue nothing to fight with but their Piſtolets, when 
they haue diſcharged. they are halfe deade, and namely when 
they ſe their rankes bꝛoken. In this battavle, the K ler. Cas 
tholikes and Pꝛoteſtants entercharged one the other : but if that 
lot had giuen, that the K cer: Cat holikes had charged the French 
men, they might eaſily haue bene bꝛoken. Foꝛ the Frenchman 
thai ſtill followethhis point, both caſily bzeaketh.t ranke of the 
R. x: a which he ſindeth going about to rall wand recharge. And 
thꝛough this foꝛme of fight many Reifer: Catholikes ended their 
dapes in this iournep, and not onely by this meane, but alſo by 

| that 
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that which J haue befo2e declaccd: that is to vat, the Matte of 
the harguebuſiers on fete, that were interme died with the hoz(e- 
men. Such was the diſpoſtt ion and oꝛdinance of the hoꝛſemen ot 
the }2:oteſtants. 

As fo2 the fotemen, thoſe that were in the auantgarde, were 
in maſſe oꝛ plumpe, hauing the foꝛme of one groſſe battallion, 
which the Lanſquenets made vader the charge of the Baron of 
Greneleſee, and of Granuillier t, flanked cn two ſides with the re⸗ 
giments of harquebuſiers Frenchmen, ledde by ?:/es, Kownray, 
Briquemaut the ponger, de A mbres,and au Chellr. Pozcourr, this 
battell was ſuſtepned by foure troupes of hoꝛſemen, as well 
Frenchmen as Keiſters, oꝛdered as J haue ſhewed befo;e. The 
fotemen of the battaple made another battallion, compoſcd of 
the harquebuſiers ofthe regiments of Be iudine, Mombrun,Blicens, 
Ai abel, aud / :riew, ſuftepned as befoze. And alſo theſe two bo⸗ 
dies of fotemen had their harquebuſiers in their front, who as 
Enfens perdu;) ſhoulde giueand recevue the firft blowes, as they 
were conducted-by their Captaines who wente befoze them. 
They had not one Pyke among them, a weapon the beſt and 
moſt neceſfarie that a foteman can deuiſe to beare, and ſuch an 
one fo2 a fotman, as the Launce is fo2 an hozſcman, as we will 
ſhewe at another time, by Gods helpe, 

The Colonels and.Captaines of cuery bande were a little a⸗ 
uanced foꝛ to entourage their men: all the armie was clothed in 
white. The Pꝛoteſtants ſtode ſkill, not mouing out of their pla⸗ 
ces, and it ſeemed that they woulde haue bene well contented to 
haue bene diſpenced with foꝛ fighting that day, the which thing 
ſome men aduiſed. Net many pꝛeſuming that which afterward 
bapned vnto them, ſayde: that a Generall which hath his troupe 
readie foꝛ the ſhocke, ought not to ſtay foꝛ the charge, and that 
this had alwaves bene holden foꝛ an aſſured e among the 
olo Fores of times paſt. And fo: pzofe mo2e certame,the Confe- 
derates themſelnes had marked, that in all fightes paſt, they had 
done better when they charged firſt, than when the expected ns 
dilmarch of the Catholikes. | 

Howe you haue ſeene the eſtate and diſpoſition wherein the 


Qg. i. armie 
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armie ol the Pzoteſtauts, expeued that of his Excellence, who 
by the aduiſe of the moſt olde pzaciſed warriours of his troup, 
diſpoſed his armie after the manner that J ſhall tell cou. He 
being alittle aduaunced in the plapne, and hauing cauſed cer- 
tayne of the pꝛincipall Captapnes ts come vnto him, diſpoſed 
his troupes after the Frenche faſhiqn , whiche is to deuide the 
maſſe of an armie into two parts,mhich they doe call an auant- 
garde, and a battell. Diuers times if that the armie be verye 
great, they make th2e, and to theſe two adioyne a rerewarde, 
fo2 to ſuſteyne thoſe two fozemoſte troupes, if they ſhoulde 
chaunce to be ouerthꝛowne, and to ſuccour the bands that Gall 
baue nede : and alſo foz to reallye, as well thoſe that fo2 long 
light haue loſt oz ſtragled from their Engſines , 02 foz ta ſtaye 
them that flee, and to conftrapne them to make heade. The a⸗ 
nantgarde was compoſed of hoꝛſemen, as well Frenchmen as 
Almaines and Italians. Df Feenchmen were the Pꝛince Dauphin, 
the Duke of G«1/c, Atartigues, C hawgny, la Y aletre, and many o- 
ther Captaines : the troupe of- whome was no leſſe than two 
oꝛ the thouſande hoꝛſemen. Of the A lmaines, the regimentes 
of the auantgarde ofthe Conte of / eſambeurg, the two other 
regimentes of the Keingraffe, k 3B4/amprerre,their troupes, moun- 
ting neare to two thouſande hozſe; Df the /taliano, the Conte of 
Saint Fiera, the Conte Paule Sfera, the Contes Y/c1,Sentelle,and 
many other with their troupes, who amounted to few leſſe thã 
thouſande hoꝛſemen.almoſt all very god and well appointed. 
The fotemen ſtode in the fozme of one groſſe batallion, 
which was made by the regiment of the 5w:rzers , ledde by tho 
Colonell ci, which ſhouldhane bene ofepght thouſande, but 
it was b2ought to toure, thzough the long trauaple and weary⸗ 
neſſe of the warres, Fiue regiments of harquebuſiers French 
men; and /:«/:a»s, fo; to flanke them on two ſides, condacedby 
the Captaines 1. Barth, Sarlabows, les deux Iſles, and he of onen 
Ind bicauſe that the plapne was faire and large, the artilleris 
was departed into two, eyght peces fo2 the auantgarde, and 
ſeauen foꝛ the battell, and layde at the heade of the battallions.. 
Betloꝛe theſe troupes of * and the fotemen, there was 
aduauns 
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aduaunced (after the Frenche faſhion) a god number of pong 
men as well hoꝛſemen as fotmen,fo2 to ſcrue foz FV fan pe: dus, 


and attach the fight firſt. Ouer all theſe commaunded the Duke 8 


of Mentpenſier, who made his auantgarde to keepe this oꝛder 
The Sw es and their flankes of harquebuſiers, as men readye 
to come to the charge, were ſet vpon the right hand, and befoꝛe 
them aduaunced artigues, who ſhoulde charge firſt, 
the Enfens perdus of the hoꝛſemen, whom he had befo2e him, had 
giuen their firſt charge. artigues was followed by the Pꝛince 
Dauphin, who being accompanied with , hadde on 
his righte hande the Conte de San Fur, Marie and Paule 
Her ga, bzothers, with Charles de Biraguc followed by their re⸗ 
giments, foꝛ the molt part /c/:a»s ,/Behinde the Pzince foz to 
ſuſtepne all that were befoze, marched the Duke of 270»pe; er, 
bauing on bis ſide two ande Reiters, conducted by the 
Lantgrave of Heſſen, the two Contes Aeingraſfe, bothers , the 
Conte de YYeftembourg; de Baſſomprerre, and Scomberg, who ledde 
eygbtene Coznets ./ And bicauſe that the Duke of An penſier 
did doubte that the wer; who were on his right hande, 
woulde not charge at all, if that they were not flanked and ſu⸗ 
ſtepned by French hoꝛzſemen, appointed fo2 their lcft fide the 
Duke ot Cue, la Valette, and manye other Taptapnes, wyth 
their compantes, who ſhoulde aſſure them againſt all hazarde. 
All this maſſe went furiouſiy to the charge togtther, as J will 
ſhewe yon, after that J haue repꝛeſented vnto pou the battell. 
The which was compoſed of the Dukes de Aumalle, de Longs 
ville, Mgreſchall 4e C, Iauennes, the Marques of V illars, (who 
had befoze recepued in oyfte of the King, the ſtate of the Ad- 
mirall of Frannce ) I. THette, Mern Colonelli generall of the 
SwitZers , de Ter his bzother (ſonnes of the late Conſtable) 
Carnauallet, la Faugu ion, and Villequier, Latan, Veſigny, de Mai 
ly Gonernour of 2fovtrev/, Greau, and manpe other Caps 
taynes , the companies: of whome conlde amaunte ts no 
fewer: tham thace thonſande ho2ſe of fight. Of the Almen.

fo2 the god lucke that he bꝛonght vnto the whole armie. 27 onfenr 
the weder. And therefoꝛe when it was vppon the point of the 
the Parques, who were onthe right hande . Pareſchall 47 Coſſe 
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twelue hundꝛeth hoſe , whome the King of ine had ſent, the 
Barquics of 344», who had about one thoulande, and certayno 
other particulars. Likewiſethe battell had well neare foure 
thouſande xe//ters . The fotemen were in the like maner diſtri⸗ | 
buted, as they were in the auantgarde, in one battallion of iv:c- | 
2ers, whome Colonell 2-er ledde, and befoze him Aten, Colas 
nell generall of all the w]. ers, hauing on their wings the ur- 
Cenions and the 5 pantardes which the Catholike king bad ſent vnto 
his Paieſtie, and fourc regiments of Frenchmen, conducted by 
C ſins, vong Menluc, Gohas, and Rance, who had ſeauen great pe⸗ 
ces befoꝛe them. Duer all theſe commaunded his Excellence, 
who had a little behinde him on the right ſide the troupes of the 
Marſhals ot the fielde fo2 to rally, and mo2eouer to doe their de⸗ 


theſe battallions had their Enf4»s perdu- in their front, as J haue 
ſapde of the auantgarde. c 

Nowe ve ſhall ſe the oꝛder that cuerve companie hath in the 
battell fo2 to diſmarch, when that the ſignall of fight ſhall be gi⸗ 
uen. J will take my beginning at the perſon of his Excellence, 


woulde be betweene the Marques of Baden, and the Regiment of 
charge, he commaunded Duke 4. A umalle to leade the Keiſters of 


with his companies, and the Conte 4e MHanelde with his Co2- 
nettes garded the w/ ers on the left ſide, Befoꝛe his Excellence 
Carnau allet had fiftie Gentlemen foꝛ to charge firſt. Behinde on 
the right ſide of his Excellence was B. with his fellowes Pas 
reſchaur of the fielde and their troupes. 

Such was the diſpoſition of one and the other armie, ſuch was 
the arave and oꝛder which euerve companie had foꝛ to go to the 
charge. Nowe it remaines fo? to declare howe the two armies 
began to diſmarch, to charge, and to entounter one the other. as 
furioufly as any man hath ſernet who begiaret; and hows.Fo? it 
is to be noted, that although the bodies ot the two armes were 
diuided into two partes, that is to ö _ 

| attelt, 
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battell, act oꝛding to the French baſhion, pet neuertheleſſe they 


had inc amped themſelues in ſuch a place, and ſo diſpoſed the tom⸗ 
panies of euer Captaine, that they might fight all togi her, + 
at one time qs it allonow happencd: ) foz the auantgar de ot his 
Excellence had no ſoner marched, but that the battell whiche 
A o»/icur hunicife conducted, began to buſkie theſelues to go vnto 
the charge, as I ſhall tell you hereafter, otherwiſe than the moſt 
part of the auncients haue vled to doe, whole batte!s did moſte 
commonly attende the happy oꝛ vahappye ſucceſſe of the auant- 
garde. Wherem a man may note the pzomptitude of the ſpirites 
and courages of this time, inreſpec of the (@mpleneſce and laws 
nclle of the auncient ages. 

It is to be noted, that his Excellence had encharged 3-0» to 
make readie the battels, whileſt that he being accompanicd with 
the Dukes de Aumale, Long vie, coffe, Tauennes, LV illars, Faye:ite, 
C.raawallet, and many other, mounted on an hill, foꝛ to be ſome- 


what neare, to iudge of the countenance and delibcration of the 


Pꝛoteſtants. But bicauſe he was counſavled not to go any fur- 
ther, he retired. Then 7 4«4»»e- (on whoſe judgement he repoſed 
bimlſeife foꝛ the condua of his armie) ſuppliantly deſired him to 
let him alone in going further, that he might be able to giue vnto 
him moꝛe certame aduiſe. He hauing ouerrun with his diligent 
eye the pꝛincipall of the armie Pꝛoteſtant, came to finde A ſicur 
and aſſured hun of the god foꝛtune that he ſhoulde haue, if it 
woulde pleaſe him to giue battell. But if (ſapde he) we ſhall 


neglect it now, another tune the like will not be offred vs, noꝛ an 


occaſion of ſa great aduantage. Let then marche inthe name of 
Gad with all diligence, without bzeaking the oꝛder of the bat- 
tels. The which aTuiſe was receyued of his Exccilence, giuumg 
God p2avſe, and with very great chearctuinefie (as his face ſœ⸗ 
med to teſtifie) and the enterpꝛiſes that he toke in hand did wit⸗ 
neſſe afterwarde vnto all thoſe that did followe hun. 
he two armies were not ſo ſone in a rtadineſſe, but that they 


diſcouered one the other all in — anon after eyght of the clock 


on Ponday moꝛning. Then the Canon of the batte il Pꝛoteſtant 


ac toplay,ſhoting fo right, that it loſt not one ſhaotc. Thoſe 
of 
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of the Catho!tkes ar ſwered them ſone inc ugh with a far grea, 
ter nopſe, but with leſſe dommage: foz moltipe they ſhottc t 
lo me, oꝛ to high, and alſo the fotemen, and the moſte part of 


the hoꝛſemen of the Pꝛsteſtantes, lape ſo vnder the defence of 


the plapne in the little valleys that were in that quarter, that 
of the ſhottes, the Catholikes loft one oz two although they 
alwayes ſhot thꝛite againſt once of the Pzoteſtant*. The artil⸗ 
lerie of the auantgarde came alſo at the ſame time to ſalate one 
another, and interaunſwere and debate who ſhoulde vomite 
malt bloude, moſt langhters, and moſt miſchiefes, doing equal 
deuopꝛe vnto the oꝛdinance of the battels. 

A hileſt that the great thunder made it felfets be hearde in 
all quarters, many hoꝛſemen diſbanded themſelues out of their 
rankes as well of the one partie as the other, ſome foꝛ to ſkir- 
miſhe, other foꝛ to ſe the effca of the Canon, and ſome fo; to 
vewe moꝛe better and nearcly theſcite, end the fozme of the 
Campe of their aducrſarics : yea, and there were alſo ſomes 
that ſought out their kinſefolkes and frendes, and talked to- 
gither as well of the euent of this tourney, as of the occaſions 
that had moued them to followe that part which they maintai⸗ 
ned: but the beſt adutſed woulde not de parte from their en 
ſignes, both bicauſe they woulde not put themſelues in the 
mercie of the Canon, who taking from htm the feete and heade 
of his hoꝛſe, woulde make him loſe the god happe to aſſiſte ſo 
notable a battell, as alſc fo2 that they conſidered, that they had 
alredy mough to doe koꝛ their parts, and that one onght not to 
wear ie himſelte befo2e the time of Aght, and to tire his hozſe, 
as Vegece mocketh pleaſantly ſome Romapnes of his. who wold 
come vnte the fight quite out of bzeath. 7 ava-nes who had tears 
ned the commoditie of all places of the flelde, and the wapes of 
all the quarters,tolde Ee that it was needefull to make the 
battels to retire a little on the lcfte hande, as well to take the 
large and aduantagious fielde, to the ende to haue greater eaſs 
and libertie to fight, and to cut off the way fro the Pꝛoteſtants, 
if they would retire towards their conqueſts, as atſo foꝛ to ſaue 
the troupes from the farie of the artillerie, the which did mar⸗ 


ueylouſly 
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neplonflp endammage them, 

The which gaue occaſion vnto the Zdmſrall fo chaunge the 
encamping of al his troupes, and to itand moze on p right hand 
bpon the wape toj Monconro:r, and Eruauæx, as it were to make 
a barre fo2 the Catholikes, if that they would th2uſt in to paſſe 
further that waye . Therevpon his Excellence commaunded 
Duke de u entyenſier who ledde the auantgarde foz to marche, ? 
the Mareſchal 4c Co/c,who ſtade on the left ſide of the battalion 
of the w ix ers, to make the battell dzawe alittle moze on thc 
left hande than it was. The which they executed very read lve, 
and knewe very well to choſe a place fo2 to aduanntage their 
armie. Yet though this commanndement were tecepued, they 
marched not immediatly: foꝛ it is to be pꝛeſumed, that cuerve 
¶ aptaine would then recogniſe x encourage his men, and open 
vnto them the occaſtons and meanes to fight foztunatly. Moꝛe · 
ouer, eucry companpe was pꝛeached vnto by their Preachers, 
namelp fo; the regarde of the Pꝛoteſtants after that the ÞP2in- 
ces of N ut and Conde, had adbozted them to do their deuoire, 
to conſider the conſequence of (uch a tonrney, the foule ignomp 
03 molt renoumed reputation that they ſhould get by the cuent 
of ſuch a battell, wherin lap thoſe things that euerv man of the 
did ſerke, that is to wit, their godes their honour, their whole 
ſtate, their lines, * their conſciences, which is of farre greater 
p2ice,+ therfoꝛe ſith by the wel oꝛ ill doing in this tourney, their 
lie oꝛ death was aſſured, they in ſumme p2aped them to follow 

their captains, who would not fayle to lead the a very god way. 

Then after that 7aexzes ( whome his Excellence had befoze 
ſent foz, to learne when it was time foꝛ to go vnto the charge) 
bad repo2ted vnto bim, that it was very god time, and that he 

muſt p2eſcnily giue in, bicauſe the artillerie of the Pꝛoteſtants 
maruailauſſy endãmaged the Catholikes, t namely that of the 
battel, which lap within an hundꝛeth paces of the battallion of 
Aronþenr,* gaue it a very ſh2ewd check: x again, the artillerie of 
the Catholikes, by reaſon of the place(as J haue ſaid) did but a 
title harme vnto the Pꝛoteſtants, fo2 the cauſes befoꝛe dilcoucs 
Oo be told him how day paſſed away. which might 
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cmpca he the obteyning of an entiere viddozie: and in derde 
the arnucs ad ſtode at a {kay from ſeuen ofthe clock inthe moz- 
ning vntill thue in the afterno ne, attending whiche woulde dif- 
march firſt. TUhielt that the Canon thus piaved ſtill as well on 
the aue part as the other, his Excellence commaunded the Duke 
of at agen to go reſolutely tothe charge, 4 he hunſelfe would 
alſo bot the lame in his quarter. The which was done as ſone 
as the artiilerte ofthe one and the other ſide was ſodenly retired 
by the ſides, and euery compante ( acco:ding to the oꝛder afoꝛe⸗ 
ſay de) did put themlelues in pace, and at the ſame inſtant the 
Trumpets of the Pꝛoteſtants hauing ſounded Ded ing, ledaus, tu, 
tu, the armie began to march, ſeeing the Catholikes now ſetting 
fozw arde, foz to go on to the encounter. 

Upon this, the Duke of Monepen/ier rommannded 44 artig'ces 
foꝛ to charge the runners oꝛ e dus, andſo to beginne the 
game, t ſtaying them at the firſt. The which they did: fo2 being 
iovned with the /Talian certain French troupes, they marchod 
as though they woulde haue ginen vpon the Z»fans per dus of the 
fotemen of the Pꝛoteſtantes, but they no ſoner ſaw- themlelues 
ſaluted by two oꝛ th2iv hundꝛeth harquebuſiers, but that they 
turned very ſhoꝛt on the left hande, and chaunging their trot in⸗ 
to a gallop, gaue ſo feruently vpon Areuy and his regiment, that 
he being abandoned and foꝛſaken by the two Coꝛnets of Keiſters, 
th it had bene appoynted to followe them, and his regunent be⸗ 


ing bzoken, was foꝛted to get him away, and to ſaue the grea⸗ 


teſt part of his men among the fotemen, who being made mad 
with fo piteous an accident, and foꝛeiudging a miſerable ende cf 
ſo vnhappy a beginning, loſt their harts, x diſbending themſelues 
by little + litle. in the ende ranne all away foꝛ the beſt game. Tle 
Enfara per dus were the firſt, who by ſo doing helped much to diſ⸗ 
courage the other, ſa that they almoſte altogither foꝛſwke the 
Lanſquenets. At the ſame time, the Duke of Gu ſe, and l. lere 
being followed by many other companies, adnaunted themſet⸗ 
ues luſtilve, and tame a great trotte to charge their parfie,whs 
with the ſame pate haſted to attathe them. At the mreting mam 
Launces flewe into ſhincrs, man hoꝛſes tothe hurting ans ol 
the 
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the other, rarme togither, infinite Piſtolets made marve to fall 
backwarde, with their heles higher than their heades, manve 
2 were bozne to the grounde 8 neuer ſpake wo2de 

er, 

While that theſe traupes fought with fo great pertinacie,the 
Conte of t Pura, aule „for i and certapne other 1:4/:ans, en- 
countred Dautriconre, the Parques of en, and their compo- 
nies, who after they had ſet a bꝛoche the ian troupes, ſhoulde 
haue followed 7 «e-:courr. Fo2 this Gentleman thinking that he 
had the vict92ie in his hande, aduaunced fozwarde ſo luſtily, that 
caſting humſelfe into the middes of the auantgarde, he ſawe him? 
ſelfe encloſed and aſſayled by a great number of hoꝛſemen, who 
after they dad pzeſſed him to peelve, and fawe his per tinacie in 
fight, llue hun in the fielde, t all th it had followed him. And paſ- 
ſing further, gaue vpon the reff, who being diſperſed here and 
there without Captaine, were not able to abide the impꝛeſlion of 
the French men ol armes, who bowing themſelues vppon the 
incitation ot their Launce, and being doꝛne by ſtrong hoꝛſes, 
barfed many vnder theit bellies : yet thefe encounters were not 
done without ſending of many of the one part and the other, foz 
mona the meaſure of their tombe vpon the duſte of that fielde, 

d namely of the Catholikes , whome the harquebuficrs that 
on the ſide of the Pꝛoteſtants, fet off at all libertie, aſſuring 
themſelues, that after they had diſcharged, the hoꝛſemen woulde 


giue the charge vpon their partes, and in the meane time they 


ſhoulde haue levſure inough to pꝛouide foꝛ their affaires. 

Vet neuertheleſfc foꝛ all this, the Admirall, who by reaſon of 
his great p2actfe in armes, the which the long courſe ok his olde 
peares, and (which is mo2e)the diligent marking of fo great and 
ſo diuers euents as had runne befo2e his eyes, as he followed the 
warresas well abꝛoade as at home, coulde welneare certamely 


indge what would be the euent of the battell,cormſclled the Pꝛin⸗ 


tes to retire as couertly, and with as ſmal a trayne as theycovid: 
bir as in aduerſttie men haue their eyes moꝛe ſrirri and their 
ſpirttes moꝛe linelp to eſpie. amd pꝛie on alt ſides , the meanes 


and ayes howe to enfranchiſe themfeines from an vll chaunte 
Kr. ig. that 
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that appꝛocheth them neare, many hoꝛſemen followed them, ſo 
that they ſawe moꝛe ſeruitoꝛs at their taples by one balfe, than 
the ozdinarie trayne of their houſes woulde beare, the whiche 
helped nothing to encourage them that ſawe, oz hearde after» 
warde of that retratte : the which made them ſo much the moze 
to ſuſpec that ſome vll happe was neare, as the thing had bene 
ſecret vato them. J leaue to rake after theſe /:44qcs, who dis 
abandsn their enſignes, foz to followe them that commaunded 
themnot, and J will ſpeake only of thoſe that were moſt chafed 
fo: to fight. All theſe fellowes being empeached by tickling one 
another ſo neare, coulde not ſe at all the diſmarches, and the 
cruell affronts of two thouſand Kfer: Catholikes, and of the 
companies that aſſiſted the Jdmirall , as well Frenchmen as 
A lmames, 
Wyen theſe battallions ſawe that they were nere to the env 
.counters, the P2oteſf3ts cauſed their harquebuſiers to auance, 
crying vnto them that they ſhould not ſhete but at the bozſes, 
but with all aCurance. The wbiche although they did, z ſhot off 
at fiftie pace, the foꝛemoſt giuing place vnto thoſe that folowed,' 
pet they coulde not ſhate off ſo ſone, bat that the r were; 
already come to the charge. The foꝛemoſt of whome directing 
their ranges to run vpon the French Pꝛoteſtants, who were on 
the ſide of their 4e:#:-7-, were couragiouſly receiued and overrun 
at the firſt blowe, as well bicauſe the nature of the Frenchman 
is ſuch, that if he once topne, he will ſtill go farther, as alſo foʒ 
that the tarquebuſiers had alreadp well clered and thinned the 
rankes of the Reiters, by laying and hurting many befoze hand, 
who were able to giue no farther fo2ward, than the place where 
thep had bene ſo nearely touched. The Reiter; Catholpkes not 
marching togtther, no2 charging with one and the ſame trot, 
but being diſtributed bp regiments, and ſuſtepned bp French 
bozſemen, the one e ee. of them attached the 5 — 
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Acier, who were fallowed by tun oꝛ thꝛœ Coznets of Keifters. 
* charges were hote and very furious fo; all men on b 
es, 
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fades, and much moze cruell on the fide of the Catholikes, than 
on the other, by mcanes of the harquebuſiers Pꝛoteſtants, who 
liuely taſted the Catholikes. Some died in the field, other felte 
themſeluts ſo hurt, that they were not able to go any further, 
neyther had any ſtrength to fight. And bicauſe of the trie, At 
the hoꝛſes fellowes, at the hoꝛſes: Many of the beaſtes were ſo 
pꝛicked to the quicke, that they coulde neuer \crue afterwarde, 

When that theſe fotmen had giuen euerp man his blow they 
kounde the hoꝛſes of the artillerie who were retired into that 


quarter neare vnto them. doe belene they were not louthfull 


to vſe them, pzeſaging (it may be) the fearcfull and long flight 
which they were neare vnto. The reſt pꝛouided, and made the 
belk ſhifte foz themſelues that they coulde. At that charge the 
Admiral was hart betwerne the noſe and the ball of the cherke, 
th:ough the fault of thoſe companies that had bene oꝛdeyned 
fo2 to couer him. and fight befoze him, who bicanſe they had ta⸗ 
ken the charge ſoner than they ought, he founde himſelfe ſo in⸗ 
termedled among the Catholikes, that if the Conte de anf 
(retaking the charge. and with him foute oꝛ ſiue Coꝛnettes of 
RNeiſters) had not repulſed them, the Jdmirall had neuer got out, 
but had come vnto the curteſie of them that loued him little. 
This being done, the one and the other retired a little fo2 to ral- 
lpe theniſelues vnder their enſignes, and aft et warde to returne 
to the encounter. 

This firſt rencounter was moꝛtall vnto manye Catholikes, 

20ugh the meanes and occaſions afozeſapde, ſo that they ſœ⸗ 
med to leaue the Confederates almoſt in the poſſeſſion of god 
fo2tune. Foꝛ in dade ſome of tzem then aduancing themſelues 
vpon the Catholikes, cried out, victo2ie,vinozie as though ſhe 
had ſlipped out of the handes cf his Excellence . But this crys 
p2 ofited the Þ2oteitants nothing: foꝛ it ſeeincd that the Catho⸗ 
likes had no leſſe aſſured themſelues of their foꝛces, than of the 
god houre that aſſiſted them, as you ſhali heare . Pet bicauſe 
they were ſerne lo be put to flight, it made manpye enſignes ac⸗ 
tompanied with a great number of Catholikes to retire whom 


the P;oteffantes FINELY themlelues vnder their Enſgnes, 
thought 
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thought to haue charged, if that a freche ray that made as 
though they woulde charge the Pꝛoteſtantes their e., (who 
bad now rallyed themſelues) had not cauſed them to ſtap. 

But bicauie pe haue pour eyes ſo fall fixed on the Caughtirs 
of the auantgardes, ve cannot ſxhowe the battell diſmarcheth 
bo the t ommaundement of his Excellence. Whoſe great felici- 
tie coulde not ſuſter ſo long reſf,4 although he were vncertaine of 
the ſucceſſe of his auantgarde which was nowe come to hande 
ffrokes, vet he durſt to leaue his tranquilitie , and abandsn all 
his whole ſkate vnto the greatneſſe of his foztunc, which had al- 
wapes vntill that dap, ſmyled full merily vpon hum. Seeing then 
that he coulde not abide to erpece untill the fotemen had begun 
the game, he made a ſodaine departure from the right ſide vnder 
the conduct of the Duke 4e Aumale, the Parques of Baden, and 
with all his Ketter, the which Marques ranne in ſo farre befoze 
the reſt, that he was there ſlayne, and many other, foz compani⸗ 


ons of his mo: tall charge. Pet this was a ſmall matter: but 


A onſieur himſelfe, whether his nature hote and bopling in mar⸗ 
tiall pꝛowes, did ſollicite him to enter the battell, oz whether be- 
ſire to lape the armie of the Pꝛoteſtantes on the grounde, pꝛicked 
him there vnto: did no ſ@ner ſ& the Confederates buſkle them⸗ 
ſclucs to fight, but that he marched full vpon the diſcouert of the 
artillerie, the which had not ceaſed, neither did then ceaſe to play, 
as well inthe Eſquadꝛon of M. ſieur, as oł other, and namely in 
that of the fotemen, and his Excellence aduaunted himſelfe fo 
luſtu ve vpan the Pꝛoteſt antes, that the 4w-2e-s vnder Colonell 
Phaiſffer, and their Generall ten. with the other battallions, re- 
mapned a great way behinde him. owe ſeeing that ſuch a veng- 


neur Went ſo feruently to the charge, the encounter maye not bee 


thought to be other than furious. But (as J haue ſhewedbekoꝛc) 
he founde an other oꝛder and medley of men of wartc than he had 
thought. Firſt and foꝛemoſt his Excel ence was ſaluted by foure 
ſcoꝛe oꝛ an hundꝛeth harquebuſiers on hoꝛſebacke, that there diſ⸗ 
touered them:elues. Furthermoꝛe, when that the hoꝛ ſemen had 
allured them eines that the harquebuſiers had giuen a greate 
check to his traupe, and that the had alſo done much _ 

miſ⸗ 
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miſchiefe, the Frenchmen did caſt themſelues hcade, fete, and 
handes, as it were deſperately into his Eſquadꝛon, and bꝛea⸗ 
king in euen to the Coꝛnet, made all them that had followed his 
Excellence to foꝛſake the place, foꝛ all t he deuoyꝛe, and all the 
foꝛce that the Duke of Long ve, Tauanues, Carnauallet, Villars, and 
all thoſcth :t had followed and accompanied hun coulde make, 
and all that euer they coulde doe: in ſſunme, this charge was fo 
terrible, that the moſt allured enſignes beganne nowe to turne 
backe againe, as if they woulde dem zund ſuccour of Pareſch all 
de coffe, who had not pet departed one fete from the left ſide of 
the wit zers, and had auaunced them fozwardo apace, foꝛ to be 


in time as he himſelfe was, fo2 to ſuccour their feliowes. And to 


fap if he had not bene, the battell had bent then ended. 
And one may truly note in him, that all his enterpꝛiſes, bicauſe 
tbey neuer were none of thoſe haſtie and lightly aduaunced, were 
alwayes valiantly and foꝛtunately executed, as things mature- 
ly deliberated, are alwayes meſt ſure in exetution. 

All in tune Te, ranne fo the Ster, and made them to 
come a trot to giue the charge, their Colonell acer» marching 
befozethem. The Pareſchall de Coy, the yong 3r-/ac adnanncing 
fozwarde, made the Pꝛoteſtants to ſtape ſomewhat, who modes 
rated their pace a little, that they might rallye themſelues, and 
charge thoſe that came freſh. In fine the Conte z-dow:ck with his 
troupes as weil French as 4 /marnes, gaue luſtilſ vpon the Bas 
reſchall de Cee, Conte de Monselde. Tauannes, and offer, that 
flanked the left ſide of the vv // Keri: it was very valiantlp fought 
on the one ſide and the other, as well with blowes of Launccs 
and Coutelas, as of Piſtolettes. The impctuoſitie and furic of 


the which Piſtolets, doth not permit our laughter in fight to 


endure ſo long as it did in auncient tune. Foꝛ then euerre man 
affronting his aduerſarie, woulde not dep? xt cut of tbe place, 
befoꝛe that the happier man had ſla ine his ennnie, a: made him 
obedient to his will. But bicanfe we doc aſſure our ſclues moꝛe 
in the diuelrie of our Piſtolets, than in valiant ares, aſter we 
haue difcharged our Piſtolet vpon our enmie, 25 we runne we 
doe paſſe further, as the hoꝛſe will, eyther fo2 to recharge, oꝛ to 
| Sf, tale 
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take thetucke.And it doth moſt often happen that the copantes 
doe find thẽſelues ſo diſperſed of p enimies after the firſt charge, 
they mult tarie a long time to rallye themſe lues, expeding the 
ſetonde encounter, as it here happened: fo2 after they hadde 
bene well martpzed with the firſt impꝛeſlion, they percepued 
that they were ſo pat out of aray, that they maſt nedes retire 
fo2 to revnite themſelues. But the Pꝛoteſtantes feing 
themlelues to be ſo ſmall a number, and the Catholikes to be 
refreſhed and ſtrengthened to the purpoſe, as well by the come 
panies of the Marefchaur of the Campe, as by the S/ gers, 
who were ready to glue the charge, loſt their anger and hatred 
to recharge. 

In the meane time, his Excellence had the lepſure to be re 
freſhed with an hoꝛſe, thzough the ayde and meane of the Mar⸗ 
ques of lars and 3-0», with the troupes of the Mareſchalles 
(oꝛdeyned foꝛ to rallye the diſperſed) wente all againſte the 
Switzers, Foz to encourage them, and to make them warche as 
gainlt the Lanſquencttcs, Nepther was it long, but that 
the Bareſchall, the Conte 4e a/ anfelde, and his companie be- 
ing rallyed on the other ſide of the Sw euer, returned altogither 


to the charge. Then Bron with his companies (with whoame 


all that had fledde, and other that had wandered from their 

Coꝛnettes, had iopned and rallyed) encouraged the gers, 
and tolde them, that if they woulde but followe hun, he would 
auerthꝛowe the reſt of the Pꝛoteſtantes, the greateſt parte of 


Whome in deede retired as faſt as they coulde. The reſt bes 


ing topncd with them of theauantgarde (who foꝛ the ſame oc⸗ 
taſion (not being able to abpde the ſhocke of the Duke de Ment- 
penſier) had gone vnto them of the battell fo2 to rencounter,that 
thep might retire in maſſe oz plumpe, with as little dammage 
as coulde be) left vnto his Excellence with the flelde of the bat= 
tell, the felicitie and gloꝛie of this entire iournep, being cons 
ſtrapned miſerablye to abandon tbe Lanſquenettes to the cru- 
eltie ofthe Swingers their auncient enjuries, who entering in, 
as it wereat the bꝛeache, whiche the Frenche barquebuſiers 
pad made in their battallion, due them all foz the moſte parte, 


although 
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although that manye of them with ieyned hanzes, and deen 
onthe grounde, cried cut, Zen 5. 7 iſt, bon pepiit may, I ama gad 


Papilf, Jam a god Papift. As in dæde, no hd of them were 
Catholikes, by reaſon of the little acccption that ſuch ſoꝛte of 
people haue, who will firſt giue them intertainement : pet at 
the length they being wearpe rather of &rpking, than of kil- 
ling, were in the ende confkrapned to leaue thoſe occeſtons of 
ſighing and weeptng vnto other, who toke them as it were in⸗ 
to their ſeruice, foꝛ to ſerue them afterwarde as it were their 
Cuſterels. Ot foure thouſande, two hundzcth oz thereaboutes 
eſcaped their bloudye handes, and almoſt ſeauen hund2cth o⸗ 
ther, who being leſſe armed, and better legged than the foꝛe⸗ 
moſte, and hauing the knowledge to pꝛeſage by the beginning 
ok a ſleete, the comming of fo piteous a ſtoʒme, had fledde oute 
of the fielde, with the greateſt part of the French fotmcen, who 
(as I haue ſapde) had done the ſame long time befoze. Neare 
thꝛer thouſande harquebuſters were aranged with theſe Lanſ⸗ 
quenets, who had all felt the ſame furie of the viaozious, if it 
had not bene foꝛ certaine French Captaines in chiefe,and 1 
fenr himſelfe, who being a right Gentleman in de de, contented 
bimfelfe with the honoz and the happy end of the notableſt vic⸗ 
toꝛie that euer was giuen vnto him in Fraunce, and it maye 
alſo happen, that euer ſhall be afoꝛded him in any other coun⸗ 
trie, commaunding them to pardon the Frenchmen. Pet ne- 
uertheleſſe one thouſande oꝛ twelue hundꝛeth dycd there foz to 
enrich the playne of cren, and to ſerue t᷑oꝛ an eternall marke of 
the fonrnep of &enconrovr, the which the Pꝛoteſtants loft, aſwel 
th2ouch the fault of the hearts of thoſethat Cedde, as fo; the xll 

diſpoũtion and aray of their hoꝛſemen. 
Fo? the Senerall being curiouſlye carefull to hide the ſmall 
number ok bis men, would ſtretch the fozth in length litze vnto 
hedge, fo2 to giue apparence vnto the Catholikes that they 
==> farre mo than they were in in dede, and by this meanes to 
bane made the cold to encounter them, that the iourney nere at 
hende, might be paſſed ouer in peace, bitauſe he doubted that he 
ſhuld not therin beare himlclfe * aduantage, the witch 
MY, the 
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the Catholikes gained, being allured of his ſtate there, bicauſe 
they had better diſpoſed their hozſes in groſſe battallions, who 
giuing as it were deſperately thzough theic hedges of the whyte 


C:Tockes, ouerranne them, and put out of the arave the greateſt 
pattof them, notwithitanding all the havle of the » harguebuſſe 
ſhot which they made to rapne thicke and th2xefoide vpoa them. 
And otherwiſe the &e-#lers were not able to abide the impreſs 
ſion of the French hoꝛſemen, bicauſe they fought ſcpcrated, con⸗ 
trarie vnto their natural and ozdinaric fachion, ſo that ti cy were 
i the ende bꝛoken by the Catholikes. The foꝛme of fight in the 
maner of an hedge, is god foz Frenchman againſt Frenchman, 
but moꝛe pꝛoper to one that beareth Launce, than vnto a Piſto⸗ 
letter, who we ſee doe all charge togither, and the hindermoſt do 
not couer no? hinder the foꝛemoſte: and as this diſpofition was 
of no ſazce that daye, ſo let him not vſe it any moꝛe hereafter. In 
ſumme they loſt very fewe of the hazſemen, both koꝛ the grace 
and fauour that their ſpurres gapned thoſe that fledde at the ve- 
ry firſt (fo2 to marke I belteue the lodgings at Harten ye, and 
then at K. CHel, and 4 ngouleſme, and farther tw, if they had durſt 
to haue gone) and alſo foꝛ the fewe tharges that they made that 
remayned and ſtode to it. Who being vnited quicklye after the 
firſt and ſeconde charges, retired, the which of truth was moze 
honour able than the fight paſſed,as I ſhall ewe yau in another 
place. True it is, that the Catholikes reallying themſelues, made 


them tos remember the tourney oꝛ battell of ? Dpurres. But when 


one hath Tone his deuoire, the retraite m caſes deſperate, doth 
caricno diſhonour. 

Such was the ende of the battell, wherein F renchmen, 41. 
miner, Bis gen. ent, tali. Ms, Swit gers, Fleming, and Lanſcuenets 
tried ſufficiently the pꝛoweſſe and dexteritie of themſelues and 
other, with leyſure inongh. Lenrieſ hamper n with his Coꝛnet 
of Cngltſhinen was comming thitherwarde, but being arriued 
at Nit, when the battell wos feught, and haning ſeene the pil 
happe of this tourney by the long trayne of the flerrs, inc oꝛpoꝛa⸗ 
ted himſelfe with themaſle of thc claped, The fight endured not 
aboue two houres. 

Duke 
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Duke de Aumalle, and 3:ren, with the Pareſchallcs of the 
Campe, Terre, and manve other, purſued the chaſe, and 270»/e- 
followed after them with the reſt of the armie, being herin wile - 
ly and well counſelled. Foz the Generall neuer ought to trouble 
his perſon (in whome the god 02 vll happe of the wholearnue 
doth ſerme to be repoſed) with the parſuite of them that flee : foz 
as muche as the perill that maye happen, is common vnto him 
with the meaneſt ſouldiour of his troupes. The purſuit was not 
long, bicauſe that the Pꝛoteſtants being all ioyned togither (as 
J haue tolde pou, and notably ſuſteined by eight oꝛ nine Coꝛnets 
of Almaines, with the Conte Zadew:cke and A7ansfelde (to whome 
it is naturall tokepe better oꝛder, whether it be in marche, oꝛ in 
fight, than any other nation that is) durſt ſtaye fo2 the hoteſt of 
the purſuers: ſo that afterward they went but a marching pace, 
foz when the Catholikes thought to annop them, ſodenlye this 
malle woulde turne heade, and then they durſt not to rurme vp⸗ 

pon them. In this ſoꝛt they marched euen to £:644x, (the Catho- 
likes beginning to retire ) and from thence to Pertenay, where 
thep arriued about ten of the clocke in the night, flue hour es af 
ter the diſcomfiture,and ſodenly helde counſell with the Pꝛinces. 
About th2e oꝛ foure hundꝛeth hozſemen of the auantgard ( with 
ont accounting their ſeruants) paſſing foꝛthright moze neare to 
Afoncontour had allo taken the way to Yarrenay, where at one time 
they rencoumred one another. The taking of this village ſerued 
them to great purpoſe . Captatne Alirde had receyucd charge 
from At »/e::r, to go with as much ſpeede as he could poſſible the 
Monday after he had dined, fo2 ts take Parrenuy, and to put two 
o2 th:& enſignes in it, as he that had alwapes bene Captaine 
thereof befo2e : dut the Admirall had at the ſame time diſpatehed 
thither warde A ubeuiniere, of Chile in Poitou, fatto take it: the 
which he did with ſuch diligence, that he arriued a little befoꝛe 
A llarde. 

MhePÞ2inces and Þ? oteſtantes loſt in this battel! thꝛer thon⸗ 
ſande Lanſquenets, and fiftenehmdzeth Frenchmen, the num⸗ 
ber of the deade that were founde, ſeemed farre greater: hut the 


. part were Cuſterelles oz ſcruantes :all were buried by 
ally, the 
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the commaundement of bis Extellence, and alſoall the villages, 
farmes, and hamlets thereabouts, were iniopned ts burie thoſe 
that were neare vnto them. Df the hoꝛſemen neare thz& hun- 
dꝛeth were llaine, and no fewer hoꝛſes were deade 82 hurt: foz 
the Keiſters loꝛ the moſt part did chiefly ſhote at the hoꝛſes, kno⸗ 
wing that if the hoꝛſe laye on the ground, oꝛ otherwiſe were not 
able to doe his deuopꝛe, the hozſeman wold come to reaſon. Df 
men of name there was not any ſlaine, but 7 u g de Boucher, E. 
cayer de Puygreffier,which ſome do call Sint Eire in Poitou, one of 
the moſt auncient and reſolute men of warre in Fraunce, who 
in fighting valiantly, was boꝛne to the grounde, and ſlavne in 
the fielde, as were Dautriceurt, Biron, the bꝛothet᷑ of the Cathss» 
like, and aint Bonet, Enſigne bearer of the Admirals company, 
Z. None was taken pꝛiſoner, as allo was de Acer, after that 
be had luſtily ouerth;owne the Reer, that charged him. The 


Admirall was hurt with a Piſfolet betwæne the noſe and the 


left ball of his cherke, and his hoꝛſe hurt. Pan other, namelpe 
Reißers were wounded, who were after warde almoſt all ſaued 
at Roche. All the artileirſe was gotten, and their furniture. 
All the baggage of the Roters was ſpopled, except their hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes, whome their ſeruants ſaued. The baggage of the French 
men was ſaued, bicauſe it had bene aduaunced vpon the wap to 
Partenay and N jort. 

Df the Catholtkes, fewe of the fotemen were ſlayne, and a⸗ 
bout ſlue 02 ſire hundꝛeth hoꝛſemen, namely Keiſters, and twiſe 
as many hurt: the moſt part of whom died after warde of their 
woundes. The Conte &e-»g-ef*the elder, the Marques of 
Baden, Clerement of Dauphine, the olde Reingrafe ſlapne. The yong

Lette them 
weygh that there came but ſire thouſande Lanſquenettes to 
the Pꝛoteſtantes. They will graunt me this, that the long 
and papnefull vopage whiche they made, the troubleſome ex - 
curſions, the impoztunate charges, and other annopances 
that the Duke de Aumalle bzought vnto them, did take a moi⸗ 
tie of a thirde of them oute of the woꝛlde, adde there vnto, that 
the rolles of Straungers are neuer full.

Fence; gauoy, and other j32mmces, and the knightes of alta, and | 
the Citie Cenoa. This ſleete conſiſted of two hundꝛeth and 1 
C allees 
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galleyes, ſire. galeazes, ue and twentie ſhippes, foꝛtie Bi- 
gantines and Fragaces, and ũue and twentie thouſande ſculdz 
ers, /talians,Spinteraes, and A (nannies befides two thouſend ge 
tlemen that ſerne d lo pietie and honc?, witheut wa ages. This 
mightit nauie (the High Admiral! ohcrof was Don lohnde Au- 
ſir, bale ſonne of the Emperour cles the itt, vet ſo that 21- 
Antonie deColoun., and Sebaltia): Feonerr, the Aomi ralics of the 
Pops and S enetian nauits, oulbc be alwayes called into coil- 
ſell, and that dane which ſhoulde ſeine god vntothe greater part 
of them) launched out of the hauen of 37-4 in Scicile in dJuguſt, 
to the vttermoſt ot their power to endommage the Turke. The 
ſeuenth of October, they being befo2e the Illes g lari, in the 
Archipelago, had intelligence that the Turkiſhe nauie of zz. gal⸗ 
leyes, and ſuch like veſſels, was in the guife ol Lepanto, and ha- 
{fed directly vnto our nauie, and were not farre off. When that 
this was hearde and knowne to be true, Don lehn impeiled tho⸗ 
rowethe ſurpaſſing valiance both of his owne heart, and alſo of 
his fellowes and allies, and ſpecially thꝛough the intreatie and 
perſuaſion of An guſtine Barbedico, the Aiccadnurali oꝛ Pꝛouidi⸗ 
toꝛ of the Venetian flœte, incontinentip tommamided that dagge 
to be hanged foꝛth which was the ſignal of battel, z that the flerte 
might come togither, he comanded one ci the greateſt gunnes to 
be ſhot off. Then he went aboꝛde a long beate, t taking with him 
Lewes of Cardona, and Sore his ſctretarie, and giiſtering ali > 
bꝛight armour, went about all the whole fvte with moſt tor 
countenance, and palling itoutneſſe of courage, aud gaue che = 
that cuery man ſhoulde kollowe their enſignes, and keeps their 
arave, and then adhoꝛted and m—_— the Captaines and ſouldi⸗ 
ours, that they woulde fig 't v antly and ſtoutlpe, and > bong 
that they caried that dave tits 2 e or, gloꝛ ie, liberlie, fait! 
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and religion of their countries in their valiant hendes. The: Gs 
fo2c Grp ſhoulde be ready, and fullv bent to unde the Turkes, 
as ſone as the ſignall ſhoulde be giuen, and that if they vanes 
ſhedthis daye woulde hꝛing perpetuall lelicit:e bato them and 
theirs: but contrarywiſe il they ſhoulde bo haue: em diſhorens 


rably and ſhameiu!ly, and be vanquiſhed that t the TO tout = 4 
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beginning of euerlaTing ſhame, and of ail calamities. Wpth 
thele and d fuuch l like wo2des, the heartes of all men ( althoughe 
t hep were befoze of themtelnes fiercelpe inough tncited) were 
mo2e and in92e inflamed, and nowe euerye man burnt in im⸗ 
meſurable deũre of fight. It can ſcarce be tolde fo2 howefo2- 
tunate andhappye an abodement it was taken, that cuerre 
man as ſone as they ſawe him, beganne to applaude, and 
alſo to crie out vino2te, vicozie, and thele woꝛdes did they 
tentimes ener and anon repeate. Thoſe things being ſpædi⸗ 
lpe done, he returned againe into the Idmtrall galley almoſte 
at ſuche time as the two flectes were within an arrowes ſhot 
oneof another. But bicauſe that diuerſe of the gallepes (ix 


med to be ſomewhat llacke to take tyeir place, Tewes Reche cenes 


ſtreight wave went out of the Admirall, and being rowed in 
a boate, gaue it in charge vnto every galley, 4 then returned as 
gapne vnto the Prince. The middle battcll wherein were 
thꝛeeſcoꝛe and thꝛæ galleys, did the th2& high Jdmiralles guide, 
and Yom 19h kept in the middes: on whoſe right ſide went the 
Popes Idmirall galtey, in whone was Ars Antonie de Ce- 
Lana, th: high Admirall, and p. meh de Colonna, Rom: g, and 
Fore el the Popes Nephewe , with manye other noblemen, 
But on his lefte was ene the Venetian Admirall, whome 
manpe valiant and noble men accompanied, and a finall di⸗ 
fkauncefrom hir followed the Tdmiralles of %u. a1 a2 pe- 
tri, and /e 7 :vrerq 2, behynde them the Admirall of the Gene 
eſe, in the ww wicht e P21 "ce of Pan was, and the dmirall of 
the Duke of 5445, the Captavne whereof was L171y, Amanne 
renoumed both fo: birth and martiall! knowledge , and in hir 
was alſo the Pꝛince of he, and the wings of the myddle 
battell were backed on one fide with the Admirall of the 
Lnightes of t:, whoſe Captapne was Peter Iiſtiniano, 
a foꝛwarde and valiant man, and on the other wpth 2m/:nes 
Admirall, in whome was Paule /ordane, A Gentleman of aps 

20ned pꝛowes. &hyleſt that 2m John doth chearefullye and 
ry exetute all things which doe apppertapne vnto bis 
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ant. 
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ant and noble Pꝛince: the reſt of his fellowes , and the Cap⸗ 
tapnes of the gallepes did alſo by their owne authoꝛitie co: - 
maunde their ſouldiours to rep apꝛe vnto the enſignes, and that 
no man ſhould depart out of his place. that enery man ſhould 
put himleife in a readineſſe foꝛ to fight, Yozeouer, eucry one of 
them adhoꝛted their ſouldionrs, and did to their vttermoſte de⸗ 
clare vnto them all things that might inflame their heartes, and 
nothing was pꝛetermitted by them, which did appertayne vnto 
the dueties ol god Captaines. In the meane time, cuerpe man 
made his moſt heartic and ſupplant pꝛapers vnto God foz the 
god ſucceſſe of the fight, and then take a ſhozte bꝛeauefaſt, and 
alſo the Mariners aud rowers being rekreſhed with meate and 
d2inke, and anon all of them, t euery one ot them with pꝛompt 
and valtant hearts made ready themſelues fo2 to fight, Two of 
the galeazes went bcfo2e the middle battell, /2»7 _ ndrew Dor14 
Admiral ofthe Genoue/e fleete had the leading of the right wing, 
wherein were thꝛerſcoꝛe and fonre gallepes, and alſo two of the 
galeazes went befoꝛe him. Augultine Barbadice was Captayne 
of the left wing, with fiftie ther gallepes, and likewiſe two of 
the Galeazes went befoꝛe him. But Andrew Bacians Marques 

of Sancrace, and Admitall of the Nehelitan flerte, who had the 
leading of the rerewarde, e2 the battell of ſuccour, ſtode 
with his galleyes, who were in number thirtie eyght, halfe a 
myle from the battelles . But that our men might fight with 
happy cuent, it was w2ougit th:ough the helpe and ſingular 
pꝛouidence of God, who made the winde which at the begyn- 
ning did grcative fauour the enimies their nauie by little and 
little to fall, and anon there followed ſuche a calme, that the 
Tur che veſſels toulde ſcarce be ſtirred out of their place, in ſa 
much that their ſhippes were rowed kozth, and in the meane 
time moꝛe lepſure and aduauntage was giuen vnto our men 

to ſette their arape. The Admirall of the 7e flerte (Aal 
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Ba//a\ had beioze this tyme ſente one C4 acee with a Bziganz : 
tine to take a vewe of dur nauie, the whiche he repoꝛted vn⸗ 4 
to the 3dmirall to be karre leſſe than it was in dede, ey» | 
ther bicauſe he coulde not well ſe the gallepes cf the lefte 1 
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Wing, by reaſon of his ſperdy poſting, oꝛ elſe, which is moꝛe like- 
lv, fo: the Jdande that was vehinde them. But two other that 
were ſent after Care, hauing vewed our fleete moze diligent⸗ 
ly, and curiouſiy marked the kmgs fligges, returned ſpeedilpe, 
and talde that our nauie was very ſtrong, and very excellentlpe 
well appointed and p2epared to fight, with their enſignes ad- 
uau:iced. But as ſone as he hearde this, he greatipe maruolled, 
as he vat had befoꝛe fully perſuaded hunſelle, and alſo the ſame 
had bene tolde him by Cara oe, that our nauie was f. rre leſſe tha 
it was in derde, and therefoꝛe waulde our men go backe againe 


as ſone as euer they ſawe them comming, and leeke their ſafctie 


by ſhamcfuil fight, oꝛ elſe if that they were ſo foliſhe Yardpe as 


to fight, they woulde recepac a notable onerth2ow. He is aiſo re⸗ 


poꝛted to haue enquired whether that thoſe veſſels which were 


placed in the front, were Venetian 02 Spaniſhe, and when he was 


aunſwered, that the one was inter mixed with the other, he was 
very penſiue, and had thought at the arſt that it ſcarce could haue 


bene by any meanes poſſible, At the firſt he had thaught to haue 


wintercdeyther in the gulfes of Catære, Corfu, oꝛ Cephalen ia, but 
after that he had lerned foꝛ a certaintie that our men had rigged 
koꝛth a mightie nauie, he returned meotinently into Greece, where 
he commaunded newe bandes „ ſouldiours to be pꝛeſſed fozth, 
and they being ſpeedily embarked in his nauie, the whiche was 
alſo age ine new? furniſhed with victualles and other necefſary 
things, he directed his courſe with the reſt of the len and of 
her od mare ſculdiers that he had vefoze lenied, towards C 

Tbegri, which $45 almoſt midde wave betweene Teyant and Pa- 
ra, With intent eto fight with our fte, and in that minde was 
be the moꝛe confirmed, foꝛ that he had vnderſtode by Caraco/es 
woꝛ des, that his nane was farre the greater. Nlherekoꝛe at the 
fir ſt the 7:45 began to reiopce, and pꝛomiſed themſelues aſſu⸗ 
red victoꝛie, and ſo great a deſire to fight had intl med all of the, 
that euere man cousted to go befo2e bis feilowes , although it 
were commaunded under panne ok death that no man ſhould go 
defaꝛe the Adimirall gallev. They were like vnto a mightie thick 
Wode, and coulde ſcarce be reftravned krom fight, and when 
thep 
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ther ſawe eur men come fo2warde to fight verye valiantly and 
coucagioufiy,and encry galiey to failowe the enſignes accoꝛding 
to the diſcipline of warre, and in a very godiy oꝛder, with the no⸗ 
ſes of their gallevs direded againſt the enimies, they alſo incon- 
tinently began to ſet their nauie with greate arte and celeritie, 
and they had ſo much the moꝛe concevue the victo2ic in hope, bi⸗ 
cauſe the winde did at the beguming blovwe very commodiouſlpe 
fo: them, as we haue ſapde befoꝛe. But loꝛ that the beames 
of the ſunne which ſhined that day very bꝛight, were full in their 
eyes, they coulde not fo aptly and tcommodiouſiy oꝛder and ſette 
their vellels in aray. Partaw the Generall of the ſouldiours, and 
Haly the Admirall of the flete, whiche two did leade the middle 
battell, had appointed ra hemet Bry to be Captaine of the righte 


wing, with fifty galleys,and with him were re the Pꝛeſident 


of Alexandria, Ciurlave, A ſiſcau, Dragan, Ag idel, Ba ſa, ſtregaſa, 
and many other men of great marke. But orch:a/y had charge of 
the left wing, with almoſt foureſcoꝛe and ten veſſeiles, and there 
accompanied him Cæraiolo, and A rabey his ſonnes, and many ex⸗ 
pert fouldiorfrs,and alſo many of the Pirates : and they went di- 
rectlpagainſt 207: : their wing ſeemed to be much ſtronger than 
his, and alſo the galleps fo be farre mo in number, bicauſe that 
Doria his galleys that were on the lefte hande not farre from the 
mayne lande, coulde not at the firſt be ſæne. But the p2incipall 
Chiefetaines themſelues (who were as ve haue hearde, 2«/ and 


Tartaw) were garded on both ſides with almoſt as many galleys. 


And of thoſc noble menne that accompanied them, theſe were 
part, A gan the maiſter ofthe Ar ſenal, at uſt. ph Celibi the Trea⸗ 
ſurer, Trey:nentunas, A math Bey, With his bꝛother, and #aly his 
ſonne, math A £4, the Captaine of 7enrhram:!, A Fu Caiga, the 
gouernour of Ga.(trols, Caraco//e, Cambey the ſonne of Bar baroſſa, 
M ilamur, the Captaine of AMitilene, Deli Solyman, Gider the Cap- 
taine of 5:12, Caſembey the W ieutenaunt of the Rhodes, Protiy A'ge 
the Captaine of Napoli, Guapar Cilibz Pꝛeſident of Calaba, Dordag- 


nan, Dondomenty, Beribeuole, Oſman,Revl, Agadi,Criſifer, Dram Ran, 


and many other of marke, both foꝛ their riches and authoꝛitie, 
and alſo foꝛ their pꝛowes in warrefare . Thus when they ſawe 
$1 ES Es our 
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our men (the which in deede happen vnto them otherwiſe than 
they badexpeced) readye and couragious to fight, they incot incons 
tinentlye aranged their galleyes foz the battell, being caſt into 
the koꝛme of a Croiſant 92 halfe Mone, as "they haue of long 


fime accuſtomed . The Admirall of the 74. ;; verpcſeuerelpe 


cõmmaunded all men, end cuery man in the name of geln foz 
to fight Without feare,and valiantly againſt their enimies their 
nauie, Ik that anye man did kozſake the battell, eyther foz 
llouth, feare,o2 anye other cauſe, he and his veſlell, and all that 
were with him ſhoulo ve incontinently conſumed with fre. In 
the meanc time he commaunded (as our men did) that euerpe 
man ſhoulde repapꝛe incontinently vnto his ranke and order, 

and kerpe it, oꝛdeining a grieuous payne fo2 all them that ſhuld 
doe eee Moꝛeouer, he aſſembling bis men == ad⸗

mie, and reduced into their memoꝛie all the noble aces that 
they had done in fozmer peares agapnſt charle, the fift, and his 
ſonne Phil during the reygne of SH. Mozeourr, he bꝛiefe⸗ 
lye repeated all that they had at ſundzye times done agapnlſte 
the Veneti ins, and what they had of late gotten by warres and 
armes, that is to wit: howe they had augmented the T 


dominions with the kingdome of cpr. Wherefoze thep, 


ought to remember, that they were alſo nowe to fight wyth 
thoſe men whome they had ſo often diſcomfited, and that they 
ſhoulde make a waye and entrie, not onely into /-4/:e, but al⸗ 
ſo ſho2tlve vnto the eee wt all Zureze , and theretoze

manve Ms a and Pzouinces, and had bzoughte backe 
from the vanquiſhed enimpe, lo 1 manpe renowmed vico2tes, 
woulde alſo be with, and alliſte them in this battell. Thele 
things and manve ſuche lyke did he ſet bekoꝛe bis ſouldfours, 
with an oꝛation no leſſe graue than eloquent, that therebp his 
ſouldiours (although he ſawe them of their owne accoꝛde to be 
ſharply inkindled to fight) might pet be thꝛough thele adhozta- 
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tlons the moꝛe and moꝛe accenſed, Nowe was all the dape al⸗ 
moſte ſpente, when that the nauies on both ſides were made 
readie to fight, The ennimies fleete was ſette in almoſte the 
ſame araye that onres was. Foz the middle battell came a- 
gainſt our middle battell, and their wings againſt ours. Our 


wi, reer Fu 


fer. But althoughe the Tes had receyned-manye greate 
loſſes by them, and ſawe that their ozders and rankes 
were ſcattered, pet they being paſſed by them, did wyth a 
certapne marueylous pertinacie and ſtouteneſſe of hcart, gette 
them incontinentlye vnto the Enſignes. So anon the two 
fleetes ioyned togither in battell, and the highe Jdmirall gal⸗ 
leves of bothe fleetes vſing the ſurpaſſing chearefulneſſe of 
the Pariners and Rowers, ranne togither with ſo greate 
fo:ce and violence, that their beakes on bothe ſides were 
fſirycken off. They foughte valiantlye and variablye fo2 
the ſpace of an whole houre, the victoꝛie enclyning vnto net- 
ther parte, foztune giuing iopfull hope of pꝛoſperous euente, 
nowe vnto oure men, and then vnto the aduerſaries. And 
nowe they began to fighte no longer with Acrowes, Dartes, 
and Gunnes , but enconntered cloſe togither with their 
Swo2des. But when cur menne had twyce boꝛded ther -- 
ki/he Jdmirall, and had gotten vnto the Paſte, and ſemcd to 
1 be maiſters of hir, thep were twyce repulſed thence (and 
not withoute a notable loſe ) by ncwe ſuccoure that ranne 1 
thither. Whyle that thele thynges are in deing, Bernar- 
dine de Cardona, ſcing that Lewes de Figerea the Captayne of 
the ſtemme of the highe Zdmirall, had manye of his menne 
wounded and flayne, came ſpxdilye to relieue and ſuccoure 
bim, wpth ichael de Moncada , to whome allo that charge 


bad bene enioyned , But whylelt that 5c7474ne fonghts 


valiants 
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valiantlye at the ſtemme with his [wozde and target, he being 
ſhot in with thze pellets, fell downe and dyed the next moꝛning. 
And in that place were alſo Peter ⁊aputhi, Lewes de Fere⁊, Pliege 
the fathcr, Fe 1erick de Be auidles, Grſman, Philip de Rhedes, . Rutde 4e 
Mendot>a, lohn de Sete, ànd Lewes de Koc henes, who was ſome⸗ 
time at the tandard, and ſometimes with Den John, and all theſe 
noble gentlemen fought againſt the enimie with areat and incre⸗ 
dible valoꝛ. At length our men till v2ging with ſharpe {*:3ht,and 
hauing gotten a fauourable aſpec of vics21e, did after a1houre 
and an halfes fight diſcomfite the middle battell, and boꝛded and 
toke the Admirall gallev, in whome were about fiuc hundꝛeth of 
the noblemen llayne, and mo taken and wounded: the Admirall 
himſelfe while that he encourageth his men, he erecteth thoſe 


that doe favnt and be fearelull, he confirmety the couragious, he 


extolleth to the heaucns thoſe that fight valiantly, and pzomiſeth 
them great rewardes : finally (whileſt that he executeth no leile 
the charge of an excellent Chieketaine, than of a ſtout ſouldiour, 


is flayne with a ſmall ſhot that hit him in the heade, the whiche 


being ſtreightway cut off from his necke, was bꝛought by a SD- 
niard unto Dom John, who as ſone as he ſaw it, comanded it to be 
ſet on p poynt of a ſpeare foꝛ a ſpace, ⁊ held it aloft with his own 


hande as it were atrophey, and to ſtrike terroz into the heartes 


of the reſt of his enimies, who fought pet very valiantly, t anon 
were all the 2 flagges pulled downe, and one ef the croſſe 
hanged out in their place. But although that a p:incipa gal 0 
of the enimies ſodenly inuaded the Admirall, when that ſhe! 


almoſt vanquiſhed hir enimies, vet ſhe had the ſame euent — 


the reſt had, UWhilc that the high Admirals doe moſt ficrcely en⸗ 
counter eche other, Pert and Colonna entountred togither, and 
euerv one of Colenn his galleys with the Turkiſhe, ſome with 
two, and ſome with thee, as C /lenna himſelfe, and the Admirall 
of the S enetiuns had done t cquall almoſt was the pꝛowes of the 
ſouldiours on both ſides. At the beginning of the encoũter, many 
were llayne, but moſt onthe emmies part, by reaſon that our men 
had in euery galley thꝛer hundꝛeth ſkilful 3 verye well practiſed 
harquebuſters, and on the __ {:de the cnimve had verpe fewe, 
al- 
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although in ſfeade of them there were nnumerable archers, and 
among them ſome on hoꝛſebacke, who deadly wounded manye *

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of our menne. But in the meane tune the Galleye flaues alſg*” ” 


bꝛought no (mall heipe to the obteyning of the vid oꝛie, by hur 
ung of Dartes and ſtanes vpon the enimie. While that the chief 


Captapnes of the flæ tes enccunter one the other with ſo bloudy 


and cruell fight, all veſſels of both nanies doe alſo in all partes 
furiouſly fight one againft the other, and 27:4,and 0cch:el; rurms 
togither. But here was the fight moſt troubleſome and hardeſt, 
bicauſe that 2or:a had ioined with lo ſuttle an enimie, and an old 
beaten Captaine, and one whome he ſawe did recule backe, that 
be might choſe that which he iudged woulde be moſt foz his ad- 
nauntage. This was a great impediment, that his counſels and 
intents coulde nat be knowne, noꝛ all the galieves bought fo2th 
at the firſt. But when they at length, though late, came vnto 
fight : Peria fought valiantly, and had with him 0X aw:4» Gan- 
4, Vincent Vitell,, md certaine noble men of /e, who wyth 
the reſt beſtirred themſelues not laſily. Mhileſt that this furious 
fight continueth, Tewes de Aeche ⁊enes dealt with Hen Jen, to goe 
out of hande foꝛ to ſuccour the right wing, bicauſe he had ſ&ne 
and marked that manye of the enimies galleyes that hadde 
not yet begun to fight, made thither, and alſo that ſundzie of H. 
ria his galleves were ſomewhat farre off. When the Admirall 
was come,there was a ficrce and bloudyfight committed. There 
were with Den /oþ», lohn Y 1/ques, Ceranade, Andrada,and Frency 
Doria, who fought all verze valiantlp, and although that at the 
beginning fewe of the galleves followed the Admirall, vet they 
which had bene appointed to garde hir ſides, did neuer fo2ſake 
hir. But the Admirall of the ie fleete chaunc ing to ſe a 
galley, wherein were the ſonnes of the Turkiſhe Admirall 
(whome they thinking to be aliuc and well, diligently and cares 
fully ſought fo2 bere and there) made in vnto hir, and tdey fought 
togither with paſſing pꝛowes, fo2 in the Turkiſhe gallep were 
a great number of valiant men: and intie 3p4-/5e were, the ſon 
ofthe Conſtable of Cafttle, Iehn Yeliſce, Alexander de Terelles and 
many other knights of Arreg n. At that time alſo Peter Juſtinian 
; | Uv, the 
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the Admirall of the flerte of the Unightes of 744, à man of 
verve ſtoute courage and greate valoz , being aTavled by thꝛæ 
gallepes, fought ſo valiantlpe, that he bozded two of them, 
and hadde alſo almofe boꝛded the thirde, when that other 
th2ee 7 4:/be galleps ſceing the flagge of % lohn, did ſpœdi⸗ 
lye inuade him on all ſides, and they being iopned with the 
other three, ſlue almoſt all his men, among wrome were fiftte 
Unigstes of the religion, who had wity maruellous pꝛowes 
long tine ſuſtepned the violent alſault of their enimtes. Inſo⸗ 
much that ail men thought ſhe had bene quite loſte: when be⸗ 
holde vpon a ſodeyne and not without the inſt ind of God) two 
galleyes cf his fellawes (that had fought ſo valiantly with o⸗ 
ther tha of the ennimies, that they bad taken almoſte all of 
them) ſceing /»f:n:4an hts gallcy in greate diſtreſſe and dauns 
ger, ſpeedilve haſted to belpe hir, whome they deltuercd out of 
all daunger, and founde the Admirall pet aliue (although he 
were ſhottc in with thꝛæ arrowes) and ſtill fighting with vns 
appalled heart, at the decke, with thoſe kewe ſouldiours that 
were left aliuc., being caſt into a ring. In the meane time 
Occhiali vexy hardlye pꝛeſſed Sia his ſide on all partes with bis 
gaileycs, and had ne we taken ten of our gallepes. Whpic that 
tbep thus encounter with donbtfull viaozie, the arape was 
bꝛoken in the aduerſe parte, and certayne finall vellels fledde 
out of the battell, whome pet our men did not chaſe, fg2 that 
it ſemed to be no matter of anpe greate impoztaunce, but 
bent their treygth direalpe towardes that parte which was 
moſte opp2ellſev by the enumie . When 0cc/-4/: percepued this, 
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be leauin the galleyes whiche be bad a little befoze taken, 
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beſae kt made towardes the middle battell: but When 

that the middle battell Was diſcomfited, and that 27» 
Jebn s come thither with his galley to helps Aw, he in · 
continentlye beganne to thinke of flight. But dur menne 
to interclude him, didde take befoze hande a certayne place 
th2oughe the whiche they had thought be muſt nodes haue 
paſſed: but he to eſcape the daunger , direced his courſe cloſe 


vnto the chaze, and there landed allt [the menne that were in 
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his gallepes, and thus the greateſt parte of them were ſaued 
by pſwimming. But if it hadde not chaunced that the grea- 
ter parte of onre Galley flaues (from whome their fetters 
were that dape taken, and livertte pzomiſcd-them, if that 
they did their ducties luſtilpe and faithfullye) hadde not tas 
ried in thoſe galleyes of the enimie, whiche had bene taken 
in the battell, not one Turke hadde eſcaped. Wut nowe 
manpe of them were ſaucd by flighte. Den John, Bacians, 
and Lor:« ſpœdilye purſued occhi vntill that it was al- 
moſte night. But he flexing awape in the night time wyth 

Saples and Dares, accompanycd with ſundzye Gallepes, 
(foz the number was then vncertapne, ſoine repozting 
moe and ſome fewer, but yet the common fame was thir- 
 tye) eſcaped in ſafetie : neyther coulde it be then certainelpe 
knowne what waye hc had taken. But in the meane whple 
in another quarter, 5a7b44:co and 1«omer Bey foughte to- 
gither with greate ferocitie. And albcit that euerpe one 
of our menne didde his dnette, and foughte verpe valiantlye 
and couragionſiye , and ſpectallye the leader of the bat- 
tell, and alſo Antenye Canali, and Aare gwrrins, the Liens 
tenanntes, yet they hadreccyned greate incommoditie, and 
doubtleſſe had bene in no (mall daunger, if Aluare Bacia- 
1, that ledde the rerewarde, hadde not ſpxdilye come wyth 
luctour. Bp bys comming, the fighte was farre moze ſharp⸗ 
lye renued, and they did charge the aduerſe parte with ſuche 
fozce and violence, that they diſcomfited them: wherein 
they were alſo holpen by a foztunate wynde whiche blewe 
with vs, andcaried the ſinske of our o2dinaunce vppon the 
engunye , and didde beate backe theirs vppon themſelues, 
whereby their ſighte was muche dpmmed and obſcured, 
whereas oure menne ſawe them verpe plapnelpe and pers 
fcaipe. In thys confline ang fighte were manpe flapne 
on bcthe ſtdes , But the inane of moſte renowned kame 
and courage, was Se, who was ſhotte into the cpe 
with an arrowe, as he foughte verye valiauntire and luſti⸗ 
iye , at what tpme the pꝛowes and mannchode of the 
„b. y. ene tian 
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F exet:an LL. irutenents, although it were often alſo ſœne at other 
tunes, vet then certes did moſt ſpecially appeare. Foz when they 
ſawe that 5. C, waZ ftricken in the eve with a very grieuous 
wounde, and that he was fo impeached by the immeaſurable 
gricke thereof (although that he ſuppꝛeſſed it with ſurpaſſing 
ſtouteneſſe of heart) that he coulde not anye longer execute that 
which he had a little befo2e dane, ſo ſtoutlpe and ercellently;they 
did ſo perfoꝛme the dueties of ſtaute Taptaines and ſouldtgurs, 
that nothing was wanting in them. But Barbadice died that euc- 
ning, and not without the ſighing and ſozowe of all god men, At 
is ſayde that befoꝛe he died, he aſked which part hadthe victozie, 
and being tolde that our men had gotten it, and that Seh ms nauie 
was part taken, and part ſunken, and burnt, he gaue unmoꝛtall 
thankes vnto Sod therefoze, and immediately after departed 
moſt ioyfull out of this life vnto the heauenlv. J cannot omit one 
notable ace of Aluare Baciano, that happened in this battell, be 
ſeing a mightie Admirall gatley of the Turkes to make in 
 luffilye towardes our Admirall, lapde hir aboꝛde himſelfe, and 
toke hir, but not without ſome loſſe of his men, and his owne 
target was ſhot in with thꝛer ſmall pellets, and as he fonght va⸗ 
liantly with hir, there came another ſhip fraught ful of noblemen 
of Naples foꝛ to helpe him. Furthermoꝛe, it chaunced, that 7% de 
Cardona the Admirall of the Sicilia fleete, and to whome this of- 
fice was entopned in all this voyageto go befoze the flete with 
epght aallcys to ſcout and learne the connſels and intents of the 
enimie, was entred 4 roade with foure gallepes to execute his 
office a little befo2c the time of the conflicte: but he returned in 
god time, enen then when the two fleetes began to iopne in bat⸗ 
tell, and comming vnto his place which had bene befoꝛe aligned, 
he founde it verve open, mſomuch that he was foꝛced to take it 
befo2e fiftene of the enimies galleys that appꝛoched. Fo2 when 
he noted howe great detriment it woulde bꝛing, if that the eni⸗ 
mie got in at that gappe, he by fighting with great polit ie and 
celeritie, did fo2cſhutte them from that entrie, neyther did anye 
one of them enter befoꝛe that the Admirall came to ſuccour H. 
71a, zough whoſe and alſo other mens helpe, thoſe galleys were 
taken 
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taken with ſmall labour. Chere were in theſe lun galleyes of 
Car dis about fiuehundzeth 5parcardes, of whame.(carce fiftie eſ- 
caped vnhurt, no noꝛ any man that bare office. There were flame 
in this battell on our ſide of all ſoʒtes, aboute evght thonſande, 
and almoſt ſo hurt.

peceof woꝛke. Of pꝛiſoners, among other were a lemet Bey, 
and geyn Bey the Admirals ſformes, 2 alemer Bey the C avtayne of 
Nigrepont, and Syroch Bey whole wife was alſo taken, àa woman, 
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(thep.ſape) of paſſing beautie. The chiefe ' them that eſcaped, 
were Partev,0edvals, 2urace, Rxy:, with his ſonne, and Genoueſe 
>4ly. But Carepers a. famous Pirate was gone befoze vnto 
Cyprus with twentie gallepes and Bꝛigantines, parte of thoſe 
333. that came from Conitonceneple , and therefoze he coulde not 
be at this bloudte battell. The velleiles of the Turkes that eſ⸗ 
caped with Partauand occ vi, were afterward certainly known 
to be xxv. gaileyes, and ten Bꝛigantines. Ot aur enimies their 
nanie, I — into aur mens power, but foꝛtie were 
dꝛowned, and of Bꝛigantines and other ſoꝛtes of veſfelles, ix. 
were taken. But the4dmicall galley which was taken among 
the reſt, it is repozted, was a wonderfull godlp and beautifull 
vefſell, inſomach thavthere is ſcarce anpe veſſell in the whole 
Ocean that! mape iuſtlye be compared vnto hir koz beautie 
and riches . The decke ok this gallep (as they haue tolde wee 
that ſawe hir) is on both ſides greater by thꝛœ partes than o⸗ 
thers be; and is made all of blacke Walnut tree, like bnto Hes 
bene wode, checkered, and w2oughte maruclloys fapꝛe wyth 
diuers colours, and hyſtaz ies ot all kindes. There be alſo in hir 
many connterfeytes ingraued and w2ought in golde, with ſo 
cunning a hande, that it can ſcaree be thougbt that anye houſe 
in the woꝛlde is moꝛe magnificent and ſtately. The inner part 
and the chamber oꝛ cabban gliſtered in euery place with ryche 
hangings wꝛought with golde twiſt, and diners ſoztes of pze= 
cious ſtones, and among them certapne (mall counterfeptes 
w2ought with wonderfull cunning. Pozeouer, there were al⸗ 
fo founde great ſtoꝛe of clothes and apparell whiche were the 
Admirals, wzought with the needle , and adozned with ſiluex, 
and with ſo beautifoll and riche wozkemanſhippe, that bys 
great Lo2de geln htmſelfe coulde not put on moze royall and 
riche roabes. But his rich caſket with the ſixe thouſand _peeces 
of golde in it, with a pearely reuenue of the hundzeth Dacats 
was giuen vnto a Ereke, boꝛn in 4 e he due the Idmi⸗ 
rall, and he was alſo created knight by Pen lohn he had alſo gi- 
ven vnto him the burrell of the Curkiſhe ſtandarde, the which 
after he was returned to Venice (where he had long t time — 
dwelt 
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dwelt with his wyke, and ſerued the commorr wealth about the 
Arſenad) he ſolde vnto agoloſmaith. W hereof when the Senate 
had intelligence, thep redemed it of the Goldfinith , paying a 
Ducatefo2 euery ounce, that it might be lapde vp among the 
reſt of the tropheys and ſpoples. It was all of filuec and guilt, 
and that wonderfull thicke, and ingraued rounde avonte with 
Turkiſhe letters.
